LOAN RULES. 


1. Loans are granted to Officers, Civil or Military, who can arrange for the regular pay- 
ment of their stipulated monthly instalments at Agra, on the security of two or more approv- 
ed sureties. : 

: 2. Loans requiring more than three years for re-payment are not granted, except under 
peculiar circumstances, and the Directors give a preference to applications for loans re-pay- 
able within a short date. 

3. In Loans on personal security, re-payable within one year, Life Insurance will be dis- 
pensed with, provided the sureties signify their assent in writing, but all other Loans must 
be protected by Life Insurance, with a margin at all times sufficient to cover the balance due, 
including premium of Insurance; interest up to date of adjustment of Policy in event of 
lapse; and any other charges. 

4. Life Insurance taken out by or through the Bank, is reduced half-yearly, according to 
the gradual liquidation of the claims against the debtor. 

5. Applications for loans from Subalterns must only be for such sums as can be re-paid by 
monthly instalments within the prescribed period, and cach application must be accompanied 
with a declaration that the applicant is not indebted elsewhere. 

6. When a debtor dies, the balance (after discharging his own debt in full) of any policy 
of assurance upon his life will, at the discretion of the Directors, be detained as security for 
the re pryment of the balance of any account for which he may be responsible as a surety. 

7. ere parties may find difficulty in effecting their remittances to Agra, Drafts on Cal- 
cutta or elsewhere will be received in re-payment of loans at the Exchange of the day. 

8. The Mortgage of real property in the Hill stations and large Military Cantonment, is 
occasionally taken in place of Life Assurance, provided that the propertybe officially registered 
(with power to sell) in the Station Books as belonging to the Bank, and that the amount 
advanced thereon be regulated by previous official report as to its convertible value at the time. 

9. Regimental loans granted to Corps to facilitate the establishment and maintenance of 
Messes, Bands, Libraries, and other Regimental purposcs. 

10. Loans are granted on the security of Government Paper, on the Stock of the Calcutta, 
Madras, Bombay, and Mofussil Banks, and on the shares of other approved Joint Stock con- 
cerns, where the parties borrowing give to the Bank a power to sell the note or shares forming 
such security, if, on one month’s notice to close the account, the loan—which will, in the first 
instance, be for three months and thereafter renewable for a similar term or 
not then be re-paid in full. 

11. Parties desirous of taking advances in Bombay, Madras, or Calcutta, should apply to 
the Branch Agents of the Bank at those Presidencies respectively. 

12. Interest on loans is charged from the date on which the amount, wholly or in part, is 
placed as a floating balance at the disposal of the borrower, according to notice given, and is 
allowed, at the same rate, upon all remittances from the date of their realization. 

13. When loans are not liquidated as agreed upon a penal interest of two per cent. per 
annum additional will be chargeable. 

14. It is a condition of every loan that the party borrowing shall be subject to the general 
rules of the Bank, in t of such transactions. 

15. Constituents ef the Service, when writing to the Bank, are requested to add their 
tank or official designation to obviate the delay of reference, and with the same view appli- 
cants for loans are also requested, in naming their sureties, to furnish a similar detail regard- 


ing them. 

16. All loan accounts with the Bank are brought up periodically to the 30th of June and 
31st of December, and interest thereon is debited or credited to those dates half-yearly. 

17. ‘When parties already indebted to the Bank require further accommodation, the ba- 
lance due on the former account will be deducted from the new loan ; asa general rule, 


two accounts with different sureties and different terms of payment cannot be kept open at 
the same time 
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18. The Bank renders accounts, once in the half-year, when called for. 

19. On each Loan Account a charge of one Rupee eight Annas is made to cover the ex- 
pense of Loan documents. No letters bearing postage will be received by the Bank, except 
from Paymasters, Deputy Paymasters, or other public authorities, or from places where no 
postage can be levied.

The following Act passed by the Honorable the President of the Council of India in 
Council, with the assent of the Right Honorable the Governor General of India,—is re-pub- 
lahed for general information. 


Fort WILitaM, Home DEPARTMENT, Legislative, the 14th June, 1843. 


The following Act is passed by the Honorable the President of the Council of India in 
Council on the 14th Juno 1843, with the assent of the Right Honorable the Governor Gene- 
nl of India, which has been read and recorded. 

Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. 


Act. No. IX oF 1843. 
FOR THE INCORPORATION OF A BANK AT MADRAS. 


Whereas, the Honorable Court of Directors of the East India Company, by and with the 
tpprobation of the Board of Commissioners for the atfairs of India, has directed the aboli- 
6a of the present Government Bank at Madras, and in lieu thereof has sanctioned the es- 
‘ublishment of a Bank at Madras on the principles hereinafter set forth, and has required 
‘he Government of India to pass an Act of Incorporation for the same : 


I. It is therefore hereby enacted, that from the Ist day of July next ensuing, in the year 
of oar Lord 1843, the persons whose names are included in the Schedule hereunto annexed, 
‘sving severally subscribed and signed their acceptance of the terms of incorporation specifi-

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ed in this Act, and with the Government of Madras on the part of the East India Company 
having paid into the Government Treasury the amount of Capital Stock subscribed by them 
respectively and taken receipts for the same from the Sub-Treasurer to the Government of 
Fort St. George shall, together with the Governor in Council for the time being of the Pre- 
sidency of Madras, be a Corporation Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of 
Madras, with perpetual succession to them and their successors as Proprietors for the time 
being of the said Bank as hereinafter mentioned and provided, and shall possess and enjoy 
all the rights, privileges, and immunities incident by law to a Corporation aggregate. 

Provided however that it shall be lawful to the Governor General of India in Council at 
any time before the Ist of September next, to rectify any errors in the Schedule of the said 
Proprietors by notice in the Official Gazettes of Calcutta and Madras, 90 that no alteration 
be made in the principles upon which such Schedule has been framed. 

Il. And it is hereby declared and provided, that if any of the persons whose names are 
in the said Schedule shall have failed to make good their Subscriptions on or before the lst 
day of May last past, the Shares to which such names are attached were claimable and might 
be taken by the persons who having made applications for Shares which were received atter 
the prescribed amount of Capital had been taken and subscribed for by the parties in the 
said Schedule, had been permitted to have their said applications registered as received ; and 
the shares wirich shall have su lapsed having becn tendered to such upplicants in the order of 
such reg.stry according to the list given into the Governor in Council at Fort Saint George, 
shall be and are the property of such persons, provided they shall have in the manner hereto- 
fore mentioned paid up their Subscriptions on or before the 20th day of May last past. And 
in the event of there having remained any unpaid Shares after the parties whose names had 
been so registered had thus had the option of completing the payments due on such Shares, 
then such remaining unpaid Shares are declared to have been at the disposal of a General 
Meeting of the Proprictors convened for that purpose. And it is hereby enacted, that the 
persons who shall have become the Proprietors of the lapsed Shares in the manner above 
provided or under an appropriation made at such General Meeting of Proprictors by pay- 
ment of the amount subscribed shall be considered to belong, and shall to all intents and pur- 
poses belong to the Corporation Body Corporate and Politic by name of the Bank of Madras, 
and shall possess and enjoy all the rights, privileges and immunities the same as the perso: 
according to the Original Schedule who shall have paid up their Subscriptions on or before 
the Ist day of May last past. And it is hereby declared and required that as soon after the 
promulgation of this Act, a8 may be practicable, the Governor in Council at Fort Saint 
Gcorge shall publish in the Ofticial Gazette of that Presidency a Schedule of the Proprietors 
of the Bank of Madras as incorporated under the provisions of this Act, and that the same 
shall be transmitted to be re-published in the Official Gazette of Calcutta. 

lil. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bunk of Madras shall be 
Thirty Lakhs of Rupees, whereot Three Lakhs shall be the property of the Governor in 
Council at Madras, tor the time being on behalf of the East India Company, and the persons 
whose names are in the Schedule hereunto annexed, or in any Schedule corrected in the 
manner provided for in the lst Section of this Act, or whose numes shall be in the Schedule 
published by order of the Governor in Council at Fort St. George in the Official Gazette 
of that Presidency as required in Section II. of this Act, shall be Proprietors of the Shares 
of the said Capital Stock set against their names respectively. 

V. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be in the power of the Governor General of 
Inaia in Council, from time to time, by an Order duly published in the Official Gazettes of 
Calcutta and of Madras, to authorize the said Capital Stock to be increased, and to make 
such order and direction for the opening of Subscriptions towards such increuse of Capital as 
to him may seem fit, giving due notice thercof to the Proprietors of the said Bank for the 
time being, and allowing to them a period of not less than twelve months to fill up such Sub- 
scription themselves, and likewise to prescribe in what manner and torm the Proprietors 
shall subscribe and pay into the said Bank the proportion of New Stock towhich they may 
respectively be entiticd, and also to make such order and direction as to him the said Go- 
vernor General in Council may seem fit for the disposal of the amount of New Steck that 
may not be subscribed for, and paid up by the Proprietors in the manner and form that may 
be so prescribed. 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras shall be di- 
vided into Shares of One ‘Mhousand Rupees each, which shall be numbered sccordingly, and 
Three Hundred of the said Shares numbered from No. 1 to 30U shall be the property of the 
Governor in Council of Madras, for the time being, on behalf of the East India Company, 
and the remainder shall be the property of the Proprietors who shall have paid up the same, 
and no separate interest or Share in the Stock of the said Bank of less amount than 1,000 
Rupees shall be created or held by any Proprictors, and if at any time the Capital of the 
said Bank shall be increased, the new Stock added thereto shall in like manner be divided 
into shares of 1,000 Rupees each, and no Proprietor shall be entitled to claim a share of 
such new Stock of less amount than 1,000 Rupees. 

VI. And it is hereby enacted, that on the said Ist day of July 1843, or on some early day 
after that date, provided the Subscriptions have been paid up as above prescribed, the Go- 
vernor in Council of Madras shall notify in the Official Gazette of that Presidency that the 
Bank of Madras being incorporated as above provided, shall from the date of such notifica- 
tion be opened for the transaction of all manner of business authorized by this Act, and the 
said Bank shall and may sue and be sued by its corporate name, and ehall and may use such 
common seal as the Directors of the said Bank «hall from time to time appoint, and shall be 
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competent to acquire and hold either absolutely or conditionally, for a term or in perpetuity, 
an} Geectiption 4 of property whatever, and to transfer and convey the same. 7 
I. And it is hereby enacted, that immediately on the opening of the said Bank of 
Madras the business of the present Government Bank of Madras shall cease, and it shall 
poses, to wind up its affairs as soon as possible, and all Cash Notes of the Government 
of Madras which shall be then outstanding shall be payable thenceforth at the Bank 
of Madras which shall pay them on being verified by such Ufticers as the Governor in Coun- 
dlof Fort St. George may appoint for the purpose, on presentment, asif they had been 
issued by the Bank of Madras. 

VILL. And it is hereby enacted, that on Monday of every week, se long as there are any 
sctes of the Government Hank outstanding, the Bank of Madras shall cause to be made up 
& Statement of the Notes of the Government Bank paid by them in the course of the pre- 
cading week, and transmit the same to the Governor in Council of Madras with the Notes, 
who thereupon cause the amount with all reasonable expedition, tobe repaid to the 
Bank of Madras. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that after the delivery by the Sub-Treasurer at Madras, to 
whom all Subscriptions on account of the Capital of this Bank will have been paid, as above 
Provided, of the amount of Capital Stock to the Directors of the Bank, the receipt which 
may be granted by the Sub-'reasurer to the Subscribers respectively shall be cancelled, and 
a Certificate, signed by three Directors of the Bank of Madras shall be delivered to each Pro- 
Prietor, and any person who isa Proprietor of more than one Share of the Capital Stock, 
may ut his option demand a Certificate for each of his Shares, or one Certificate for all his 
Shares, or several Certificates, each of which may be for any number of his Shares. 

X. And it is hereby enacted, that no Proprietor shall be allowed to increase his Share in 
the Capital Stock of the said Bank beyond the amount of fifty thousand Rupees, excepting 
em oceasion of any increase being made to the Capital Stock of the said Bank under the au- 
thority of the Governor General in Council, in the manner prescribed in Section IV. of this 
Act, in which case any Proprietor holding Stock to the full amount of fifty thousand Rupees 
shall, notwithstanding, be entitled to subscribe to the increased Capital Stock, in a rateable 
Proportion: and oxcepting any addition to his interest in the said Capital Stock arises from 
Baceession, Bequest, or Marriage. 

XL And it is hereby enacted, that the said Share or Shares of the Capital Stock of the 
said Bank shall be of the nature of personal Estate of the Proprietors thereof respectively, 
and that the same shall be transferable by endorsement to be made on the Certificates there- 
of respectively, under the hand of the Proprietor or Proprietors, or his or their Attorney 
duly authorized, which endorsement shall specify the name of the person or persons to whom. 
the said transfer shall be made, but no such endorsement shall be effectual to transfer auy 
such Share or Shares, until such endorsement shall have been registered at the Bank of 
Madras, and such registration shall have been noted on such endorsement under the hand of 
an Officer inted for that purpose, by the Directors of the said Bank. 

XIL And it is hereby enacted, that the said Corporate Body of the Bank of Madras shall 
consist and be composed of the Registered Proprietors for the time being of the said Shares 
af the Capital Stock of the said Bank, and of no other person or persons whatsoever. 

XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the business of the said Bank shall be managed by 
nine Directors of whom three shall be appointed and be removable by the Governor in Coun- 
ql of Madras, and the remaining six be elected by the General Meeting of the Pro- 

rs of the said Bank, and 8! be removable by vote of the majority of a General 
leeting of the said Proprietors. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that the first Directors of the said Bank shall be such 
three persons as may be appointed by the Governor in Council of Madras to be Directors of 
the Bank, together with six persons of those whose names are inserted in the Schedule of 
Proprietors published in the Official Gazette of Fort St. George, in the manner prescribed by ‘ 
Section II. of this Act, and who being entitled to not less than six shares or 6,000 Rupees of 
the Capital Stock of the said Bank shall be elected at a General Meeting of the persons 
whose names are inserted in the said Schedule to be held at such time and place as the Go- 
vernot in Council of Madras may fix by public notification in the Official Gasette of that 
Presidency, and the election shall be made by the persons who according to the said Schedule 
of Proprietors may be entitled to Shares of the Capital Stock of the Bank, and the said 
persons shal) vote at such election in person or by proxy according to the quantity. of Stock 
Tespectively held by them, and the Directors so appointed shall appoint Officers, and take all 
necessary steps for opening the Bank when this Act shall take effect for its incorporation, and 
the rotation amongst the six Directors first appointed under the next preceding Section, shall 
be established according to the number of votes; the two Directors elected by the fewest 
Votes first vacating and the next two in the year following, and so in succession in the third 


Year. 
XV. And it is hereby enacted, that two of the six Directors elected as provided in Section 
XIV. and to be elected by the Proprietors, shall in rotation go out of Office on the second 
y in the month of December, in every year, on which day in every year a General 
Meeting of Proprietors shall be held for the election of two Directors in their stead; but no 
Director going out by rotation as aforesaid shall be re-elected at the election which takes 
place thereupon though he shall be eligible for a future election. 
XVI. And it is hereby enseted, that the case of the death, resignation or absence from 
Madras for more than three months, or disqualification under Section XVII. or removal as 
ahresaid of any Director elected as provided in Section XIV., or to be elected by the Pro- 
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fyictors after the incorporation of the Bank of Madras, the Directors shall call a General 
‘eeting of the Proprietors, to be held within fifteen ms of the day of notice, for the 
Purpose of choosing a successor, and such successor shall come into the place in rotation 
abovementioned of the late Director. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that no person shall be capable of serving as a Director 
by election of the Proprietors who shall not be Proprietor in his own right unencumbered of 
six Shares or six thousand Rupees of the Capital Stock of the Bank of Madras, or who shall 
be a Director of any other Bank issuing Notes payable on demand within the Town or Sub- 
urbs of Madras. 

XVIII. Andit is hereby enacted, that ata General Meeting of the Proprietors, every 
election and other matter in question shall be decided by a majority of votes, and that no 
ire shall be allowed to vote at any such Meeting in respect of any Share of the said 

‘fapital Stock acquired by transfer, or purchase, or otherwise than by Act of Law, unless 
soeh transfer shall have been completed six months at the least before the time of tendering 
such vote. 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that at all such General Meetings the Proprietors shall 
vote according to the following scale :

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of 
Madras to give a proxy in writing signed by one of the Secretaries to Government, to any 

eon to whom the Governor of Madras may appoint to attend any General Meeting of the 

rietors, and that the holder of such proxy shall be entitled tu give four votes upon all 
matters or questions that may be submitted to such Meeting, except upon the election or 
removal of such Directors as are elected by the said Proprietors. 

XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that any Proprietor or Proprietors entitled to vote at any 
General Meeting may give a proxy in writing either General or Special, under his, her, or 
their hand, or the hand of his, her, or their Attorney duly authorized to any other Pro- 
prietor, and that such proxy shall be produced at the time of voting, and that such proxy 
shall entitle the person to whom it is given, to vote on such matter or matters, as shall be 
authorized by the tenor of such proxy. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that at the first Meeting of the Directors, after their 
election, in every year, they shall choose a President from among themselves, and if the Of- 
ficé of President shall become vacant they shall at their next Meeting choose a successor for 
the remainder of the current year, and that duri any vacancy, or in the absence of the 
President, the Senior Director shall be Vice President for the time being, and that such 
President or Vice President shall have the casting vote in all cases of an equal division of 
votes at Meetings, either of Directors or Proprietors. 

XXIII. And itis hereby enacted, that the presence of at least three Directors shall be 
necessary to form a Board for the transaction of business, and the said Directors shall establish 
& weekly rotation among themselves, so that not less than three Directors may attend every 
Meeting of Directors, provided always that nothing herein contained shall be held to pre- 
clude ony Director from attending any Meeting of Directors. 

XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that all Accounts of the said Bank, and all instruments 
not under Seal whereby the said Bank can in any manner be bound except the Cash Notes of 
the said Bank shall be signed by three Directors, and shall be of no validity unless so signed, 
and that the Seal of the suid Bank shall not be affixed to any instrument except in the 
Presence of three Directors whoshall sign their names on the instrument in token of their 
Presence, and that such signing shall be,independent of the signing of any person who may 
sign the instrument as a witness, and that unless so signed by three Directors, such instru- 
ment shall be of no validity. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Directors shall have power to appoint such 

- Officers as may be necessary to conduct the business of the said Bank and to remove any Of- 
floer of the said Bank and to fix the salaries of such Officers, provided that the wholeexpense 
of the Establishment of the said Bank shall not, in any one year exceed 60,000 Rupees, 
without Previous authority from the General Meeting of the Proprietors. 

XXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that no person who shall hold the Office of Secretary, 
Treasurer, Head Accountant, or Head Shroff of the Bank of Madras, shall engage in any 
other Commercial business, either on his own account, or as Agent for any other person or 
persons, or act as a Broker for the sale or purchase of Government Securities, and that every 

mn appointed to any one or more of the said Offices shall give security to the Directogs 

r the faithful discharge of his duty in the sum of 50,000 Rupees. 

XXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras shall not be engaged in 
ony kind of business, oxcept the kinds of business hereafter specified, that is to say— 

it.

The selling of Property or Securities deposited in the Bank as Security for Loans, 
and not redeemed, or of Property or Securities recovered by the Bank in satisfaction of Debts 
and Claims. - 

XXVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank, shall discount 
no Negotiable Security, and make no loan, unless t):e amount of Cash in possession of the 
wid Bank, and immediately available, shall be equal w at least one-fourth of all the claims 

inst the said Bank outstanding for the time being and payable on demand. 

XIX. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank of Madras shall not 
discount any Negotiable Securities which shall have a longer period to run than three months, 
orlend any money for longer period than three months, and that they shall make no loan 
or advance on any Bank Shure or Certificate or Shares, nor on mortgage, or in any other 
manner on the Security of any Lands, Houses, or immovable Property, nor on any Negoti- 
able Security of any Individual or Partnerstip Firm, which shall not carry on it the several 
responsibilities of at least two persons or Firms unconnected with each other in general 
Partnership, nor be in advance at one and the same time, to any Individual or Partnership 
Firm, either by way of discount, loan, or in any other manner (saving by loans upon the de- 
posit of Government Securities, or Goods not perishable as hereinafter mentioned) beyond the 
amount of three Lakhs of Company’s Rupees—Provided always, that the advances upon. 
Bills of Exchange accepted by the Government or upon other Government Obligations, 
shall not be considered as an advance within the meaning of this restriction. 

XXX. And itis hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank shall make no loan 
other than such loans as are described in the Clause next preceding except on deposit of 
Public Securities in the full amount of the loan, and which Public Securities shall be so 
endorsed or otherwise transferred as to put them at the absolute disposal of the said Bank of 
Madras, or on deposit of Goods not of a perishable nature, and of an estimated value, exceed> 
ing the amount of the loan by at least one-fourth. 

XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank shall not be at any time in advance 
tothe Government more than Seven Lakhs anda Half of Company’s Rupees, provided 
always that the holding of Government Securities, or of Bills of Exchange drawn upon the 
Government or of other Government Acceptances or Obligations derived to the said Bank 
from individuals and not overdue, or subscribed and paid for by the Bank, shall uot be con- 
strued as being in advance to the Government within the meaning of this Clause. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said bank of Madras shall 
aot suffer any person or persons or body corporate keeping cash with the said Bank of Ma- 
dras to overdraw his, her, or their account. 

XXXIII._ And it is hereby enacted, that the said Bank of Madras may issue Promisso: 
Notes peyable either on demand, or at a date not exceeding thirty days after sight, whic! 
Notes shall and may be signed on behalf of the said Bank by such person as the Directors 
of the said Bank may appoint or authorize in that behalf, provided always that the total 
amount of such Notes in circulation at aoy one time shall not exceed One Crore of Rupees, 
and provided also that no such Note shall Se for a smaller amount than Ten Rupees. 

XIV. Andit is hereby enacted, that it shall not be lawful for the said Bank to make, 
issue, or negotiate any Note, Bill, or other instrument containing any promise, undertaking, 
or order for the payment of Money elsewhere than within the limits of India. 

KXV. And it is hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Directors of the said 
Bank of Madras to receive in deposit Goods not of a perishable kind, and to contract for the 
safe keeping of the same. 

XXXVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Directors of the said Bank shall cause the 
Books of the said Bank to be balanced on the 30th day of June and the 3lst of December in 
every year, and that a Statement of the Balance on every such day signed by a majority of 
the eaid Directors shall be forthwith transmitted to one of the Secretaries to the Governorin 
Council of Madras, and that the Governor in Council of Madras shall at all times be entitled 
to require of the said Directors any information touching the affairs of the said Bank, and 
the production of any documents of the said Bank, and that the said Directors shall comply 
with every such requisition. 

XXXVII. And it is hereby enacted, that an account of the profits of the said Bank shall 
be taken half-yearly on the 1st day of January and the Ist day of July in every year, and 
that a Dividend thereof, shall be made so soon thereafter as conveniently may be, and that 
the amount of such Dividend shall be determined by the Directors of the suid Bank on the 
ground of the actual profits made by the said Bank during the six Calendar Months preced- 
ing the day up to which such Half-Yearly Account shall be taken, provided that such rea- 
waable expenses as have been incurred in procuring this Act of Incorporation, shall, upon be- 
ing andi and admitted by the said Directors be paid out of the funds of the Bank as soon 
uit is opened for business, and that the amount so paid shall be defrayed out of the future 
profits of the Bank at the discretion of the Directors, and provided that the said Directors, 
‘abject to the control and sanction of the Proprietors at the General Meetings, shall have 
power when they see fit, to set apart from such profits, asum not exceeding Five per Cent. 
@ the Capital Stock of the Bank asa reserve against Contingencies. 

XXXVIII. And itis hereby enacted, that on the first Monday of the month of March 
every year a General Meeting of the Proprietors of the Capital Stock of the said Bank 
ssall be held at which the Directors of the said Bank ehall submit to the said Proprietors a 
sttement of the affairs of the said Bank made up to the preceding Sls. of December, and 
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such General Meeting shall be competent to pasa Resolutions, and frame Rules and Direc- 
tions relative to the affairs and conduct of the suid Bank which shall be binding on the Di- 
rectors and Officers of the Bank and on the Proprietors thereof until rescinded or modified 
respectively by any subsequent General Meeting. 

XXXIN, ‘And it is hereby enacted that any three of the said Directors of the said Bank, 
or any ten Proprietors of the Capital Stock of che said Bank may at any time convene a Ge- 
neral Meeting of the Proprietors, upon giving fifteen days previuus notice of such Meeting, 
and of the purpose or purposes for which the same shall be convened, as well to the Direc- 
tors of the said Bank for the time being, as also by public Advertisement in the Otticial Ga- 
gette of Madras. And any General Meeting so convened shall have the same powers and au- 
thorities as prescribed in the preceding Section of this Act tor the Annual General Meeting 
to be held in the month of March. . 

XL. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Bank of Madras, with the 
sanction of the Governor in Council of Madras, and with the approbation of the Court of Di- 
rectors of the East India Company, to establish Branch Banks at such pleces, and under 
such rules and restrictions as shall be determined by the Proprietors at their General Meet- 
ings. Provided however that such Branch Banks when 80 established, besides being subject 
to the rules and restrictions that may be imposed by the Proprietors, and to the control and 
orders of the Directors of the Bank of Madras, shall be bound by the same rules as tothe de- 
scription of business in which they are to engage, and the manner of conducting such busi- 
ness, and likewise in respect to the issue of Notes payable on demand, and the retention of 
Cash to meet the same, and in all transactions and matters hereinabove referred to as pre- 
scribed for the Bank of Madras by this Act. 

XLI. And it is further enacted, that if any of the Proprietors shall become indebted to 
the said Bank, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to withhold payment of the Dividends om 
the Share or Shares of such Proprietor registered as his, or her own property, and not as 
held in trust, or as Executor or Administrator, until payment of such debt, andto apply 
such Dividends towards payment thereof, and that after demand and default of payment, 
and notice in that behalf given, either to euch Proprietor, or his, or her Constituted Agent, 
or by public Advertisement in the Otficial Gazette, it shall be lawful for the said Bank to re- 
fuse registration of the transfer of any such Share or Shares of such Proprietor until pay- 
ment of such debt, and if the same shall remain unpaid for the space of six months after 
such notice, to advertise for public sale and to sell such Share or Shares, or so many as may 
be necessary, and to apply the proceeds thereof towards payment of euch debt, with interest 
at the rate of Six per Cent. per Annum, paying over the surplus if any to such Proprietor, or 
hie, or her lawful representatives. 

XLII. And it is further enacted, that the said Bank shall continue as hereby constituted 
until the Ist day of July, which will be in the year of our Lord 1850, and shall thereafter con- 
tinue in like manner until duly dissolved or modified ; provided however that after the said 
Ast day of July 1850 the said Bank shall not, except upon the application or by the consent 
of the Proprietors of the said Bank be dissolved, or anywise modified without previous no- 
tice of twelve months at the least being given by the Governor General of India in Council, 
or by the Government of the Presidency of Fort St. George, to the Diréctors of the said Bank 
for the time being of such intended dissolution or modification. Provided also that in the 
event of the said Bank at any time suspending any Cash Payments the benefits granted to 
the said Bank by the present Act of Incorporation shall be thenceforth forfeited.

RULES. 


FINANCIAL DEPARTMENT, FORT ST. GEORGE, Aprit 4, 1834, 


The Rig it Honorable the Governor in Council directs that the following Rules of a Sav- 
ings’ Bank, established in Madras under the guarantee and responsibility of Government, be 
published for general information. 

Ist. The Bank to be denominated “Tue Government Savines’ BANK.” 

7 Lo an classes, British and Native, may invest their savings in the “‘Government Sav- 
. The return of the exact sum deposited, together with the interest due thereon at the 
undermentioned rate, is secured to the Depositor under guarantee of the Government. 

4th. The general direction and control of the Bank shall be vested in a Committee of Ma- 
nagement, to be nominated by the Governor in Council. The Committee shall meet at such 
saree periods as may be necessary for the due and efficient control of the proceedings of the 

ok. 

6th. The Government Agents are charged with the immediate superintendence and exe- 
cution of all details connected with the Bank. They will also be ex-officio Members of the 
Committee of Management. The Sub-Treasurer, as one of the Government Agents, will be 
ezofficio Secretary to the Bank. 

6th. A Register of Deposits will be kept, and (generally such other accounts as may be 
determined on and approved of by the M: i ‘* ‘ommittee. - a 

7th. Any sum not less than One Rupee will be received in deposit. 

8th. Whenever any sum deposited by one individual shall amount to 500 Company's Ru- 
pees, the same will be transferred from the Bank deposit in the General Treasury, and sub- 
scribed on account of the Depositor to the four per cent. Bengal Government Loan of the lst 
February 1848, until farther notice, unless an intimation of its withdrawal, or the withdrawal 
of a portion of it, be given by the Depositor within one month after it has reached that 
amount; and all Government Securities shall be handed over to the Government at 
the expiration of 3 months (subject to all the Rules which obtain in that Department) unless 
counter instructions be immediately received from the Proprietors. 

9th. Interest at 4 per cent. per annum will be allowed on Deposits until further notice. 

10th. The interest will be calculated on a deposit from the lst day of the month succeed- 
ing that in which it shall be received, and up to the last dey of the month preceding that in 
which it shall be withdrawn. No interest will be allowed for broken periods of a month, nor 
calculated on fractional parts of a Rupee. 

lith. The Government reserves to itself the power of lowering or raising the rate of in- 
terest, such alteration not to affect deposits above 500 Company's Rupees previously invested 
in Public Securities, and due notice to be given in the Fort St. Gzoncx Gazette, of the 
intention of Government six months before the alteration shall take effect. 

12th. All deposits will be regelarly entered in a book at the time they are made, and the 
Depositor of the Deposit made at the Presidency will be furnished with a small book having 
aduplicate of the entry. This book is to be brought to the Bank whenever any sum is de- 
posited or withdrawn. The account thus kept will be closed on the 30th April of every 
year, and the balance of interest due at that period will be paid to the Depositor, or carried 
to account, thenceforward to accumulate at compound yearly interest, until it shall amount 
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to 500 Company's Rupees, when the same will be transferred from the account of the Bank, 
and subscri ‘on account of the Depositor to the Bengal Government four per cent. Loan as 
per Rule VIII. unless notice of withdrawal be given within one month as above, or unless 
the rate of interest be altered as provided for in Rule XI. 


18th. No or persons to deposit money for the benefit of any other person or per- 
sons, except Parents on Shaif of, and on account i their nine being minors. If dich 
deposits are made in the children’s names, they cannot be withdrawn without an authority 
Srom the children,—no trust will be allowed to appear on any deposit. Provided however, that 
this Rule shall not be construed to prohibit Individuals resident out of Madras, or females, 
who according to the manners and customs of the country do not usually make their appear- 
ance tn public, from making their deposits in their own names by the hands of other persons 
as Agents on their behalf. 

14th. No sum deposited to be transferable excepting. on the personal application of the . 
Depositor, supported by written sanction. When peculiar circumstances render a deviation 
from this Rule necessary, the case shall be submitted to the Committee of Management for 
their sanction. 

Lith. No person will be allowed to deposit any money without making known his or her 
name, together with his or her fession, business, occupation, calling, and residence. A 
duplicate of this description will be entered in each Depositor’s book, to be produced when- 
ever any sum is afterwards deposited or withdrawn. 

16th. Depositors will be at liberty at any time to withdraw any sums or portions of sums 
deposited by them, receiving interest calculated up to the end of the month preceding that in 
which the withdrawal is made. 

17th. Asa general rule, deposits, with the interest due thereon, will be repaid to the De- 
positors Pemonally in all practicable cases. In the cases of Individuals unable to attend in 
person, Secretary will exercise his discretion in regard to repayments of deposits to res- 
ponsible persons duly authorized by such absentees to receive the same. 

18th. iii Officers and Soldiers, E: and Native, will be allowed toinvest their 
savings in the Government Savings’ Bank, through the Paymasters of Corps or Divisions; 
and Officers and Servants of the Civil Establishments, European and Native, through the 
Residents, Collectors and other Officers in charge of Public Treasuries, or who are compe- 
tent to sign Pay Abstracts of Civil Establishments; and Residents, Collectors, Paymasters, 
and other Officers in charge of Public Treasuries, are hereby authorized to receive Subscrip- 
tion to the Bank, or to deduct monthly from their Abstracts such sums as the parties within 
their circle of payment may be desirous of depositing, not being less than One Rupee, nor 
more than 500 Company's Rupees. 

19th. The Deposits referred to in the preceding rule are to be brought to the credit of Sub- 
scribers on the last day of the month, in which the payment or deduction is made ; and Rules 
16 and 17 respecting the withdrawal of deposits by parties subscribing through Residents, 
Collectors, Paymasters, and other Officers in charge of Public Treasuries, will be carried 
into effect under instructions which will be furnished to them by the Accountant General. 

20th. In case of the death of a Depositor, the sum at his credit will be paid to his or her 
Executors or Assigns; or in case of no will, according to the law on this head, or the Regu- 
lation of the Service, if the deceased be Military. 

21st. In case of any. difference between the Secretary of the Bank and any Depoasitor, it 
shall be referred for the decision of the Committee of Management. 

22d. A general statement of the Funds of the Bank shall be annually made out to the 
30th Annee the lst May. The same to be submitted for the information of Government, 
and published in the Fort St. GkorGg GazettE. 

23d. The Bank to be open on Tuesdays and Fridays, and all balances above 500 Ri 
to be paid over at the close of each day’s pruceedings by the Secretary into the General 
‘Treasury, where an account with the Bank will be opened and kept. 

The Government Savings’ Bank will commence business on the Ist Proximo.

“All Premiums must be paid in advance,—every facility will be given for their regular pay- 
ment or remittance ; but 12 per cent. interest will be charged on all arrears, and the contract 
forfeited after six months non-payment of Premium. 


The first half-yearly payment of Annuities will be made, if claimed in India, six months, 
and if in London, 12 monthsafter the expiration of the period of deferment, and parties, 
whose Annuities have commenced in India, will on their return to England have to comply 
with the English period of payment, which is, as above, six months later. 


An officer proceeding on furlough and having subscribed for a Deferred Annuity, may at his 
option, continue his payments during furlough, the Annuity becoming payable at the same 
term asifhe had remained in India, or he may discontinue his subscription during the period 
of furlough, in which case the period of deferment will be extended for an equal time, or 
lastly, he may surrender his contract to the Society, who will be prepared to purchase it at a 
fair valuation. 


The Annuities will be paid in London at the Exchange of 2s. per Rupee. 


For the present the Directors have limited the Annuities on any one life to 3,000 rupees, 
and the Endowments to 30,000 rupees. 


Forms of Proposal and full information may be obtained at the offices of the Society in 
London, and of the Secretaries and Agents in India. 


Life Assurance. 
The advantages of this Society are as follows :— 


A lower and more economical scale of Premiums for Life Assurance than hitherto demand- 
ed by the established offices in India. 


The Tables of Premiums have been accurately prepared, after reference to all the vari- 
ous and best reports and statistical documents recently gvailable, and particularly, that lest 
prepared by Mr. Griffith Davis in 1844, based on Dodwell and Miles’ Army Lists, and the 
investigations of Mr. Woolhouse, Actuary of the National Loan Fund Life Assurance So- 
ciety. 


To the actual or mathematical risk thus deduced, an ample per Centage has been added to 
the scale of Premiums for the safety of the Society and the benefit of the Assured; and it 
will be found by reference to the subjoined Tables that, notwithstanding a considerable per 
Centage thus added, the Rates of Premium will be cheaper at all ages to the holders of Poli- 
cies than those hitherto offered to the public in India. 


The whole of the Funds of this Society in India at present are invested in Government 
Paper. The Directors are limited to such investment, and to loans on security of Govorn- 
ment Paper or Bank of Bengal shares only. 


All holders of Policies in India on the profit scale, who may have paid five Annual Pre- 
miums will be entitled at the expiration of the fifth year to a years’ profit calculated on the 
average of the preceding five years, such profit to be paid ia cash, or to go in diminution of 
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the fature Premiums payable, or to be added to the sum assured by the Policy at the option 
of the Holder, after the calculation of the profits shall have been made in London. 


After the expiration of 1851, the profits will be declared annually, and the payers of five 
complete Annual Premiums be regularly entitled to a participation therein with a like option 
as to the mode of application. 

Parties assured in India for life shall, on their return to England for a permanency, and on 
the first half-yearly Premium becoming due, be entitled to come upon the English rates of 
Premium, and be placed under the Rules and Conditions of the Society there obtaining. 

All parties assured fot life or for terms other than for life, whatever the number of pay- 
ments or the permanency or otherwise of their residence in Europe, shall after completing a 
fall year from the date of their quitting India, and on the first half-yearly Premium there- 
after becoming due, be entitled to a reduction of their Premium to the English rates, such 
reduced rates being continued during their further residence in Europe.

Premiums are payable half-yearly in advance, but arrangements may be made with the 
Seeretaries for the payment of Premiums annually or for a given number of years, 

Assurance will be computed from the date of the certificates, but no Assurance to be bind- 
ing on the Society until the first siz months premium shall have been actually paid to the 

Policies becoming claims upon the Society, will be paid three months after satisfactory proof 
of the death of the party assured shall have been received at the Society's Office. 

Policies granted by the Indian Branch, will be paid in India or London, at the option of 
the Holder, at the exchange of two Shillings per Company's Rupee, provided notice shall have 
been given to the Secretaries, at least three months previous to a lapse occurring, of the place 
at which it is desired the payment may be made.

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Conditions Endorsed on the Policy. 


Poxtcizs will become void if the Premiums be not paid within thirty days after the period

Art. 1.—The object of this Association is to provide a Fund for the Assurance of Lives to 
which an individual may subscribe to a certain extent, either on his or her own Life, or on the 
Life of any other person. In the former case, the General Estate of the deceased shall bene- 
fit in the event of a lapse—in the latter, the person who may have subscribed on the Life of . 
the deceased shall benefit to the extent of the amount subscribed for, unless in either case 
much amount be especially declared at the time of subscription to be for the benefit of any 
other person or persons, or be subsequently made over according to the form hereafter pre- 
ecril for the benefit of any other person or persons, in which case such person or persons 
shall be entitled to benefit in the event of a lapse and no other. 

Art. 2.—In the case of a person subscribing on the Life of another, the Part: subscribing . 
and not the Party on whose Life the Subscription is made, shall be considered a Member of the 
Society and have a voice in the management of itsconcerns. Co-partners or other bodies of 
Individuals may hold Assurance jointly on any given Life, but in such case the Parties unit- 
ing in the subscriptions shall not be entitled each to a separate voice in the concerns of the 
Society, bat must vote collectively, or by deputation of one of their number on all matters 

ereto relating. 

Art. 3.—No smaller sum than Five Hundred, nof larger than Thirty Thousand Company's 
Bupees can be subscribed for on one Life. 

Art. 4.—The following are the rates of subscription te-be paid for Assurance in the So- 
ciety ing to the age of the Parties upon whose Lives the Assurance is effected—but 
the Premia for Military Lives upon all Policies obtdined in this Society by transfer from tho 
late Fifth Madras Laudable Socicty, shall be charged at the rate for Civil Lives. It shall 
however be optional with the Directors to ch: the Civil rate of Premium on the Lives 
of Military Men while engaged in Duties purely Qivil.

Ast. 5.—All persons admitted to hold Assurance in the Society shall pay a Premium calcu- 
lated according to the above Table of Rates in advance to the 30th June or 31st December 
next ensuing according as the Policy may be issued in the first or the second half of the year, 
and thenceforward for six Months in advance, but in case of a lapse occurring before the full 
sorrent year @ Premium shall have been paid, the Premium for the remaining portion of the 
year be deducted from the sum Assured, it being agreed that Premium for the whole of 
every year shall in all cases be paid. The Premia 30 paid shall be carried to the credit of a 
Fund denominated the Premium Fund. ' 
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Art. 6.—Five persons Tending’ in Madras shall be nominated Directors of the Madras Equit- 
able Assurance Society, whose business it will be to superintend and control the management 
of the Funds, to examine the accounts, and generally to transact the current business of the 
Society—the concurrent opinion of three of the Five Directors shall be decisive in all matters 
relating to the concerns of the Society not at variance with these Fundamental Regulations, 
which can be altered only by a General Meeting of Members to be convened ty Public 
advertisement. No question however shall be proposed to the Members at large without 
the concurrence of a majority of the Directors. Frease of the death or removal from Madras 
of any of the Directors, another or other shall be chosen by a General Meeting to be con- 
vened as above. 


Art. 7.—A Meeting of the Directors shall be convened half-yearly when a Statement of the 
accounts of the Society shall be laid before them by the Secretaries, and no account which 
shall onco have been submitted to and passed by the Directors at such Meeting shall afterwards 
be called in question, except for some special and manifest error to the amount of Five hundred 
Rupees or upwards. 


Art. 8.—In the election of Directors as well as in all other questions relative to the concerns 
of the Socicty which may be proposed for the decision of the Members at large, a Member 
holding Assurance to the extent of Ten Thousand Rupees shall be entitled to one vote, if to 
the extent of Rupees Twenty Thousand to two votes, and if, to the extent of Rupees ‘Lhirty 
‘Thousand to three votes. 


Art. 9.—Messrs. Arbuthnot and Co. shall officiate as Secretaries and Treasurers to the So- 
ciety, and shall charge a commission of two and a half per cent. on all receipts of subscrip- 
tions to be paid out of the Funds of the Society, and they shall charge a Fee of one Rupee on 
each Certificate of admission, and one Rupee for the Registry of each assignment of shares in 
lieu of all charges ; Advertisements, Printing, and Law expenses excepted.

The preceding remarks have been made in respect to the rate of mortality found to prevail 
among the European Officers of the Indian Army, but they are also equally applicable to the 
rate of mortality among tne members of the Civil Service, which has investigated with 
the tame care and deliberation, and the mortality of both classes may therefore now be con- 


Slated’ to:be better defined than that of the Lives usually assured by the Life Offices in 


Every precaution having been thus taken to determine accurately the risks to which an: 
Life Awarance enterprise in India would be subject, the Directors of the Medical, Invalid, 
and General Life Assurance Society believe, that from the confidence which is thence inspir- 
ed by fall, complete, and exact information, they are enabled to extend advantages to As- 
surers greater than any company would have been hitherto justified in offering, and they 
therefore submit the present Prospectus in explanation of their views, and in support of the 
gtoands on which a preference is claimed by for this Company. 


While attention is thus strongly directed to the t fact that this Society is enabled to 
smure Lives in India on cheaper terms than offices have hitherto adopted, the Directors are 
ako enxious to let it be understood that they have not been led into this course by any spirit 
phan ition, or desire on their to outbid others in the terms of business; but that they 


in India should be assured on the same equitable terms as lives resident in Europe. 


The Directors, notwithstanding the reduction in the scale of Premiums, have still retained 
ba imple margin to cover all expenses of management, and leave a sufficient surplus to war- 
raat in anticipating as large a bonus at least on Policics in India as has been added to 
the Policies hitherto effected in Europe. No other consideration is cqual to that of security, 
tad while a sufficient margin is thus retained to protect the Socicty against cvery possible

the present low scale of Premiums om the ground that the European population . 
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risk, there can be little doubt that on even a moderate extent of business, a very large profit 
muy be reasonably expected by the Policy holders, but it is hoped that the low scale of 

Premiums now adopted, and the other liberal terms and conditions of this Society will en- 

re for it an amount of success unequalled by the past experience of any other Company in

The Board of Directors, acting under the immediate advice of some of the most influentjal 
and experienced gentlemen connected with Indian affairs, have resolved to conduct their 
business on the model of the London offices, rather than to open an agency as an adjunct to 
amercantile house ; and for the more eficctual development of this plan, they have secured 
the services of Mr. Tait, a gentleman of much experience in Life Offices, as Secretary to the 
Board of Management in Calcutta. It is therefore hoped that as the business will be con- 
ducted on the most approved principles: that the facilities thus afforded will ensure the sup- 
port of every one interested in the extension of a liberal and enlightened system of Life As- 
surance. 


Some of the leading members of the Court of Directors of the East India Company have, 
at different times, urged on the Society the propriety and advantage of extending the prin- 
ciples of Life Assurance to the wealthicr class of Natives in India, and recently, spontaneous 
applications have been made to the same effect by several large and influential mercantile 
houses in Calcutta.

THE RATES OF PREMIUM 


are derived from tables of mortality constructed from a vast number of facts abstracted, with 
great labour and care, from the records of the India House. The Board of Management wish 
to avoid making any comparison between the data assumed by this Society and those on 
which the rates of offices doing business in India are founded.

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The Directors of this Society have caused investigation to be made with great care into the 
existing Institutions for Life Assurance, &c. &c., and they trust they have been fortunate in 
selecting from each what, as a whole, will place their Establishment on the most judicious and 
satisfactory footing, both to the Proprietors and the Assured. They request particular atten- 
tion to the rates, which, being founded on the most accurate observations of the duration of 
human life, are as moderate as is consistent with perfect security. 


The plan of this Society is to transact all its business on such terms as to leave, in all human 
probability, a small, but certain excess of profit on the general result of its transactions. A 
small portion of that profit is set apart as a compensation to the Proprietors who have advanc- 
ed the Capital necessary for defraying the unavoidable expense of the Institution, and who 
have pledged the subscribed amount of their Capital, in order to afford that responsibility 
which relieves the Assured from any contingency of loss to which they might be liable with- 
out the intervention of such a guarantee. 


Advantages offered by this Society. 


1. The Profits are declared in each year on the second Wednesday in May from and after 
which date all persons Assured for the whole term of life on the Participating scale, and on 
whose Policies six complete annual, or twelve complete half-yearly original Premiums have 
been paid, are entitled to participate in the profits of succeeding years in either of the modes 
Peorided by the Deed of Settlement, viz. either by a reduction of the annual or half-yearl; 

miums for the current year as they fall due, or an equivalent addition to the sum Assure 
by way of bonus. Each Assurer on his first becoming entitled to participate in the profits has 
the option of selecting either of the foregoing methods, and three months, from the date of 
declaration of the profits, are allowed for his making that selection, which however when 
once determined on cannot be altered in after years. 

2. The practice of an annual division as observed by Mr. Bannace, “ distributes the pro- 
fits with more regularity and justice than any other,” and it is especially advantageous to per- 
sons of advanced years who cannot hope to participate in many septennial or decennial divi- 
sions, as practised, by several other offices. 

3. One-fifth of the ascertained profits of the five past years is divided between the Policy 
holders and Share holders—three-fourths to the former, and one-fourth to the latter—the re- 
maining four-fifths are set apart to enter into the average to be struck on the next succeeding 
year. 

4. The following Table will show the operation ofthe reduction allowed by the division of 
profits for 1852 which is equivalent to 45 per cent. on the current annual Premium of all Po- 
licies entitled to participation.

5. From the foregoing explanations it will be seen that the benefits arising from a partici- 
pation in the profits are actually experienced (when a reduction of the Premium is selected) 
at the periods when the seventh annual, or thirteeath and fourteenth half-yearly Premiums 
fall due. In the case however of a Bonus to the sum Assured being selected, an equivalent 
sum. will be added to the Policy for the current year, being such an amount as the reduction 
in the Premium would purchase as a single payment. ‘ S 

6. Separate tables for Assurance without participation in profits both Civil and Military 
have been adopted for the whole of life at reduced rates for such persons as may prefer a 
lower rate of Premium to participation in the general profits. 

7. The Society makes a natural distinction between persons exposed to the hazards of Mi- 
litary and Maritime occupations, and those whose occupations are of a Civil nature; but 
Mem bers of the Military Service holding offices purely Civil, and subject to no extra risk, 
will be charged the Civil rate of Premium only while engaged in duties purely Civil. It will 
be in the discretion of the Directors in each particular instance to say whether the higher or

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the lower rate of Premium shall be chargeable, and that discretion will be regulated by the 
particular circumstances of the case. 

8. When application is made for Assuring a life subject to more than ordinary hazard, an 
augmented Premium will be charged proportionate to the increased risk, the rate of which 
will be regulated by the strictest attention to justice between the Society and the Azsured, 
according to circumstances. 

9. Premiums are ordinarily payable half-yearly in advance ; but Policy holders are at 
liberty to make arrangements with the Society to pay their Premiums in one amount, in 
annual or quarterly payments, or for a given number of years, viz. 5, 10, 15, or 20. Some 
persons may wish to avail themselves of a present scason of prosperity and adopt the latter 
course, in which case (although their contributions will cease with the expiration of the term 
they may fix upon) their share of the profits will continue to be added to their Policies annu- 
ally during the remainder of life, 


10. The Parent Institution being in London, with a similar Establishment in Calcutta 
for granting Policies; Premiums, as well as claims, are payable in either country, at the 
option of the Policy holder. The appointment of Sub-Committees at Madras and Bombay 
with power to grant Policies, affords similar facilities to persons residing at either of the sis- 
ter Presidencies. 

11. All Policies becoming claims on the Society will be discharged within three months 
after satisfactory proof of the death, and caure of death of the Assured, shall have been fur- 
nished to the Directors either in London or Calcutta. 


12. The Directors of the Indian Branch of the Society are empowered to treat for the 
purchase of Policies for the whole term of life on which Premium shall have been paid for 
a period of not less than five years, or to advance, if required, on such Policies, by way of 
loan, two-thirds of the estimated value. : 


18. The accounts of this Society, after being investigated by Auditors, chosen as well by 
the Assured as by the Proprietors, are laid betore General Meetings convened twice a year 
for that purpose :—In like manner the accounts of the Parent Socicty are regularly trans- 
mitted to India for inspection, the Indian Branch enjoying reciprocal advantages with the 
Parent Society. . 


14. Where the application for Assurance makes no mention of the date from which the 
Assurance is desired to take effect, the Policy will be issued as on the date of approval of the 
risk by the Directors, but no Assurance to be binding on the Society until the first Premium 
shall have been actually paid to the Agents. 

15. Every Proposal for Assurance will be immediately attended to, and the Assurance 
completed generally within a few days after the application is made. 

16. All applications for Assurance must be accompanied by a Medical Feeof Eight Ru- 
pees. 

17. The Tables, Blank Forms, and other particulars, requisite to enable persons to effect

Regulations for the Purchase of Bullion. 
Pied following are the regulations by which Gold and Silver ese purehased by the Mint 
jaster. 


Sealed Tenders of Gold and Silver, specifying the weight and description of the Bullion 
tendered, will be received daily, Sundays and Holidays excepted, from 10 till 4 o’clock at the 
Mint : the Tenders to be addressed to the Mint Master. 

All Private Bullion tendered to the Mint for Coinage shall be mig hed in the presence of 
the Mint Master or his Deputy, and the owner or his agent as notified in the written tender, 
the Mint Master granting a receipt (Form C.) for the weightof the Bullion. It shail then 
be melted in the presence of the owner, or his agent, and ae weighed in his presence and 
that of the Mint Master or an assistant in his confidence, the Musters for Assay being pre- 
viously taken in the Bresence of the Mint Master, or his Deputy, under the direction of the 
Aveay Master or his eputy: who, upon giving an acknowledgment for the weight of the 


samples aad duplicates, remove them for Assay, and after that has been completed, 
issue his Certificate (Form D.) of the quality and value upon the weight of the given 
in the Mint Master's receipt, which shall be filed in the Assay Office when e; with 


the owner of the Bullion for the Certificate, due advice of which Certificate is to be furpished 
to the Accountant General, in whose Office it will be registered and ‘pane for payment 
at the expiration of thirty.days from the receipt of the Bullion into the Mint. 

A charge of one per cent. on Gold and two per cent. on Silver, shall be levied on all private 
Bullion, as reignorage to meet the expenses of Coinage, and a charge for refining shall be 
added on all Bullion below certain standards, agreeably to the following scale.

By this methed, we can ascertain the relative value of all coins; but sometimes the value 
thus ascertained will not exactly agree with the sum allowed in exchange. This difference 
arises from political causes and commercial vicissitudes. Thus for instance, the value at par 
of the sovereign in French money, is 26 fr. 26 c., yet it rose to 25 fr. 50 c. in the month of 
August 1849, after the change of the French Ministry. This fall and rise, in the relative 
value money principally takes place whenever there is a paper currency.

1. In compliance with instructions received from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, the 
Right Hon’ble the Governor General in Council is pleased to direct that the following Regu- 


‘ lations for conducting the Government Agency business at the several Presidencies, be pub- 
lished for general information. 


2. The Governor General in Council has been pleased to authorize the Government Agent 
at Fort William and the Accountants General and the Sub-Treasurers at Fort St. George and 
at Bombay for the time being to act under the responsibility of the Hon’ble East India Com- 
pany, a8 gente for the purposes hereinafter mentioned of the public Creditors of Govern- 
ment whether residing in Europe or elsewhere. The Government Agent at Fort William is 
also authorized to act as Agent for the purposes hereinafter mentioned to absent P: ietors of 
Shares in the Capital Stock of the Bank of Bengal, and the Accountants Gen and the 
Sub-Treasurers of Fort St. Gcorge and at Bombay are also authorized to act as Agents for 
similar purposes to absent Proprietors of Shares in the Capital Stock respectively of the Bank 
of Madras and of the Bank of Bombay. 


3. The Officers abovementioned are authorized to receive charge of and to grant receipts 
in duplicate for any Obligations or Loan Acknowledgments of the Government of India, or 
for Certificates of Shares in the abovementioned Banks at their respective Presidencies which 
the Proprietor may wish to deposit with them, and the Accountant General and the Sub-

The reason why the Geographical and Land 
mile differ, is that the former is a 60th part 
of a Degree of Lat. in lat. 45°, and is there- 
fore a certain proportion of the Earth's cir- 
cumterence. Whilst the Statute mile is an 
arbitrary measurement having no relation to 
the circumference of the Earth. 


The Degree of Latitude is always the same 
for practical purposes: at the Equator it is 
365152 feet, and at the Pole 366361 feet, in- 
creasing towards the Pole.

ENGLISH COINS. 

The word ‘‘ Carat'’ as used to express the 
fineness of Gold, may be thus explained. Any 
portion ofGold is supposed to be divided into 
24 parts called carats (a carat being subdi- 
vided into 4 carat grains). If it is quite pure 
it is 24 carats fine. If it contains 1 part of 
alloy,® it is 23 carats fine, and so on. 

British Standard gold is 22 carats fine, i.e,

New Indian Weights established in Bengal by Regulation VII. of 1833, and adopted by the 
Government of Bombay, at the recommendation of the Tariff Committce in the New Tariff 
valuation, about to come into operation throughout the Bombay Presidency; with a few 


memoranda, intended to facilitate the conversions of old weight into new, that may become 


necessary in Custom House transactions under the new system of valuations mentioned about 
10th December 1840.

The following simple and accurate Rules for the conversion of new Indian weight into 
avoirdupois weight, and vice versa, deduced from the foregoing data are given in the volume 
of useful Tables published by Mr. James Prinsep, in Calcutta in 1834, page 66. 


Rule 1. Toconvert Indian weight into Avoirdupois weight. 

1. Multiply the weight in seers by 72 and divide by 35, the result will be the weight in lbs. 
avoirdupois. 

Rule 2. To convert Avoirdupois weight into Indian weight. 

1. Multiply the weight in lbs. avoirdupois by 36 and divide by 72, the result will be the 
weight in seers. 

2 ge Multiply the weight in cwt. by 49 and divide by 36, the result will be the weight in 
maunds. 

Since the foregoing memoranda and calculations were madc, I have been able to obtain a 
copy of the dey egulation VII. of 1833, on which the new system of Indian weight is 

ie 


founded, and subjoin following further memoranda, connected therewith, in the belief 
that they will be found usefal at this time. 


The first Section of the Regulation in question, after reciting the reasons that render it 
expedient to adopt the weight and standard of the Furruckabad Rupee (which are the same 
as that of Madras and Bombay Rupee) in the Calcutta Mint as well as in the Saugor Mint, 
where they had betn introduced as far back as the year 1824-25, continues as follows: ‘‘ It is 
further convenient to introduce the weight of thé Furruckabad Rupee as the unit ofa general 
system of weights for government transactions throughout India, under the native and well 
knowndenomination of the Tola.” 


And Section IV. in ordering the discontinuance of the use of the Sicca weight of 172,666 
grains heretofore employed for the receipt of Bullion to the Calcutta Mint, states that “‘in 
its place the following unit to be called the Tola shall be introduced, which from its imme- 
diate connection with the Rupee of the upper Provinces, and of Madras and Bombay, will 
easily and speedily become universal throughout the British Territories.” 


The Tola, or Sicca weight to be equal to 180 Grains Troy, and the other denominations of 
weight to be derived from this unit, according to the following scale : 


8 Ruttees = 1 Masha = 16 Troy Grains. 
12 Mashes = 1 Tola 180 do. 

80 Tolas (or Sicca weight) = 1 Seer— 2 Ibs. Troy. 
40 Seers = 1 Mun (or Bazaar Maund) 100 Ibs. Troy 


Mr. James Frinsep says with reference to the foregoing change, in pages 62 and 63 of his 
very useful Tables ady alluded to in these memoranda. The Tola is chiefly used in the 
weighing of the precious metals and Coin; all Bullion at the Mints is received in this deno- 
mination, and the Tables of Bullion produce are calculated per 100 Tolas. It is also used at 
the Mints to make the subdivision of the Tola into annas (sixteenths) and pie, ia lieu of 
Mashas and Ruttees. 


Mashas, Ruttees, and Dhans are used chiefly by native Goldsmiths and Jewellers. They 
are also employed in the native valuation by assay of the precious metals; thus 10 Mashas 
fine, signifies 10-12ths pure, and corresponds to “10 oz. touch," of the English assay report 
of silver. There is a closer accordance with the English Gold assay scale, inasmuch as the 96 
Ruttees in a Tola, exactly represent the 96 Surat grains in the Gold assay pound, and the 
Dhan the quarter Grain, and the Ruttee, of which eight goto the Masha as the above, is 
not an exact divisor of the latter weight, the following further Table may not be without use 
in calculations connected with the conversion of precious metals from the Troy weight of 
Great Britain, into the Tola weight of India:

It will be observed, that the preceding observations, whether extracted from the Regula- 
tions of Government (VII.) of 1833 Bengal, Mr. Prinsep’s Tables, or made by myself, relate 
chiefly tothe Bullion or Mint weights. §; ing on the Tola in connection with Indian 
weights generally Mr. Prinsep says, Page 61, ‘‘ The unit in the British Indian ponderary 
system is called the Tola. It weighs 180 Grains English Troy weight. From it upwards are 
derived the hoavy weights, viz. Chittack, seer, and mun (or aunds,) and by its subdivision 
the small or Jeweller’s weights called Mashas, Ruttces, and Dhans. 
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These last mentioned weights having already been disposed of, it will be sufficient to give 
the following Table of the large or Bazaar weigbts.

and to add with reference to the Chittack that it is the lowest denomination of the Gross 
weights; and in Bazaar transactions is commonly divided into halves and quarters (called in 
Bengalee Kacha,) thus marking the line between the two series which are otherwise connect- 
ed by the relation of the seer, &c. to the Tola, (Prinsep’s Table, Page 62) whilst the Govern- 
ment of India appear, by the Tables prepared by their authority for the transactions of the 
Commissariat and other public Establishments in Bengal, to have sanctioned the introduction 
of asmaller denomination of greater weight than the Chittack, called tenth partsin the Tables 
in question. 


It appears to me, however, that neither of the above subdivisions of the Chittack are so cor- 
rect in principle, and certainly not more convenient in practice, than the Tola, the unit on 
which, as observed by Mr. Prinsep, the whole ponderary system of India isfounded. In the 
practice adopted in the Bazaar transactions as above, subdivisions of one half and one quarter, 
are not only themselves fractional parts of the Chittack, but represent Tolas and their frac- 
tional parts, also half a Chittack being equal to two and half Tolas, and the quarter of a Chit- 
tack to 1} Tola, and neither of them carries the subdivision so low in actual quantity as the 
weight represented by the unit itself, whilst in the transactions of Government though the ac- 
tual quantity represented by the newly created tenth parts, carries the weight as low as half 
Tolas, it does so by the adoption of weight not recognised in the general dealings of commerce 
or by law, and as it appears to me without sufficient cause, for ifa Tola, which is considerably 
Jess than half an ounce avoirdupois, is a weight not sufficiently small for the purposes of Go- 
vernment, its transactions may be carried out in the next lower subdivision to Tolas, Mashaa, 
and Ruttees, viz. Grains Troy. But 1 believe it will be admitted by mercantile men in gene- 
ral, that the ounce avoirdupois is the lowest denomination of English weight to which recourse 
need be had in the ordinary operations of commerce, and it therefore seems to me, that the 
Tola which, as already stated, is not equal to one-half that weight, is as low a standard as 
need be noticed in Indian mercantile dealings generally, the more especially as the subdivi- 
sions of the Tola (Masha and Ruttees and Grains) afford the means of the most minute calcu- 
lations in retail transactions, as well as in the adjustment of weights connected with the more 
valuable articles of Trade such as Musk, Opium, Silk, &c. &c. &c., and in all dealings indeed 
where perfect accuracy is considered necessary or desirable. 


The weights of the several Presidencies of India, Travancore, China and England, compar- 
ed with the new Indian Maund introduced into Bengal by Regulation VII. of 1833, and adopt- 
ed in the New Tariff valuation about to come into operation under the Bombay Presidency 
(10th December 1840.)

As the Chineso have no gold or silver coins, but make payments im thoee metals by weights, 
this table applies equally to money and to weights of fll kinds, excepting that, in money 
reckonings, Dothing higher than the leang or tael is employed. The only coined money the 
Chinese have is the lo or cash. It is made of a very base alloy of copper, is round, about the 
size of an English farthing, and has a square hole in the middle, by which a hundred or 
more are usualiy strung together : on one side are Chinese characters denoting the reign un- 
der which the cash was cast ; and on the other side, in those of the present dynasty, are either 
Chinese or Manthchou characters, designating the place of coinage. Under preceding dynas- 
ties, two, five, and ten cash pieces have been in use, as well as other coins of various descrip- 
tions ; but the single cash is the only coin now current throughout the empire. Itis cast also 
in Japan, Corea and Cochin-China ; and is clandestinely imported from the last named place, 
to a large amount. 

WEIGHTS. 


In China, almost every thing is sold by weight, not excepting even liquids and live stock. 
The only weights are those already given above, the principal of which are the pecul, catty, 
and tael divided thus: 2 

16 taels make a catty.

At Macao, the pecul is distinguished by the Portuguese into three kinds, viz. 
The pecul balanga of 100 catties = 1334]bs. avoirdupois ; 
Thepeculseda of 111-15 do. = 148 1-5th lbs; and 
The pecul chapa of 150 do, = 200 Ibs. 

Catties eeda = a Canton pecul or pecul balanca. 

By the first, are sold cotton and valuatie articles ; by the second, alum, pepper, and coarse 
goods ; and by the third, rice. 

In transactions betweenone Chinese and another, goods are weighed by the Chinese dotchin 
or balance, which is about 3 per cent. less than the English weights; the latter are always 
used in transactions with foreigners. 

Note.—At the money standard of 120 oz. 16 dwts. English troy weight for 100 taels, the 
pecul, which contains 1600 taels, should weigh avoirdupois lbs. 132°535. ‘The actual standard 
of the pecul being 1334 Ibs., a slight discrepaney thus appears between the money tael and the 
commercial tacl, at the standards assigned to each. But nosuch difference is recognized by 
the Chinese. This is noticed to account for what will otherwise appear erroneous in some of 
the following tables.

It also, like the Euro- 
pees eographical mile, forms an integral part re degree whether of a latitude or longitude.

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On Keeping Registers of Thermometers. 


A Register of a Thermometer kept in doors is no use. It should be plsccd in a well shel- 
tered Verandah, and at a height of at least 5 feet from the floor. In India it is next to im- 
possible to avoid the effect of radiation from the Earth, Walls, &c. &c., the consequence is 
that in the hot weather the Thermometer readings are generally given much toohigh. The 
Bulb may be screened by plantain or other leaves placed about » fuot from the Bulb, and the 
Thermometer should be moved during the day to those parts of the Verandah where there is 
most shade. 


The climate of a place is not to be ascertained by any number of observations of a dry Ther- 
mometer. It is very necessary to have one also with the Bulb kept moist, in order to register 
the Humidity of theair. It must be obvious to every one that at a temperature of 88° for 
instance, it makes all the difference whether the air be moist or dry. For want of attending 
to this many Thermometrical Registers, laboriously kept up are utterly useless. Those in 
Clark’s work on climate for instance. 


The Wet Bulb observation is very simple. It requires nothing more than a Thermometer 
with the Scale cut away at the end so as to lay bare the Bulb, which is to be enclosed in a 
fold of muslin, tied by a thread round the neck of the Bulb. ‘I'wo or three minutes before 
observing, wet this Bulb; or else a few threads of cotton may be ticd to the neck and the 
ends kept in water, which will kecp the Bulb always moist. The proper moisture to keep 
it at, is that which just keeps a drop of water hanging from the lower part of the Bulbs. 
Before using this Thermometer the wet one should be comparcd when dry with the other 
Thermometer, and placed not far from it, The greater tho dryness of the air, the greater 
will be the evaporation of the Wet Bulb, and consequently the greater the depression of the 
mercury in the wetted Thermometer. 


But the same number of degrees of depression does not always denote the same amount of 
moisture—for the temperature of the Dry Bulb is to be taken into consideration. Thus when 
the Dry Thermometer is at 89° with a depression of 7°, the moisture of the air is 75 per cent. 
of complete Humidity, whilst with the Dry Bulb at 72° and the same depression, the humidity 
is 70 per cent. i. e. much drier. 


f the Dry Bulb falls, and the ‘‘ depression” diminishes, it is a sign of rain. 


In the annexed Table I. (revised at the Observatory) the degree of Humidity is given for all 
\emperatures and states of the air generally met with in Southern India—excepting of course 
high elevations. \ 


Table II. gives the average temperatures at Madras, 8/1. 41m. A.M., 1h. 41m. P.M, and 8A. 
4lm. P. M., these are good times for comparative observations with Madras.

See Fort St. George Gazette, 15th April 1851, No. 2303.—Page 333. 


Rules for the Landing and Shipment of Goods and other Forms to be observed 
at the Port of Madras. 

The Custom House is open for the transaction of business every day, (Sundays excepted) 
from 10 in the morning till 4 in the afternoon. Goods and Merchandize for which a Permit 
has been given, may be landed and shipped from sunrise to sunset, under the superintendence 
of Officers appointed for the purpose. 


IMPORTS 


Upon Vessels entering the Roads the undermentioned Notification is either to be sent on 
Board or delivered in person by a Custom House Officer. 


NOTIFICATION. 


Extract from the Regulations of the Custom House to be retained on Board the Vessel for 
the information of all concerned.

MADRAS SEA CUSTOM HOUSE. 


The Commander of the Ship or Vessel just arrived, is directed to conform to the follow- 
ing Rules of the Custom House previous to his being permitted to lend any part of the Car- 
go; and to promulgate the same for the information and guidance of all on board, so that 
ignorance may not be urged in extenuation of a breach of any of them. 


Goods shipped or landed or attempted to be shipped or landed or transhipped before the re- 
gis: forms have been complied with will be Confiscated. Any Goods found in excess of the 

anifest are liable to Confiscation, consequently Commanders are required to enter in Mani- 
fest or a Supplemental Manifest, any Stores they may intend to land. 

Goods zanshipped without special permission whether for private use or otherwise will be 
Confiscated and the parties offending liable to a penalty of 100 Rupecs. 

Commanders arc specially interdicted from employing their own Boats in landing and ship- 
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ping or traushipping any article under a Penalty of the Confiscation of the Ships’ Boat and 
the goods contained therein, and will be further subject to a penalty a Rupees. 

After a Permit has been given to land the goods the Officer Commanding on Board will be 
required to send in each Boat a Boat Note specifying the Number and Nature of the Pack- 
ages and the Marks and Numbers to be countersigned by the Custom House Officer when one 
ison Board. Goods found in a Boat unaccompanied by a Boat Note will be Conjiscated. 

No Cargo Boat laden with Goods intended for Exportation by Sea can be permitted to lay 
alongside a Vessel without a Boat Note. Goods so found will be Confiscated. These Boat 
Notes must be returned daily by the Commander to the Collector of Customs countersigned 
by the Officer receiving the Goods on Board. 

The Madras Sea Custom House is opened for the transaction of business every day (Sunday s 
excepted) from 10 o’clock in the morning till 4 o’clock in the afternoon. 


Any further information that may be required, respecting the internal Regulations of the 
Custom House, will be readily afforded on application at this Office ; all persons are required to 
inform themselves respecting them and will be held responsible for departure from

A List of Fire Arms, Ammunition and Military Storeson Board for places other than the 
Port of Madras must be given to the Collector at the time of entry. 


The Commander is prohibited from Breaking Bulk by removing any Cargo from the Hold 
of the Ship until he shal] have personally attended at the Custom House, have regularly en- 
tered the Vessel under his Commtand, and obtained an order under the signature of the Col- 
lector, to deliver Goods from the Hold. Any Goods removed in contravention of the above 
provisions, will be seized, as contraband. 

Passengers’ Baggage, may be landed at any time, but must be taken to the Custom House 
to be regularly passed.

All Articles not enumerated in the Tariff and subject to duty ad valorem, will be passed 
upea the Market value’ declared and determined in the mode prescribed by Sections XXI., 

XII. and XXIII. of the Act VI. of 1844. It shall be competent to Importers to produce 
their Invoices in support of the Market value put upon their Goods, and the same will be duly 
considered, but not implicitly accepted by the Collector, at the same time it is to be distinctly 
understood that the Collector of Sea Customs will be at full liberty to reject any such values, 
and to take on behalf of Government in the mode prescribed by Section KXIII., Act VI. of 
1844, any Articles which he may consider to be ‘undervalued. 

The Market and Tariff value upon Goods to be thus assessed to be inserted by the Importer 
and the total amount of the value to be written in words as well as figures. 

With the view of exhibiting the precise nature of the Imports and Exports it is necessary 
that the Articles be enumerated as distinctly as possible, according to their varieties, and fur- 
ther that Goods, if Foreign, be described so, and their places of production invariably stated. 

A Bill will be furnished for the amount of Duty paid. 

After 33 o’clock in the afternoon, no cash can be received or Bills of duties settled. Parties 
therefore who are desirous of clearing Goods or private packages, are recommended to apply 
early in the day for the same. This rule is necessary to enable the accounts of the day to be 
closed in the evening, which could not be done were duty received until a late hour.

Vessels destined for cither of the other Presidencics, entering this Port from atress of 
weather or other unavoidable cause, or change of destination may, upon special speucasow, 
to the Collector of Customs, tranship their cargoes to other Vessels provided the Owners or 
Agents make deposit of the amount of duty leviable thereon, until official proof be produced 
of the payment of duty at the Port of destination, when the deposit will be refunded. 

Before such transhipment can take place, a regular Manifest of the Cargo must be deliver- 
ed at the Custom House, as in the case of regular Imports. 

The Manifest in such cases should accompany the application to the Collector for tranship- 
ping the Goods.

Consolidated Port Charges. 


‘The following Act is passed by the Hon'ble the President of the Council of India in Coun- 
cil on the 20th of May, 1839, with the assent of the Right Hon’ble the Governor General of 
India, which has been read and recorded. J 


Ordered, that the Act be promulgated for general information. 


ACT No. XIII. oF 1839. 


1. It ishereby enacted, that the several charges of the Port and Roadstead of Madras 
levied under the heads of Anchorage duty, Light House duty, regular Boat hire and Report 
Catamaran hire shall from and after the first day of August next be consolidated and com- 
muted into a Port duty to be levied at the rate of three Annas per Ton upon every Vessel, 
not being a vessel sailing under the colours of a Foreign, European, or American nation, of 
which the Tonnage shall not exceed 700 tons by measurement made in the manner prescribed 
by Act 5and 6, of Will. 1V. c. LVI. and if the vessels exceed 700 tons by measurement so 
made, the Port duty shall be levied as upon that tonnage. 


II. And it is hereby enacted, that upon every vessel sailing under the colours of a Fo- 
reign, European, or American nation that may anchor in the Port of Madras, there shall 
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be levied a consolidated Port duty at the rate of three Annas six Pie per ton, according to 
measurement made in the manner above prescribed. 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that if any vessels, British, Native or Foreign anchoring 
in the Port of Madras, shall not break bulk therein, and shall not remain four complete days 
from the timo of dropping anchor, there shall be levied upon such vessels reduced duties as 
follows: that is to say, two-fifths of the tonnage duty prescribed above shall be levied upon 
every vessel which without breaking bulk shall after anchoring therein sail again out of the 
Port within forty-eight hours, and seven-tenths upon every vessel which without breaking 
bulk shall stay more than forty-eight hours and less than four complete days. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that all the powers and authorities, penalties, and other 
means whereby the payment of any of the charges of the Port and Roadstead of Madras may 
have been legally enforced before the passing of this Act, shall be applicable to the enforcing 
of the consolidated and commuted Port duties imposed by virtue of this Act. 

V. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Government of India to order 
the consolidation and commutation of any Port or Harbour duties, as levied in any subordi- 
nate Port of any Presidency into a Tonnage duty, which shall be levied at the rate and in the 
manner specified in the next following Section of this Act, upon the vessels anchoring in and 
trading with such Port. 


VI. And it is hereby enacted, that when the Governor General of India in Council shall 
direct the Port duties to be commuted and consolidated at any Port of the Madras Presidency 
other than that of Madras, or at any subordinate Port of any other Presidency, the total 
amount levied at such Port shall not exceed one anna per ton for British and Native vessels 
not exceeding 700 tons, and upon vessels exceeding that measurement at the rate for 700 tons, 
and upon Foreign, European, and American vessels, at the rate of one anna four pie per ton ; 
and all versels anchoring in any such outports shall be charged with reduced duty in the pro- 
portions above provided for the Port of Madras, if they leave such Port without breaking bulk 

efore completing four entire days from the time of anchoring therein. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that the consolidated and commuted Port duties above 
prescribed when ordered to be levied in ouy Port by the Governor General of India in Coun- 
cil shall be levied by tho Officer appointed by the Government of the Presidency within which 
the Port is situate, to give Port a learances or other customary documents to vessels sailing 
from such Port, that is to say, by the Master Attendant,or by the Collector of Custom at such 
Port as may be ordered by such Government, and if such duties be not paid upon demand, 
it shall be competent to such Officers to withhold from the vessel on account of which pay- 
ment may be refused, any Port Clearance or other customary, document required to be pos- 
sessed by ships leaving such port until the same shall be paid. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that all the powers and authorities, penalties and other 
means by which any Port or Harbour duty of any subordinate Port of any Presidency which 
shall be consolidated, and commuted by virtue of this Act may have been legally enforced 
before the consolidation and commutation thereof as hereinbefore provided, shall be appli- 
cable to the ‘enforcing of the consolidated and commuted duties at such Port imposed by 
virtue of this Act.

Act for the better Management of Boats and Catamarans, 
ACT No. IV. op 1842—PASSED ON THE 22p JULY 1842. 


For the better;Management of Boats and Catamarans in the Madras Roads, and 
for the amendment of certain Harbour Regulations. 


I. Whereas it is expedient to make regulations for Boats and Catamarans employed in 
the Madras Roads, with a view to the better preservation of good order, the prevention of 
smuggling, and the general protection of life and property, and whereas certain Rules, now 
‘in force for the Harbour of Madras require amendment. 


It is-hereby enacted, that from and after the Ist day ef September next, no person either 
as Owner or Servant shall use or employ, or be employed in any Boat’or Catamaran to carry 
Passengers, goods or lettcrs, to or from any Ship or Vessel lying in the Madras Roads and 
Shore, unless such Owners or Owner of Boats and Catamarans shall have previously received 
a License, and unless the Boat or Catamaran which such Owners or Owner, Servants or Ser- 
vant shall so use, has been registered, as hereinafter mentioned, and in cuse any person who 
has not received such License, shall employ or be employed in a Boat or Catamaran for the 
Barpose aforesaid, or such Boat or Catamaran shall not have been so registcred, such person 

be liable to a fine not exceeding the sum of 50 Rupees on conviction before a Justice of 
the Peace, as that Justice shall direct, and the Boat or Catamaran shall be liable to be seized 
by the orders of arty Justice of the Peace and forfeited. 


II._ And it is hereby enacted, that upon the Master Attendant being satisfied that any 
such Boat is of {he proper dimensions and capacity, and that the same is seaworthy, and of a 
proper quality for the purposes aforesaid and upon the application of the Owner of any such 

at or of any Catamaran and upon such Owner delivering to him a written paper signed by 
such Owner speci i 4 his name, occupation and place of residence, and the names and places 
of residence of all such Boatmen or other persons as shall be employed by such Owner in and 
about the navigation and management of such Boat as particularly as may be, and also sub- 
scribing to a declaration in writing that he fully understands all the provisions of this Act 
and those eontained in the Subsidiary Rules to the same Act, it shall and may be lawful, and 
the said Master Attendant is hereby required to grant to such Owner a License s0 to use the 
same in which License (if of a Boat) shall be expressed the dimensions, the number of Pas- 
sengers or the quantity of goods which such Boat shall be permitted to take and carry, and 
every such License shall also contain a number for such Boat or Catamaran, and the name or 
names, occupation or occupations, and place or places of residence of the Owner or Owners 
thereof, and the number of the Servants or Crew who shall be used or employed to row or 
navigate the same, and their names and places of residence respectively, afl of which particulars 
shall be entered in a Book of Registry for that purpose to be kept by the Master Attendaat, 
and so often as the property in any such Boat or Catamaran, or any share of the same shall 
be transferred, every Owner of such Boat or Catamaran, shall produce his License before the 
said Master Attendant, and such new Owner shall also deliver to him a written rT signed 
by such now Owner specifying his name, occupation and place of residence, and the names 
and places of residence of all such Boatmen or other persons as he shall employ, or propose to 
employ in and about the navigation and management of such Boat as particularly as may be, 
and shall also subscribe to a declaration in writing that he fully understands all the provi- 
sions of this Act, and those contained in the Subsidiary Rules to this Act, all which said par- 
ticulars shall be duly entered by the said Master Attendant in a new Registry to be made by 
him of such Boat or Catamaran and thereupon a new License to use such Boat er Catamaran 
expressing and containin; the same particulars as are hereinbefore Pronded. to be expressed. 
ia the ongina] License shall be ited by the said Master Attendant, and whenever any 
such Owner or Owners, or any of the Boatmen or other persons employed to manage or navi- 
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gate any such Boat or Catamaran shall change his or their place of abode, notice of such 
change of abode shall be delivered to the said Master Attendant, by the said Owner, in order 
that such new piace of abode may be entered in the ot aad License. In wilful neglect 
or default of which notice of change of Ownership or of the ms employed to row or navi- 
gate any such Boat, or of his or their or any or either of their change of residence, for the 
space of six days after any such change of residence, the Owner shall forfeit a sum not exceed- 
ing 50 Rupees on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, as that Justice shall direct, and 
for every such new Regulation to be made by the said Master Attendant as aforesaid he shall 
be entitled to charge by way of fee the sum of one Rupee, and for every new License thercof 
the sum of one Rupee. e 


III. And it is hereby enacted, that in order to enable the said Master Attendant to grant 
a correct License of the Registry of every such Boat previous to the Registry of any Boat re- 
quiring such License, the said Master Attendant or his Deputy shall in the presence of the 
Owner of every such Boat or any other person duly appointed by such owner, cause each such 
Boat to be surveyed and measured, and in case the same shall not in the judgment of the said 
Master Attendant or his Deputy be of the proper dimensions and capacity and seaworthy and 
of the proper quality for the purposes aforesaid, no Registry shall be made nor License be 
ant , until every such defect in the admeasurement, seaworthiness, and quality of the said 

‘oat shall have been rectified by the Owner thereef, and for every such survey and admea- 
amen a fec of 3 Rupees shall be paid by the Owner of any such Boat to the said Master 

ttendant. 


IV. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Owner or Owners of every such Boat shall 
forthwith paint in black English figures, not less than six inches in length upon a white 
ground, such white ground having a margin of at least three inches beyond the outermost 
part of the figures, on a conspicuous part of the bow on one side and of the quarter on the 
other, and in a legible and dietinct manner from the left to right, the number in such Regis- 
try and License mentioned, and if any persons shall fraudulently paint or counterfeit or cause 
or permit to be painted or counterfcited upon any Boat, any figure not having been duly re- 
Gistered, every such person shall forfeit the sum of 100 Rupees, and every such Boat shall also. 
be forfeited. 


V. And for the better prevention of fraud or omission in the painting, the figures hereia- 
before provided to be painted on all Boats, let out for hire as well as for the better distin- 
uishing and identifying such Boats and Catamarans as have been registered and licensed, it is 
Rereby enacted, that so often as any registry is made, the said Master Attendant shall cause 
the number in the same to be cut or branded, in the most common Native characters, in some 
part or parts of every such Boat and Catamaran, and if the Owner or Owners of any such 
Boat shaJl neglect or refuse to keep painted, cut or branded any figure hereinbefore required 
to be painted, cut or branded, on any such Boat or Catamaran, in a fair and legible condition, 
or if he shall paint, cut or brand the same in a different manner or on a different part of such 
Boet than is hereinbefore provided, or shall wilfully erase, obliterate or in any heh hide or 
conceal the same, or if the Owner of any such Boat or Catamaran shall knowingly permit 
any such act to be done, he shall forfeit a sum not exceeding 100 Rupees on conviction before 
a Justice of the Peace as that Justice shall direct, and if any person not being such Owner 
shall be guilty of or shall assist in any such incorrect painting, cutting, branding, erasure or 
concealment, he shall forfeit one moiety of the penalty in this article imposed, 


VI. Andit is hereby enacted, that evory Boat of the description and dimensions now in 
use (that is to say) not more than thirty-three feet in length, nine feet in breadth, and four 
feet four inches in depth, nor less than thirty feet in length, six feet in breadth and three feet 
six inches in depth, which shall be so licensed and registered as aforcsaid, shall be manned 
with not less than two Stcersmen, eight Rowers and one Baler, and shall if required be 
obliged to carry at one time any number of Passengers not exceeding fifteen, or any quan- 
tities of goods not exceeding the quantity mentioned in the Schedule A. hereunder written ; 
and in case Boats of different construction and dimensions shall be Licensed and Regigsored 
they shall be manned in such manner and shall be obliged to carry raeh Passengers or such a 
quantity of Goods as the Master Attendant shall direct, and 3! express in the License 
under the penalty of 50 Rupees. 


VII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Boat be loaded with Passengers or Cargo be- 
yond the number or quantity specified in the License granted to such Boat, the Tindal of 
such Boat shall be liable to a fine not exceeding 5 Rupees on conviction before a Justice of 
the Peace for every such surplus Passenger and for every Candy weight of such Cargo beyond 
such specified quantity, and the Owner of such Boat shall be liable to a fine of 50 Rupees on 
conviction before a Justice of the Peace, for every such surplus Passenger or surplus Candy 
weight of Cargo. And every person other than the Tindal or Owner who shall be guilty 
either as principal or accessory of the like offence of overloading any Boat shall be liable to a 
fine of 10 Rupees on conviction before a Justice of the Peace for every such surplus Passen- 
ger or surplus Candy weight of Cargo. 


VIII. And it is hereby enacted, that no Boat or Catamaran 80 licensed shall leave the 
shore before Gun Fire in morning nor after five o’clock in the afternoon, nor shall remain 
alongside any Ship or Vessel after six o'clock in the afternoon, without leave from the Mas- 
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ter Attendant or his Deputy, who shall be at liberty to prevent any Boat or Catamaran from 
putting off to or from the shore when in his judgment the doing so would be attended with 
danger on which occasions the Master Attendant shall hofst at the Mast head of his Flag- 
staff the following Flags, vix.: The white pendant with a red ball under « red and white 
chequered Flag; and in case any person offend against this Clause he shall be liable on con- 
viction before a Justice of the Peace to forfeit and pay a sum not greater than 30 Rupees. 

IX. And it is hereby enacted, that on the 15th day of December in every year the Owner 
of Boats and Catamarans which shall have been so Licensed and Registercd as aforesaid shall 
expose them and their Crews on the Beach for the inspection of the Marine Board, and the 
Master Attendant shall once in every month or oftener, and as often as he may think neces- 
sary, require the Owner of the said Boats and Catamarans or any one or more of them to 
expose them and their Crews on the Beach for his inspection, and in case any Owner shall 
neglect or refuse so to expose a Boat or Catamaran belonging to him, and in case, on any 
Boat or Catamaran being so exposed the Master Attendant shall deem it unseaworthy, or 
that its Crow is in an inefficient state, hc shall suspend the License granted in respect thereof 
until the said Boat or Catamaran shall have been repaired and the Crew rendered efficient 
to the satisfaction of the Master Attendant—and it is hereby declared, that in case the Owner 
of any such Boat or Catamaran shall refuse or neglect to make such necessary repairs to the 
same and to render officient the Crew thereof, within one month after such inspection, the 
License shall altogether be withdrawn from such Boat. 


X. And it is hereby enacted, that grain shall be landed within the space between the 
North angle of the Custom House and Clive’s Battery, and all other Goods, excepting Tim- 
ber, shall be landed within the space between the North angle of the Custom House and the 
South angle of Bentinck’s Buildings, and that Timber may be landed any where if the per- 
mission of the Collector of Sea Customs be first obtained, and if such permission shall not 
have been obtained it shall be landed within the space between the North angle of the Cus- 
tom House and Clive’s Battery, and in case any person shall land or be engaged in attempt- 
ing to land any Goods otherwise than as before directed, every such person shall be liable to 
pay on conviction before a Justice of the Peace a sum not greater than 100 Rupees es that 
Justice of the Peace shall determine. 

XI. Andit is hereby enacted, that all Vessels other than those sommionly known as Native 
Vessels or Dhonies shall anchor in the South Reads, the North angle of the Fort being one 
point, and the Master Attendant’s Flag-staff the other, and all Vessels commonly known as 
the Native Vesscls or Dhonies shall anchor in the North Roads, the North angle of the Cus- 
tom House being the Southern, and the Village of Royapooram the Northern point, and the 
Owner of any License Boat or Catamaran, on holding (except at the request of the Master 
Attendant), communication with a Vessel which shall be anchored otherwise than as afore- 
said, shall on conviction thereof before a Justice of the Peaco, be liable to pay a sum not 
groater than 10 Rupees as such Justice of the Peace shall direct. 


XII. And it is hereby enacted, that the Owner or Owncrs of all Boats and Catamarans 
kept for the purpose of being commonly let out for hire shall, when the same shall not be 
engaged in doing actual service for hire, by themselves or their agents give daily attendance 
at the Boat Office from 5 a. m. until 6 Pp. w. 80 as to be ready to provide upon immediate 
notice their Boats or Catamarans for service or hire, and that for any neglect in so giving at- 
tendance Kunless occasioned by sufficient excuse) such Owners shall be punishable by a Jus- 
tice of the Peace on conviction by a fine not exceeding 10 Rupees. i 


XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any Owner of a Boat or Catamaran so licensed, or 
any person deputed by him shall demand a rate of hire beyond that which is sanctioned by 
Bebalule B. under the several circumstances, and restrictions therein provided for, he shall on 
conviction before a Justice of the Peace forfeit the sum of 10 Rupees togethcr with the 
amount of such hire. 


XEV. And it is hereby enacted, that any Owner of a Boat or Catamaran so licensed 
“ and kept or employed for the purpose of being let out commonly on hire,"” or any person 
deputed by him, refusing to let on hire such Boat or Catamaran, for public or private use 
and within the hours and in the terms specified in the Schedule B. to this Act, without 
assigning such cause for his rofusal as shall be deemed satisfactory or reasonable to the 
Justice of the Peace trying such offence will on conviction before a Justice of the Peace, be 
liable to the penalty of 20 Rupces, and for a second refusal to a fine of 100 Rupees and to the 
forfeit of his license. 


XV. And it is hercby enacted, that if any Boatman or Boatmen serving in any Boat or 
Catamaran kept and employed for the purpose of being let out commonly on hire to carry pas- 
sengers, Cargo or letters, shall wilful neglect or desertion of his duty, cause any impedi- 
ment to the service of any such Boat or Catamaran, he or they shall for the first offence be 
liable to receive corporal punishment not exceeding three dozen lashes on conviction before a 
Justice of the Peace, and if life shall have been thereby endangered, or in case of = second 
offence, he or they shall be committed to hard labour for a term not exceeding six months. 


XVI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Owners of Boats and Catamarans, which are 
kept or employod for the purpose of being commonly let out for hire, shall kecp and provide 
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for service during the night, that is to say, from six o'clock in the afternoon until six o’clock 
in the morning at least ten Boats and four Catamarans with their respective Crews, according 
to a course of rotation to be specified by the Master Attendant on the first day of every cur- 
rent month, and to be notified in writing on some conspicuous part of his office as regards the 
particular nights for the attendance of particular Boats or Catamarans, and every Owner of 
any such Bvat or Catamaran who shall fail to provide his Boat or Catamaran, without as- 
signing such excuse for such failure as shall be deemed satisfactory or reasonable to the Jus- 
tice of the Peace trying such offence shall, if the Owner of a Boat, on conviction before a 
Justice of the Peace be liable toa penalty of 20 Rupees, and for a second offence to the 
penalty of 50 Rupees, and if the Owner of a Catamaran be liable to the penalty of 5 Rupces, 
and for a second offence to the penalty of 10 Rupees. 


XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that every Boat kept and employed for the purpose of 
being commonly let out for hire aforesaid, shall be kept well and completely dunnaged and 
seaworthy, and in default thereof, the Owner or Owners of every such Boat or Boats shall, 
upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace, forfeit for cach instance of neglect the sum of 
5 Rupees, and if any Goods or Cargo shall have received injury or damage thereby the sum 
of 20 Rupees besides and over and above any legal liability to compensate such loss, and if 
life shall have been endangered thereby, a sum not exceeding 100 Rupces, and also be liable 
at the discretion of such Justice to have his license for euch Boat revoked. 


XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that if any communication by a Boat or Catamaran is 
held with any Ship or Vessel in the Offing, or beyond the limits of the anchorage before the 
Master Attendant’s Report Boat or Catamaran has boarded such Ship or Vessel, the Owner 
of such Boat or Catamaran shall forfcit the sum of 20 Rupees, and if any attempt is made to 
hold such a communication without the permission of the Master Attendant, he will incur a 
penalty of 10 Rupees. 


XIX. And it is hercby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the Master Attendant or his 
Deputy, the Collector of Sea Customs or his Deputy, and all sitting Magistrates and qualified 
Justice of the Peace or such person or persons as he or they shall by warrant under their 
hands duly authorize for that purpose from time to time to go on board any Boat or Catama- 
ran, and to scarch all parts of such Boat or Catamaran for prohibited or uncustomed or 
smuggled Goods, and also to cxamine into all Packages, Boxes or Baggage of whatever de- 
scription within or upon such Boat or Catamaran or landed thercform, provided such Mas- 
ter Attendant or his Deputy, or other person to be appointed as aforesaid, shall have good rea- 
ron to suppose that any such Package, Box or Baggage contains any smuggled or prohibited 
Goods, and they shall likewise have power and authority to search any person or persons on 
board any such Boat or Catamaran, or who may have landed therefrom, provided such Mas- 
ter Attendant or his Deputy, or other person appointed as aforesaid, shall have good reason 
to suppose that such person or persons hath or have any uncustomed, smuggled or prohibited 
Goods, secreted about his or her person; provided always that no female shall be searched 
by any other person than a female duly authorized for that purpose by the Collector of Cus- 
toms; and it is hereby further enucted that if any person shall resist to impede any or either 
of the said parties hereinbefore authorized to go on board, examine and search as hercin- 
before provided in the exccution of their duty, or in any manner prevent the performance of 
such duty, every such person shall be liable according to the circumstances of the case and 
the quality of the party offending, upon conviction before a Justice of the Peace to a fine 
not exceeding 100 Rupees, or to imprisonment with or without hard labour on the roads or 
otherwise fora period not exceeding six months, and in case any such offence be committed 
by any Owner of a Boat or Catamaran such Owner shall likewise forfeit his license. 


XX. And it ishereby enacted, that the Sections III., 1V., VIT., VIII., IX., and X., of 
the Rule, Ordinance and Regulation passed by the Governor in Council of Fort St. George, 
commonly called the Marine Police Regulation, be hereby cancelled and repealed. 


XXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the jurisdiction and authority ordained to be exer- 
cised by the Master Attendant and Deputy Master Attendant for the time being of the Port 
of Madras jointly or sevcrally as Justices of the Peace, by virtue of the hercinbefore cited Re- 
gulation, shall and may be exercised (as regards such parts of the said Regulations not here- 
inbefore repealed) by any Justice of the Peace in and for the Presidency of Madras in like 
manner jointly and severally. 


XXII. And it ishercby further enacted, that every person whatever who either as Owner 
or Servant shall use or employ, or be employed in any Boat or Catamaran in the Madras 
Roads, shall be amenable to Sections XI., XII. and XIII., of the above recited Regulations. 


XXIII. And it is hercby further enacted, that Section KX VI. of the above recited Re- 
gulation shall hereafter apply to the fixing up at the Offices therein mentioned copics of the 
same, omitting all other notice of those Sections thereof which are by this Act repealed, save 
that the same are so repealed. 


XXIV. And it is hereby enacted, that all pecuniary forfeitures and penalties had or 
incurred under or against this Act, shall and may be heard and determined by any 
Justice of the Peace of the Town of Madras, who is hereby empowered and authorised 
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to hear and determine the same, and to issue his summons or warrant for bringing the 
party or partics complained of before him the said Justice and upon his, her or their 
appearance or contempt and default to hear the parties, examine witnesses and to give 
judgment or sentence according asin and by this Act, is directed ; and it is hereby fur- 
ther declared that it shull be lawful for any Justice who may have adjudged any pecu- 
niary penalty under the Provisions of this Act to award and issue out a warrant or 
warrants under his or their hands and seals for the paying of such forfeitures and penalties as 
may be imposed or adjudged upon the Goods and Chattels of the offender and cause sule to 
be made of the same if they shall not be redeemed within six days, rendcring to the party 
the overplus, if any, after deducting the amount of such forfeiture or penalty, and the costs 
and charges attending the levying thereof, and in case sufficient distress shall not be found, 
and such forfeitures and penalties shall not be forthwith paid, it shall and may be lawful for 
the Justice as Inst aforesaid, and he is hereby authorized and required by warrant or warrants 
under his hand and seal to cause such offender or offenders to be committed to prison there 
to remain for any time not exceeding six months unless such forfeitures and penalties and all 
reasonable charges shall be sooner paid and satisticd, and that all the suid forfeitures when. 
paid and levied shall, after deducting all necessary charges and also a compensation not ex~ 
eveding one-third to be settled and ascertained by the said Justice before whom the convic- 
tion may take place, and to be given to the Officer or other persons giving information and 
prosecuting to be applied and disposed of according to the directions of the Honorable the 
Governor in Council.

Rules and Regulations Subsidiary to Act No. 1V. of 1842 for the better Management 
of Boats and Catamarans in the Madras Roads, and for the amendment’ of cer- 
tain Harbour Regulations, and to the Rule, Ordinance and Regulation commonly 
called the Marine Police Regulations. 


1. It is hereby notified that bericath the Master Attendant's Office on the beach, is an 
Office where Boats and Catamarans can be procured, and where registers of all licensed Boats, 
Catamarans, and theit respective owners and Crews are kept, and are open to public inspec- 
tion, and in which copies of the Act No. IV. of 1842, for the better management of the Boats 
and Catamarans, and for the amendment of certain Harbour Regulations are suspended. 


2. Ifa Boat or Catamaran is required for any extraordinary service to a Ship or Vessel, 
either at anchor or under weigh, beyond the limits of the Port, then the amount of hire 
which may be demanded may be referred tothe Master Attendant or his Deputy for adjust- 
ment. N. B.—For the purpose of the foregoing Rule, a Ship at anchor in, or beyond 10 
fathoms, and a Ship at any distance under sail beyond that depth of soundings, jn any line 
of beerng from the Master Attendant’s Flag Staff, shall be considered as without the limite 
of this Port.

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3. In cases of great emergency by night or by day, the Owners of Boats and Catamarans 
kept for the purpose of being let out on hire, shall aid and assist the Master Attendant and 
his Deputy by every means in their power, and shall induce the Boatmen and Catamaran men 
to perform the service required, and when great personal risk shall have been incurred, or 
arduous services performed, ‘and those on whose account such duties are undertaken refuse to 
remunerate the Crew for the same, the Master Attendant wil! bring the merits of the case to 
the notice of Government. 

4. The Boat and the Catamaran men are not to be employed on board any Ship or Vessel 
in these roads,—any wilful breach of this Regulation will be considered desertion and neglect. 
of duty, and will render the persons offending liable to the punishments provided for such 
desertion and neglect by Scetion XV. of Act. No IV. of 1842. i 

5. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans and all other persons either belonging to any Ship 
or Vessel in the Madras Roads, or to the Boats and Catamarans to be let on hire, are cau- 
tioned against the transhipment of any goods or passengers or ballast without first obtaining a 
Permit from the Collector of Sea Customs or his Deputy, any Person or persons found guilty 
of any such transhipment being liable to the penalties provided in Section 23 of the Marine 

ions. 


Police 
6. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans must make known to their respective Crewa the 
full intent and purport of the several port si , which, as occasion may require, will be 


displayed at the Master Attendant’s Flag Staff, especially the recall signal for all Boats and 
Catamarans, which is a white pendant with a red ball, and when the signal is hoisted, all 
Boats and Catamarans must immediately repair to the Shore. 

7. The Crews of Boata and Catamarans kept for the purpose of being let on hire shall 
not be changed or transferred from one Boat or Catamaran to another, without the sanction 
of the Master Attendant. 

8. The Accommodation Boats shall be kept in the same good order as heretofore, and are 
always to be provided each with an Awning, aud with Seats and Cushions, and in case they 
shall not, in the judgment of the Master Attendant, be kept in proper order, the Owners 
shall be deprived of their licenses until the same shall be put in order for the reception of 
Passengers. : 

9. All Owners of Boats and Catamarans are to make known to their respective Crews, that 
the Officer or Peon in charge of the Police Revenue Boat, is authorized and empowered by 
Section XIX. of Act. No. IV. of 1842, to stop, search, and detain any Boat and Catamaran 
plying to and from the Ships and Vessels in the Roads, and that all Boat and Catamaran 
men, who may impede or obstruct any Police Officers in the execution of his or their duty, 
will render themselves amenable to the penalties provided for in Section XIX. of the above 
recited Act. . 

10. Should any difference or dispute arise between the Owner or Owners of Boats and 
Catamarans let on hire, and any person or persons hiring the same, as to the amount of hire 
for service performed, the party or parties may refer the case for adjustment to the Master 
Attendant or his Deputy, in which case each party shall sign a paper sgrecing to abide by 
the decision of the said Master Attendant or his Deputy, and such paper s! be detained in 
the Office of the said Master Attendant. 


{ Rules to be observed at the Ports under the Presidency of Fort St. George on the 
recovery of Wrecks, Anchors, Cables or other Property from the Sea. 


1. All Wreck, Flotsam, Jetsam, and every article, whether recovered from the surface or 
the bottom of the Sea, by any person not the Owner thereof, nor the Commander of the Vessel 
to which it may have belonged, or from which it may have been lost overboard, shall be de- 
livered to the Master Attendant, or where there is no such functionary to the Collector of 
Sea Customs or his Deputy. 

2. In the event of lost property being recovered from the Sea by any person not being the 
Owner thereof without the same bein delivered over to the Authorities above mentioned, it 
will be seized, and the salvor will forfeit all claim to remuneration. 

3. On the recovery of all property from the Sea whether from the surface or from the 
bottom by persons not the Owners thereof, the Master Attendant, Collector of Sea Customs, 
or his Deputy, as the case may be, will cause the same to be exposed to view in some public 

“place duly labelled as recovered property for the space of 12 Calendar Months ; and if satisfac- 
torily claimed within that time will deliver the same over to the Owner, Commander, or other 
person authorized to receive it on payment of the expenses of recovery, a reasonable compen- 
sation for salvage, and 5 per cent. on the value of the property to the Officer in whose charge 
it has becn kept, provided such per centage in no case exceeds 500 Rupees. 

4. If not satisfactorily claimed within 12Calendar Months, the Master Attendant, Collector 
of Sea Customs, or his Deputy, will cause the property te be sold to the best advantage, and 
the proceeds, after paying expenses of recovery, salvage and per centage as before provided 
for, to be remitted to the Marine Board, who will hold the same in deposit to be delivered to 
the rightful owner on his substantiating his claim thereto. 
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5. In the event of the recsvery of property of a perishable nature, or of less value than 50 
Rupees, the Master Attendant, Collector of Sea Customs, or his Deputy may cause the same 
to be sold before the expiration of the above named period, paying the expenses, salvage and 
per centage, and remitting the remainder to the Marine Board; but in such cases the salvage 
must never exceed one-third of the net proceeds of sale. 

6. Masters Attendant and Collectors of Customs will forward to the Marine Board for pub- 
lication monthly lists of recovered articles (whether sold or not) delivered into theirchame set- 
ting forth their description with the timo and mode of their recovery. 

7. All persons recovering property lost or abandoned at Sea or to be reasonably remunerat- 
ed, the amount of such remuneration being determined by the Master Attendant, Collector 
of Sea Customs, or his Deputy; and until their claim, as well as that for expenscs incurred, 
and the er centage before named, is satistied such property will be detained. Provided never- 
theless that the Owner or Salvor, if either consider himself aggrieved, may pay or receive the 
amount awarded under protest, and appeal to the Marine Board, who are empowered to re- 
Vise the decision if such should appear necessary. 

8 Al ‘ty elaimed on which the owner refuses to pay the salvage expenses will 
be sold at the expiration of 30 days after such has been demanded, and if an owner intend to 
appeal to the Marine Board against an award of the above nature, notice of the same must 
be given in writing to the Officer having charge of the property claimed within that period. 
Failing this it will be sold, the claims satisfied, and the residue of the proceeds paid to the 
owner on application. . 

9. The Marine Board will regulate the rates of salvage to be paid on anchors and cables 
as well as on all unclaimed property. 


Rules for the Management of the Disabled Boatmen’s Fund, and also for the 
Support and Distribution of a Monsoon Fund. 


1.__ The Disabled Boatmen’s Fund for the relief of decayed and infirm boatmen and their 
families, being dependant on the amountrealized by license fees, mulcta, and fines, and extra 
boat hire on Sundays, under the provisions of Act No. IV. of 1842, and the Rules and Regu- 
lations subsidiary to that Act be distributed after payment of charges for collection and 


management, as follows: . 

2. All males and females connected with the boat establishment who can produce Certifi- 
cates setting forth their respective claims for relief, will, (provided those claims are held good 
by the Master Attendant) be admitted as Pensioners on this Fund, when their names shail be 
duly registered, and each person shall be entitled to receive a pension in reference to their 
wants and the circumstances of the Fund, payable on the first day of the month, but should 
either of those days fall on a Sunday, then the pensions will be paid on the 2d of the month. 


3. Should the income on this Fund yield an amount beyond the monthly expenditure, the 
lus shall be paid into the Government ‘Treasury, in aid of the general Fund, for the relief 
of decayed and infirm boatmen and their families. 
4. But if the income should be insufficient to meet the demands on it, it will then be ne 
cemary to reduce the monthly payment to each Pensioner, in such proportion as may be 
deemed expedient by the Master Attendant, in conjunction with the boat owners. 


5. The Monsoon Fund for the relief of boatmen and their respective families, when there 
is little or no employment for the boats or catamarans, will be dependant on voluntary contri- 
butions, and such a portion of boat hire as the crews thereof may be willing to contribute from 
their daily earnings when the boats are employed. 

6. Therefore all owners of boats and catamarans, and all other persons willing to contribute 
towards the maintenance of a Monsoon Fund are to register their names and subscriptions 
under their respective signatures, at the Master Attendant’s Office, and they are to state for 
whose benefit such contributions are intended, by inserting the number of the boats ard cata- 
marans, and the names of their respective crews, and all persons comprising the crews of boats 
and catamarans who may be desirous of supporting this F'und for the benefit of themselves and 
families, are in the presence of those boat owners in whose service they may be engaged, ta 
declare their willing consent to the Master Attendant, and at the same time they are to signify 
what portion of their daily earnings they intend to lay by for this purpose, when the numbers 
of their boats and catamarans and their respective names shall be duly registered. 

7. If any persons herein referred to, subscribe more or less towards the support of this Fund 
for the temporary support of such boatmen as will be registered against their respective con~ 
tributions, it will then become necessary to grant relief to the boatmen in such proportion as 
will be considered equitable by the Master Attendant and the Subscribers. But if any boat 
owners and their crews refuse to contribute towards the Monsoon Fund, they neither will nor 
can have any claim for relief or support from the said Fund. 

8. The distribution of the Monsoon Fund will commence on the Ist dayof November, and shall 
terminate on the 1éth day of December, but should either of those days fallon a Sunday then 
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the issue will take place on the second of the month. During this interval the crew of each 
boat and catamaran whose claims are duly considered and registered as aforesaid, shall receive 
the amount per day of two ordinary trips per boat and of catamaran hire’as may hereafter be 
determined. Should any surplus fund remain at the expiration of the said term, during which 
relief shall be so granted as aforesaid, the balance thereof shall be paid into the Government 
Treasury, and will be added te the following year’s subscription of the Monsoon Fund. But 
in theevent of this Fund being found inadequate to the above distribution, it will be expedi- 
ent to feduce the shares, or limit the payment within a shorter period, and should su: 

event occur, the necessary arrangement shall be adjusted by the Master Attendant in con- 
junction with the boat owners. :

lst. Application for the admittance into the General Hospital of any. Officer or Seaman is 
required to be first made cither personally, or by the Commanders or Agents of Vessels, to the 
Master Attendant, from whom an admission Ticket will be obtained, stating the instances of 
those who are to be received and victualled at the expense of Government, and for such as may 
belong to any Ship or Vessel, the application will be required to be accompanied by e Certifi- 
cate of reference for the payment of Hospital Charges, &c. 

|. Cases of emergency, &c. will be admitted at the discretion of the Surgeon of the Hos- 
Pital without reference to this prelii rule, and due, noti¢e af.the reception of any Officer 
or Seaman under such circumstancea, be communicated to the Master Attendant, for the 
purpote, as the case may be, of thé requisite Certificate of reference being obtained. 

3d. ‘The Commander of any Vessel on making application either sirent or through his 
Agents, to the Master Attendant for the admission into Hospital of any Officer or Seaman, 
shall produce, in addition to the required security for Hospital Charges Certificate statin 
to the best of his knowledge the nature of the disease under which the person has laboured, 
and if hurt, how, and in what manner, such hurt or injury, has been received. And should 
any Officer or Seaman be admitted into the General Hospital maimed or otherwise in a state 
which may be considered as incurable, without the above-mentioned Certificate, the Master 
Attendant shall be made acquainted therewith, that such security as the law directs, may. ba. 
obtained for all the expenses which may be eventually incurred either. for the. provision of a 
passage'to England, or to defray funeral charges. 

4th. In the event of any Officer or Seaman not being sufficiently recovered,to obtain his, 
discharge from the General Hospital when the Shipor Vessel to which he may belong is about. 
to sail, or being discharged from his Vessel while a Patient in Hospital, the responsibility for 
his expenses, will attach to the party who gave the required security on his entrance until such 
person. is discharged, unless otherwise directed, and of which information will be given;by the 

aster Attendant, to the Surgeon of the Hospital for his guidance. S 

5th. Early intimation will be made to the Master Attendant of the intended dit or 
other removal from the Genera! Hospital of any Officer or Seaman admitted under the above 
Rules accompanied with a Certificate, stating whether he is fit for immediate service or other- 
wise, Similar intimation will also be made to the Master Attendant of the decease of any Ma- 
rine inmate of the Hospital, and to obviate the possible inconvenience from delay, the Surgeon, 
of the Hospital will make the customary provision for the burial of the deceased, the charges 
for the same being certitied by him and referred to the Master Attendant for sanction and ul- 
timate recovery. 

N. B,—In the event of an Officer of a Merchant Vessel being admitted into the General 
Hospital on emergency, and there dying insolvent before any security for the payment of 
charges has been obtained, then the funcral of the deceased shall be conducted with as little 
oxpense as may be consistent with propriety. 

th. The Surgeon of the General Hospital will furnish to the Master Attendant on the 
first day of each month, and at intermediate Periods on the disc! e of an Officer or Sea- 
man, 2 register showing the number of days such Officer or Seaman has been in the Hospi- 
tal, whereby the Master Attendant may be enabled to regulate the period for which pay- 
ment is to be claimed from the Agents, or other responsible person. 

7th. The Master Attendant shall duly register the names of such Officers and Seamen as 
may be admitted into the General Hospital, and he shall remit.the respective amounts which 

be recovered, from the parties liable under such Certificate or reference as is 
fore mentioned, to the Commissary General, in order to the final adjustment of all necessary. 
accounts in the usual manner. 

8th. When any doubt or difficulty may arise as to the required guarantee, or for the final 
disposal of any Ofticer or Scaman, it s be the Master Attendant’s duty to repart the case 
direct to Government, that such measures as may acem expedient be adopted, before any Ship 
or Vessel in question obtains her Port Clearance.

1850, is hereby promulgated for general information. 

ACT No. V. or 1850. 
An Act for freedom of the Coasting Trade of India. 

‘Whereas by An Act of Parliament passed in the Thirteenth year of the reign of Her Majesty, 
intituled An Act to amend the Laws in force for the encouragement of British Shipping and 
Navigation, it is enacted with regard to the Coasting Trade of India, that it shall be lawful 
for the Governor General of India-in Council to make apy regulations authorizing or per-

mitting the conveyance of goods or passengers from one part of the possessions of the East 
India Company to another part thereof in other than British Ships, subject to such restric- 
tions or regulations as he may think necessary.

4. The charges will be according to the appended scale payable in advance; and in the 
event of a passenger embarking for a port to which the Steamer is not bound direct, such 
period as may be occupied in the prosecution of the voyage from and back to the point of 
embarkation will be charged at the rateslaid down for lay-days. 

5. Cabin and quarter deck passengers will be each entitled to take 5 cwt. of baggage, and 
one servant free of charge, except for diet, which will be at the rate of

All servants in excess of one to each passenger, will be charged as deck passengers accord- 
ing to the scale of private passage. 

6. Deck passengers will be permitted te take one box measuring five cubic feet, and one 
bed not exceeding 2 feet 6 inches in breadth which must be rolled up during the day. 

Each servant will be allowed to take the same quantity of baggage as a deck passenger. 

7. All baggage in excess of the amount mentioned in the two preceding articles, muat be 
paid for at the regulated freight. 

8. Cabin and quarter deck passengers will be messed at the table of the Commander, or if 
preferred at that of the Officers. Deck passengers will make their own arrangement for mess- 
ing, the Ship providing wood and water, with the exception of servante, who will be charged 
according to the scale. 

9. The space available for stowage being limited, no bulky articles will be received on 
board; and it is particularly requested that the address may be written so as not to be easily 
effaced. Parties shipping freight are requested to make atrangements for its being landed 
immediately on the vessel’s reaching her destination. If not applied for during the first 
twelve hours at out-ports or twenty-four hours at Madras, it will be landed at the Custom 
House at the risk and expense of the shipper. 

10. Horses and Dogs are most positively prohibited to be received on board.

Rules for Shipping Stores on the Honorable Company’s Steamer. 


1, When Military Stores are shipped, they should be sent on board under charge of a 
Warrant Officer, with a sufficient number of Lascars to admit one of being detailed to each 
boat laden with Stores, it will be the duty of this party to protect the Stores from the Beach 
to the Vessel, and to deliver them on Board. 


2. Receipts in Quadruplicate will be forwarded from the Ordnance Department for the 
signature of the Commander of the Vessel as soon as the receipt of the Boat Notes bearing 
the signature of an officer of the Vessel, shall enable the consigning Officer to prepare these 
documents. The Boat Notes will be attached to the receipts when the latter are sent for 
Signature, and one of the receipts should be retained by the Commander of the Vessel. 


8. On the arrival of the Vessel at the destined Port, the Warrant Officer with the Stores 
will report his arrival by letter to the Officer Commanding the Station, and to the Commis- 
sary of Ordnance, and will remain on Board until all the Stores have left the Ship ; should 
any of the Stores or Packages appear to have been injured or open while at Sea, the Warrant 
Officer will bring the circumstances to the notice of the Commander of the Vessel, and im- 
mediately report the same to the Commissary of Ordnance at the Station. 


4. It will be the duty of the Officer to whom the Stores are consigned, to send off Boats 
without delay to the Vessel, with a sufficient number of Lascars to admit of one at least being 
detailed to each Boat laden with Stores—he will also depute an experienced Warrant Officer 
to receive the Stores on landing, and it will be this individual’s especial duty to ascertain 
that the Stores landed in all respects correspond with the Boat Notes furnished with each 
Boat by an Officer of the Vessel—he will also make a full and immediate report to the Com- 
missary of Ordnance of any deficiency, or any injury which the Packages, &c. may have 
sustained. The Lascar detailed with the Boats are for the protection of the Stores. 


5. The responsibility attached to the charge of Military Stores despatched by Sea will 
rest exclusively with the Commander of the Vessel, from the date on which they are received 
on Board, until the same are delivered over the Ship's side. The Warrant Officer with the 
Stores has authority to decline receiving into the Boats any Packages which appear injured 
until the actual condition of the same had been ascertained on Board, and the Commander 
of the Steamer will, under instructions from the Marine Board, cause such Package or 
Packages to be opened and examined in his (the Warrant Officer's) presence, when the 
damage, if any, will be noted in the reccipts to be granted by thc latter for the Stores on 
their being discharged into the Boats. 


6. Stores for the Governments of the Rajah of Berar and his Highness the Nizam, should 
be landed in separate Boats, as Boat hire is chargeable to those Governments. 


7. On the occasion of a Warrant Officer or other Ordnance Subordinate, embarking with 
Military Stores, a screened berth should be erected for his accommodation, in such part of 
the Vessel as may be suitable for an Officer of that grade (as established in letter No. 1468 
of tho 22d December 1846 from Secretary Marine Board to Secretary Military Board), ac- 
commodation should also be provided for the detail of Store Lascars and one Servant of 
Warrant Officer.

Notice is hereby given, that on and after the Ist day of January 1814, a Light will be ex- 
hibited on the New Light House erected at Madras immediately to the Northward of the 
‘Walls of Fort St. George and that on and after the said Ist day of January 1844, the Light 
heretofore and now exhibited on the Old Light House within the Walls of Fort St George, 
will be discontinued. ‘The New Light (to be exhibited) will be elevated 128 fect above the 
mean level of the Sea,—and may be scen from the deck of a Ship at the distance of 20 miles. 
‘The light is of the ‘‘ Flashing Description” and the duration of the Flashes to that of the 
Eclipses or Dark periods is in the ratio of 2 to 3,—but as the nature of the motion is Reci- 

rocating instead of Kotatory, the above ratio merely expresses the average proportion of the 
Pigne and Dark intervals which are themselves variable according to the position of the 
spectator. The rapidity of movement is so adjusted, that the duration of the Flashes wilt 
ary from 0’ to 48’ and that of the Eclipses from 0” to 72” the sums of the duration of Light 
and Darkness bearing however in every position, the constant ratio of 2 to 3. From the 
South Eastern extremity of the Pulicat Shoal the New Light House bears S. 23° W. and ia 
distant 13 miles, but no Ship or Vessel when hauling in from the Northward for the Madras 
Roadstead should bring the Light to bear to the Southward of 8. 28 W. or S. 8. W. } W.— 
unless her position is well ascertained. Commanders of Vessels are hereby warned of the 
serious risk they incur by incautiously approaching the dangerous vicinity of the Pulicat 
Shoal, as hazy weather or other causes may obscure the Light,—true Soundings therefore and 
a vigilant look out are imperatively called for. The limits of the Madras Roadstead (in 8 or 9 
fathoms) are comprised within the following bearings, viz., from the Northward the Light 
House will bear 8. 56” W. and from the Southward N. 81 W. or from 8. b. W. to W. 2 N. 


The New Light House at Madras is in Latitude 13° 6' 10” North. 
And in Longitude 80° 20’* East of Greenwich.

The following information is furnished by Captain Biden, Master Attendant at Madras, 
who surveyed the Rocks in 1846. 


NOTICE TO MARINERS. 


Sailing Instructions as a guide when Ships or Vessels are on the Coast of Oriza, or 
off the Santupillay Rocks. 


1. Whereas a recent survey of the SANTAPILLAY ROCKS under the direction of 
Licutenant Fell, I. N., and a further inspection thereof by the Master Attendant, on the 6th 
Instant, clearly prove that those Rocks comprise one of the most dangerous Shoals in the In- 
dian Seas, and as no well defined landmark has hitherto been notified for the purpose of in- 
dicating their locality, and warning Commanders of Ships and Vessels of their ncar approach 
to those Rocks, it is therefore expedient to publish the following remarks for the guidance of 
all Marincrs who may navigate the Coast of Orixa, and the Bay of Bengal. 

2. The Santapillay Rocks are in 

Latitude 17° 59° 25° N. 
Longitude §3° 47’ 37" E. 


and are distant from the Coast between 5 and 6 miles. They are about ten fect under water, 
steep too on all sides, and their extent is not beyond 200 yards in length. Whet there is but 
litde wind and a smooth sea, this Shoul presents no indication by broken or discolored water 
as Lieutenant Fell, when in search of it during very fine weather, brought the Surveying 
Brig ‘‘ Kristna” to anchor within 100 yards of the Rocks before he could observe the slight- 
est appearance of a Shoal. He then proceeded in one of that Vessel’s boats over the Rocks, 


and found 104 fect on the shoalest part; on the Eastern side 7 and 10 fathoms; and on the 
Western limit 104 fathoms rocky bottom. 


3. The Master Attendant surveyed the Santapillay Rocks in the H. C.’s Steam Vessel 
“Hugh Lindsay,” on the 6th Instant, during fine weather; and with a moderate breeze 
from S. W. and a ground swell, the breakers where clearly discerned from the mast head at 
the distance of 6 or 7 miles bearing due South, and Santapillay Peak bearing W. b. N. in7 
fathoms, off shore about 2 miles. The breakers werc soon after seen from the deck; and at 
11h. 45m. A. M. when the Reef, which broke with considerable force, bore from 8. 56° E. 
to S. 57° E. and Santapillay Peak was bearing N. 43° W., the “‘ Hugh Lindsay” was anchor- 
ed in 94 fathoms, coarse sand and shells, distant from the Recf 2 miles; and from the Coast 
34 miles—Latitudo by an indifferent observation 18° 1' N. 

4. Two boats were sent under Captain Crawford, to examine the Reef and they carricd 
regular soundings from the Steamer of 9 and 94 fathoms, until within a quarter of a mile, 
and in less than 100 yards of the breakers, where they found 1} and 1b fathoms rocky 
bottom. The breakers were too high to admit of the boats crossing over the Reef; but Cap- 
tain Crawford pulled round it, and gave as his opinion that the Shoal, which lies N. N. W. 
and 8. 8. E. is in circumference about a quarter of a mile, with ten fathoms all round very 
close to the Rocks. From the ‘‘ Hugh Lindsay” the breakers scemed to extend the length of 
200 yards. 

5. The inner channel is safe for Ships and Vessels of every class, as soundings of 5 fathoms 
within a mile of the Coast, and 9} fathoms within quarter of a mile of the Rocks afford a 
clear space of nearly four miles in breadth. 

6. In fair weather and when the Peak of Santapillay is visible, that lofty and remarkable 
landmark affords an infallible guide to the true position of the Santapillay Rocks. This 
Peak is at least 2,000 feet above the lovel of the Sea, and presents a striking contrast to all 


the hills in its vicinity. It bears N. 60° W. from the Rocks, and the base of the mountain 
is not more than 7 or 8 miles from the Coast. 


7. But in thick weather when no well defined landmark is discernible, then it becomes ab- 
solutely necessary to approach the Coast between Ganjam and Vizagapatam with great care 
and caution, Change of current, and the absence of all means, by night or day, of obtaining 
a single observation may, without strict and unremitting attention to soundings, place a Ship 
or Vessel in imminent peril close to, or upon the Santapillay Rocks, which should net be ap- 
proached from the Eastward, by day or night, under 17 fathoms.

The Light bears, by Compass, from the Western extre:nity 
of ‘“ Ras Tarshane,” N. by E., distant } of a mile; from “‘ Jezaret Sulliel,’’ S. W. 4 W., di 
tant 4} miles. 


The Aden Back Bay Harbour Floating Light will be known as a Fixed Light, of natural 
appearance, and will be visible ia a N. E. direction from N. by E. round to N. E.§ E. The 
Light is elevated 35 feet above the level of the Sea, and will be seen about 10 miles from an 
ordinary Ship’s deck, and less according to circumstances and the state of the atmosphere. 
The paghtvensel will fire a gun, and burn a blue light on the approach of a Ship into the 
Bay. She is painted Red, with a Red Ball on the mast, and flies a Red Flag at the mast 
head, on Ship passing in or out. 


Directions for Ships entering the Bay and Harbour of Aden.- 


On a Ship rounding “‘ Ras Tarshane,” she will see the Light burning N. by E., and then 
bringing it to bear N. N. E. § E. and stand in, keeping the Light a little on the starboard 
bow, and rounding it (as close as safety will permit) to the Northward, haul up at once, if a 
leading wind, E. § N., for the Shipping ; and: anchor (if a Merchant Ship) tothe Northward 
and Eastward of ‘‘ Ras bin Jarboyn,”’ Flint Rock bearing from E. by N. to E. 8. E. ; Men- 
of- War anchoring to the N. W. of “‘ Ras bin Jarboyn.” 


Should thé wind be from N. E., a Ship will have to work up to the anchorage, which 
never should be attempted, unless at half tide or high water, according to the draught, there 
not being room sufficient at low water. Caution is necessary in working in, not to borrow 
too far on the North side of the Channel, where the water is shoal, and buoyed off with red 
Buoys, in two fathoms, low water. 


Nors.—It frequently happens, from not having proper Charts and Instructions, that Ships 
bound for Adem anchor off the Town, and are sometimes five or six days afterwards beating 
round the Cape for the proper arichorage. It is therefore incambent on the partics most in- 
terested, both chip owners, Ship-masters, or others, in order to understend these directions, 
to provide their Ships with Captain Haines’ Trigonometrical Survey of the Harbour and 
Bsys about Aden, it being the best extant. 


Rules for Controlling the Pilots and Pilotage at the port of Paumben. 
Fort St. George Gazette, January 23d, 1849—No. 2008, Page 72. 


The Right Honorable the Governor in Council directs the re-publication of the 
Rules for controlling the Pilots and Pilotage at the Port of Paumben, with a re- 
vised scale of Charges for Pilotage through the Paumben Channel.

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council of Fort Saint George, having resolved to 
abolish the existing system of pilotage at the port of Paumben and, in order to provide for 
the rendering of those services which have hitherto been performed by the Pilots attached 
to the Government establishment, to grant Licenses to a sufficient number of duly qualified 
persons, authorizing them (under certain restrictions) to pilot vessels through the Channel,— 
hath ordered and directed that the following regulations shall be binding and conclusive, not 
ealy upon the Pilots who may be s0 Ticensed, bat also upon the Masters and Tindals of all 
vessels or dhonies freqeenting that port, or passing through the Channel ; and all applicants 
for License are expressly required to take notice that by accepting such License, they subject 


M1 
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themselves to the control, and (in the event of a dereliction of duty) to the infliction of the 
penalties that are hereinafter mentioned. 

Rule 1. The Licenses to be ted shall be in the form annexed marked A., and the 
Officer who shall due authority to grant such Licenses, shall be the Collector of Ma- 
dura for the time being. 

Rule 2. All licensed Pilots shall be subject to the control, and be bound to obey all orders 
issued by the Government Head Pilot in connection with their duties of pilotage, in default 
of which their Licenses will be suspended or withdrawn altogether, as the nature of the case 
may seem to require, by the authority granting them. 

Rule 3. No License except to those already on Government salarics, will be ted until 
the applicant has proved himself on examination before such Committee as may be from time 
to time appointed, fully competent to undertake the charge of piloting a vessel through the 
Channels ; and applicants must have served two years as Boatmen or otherwise afloat 
in the Channels with a licensed Pilot, before they can demand to be examined. -

through the Channels must deliver his Port Clearance with the necessary sum for the liquida- 
tion of his anchorage and Pilot dues, to the Pilot having the charge of any such veseel or 
<dhoney, whose duty it will be to bring both the Port Clearance and the dues to the Custom 
House at Paumben, and who will in all cases be held responsible for this Rule being strictly 
complied with. 

Rule 12. In the event of extra men being required to warp « vessel through the Channel, 
they shall be supplied a the Pilot for the time being in charge of such vessel; and the hire 
for each man be (8) three annas a trip if the duty be performed in one tide; but if such 
duty be not completed in that period, the hire of each man be (4) four annas for (8) eight 
hours’ work. 

Rule 13. All vessels before passing the Channels are to be lightened tosuch draught as the 
Pilot in charge may consider requisite; and should the Master or Tindal entertain any doubt 
Fal to ite necessity, appeal is to be made to the Government Head Pilot, whove decision shall 


Rule 14. Any Pilot grounding the vessel, of which he may for the time being be placed in 
charge, either through carelessness or from the want of Proper Precautjpn, be liable, 0: 
the report of the Government Head Pilot, to the suspension or total deprivation of his Li- 
cense, at the discretion of the granting authority. 


Rule 16. Any Pilot insisting on the discharge of more cargo than in the estimation of the 
Government Head Pilot is necessary for the safety of a veesel’s passing through the Channels, 
or otherwise behaving in an improper and i: manner in the execution of hie duty, will 
subject himself to a fine not exceeding (20) Rupees, at the discretion of the Officer in o 
of the Pilot Department, for a first offence ; or in default of payment, to suspension of License.

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SIGNALS POR SHIPS OR VESSELS IN THE OFFING. 


Signals respecting Ships or Vessels in the Offing, whether Men-of-War or Merchantmen, are 
made from the Garrison Flag Sjaff, a yard slung across the top-mast, the points of which 
represent the quarter from which the vessels are coming in. 

Three classes of vessels are expressed by the signals ; vessels of three masts, of two masts, 

and of one mast. 

An ensign, or square National flag, represents a ship of three masts; a national flag, with 
two points or swallow’s tail, represents a Brig or Snow, &c. of two masts; and’a broad 
National Pendant, terminating in one point, represents a Sloop or Cutter of one mast. 

If either of these flags is hoisted at the North yard arm, the Vessel is seen in the North, 
and vice versa. 

A white Pendant signifies one Ship or Vessel, a red and white Pendant divided horizon 
tally two vessels ; a red Pendant pierced with a white circle three vessels; a yellow Pendant 
pierced with a blue circle four vessels. When the number of Vessels exceeds four, they are 
considered @ Fleet on which a Pendant with six yellow and blue perpendicular stripes is 
hoisted. 

4 If the Vessel in sight is a Man-of-War, tho Number is hoisted over the Nationsi Flag : if 
a Merchant Vessel the Number is hoisted under the Ensign. 

If a Fleet is in sight, one Gun will be fired after the signal of the fleet is made, and if 
there are two or three fleets of different nations, in the same point of the compass, the signal 
of the first secu fleet will be lowered after the space of 15 minutes, and a fresh signal hoist- 
ed, which is likewise to be accompanied by a Gun. 

A Steamer is announced with a blue flag pierced with yellow (No. 8) hoisted to the yard 
arm expressive of the quarter she is in. 


The annexed plates represent the flags of all nations that trade to Madras ; and the man- 
ger in which the Signals are made, to express Ships or Vessels discovered in the Offing as 
follows. 


The St. Geerge’s Flag hoisted on either points of the yard arm with a white Pendant over 
it, announces a British Man-of-War. The French or Tri-coloured Flag of two points or 
Swallow tail, hoisted with a red and white Pendant over it represents two French armed 
Briggs or Snows, &c., a broad American Pendant hoisted with a red Pendant pierced with 
white flying over it, represents three American armed Cutters, and a Dutch flag hoisted with 
a yellow Pendant, pierced with a blue over it represents four Dutch Men-ef-War. 

The St. George’s colour is varied according to the colour of the Admiral of squadron on 
the station for the time being. 

The number of Men-of-War coming in, is shown at both Flag Staffs by hoisting a Union 
Jack with a narrow white border above the Numeral Flags. This is called a Merchant's 
Union. 

By the new Code of 1841, ships showing the ports they last sailed from, hoist the Rendez- 
vous under the No. of the place, instead of over as formerly. 

Commanders of Vessels are desired by the Master Attendant to hoist the Numeral Pendant 
at some other mast head when using the new signel Code for that year, in order to distin- 
guish it from the old one. 

The flags in Marryat’s Code are used by Americans, French and other Commercial 
European nations. 

The Rendezvous Flag, (chequer) at the mast head denotes that the Letters by the Over- 
land Mail via Suez or Bombay, are ready for delivery. The yellow Pendant pierced black 
is the signal of arrival of the Bombay Express.

“« In order definitively to set at rest the doubts which have arisen in regard to the preced- 
ence of Ladies in the East Indies—and to obviate the inconveniences resulting from the pre- 
sent Reguletions upon this subject, We have thought it expedient to solicit Her Majesty’s 
approval of an alteration in the Royal Warrant of the 28th June 1841, and We now transmit 
to you copy of the Amended Warrant of Precedency, which Her Majesty has been graciously 
pleased to issue under Her Royal Sign Manual.

It is Ordered, with the concurrence and approval of the Right Honorable the Governor 
in Council, that article 16 of the fees allowed to the Sheriff be rescinded, and that the follow- 
ing ‘article be substituted for it. 


For keeping possession of property, whether moveable, or immoveable, seized in Execu- 
tiow, the necessary expenses actually incurred in keeping such possession, the amount in case 
to be settled by the Master. An account of particulars to be rendered in every 

case to the party at whose instance the property is seized. 
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Extract from the Revised Rules relating to Juries in the Supreme Court 
of Judicature at Madras. 


I. All men who on any former occasion have served on Juries in the 

Qualification of Ju- Supreme Court, and all who are resident Householders within the limits 

TORR of Madras, and occupy any House or tenement of the monthly value of 

Thirty Rupees, or the unnual value of Three hundred Rupees, or whose 

property or interests in lands, tenements or goods would be worth the sum of Three Thou- 

sand Rupees after the payment of their just debts, are qualified and liable to serve on Juries 
in the Supreme Court, except such persons as are hereinafter excepted. 


II. Those persons are incapable of serving on Juries in the Supreme 
Disqualification of Court, who hold any Office in or under the said Court or receive any pay 
Jurors. or emolument for any employment in or under any Office thereof, or for 
executing any duties of Police within the limits of Madras, or who are the 
subjects of any foreign state, or who are ynder the age of twenty-one ycars, or who are at- 
tainted of treason or felony, or who have becn convicted of any fraudulent or infamous offence 
without having obtained a free pardon, or who are under outlawry or excommunicate, or 
who are lunatics or idiots, or are unable to understand the English language ; and inasmuch 
as there are parts of the proceedings upop trials in the Supreme Court which have not usual- 
ly been translated by the Interpreters and which could not be translated without great difi- 
culty and inconvenience, the Sheriff and Clerk of the Crown are forbidden to insert in the 
list hereinafter mentioned, the names of any Natives of whose competency to understand the 
English language they have not experience or sure knowledge. 


III. The Sheriff and Clerk of the Crown respectively in making out 
What NativeInha- the annual list of Jurors are to insert in the list of the Grand Jurors any 
piesa of Madras Native Inhabitant of Madras, whose rank or superiority of caste may be 
greliabletoserve such as is referred to in the bth of these Rules, having previously aicer- 
tained that such persons are willing to serve as Grand Jurors and are suf- 

ficiently conversant with the English language. 


IV. The following persons are exempted from the liability to serve on’ 
Exempted persons. Juries, namely, the Governor and all Peers, the Members of Council, the 
Chief Secretary and other Secretaries to Government, the Judges of the 
Court of Sudder Adawlut, the Accountant General and the Sub-Treasurer for the time being, 
the Register and the Deputy Register, the Manager, and the Record-keeper, of the Sudder 
and Foujdaree Adawlut; the Secretary to the Board of Revenue ; the Secretary to the Bank 
of Madras; the Manager, and the Deputy Manager, of the Board of Revenue; the Ap- 
praiser, and the Head Manager, of the Sea Custom Office ; the Sheristadar, and the Chief 
‘lerk and Record-keeper, of the Collector of Madras; the uncovenanted Ist Assistant, and 
the Manager in the Secretariat Military Department; the uncovenanted Ist and 2nd Assist- 
ants, and the Managers, in the Political and Public Departments ; the uncovenanted 1st and 
2nd Assistants, and the Managcr, in the Revenue and Judicial Departments; the Manager, 
and the Head Clerk, of the Adjutant General’s Office ; the Principal Accountant and Regis- 
ter of the Military Auditor General’s Office; the Manager, and the Examiner of the Reve- 
nue Board Department of Public Works ;* all Officers of the Army, Navy or Marine of Her 
Majesty or the Honorable Company, all persons employed in the Pilot Service of the Honor- 
able Company, all Clergymen, and all such dissenting Ministers as are actually attached to 
or employed in any public place of religious worship and who follow no other secular em- 
ployment, but that of teaching ; all Brahmins, Moollahs, and other Hindus and Mahomedans 
actually officiating as Priests in their respective religions ; all Barristers at Law, Physicians, 
Surgeons and Apothecaries, actually practising as such ; all Domestic servants, and all per- 
sons above sixty years of age or who are afflicted with any great infirmity of body or mind.

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INSOLVENT DEBTORS’ COURT. 


Rules and Orders, and Table of Fees of the Court for the Relief of Insolvent 
Debtors at Madras. 
ORDO CURIA, Decemser 1848. 

The Rules and Orders now in force for regulating the proceedings of the Court for the 
relief of Insolvent Debtors, shall be and the same are hereby repealed on and after’ 
the lst day of January 1849, and the following Rules and Orders are hereby made for 
regulating the proceedings of the said Court on and after the lst day of January 1849" 


1. All Summonses, Precepts, Rules, Orders, and other Process to be issued by the Court, 
for the relief of Insolvent Debtors at Madras, shall be prepared, made out and Signed by the 
principal Officer of the said Court, who shall be called the Chief Clerk—and all Petitions, 
Affidavits, and other proceedings shall be filed by the said Chief Clerk of Record. The 
office of the said Chief Clerk shall be opened every Monday and Thursday between the hours : 
of ten in the forenoon, and four in the afternoon, and on such other days and at such hours 
as the Court shall hereafter direct; and the Office of the Official Assignee shall be open every 
day (Sundays and public Holidays excepted) from twelve till two. 


I. In every case the Attorney shall personally, and not by his Clerk or any other person 
accept the retainer of a Prisoner, and the Prisoner shall sign the retainer and at the same 
time the Attorney shall sign his acceptance thereof—-Provided that in case of the illness of 
such Attorney or of his absence from Madras such retainer may be received and accepted for 
him by some other Attorney of, the Court personally, the cause thereof being stated in such 
acceptance. e 

III. The Attorney of every Prisoner, and all opposing Creditors whose Costs are ordered 
to be paid by the Insolvent or out of the Insolvent’s Estate, and all other Persons requiring 
their bills of Costs to be taxed, shall cause their respective bills to be taxed by the Master of 
the Supreme Court. 

IV. No Attorney shall directly or indirectly employ the Gaoler, Deputy Gaoler, or any 
Prisoner, or other person confined or residing within the said Gaol, as Clerk or Agent to 
solicit retainers of or transact any business whatever relating to proceedings in the said 
Court touching the relief or discharge of any prisoner, and no Attorney shall continue to 
practice in the said Court for the relicf of Insolvent Debtors whilst he shall himself be a 
prisoner. 

V. In all cases there shall be filed with the Petition a certificate from the Gaoler of the 
day or days and cause or causes of detainer against the Prisoner. 


VI. The Chief Clerk upon the filing in his Office of the Schedule of the Debts and Effects 
ofany Insolvent Debtor in custody, shall forthwith cause a copy of such parts thereof as con- 
tain the particulars of the Insolvent’s Estate and Effects and of ‘the Debts stated to be owing 
t him, to be made out, and delivered to the Official Assignee. # 

VII. Notice of the filing of every Petition and Schedule and of every adjudication of 
an act of Insolvency where an adjudication has been pronounced and of the time and place 
appointed for.the hearing of the matters of the Insolvency shall be given to Creditors, and 
Persons claiming to be Creditors, whether such debts arc admitted or disputed in the 
Schedule in the following manner. 
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In cases where the Creditors or persons claiming to be Creditors are resident within the 
local limits of Madras, such notice shall be effected by producing the Original order for 
hearing under the Seal of this Court to such Creditors or persons claiming to be Creditors 
and personally serving a copy of the said order upon such Creditors or persons claiming to be 
Creditors and also upon the Attorney of every detaining Creditors suing by Attorney twenty- 
one days at least before the day of hearing. In cases where the Creditor or persons claiming 
to be Creditors residue beyond those limits in any part of the Territories of the East India 
Company, such notice shall be sent by the ordinary post. And in all cases notice to the like 
effect and also notice that an order has been made by the Court vesting the estate and effects 
of the Insolvent in the Official Assignee, shall be published twice in the Fort St. George 
Gazette, the first of such advertisements to be published immediately after the making of 
the order for hearing—unless in any particular case the Court shall otherwise direct. All 
Affidavits of the service of such Notices as are required by Rule VII. shall be prepared and. 
left with the Chief Clerk one week before the day of hearing. 


VIII. Where a vesting order of the estate of a prisoner has been made on the Petition of 
a Creditor, notice thereof, together with an order to file a Schedule shall forthwith be given 
to such prisoner by service of a Copy of the same : and delivery to the Gaoler shall be deemed 
good service of such notice and order upon the prisoner in such case. 

IX. The appearance at the hearing of any Croditor or other person entitled to notice 
shall be deemed a waiver by him, her, or them of such notice when there shall have been 
none, of any defect or irregularity in the form or service thereof, unless the Court shall other- 
wiee direct. 

X. The Proof of Notices published in the Gazette of the Presidency shall be by the pro- 
duction of the said Gazette without other proof, and the proof of other Notices shall be or- 
dinarily by Affidavit unless the Court shall think fit to call for vivd voce testimony, in which 
case the deposition of the witness shall be taken in writing by the Chief Clerk of the Court. 


XI. No Creditor shall be allowed at the hearing, to oppose the discharge of a Prisoner 
unless he shall have served the Prisoner with notice of his intention to oppose him, stating in 
such notice the specific grounds of his opposition, three clear days before the day of hearing, 
and also shall have left alike notice at the Office of the Chief Clerk, before the day of hear- 
ing. : 

XII. At the hearing, the examination of the Prisoner by the Court shall be taken down 
in writing by the Chief Clerk, and shall be signed by the Prisoner and filed in Court. 

XIII. In all cases of opposition to the discharge of an Insolvent where the Insolvent's 
Petition shall be dismissed, the Court shall if it think fit, order the Costa of the opposing Cre- 
ditor or Creditors to be paid by the Insolvent. 


XIV. The Official Assignee shall be entitled to five per cent. Commission on the principal 
sum forming the proceeds of each estate distributable as dividends ; aad if such Commission 
shall not produce Rupees Two Hundred in any one month, his remuneration shall be made 
up to this amount by taking the sum required for that purpose out of the interest of the Go- 
vernment Securities in which his collections are invested. 

XV. The Official Assignee, and every person who shall hereafter be appointed to that 
office previously to his admission thereto, shall give good and sufficient security by Bond to 
the Chief Justice for the payment of such sum of money as the Court shall direct with twoor 
more able sureties to be approved by the Master ; which Bond shall be conditioned for his 

duly accounting for and Administering all Estates committed to his charge as Official Amignee, 
and the samo shall be deposited with and kept by the Accountant General subject to the 
order of the Court. 

KVI. Tho Official Assignee shal] proceed with all diligence to collect and get in theEstate 
and effects of Insolvent persons, committed to his charge, and shall pay in or deposit the 
same in the Hon’ble Company's Treasury with the privity of the Accountant Genoral, re- 
taining in his hands from time to time such suma only as may be necessary for immediate 
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purposes, provided nevertheless that the Official Assignee shall at no time retain in his hands 
a larger sum than Two thousand Rupees in the whole without the order of the Court. 


XVII. Whenever it shall become necessary for the Official Assignee to obtain any Money, 
Bonds, or other securities out of the Hon’ble Company’s Treasury, for the purpose of distri- 
buting the same amongst the creditors entitled thereto, the mode of obtaining such Money, 
Bonds, and securities shall be by order of the Court for Relief of Inso lvent Debtors, Signed 
by the Chief Clerk, and Countersigned by one of the Judges, for the payment and delivery 
of the said Money, Bonds, and securities to the Official Assignee, which order shall be by him 
presented to the Accountant General and Treasurer in the same manner as any order of the 
Supreme Court of Madras for the payment out of the Treasury of Money, Effects, or Securi- 
ties of the suitors of the Supreme Court under order of the said Court. 


XVUL._ The Official Assignee shall enter into a Book to be kept by him for-that purpose 
seperate and distinct accounts of each Estate under his charge and ofall such sams of Money, 
Bonds and other securities for money, goods, effects and things as shall come to his hands or 
to the hands of any persons employed by him, or in trust for him as such Official Assignee, and 
likewise of all payments made by him, for and on account of the said Estates, specifying the 
dates of such receipts and payments respectively. 


XIX. The Official Assignee shall twice in every year that is on the Ist day of January and 
the Ist day of July, or on the first day after those days on which the Coart for Relief of In- 
solvent Debtors shall be sitting, exhibit and deliver in open Court a true and perfect Schedule 
of all sums of Money, Bonds and other securities received on account of each Estate remain- 
ing under his charge together with the payments made thereout during the preceding half 
year, and the balances ; and also of all Estates wherein dividends shall have been ordered to 
be paid and shall have been paid over to persons entitled to the same during the preceding 
half year, specifying the amount of such dividends ; which Schedule shall on and after the 
Ist day of January 1849 be in the form following. 


Part 1. Containing the particulars of all Estates committed to his charge since the period 
of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule. 


Part 2. Containing the particulars of all Estates committed to his charge prior to such last 
mentioned period, on account of which he shall have received any Money, Bonds or other se- 
curities subsequently to such last mentioned period. : 


Part 3. Containing all Estates wherein dividends shall have been paid over to the parties 
entitled thereto since the period of exhibiting his last preceding Schedule, specifying the 
amount paid, and the amount remaining unpaid. 


XX. Previous to the Official Assignee exhibiting and delivering in open Court{his Sche- 
dule ia pursuance of the preceding Rule, he shall lay the same, together with the accounts 
ofeach Estate and the Vouchers relating thereto, before the Master, in order that such 
Schedule may be examined and the several vouchers compared with the accounts of the estates 
therein described. 


XXI. In all cases where the Court shall direct that the estate and effect of any Insolvent 
shall be received by the Official Assignee and any Special Assignee or Assignees jointly, all 
monies, jewels and securities for money belonging to each estate shall within seven days after 
the receipt thereof be paid or delivered and be kept in deposit in the Bank of Madras, and no 
part thereof shall be withdrawn therefrom but upon the Order in writing of all such As- 
signees, or of any two of them of whom the Official Assignee shall be one. 


XXII. The Chief Clerk shall immediately after the hearing of any Insolvent upon his 
Petition, and after adjudication of the Court thercon, deliver over to the Official Assignee 
¥1 
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the Schedule of the Insolvent, which shall be hereafter kept in the office of the Official As- 
signee. Provided that, if tho Schedule be required by the Chief Clerk for any temporary pur- 
pose, it shall be delivered out to him as often as may be necessary, and shall be restored to 
the Custody of the Official Assignee s0 soon as such purpose has been fulfilled.

PROCLAMATION. 


Wuergas in and by the Ist and 2d Sections of Act No. IX. of 1850, intituled “‘ An Act for 
“the more easy recovery of small debts and demands in Calcutta, Madras and Bombay”— 
Tt is enacted that ‘* the several Courts of Commissioners and of Requests for the recovery of 
“Small Debts now holden in the Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, under the autho- 
“rity of the Charter of Justice of King George the Second and of Two Acts of Parliament. 
“severally passed in the 37th Year and 40th Year of the Reign of King George the 3d, and 
“of the Regulations and Proclamations made from time to time for constituting and for new- 
“modelling, altering and reforming the constitution and practice of the said Courts respec- 
“tively, and of Act of XII. 1848, shall be holden according to the Provisions of this Act trom 
“and after such several days as shall be declared within the said Towns by Proclamation to 
“be made and published in due form of law in each of the said Towns by the Governor in 
“Council ;”’ and that ‘‘ Where in this Act the words ‘ Governor in Council’ or ‘ Supreme 
“Court’ are used they shall be taken to apply severally to the person or persons administer- 
“ing the executive Government and to the Supreme Court established under Royal Charter 
“of each of the Presidencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay, with 
“reference only to the Court holden under this Act in the same Presidency.” Now I, the 
Right Honorable Sir Henry Pottinger, Baronet, Knight Grand Cross of the Most Honorable 
Order of the Bath, Major General in the service of the East India Company, Governor of the 
Presidency of Fort St. George, do hereby, in pursuance of the said recited Act, declare and 
Proclaim that from and after the 6th day of December next, the Court of Commissioners for 
the recovery of Small Debts now holden in the Town of Madras uuder such authority as 
aforesaid shall be holden according to the Provisions of the said Act No. IX. of 1850. Wit- 
hess my hand the Nineteenth duy of November 1850.

The following Acts passed by the Governor General of India in Council, are re-published for 
general information. 


“Forr Wittam, Home Department, Legislative, the 15th March, 1850. 


The following Act passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 15th of March 
1850, is hereby promulgated for general information. 


ACT No. IX. or 1850.—Page 303. 


An Act for the more easy recovery of Small Debts, and Demands in Calcutta, Madras 
and Bombay. ' 


‘Whereas it is expedient to amend the constitution and practice, and to extend the jarisdic- 
tion of the several Courts established at Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, for the recovery of 
small Debts, It is enacted as follows : 


1. _ The several Courts of Commissioners and of Requests, for the recovery of Small Debts, 
now holden in the towns ofalcutta, Madras and Bombay, under the authority of the Char- 
ter of Justice of King George the Second, and of two Acts of Parliament, severally pass- 
ed in the thirty-sev P ha and fortieth year of the reign of King George the Third, and 
of the Regulations and Proclamations made, from time to time, for constituting, and for new 
modelling, altering and reforming the constitution and practice of the said Courta respectively, 
and of Act XII. 1! shall be holden according to the provisions of this Act, from and after 
such several days as shall be declared within the said towns by proclamation to be made and 
published in due form of law in each of the said towns by the Governor in Council. 


II, Where in this Act the words ‘‘ Governor in Council,” or “‘ Supreme Court,” are used 
they shall be taken to apply severally to the person or persons administering the executive 
Government, and to the Supreme Court, established under Royal Charter of each of the Pre- 
sidencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. George and Bombay, with reference only to 
the Court holden under this Act, in the same Presidency. 


III. From and after the dey. declared in any such ‘lamation, all provisions of the said 
Charter of Justice, and Acts of Parliament, and of any ation, Act or Proclamation here- 
tofore made concerning the constitution or practice of the Court, referred to in such procla- 
mation, shall be rescinded and repealed. 


IV. The style of the several Courts holden under this Act, shall be the ( ) 
Court of 8: Causes, inserting in the blank space, Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, as the 
case requires. 


V. The jurisdiction of the several Courts, holden under this Act, shall extend over the 
whole district now within the jurisdiction thereof respectively, and over such further district 
as may, from time to time, be declared by proclamation of the Governor in Council : provided 
that no proclamation for extending the district of any of the said Courts be made without the 
previous sanction of the Governor General of India in Council. 


VI. Every Court holden under this Act shall be a Court of Record and shall be deemed a 
Court of Requests within the meaning of Act VII. 1841, Section VI. 


VII. All proceedings commenced in any of the said Courts, before the time when the con- 
stitution and practice of such Court shall be altered under this Act, may be continued, exe- 
cuted and enforced against all persons liable thereuntd, in the same manner as if they had 
been commenced to this Act: and each of the said Courts shall be empowered in 
any case of doubt asto the proper manner of continuing, executing or enforcing any such 
Proceedings, to make such orders thereon as shall appear to the Court to be necessary for 
giving fall effect to this enactment. ‘ 


VIII. The Governor in Council shall appoint as many persons as are necessary, not ex- 
ceeding three to be Judges of the Court, one of whom shall be a Barrister at Law, or Advo- 
cate of one of the Supreme Courts of India, or of the Court of Session in Scotland. 


1X. No Judge appointed under this Act shall, during his continuance as such Judge 
practise as an Advocate, Attorney or Vakeel in any of the Queen's Court, or in any Court, 
of the East India Company, or trade or traffic for his own benefit, or for the benefit of any 
other person, or be the partner of any person so practising, trading, or trafficing. 


X. The Governor General of India in Council may remove any such Judge on the appli- 
cation of the Governor in Council 
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XI. Any Judge or Judges of the Supreme Court of Judicature, who shall consent to aid 
in the execution of this Act, may exercise all the powers of a Judge oppointed under this 
Act, and suits may be tried by him sitting in the Supreme Court under this Act in like 
manner as if he were a Judge of the Court of Small Causes, and no appointment of a Judge’ 
under this Act shall be made, while it appears to the Governor in Council that the whole 
business of the Court can be transacted by the Judges of the Supreme Court ¢o consenting to act. 


XII. The duties heroin directed to be performed by the Clerk and Bailiffs ectively 
of the Court of Small Causes, shall be performed in such cases as gre tried by a Judge of 
the Supreme Court, by such Ministerial Officers of the Supreme Court as shall be, from 
time to time, appointed by the said Judge of the Supreme Court for that purpose, and the 
persons so appointed shall have all the powers and protections by this Act piven to the Clerk 
and Bailiffs of the Court of Small Causes respectively, and shall receive such remuncration 
for their services out of the fees received in the causes tried by a Sedge of the Supreme 
Court as he shall deem reasonable, and the residue shall form part of the general fund of 
the Court of Small Causes. 

XII. There shall be a Clerk for every Court holden under this Act, whom the Judges 
of the Court shall appoint, subject to the approval of the Governor in Council, and ma 
remove, subject to the like approval: if necessary, additional Clerks may be appointed wi 
the sanction of the Governor in Council. 


XIV. The Clerk of each Court shall issuo all sammonses, wrerranty precepts and writs of 
execution, and keep an account of all proceadings of the Court, and take charge of, and 
keep an account of all Court foes, and fines payable or paid into Court, and of all monies paid 
into, and out of Court, and shall enter an account of all such fees, fines, and monies ia a book 
belonging to the Court, to be kept by him for that purpose, and shall monthly, or at such 
other times as shall be directed by the Governor in Council, submit his aecounts to be audited 
or settled in such manner as the Governor in Council, from time to time, shall direct. 

XV. The Judges of every such Court shall, from time to time, appoint a sufficient num- 
ber of persons tg be Bailiffs of the Court, not exceeding the number, from time to time, allow- 
ed by fs Governor in Council, and may at their pleasure, suspend or dismiss any Bailiff so 
appointed. 

XVI. The Bailiffs shall attend every sitting of the Court, for such time as shall be requir- 
ed by the Judges, and shall serve all the summonses and orders, and execute all the warrants, 
precepts, and writs, issued out of the Court; and shall, in the execution of their duties, con- 

form ° A wach general rules as shall be, from time totime, made for regulating the proceed- 
ings of the Court. 

XVII. Every Clerk, or other Officer of any such Court, who shall, by himself or by any 

er, or in any way, directly or indirectly be concerned or act as Attorney, or Vakeel, or 

concerned in any trade or profession on his own aceount, or for any other person, shall for- 

feit and pay the sum of Five Hundred Rupees to any person who shall sue fer the same in 
the Supreme Court by action of debt or on the case. 7 

XVUI. The Clerk and Bailiffs shall give security for such sum, and in such manner and 
form, as the Governor in Council, from time to time, shall order, for the due performance of 
their several offices, and for the due accounting for and payment of all monies received by 
them under this Act, or which they may become liable to pay for any misbehaviour in their 


XIX. There shall be payable in the Courts holden under this Act the fves set forth in the 
annexed Schedule beside the sam of Two Annas in the Rupee on the amount of the sum 
cain ed, which fees shall be paid over to an account to be termed the General Fund of the 

art. 


XX. The rateable fee or commission shall be paid by the plaintiff before the summons 
issues ; the other fees on every proceeding shall be paid in the first instance by the plaintiff or 
party on whose behalf such proceeding is to be had, on or before such proceeding: if the 
plaintiff recovers a less sum than he has demanded, the defendant shall not, in any case, be 
required to repay to him more than the fees and commission calculated upon the sum recover- 
ed. If the case is settled by agreement of the ies, before hearing, half the amount of the 
fees paid up to that time shall be returned to the parties by whom they have been soveral! 
paid. The Judges of the said Court may at their discretion grant sammons to poor plainti 
without deposit, or with a partial deposit of fees and commission and also may remit costs 
wholly or partially to poor suitors. 

XXI. e Governor in Council may, at any time, lessen the amount of the fees to be 
taken in the Courts holden under this Act in such manner as to him shall secm fit, and may 

in increase such fees, so that the scale of fees given in this Act be not in any case su fs 

XXII. The Governor in Council, shall, from time to time, make such rules as to him shall 
teem meet for securing the balances, and other sums of money in the hands of any Officers of 
every Court holden under this Act, and for the due accounting for and application of all suck 
balances and other sums of money 

XXIII. The Courts shall sit daily, except on Sundays, Christmas-day, and Good Friday, 
and on Native or other Holidays, which the Governor in Council shall direct the Court to 
observe ; and each of the Judges may sit apart from the others or with either of them, at the 
same time or at different times; any one or two of the said Judges so sitting apart shall 
have all the judicial authority, which is herein given to all the Judges. 

XXIV. A Seal shall be made for every Court holden under this Act, under the direction 
of the Governor iu Council, and all summonses and other process issuing out of the Court 
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shall be sealed or stamped with the Seal of the Court ; and every person, who shall forge the 
seal or any process of the Court, or who shall serve or enforce any such forged process, know- 
ing the same to be forged, or deliver or cause to be delivered to any person any paper falsely 
purporting to be a copy of any summons, or other process of the said Court, knowing the same 
to be false, or who shall act or proicss te act under any false colour or pretence of the process 
of the said Court, shall be guilty of felony. 

XXY. All suits, where the debt or damage claimed or value of the property in dispute is 
not more than Five Hundred Rupees, whether on balance of account or otherwise, may 
Brought in the Court of Small Causes; and all such suits brought in the said Court shall be 
‘heard and determined ina summary way, and every defence which would be deemed good in 
the Supreme Court sitting as a Court of Equity shall be a good bar to any legal demand in 
the Court of Small Causes. Provided always, that the Court shall not have jurisdiction in 
any matter concerning the revenue, or concerning any Act ordered or done by the Governor, 
or Governor General, or any Member of the Council of India, or of any Presidency in his 
public capacity, or done by any person by order of the Governor General or Governor in 
Council, or concerning any Act ordered or done by any Judge or Judicial Officer in the exe- 
cution of his Office, or by any person in pursuance of any judgment or order of any Court, or 
any such Judgo or Judicial Officer, or in any suit for libel or slander. 

XVI. On the application of any person desirous to bring a suit under this Act, the 
Clerk of the Court shall issue under the seal of the Court a summons which shall be 
numbered, and shall set forth the names of the plaintiff and defendant, the cause of action 
with such particulars as shall be, from time to time, directed by the Rules of the Court, and 
the amount sued for, and shall be served on the defendant, so many days before the day on 
which the Court shall be holden at which the cause is to be tried as shall bo direeted by the 
rules for regulating the practice of the Court; and delivery of such summons to the defend- 
ant or in such other manner as shall be specified in the rules of practice, shall be deemed 
good service ; and no misnomer or inaccurate description of any person or place in any such 
summons shall vitiate the same, if the person or place be therein described so as to be com- 
monly. known. 

XXVII. No misstatement of the cause of action in the summons issued’under this Act 
shall vitiate the same, and the Judges of the Court may, in their discretion, rectify such 
misstatement as soon as discovered, and alter the record accordingly, and if the defendant 
or one of the defendants be present in Court at the time of such discovery, the hearing of the 
cause after the record shall have been so altcred, shall be proceeded with as if no such 
misstatement had happened, but in the absence of the defendant or of all the defendants a 
new summons of the same number and date as the original summons shall be issued with the 
altered statement of the cause of action. 

XXVIII. All persons shall be deemed within the jurisdiction of the Court, who dwell or 
carry on their business or work for gain within the district of the Court at the time of bring- 
ing the action, or who did so dwell or carry on their business or work therein at the time 
when the cause of action arose, or within six months before the time of bringing the action 
for causes of action which arose within the same time: 

X XIX. Any summons or other process of any of the said Courts, service of which is 
needed out of the district of the Court, may be exhibited in any Court of Law, or before any 
Magistrate, and shall be thercupon endorsed by the Magistrate or Judge of such Court; and, 
-when so endorsed, may be served in lfke manner as any order or process from such Court or 
Magistrate ; and such service shall be as valid as if the same had been made by the Bailitfof 
the Court out of which such summons or other process shall have issued within the jurisdic- 
tion of the Court for which he acts. 

XXX. Service of any summons orother process of the Court, which shall require to be 
served out of the district of the Court, may be proved by affidavit, or solemn attirmation, 
purporting to be sworn or made before any Judge or Magistrate; and, in every case of the 
unavoidable absence of the Bailiff by whom any summons or other process of the Court has 
Deen served, the service of such summons or other process may be proved, if the Judges 
think fit, in the same manner as a summons served out of the district of the Court. 


XXXI. Any minor may prosecute a suit in any Court holden under this Act for any sum 
of money not greater than Five Hundred Rupees, which mey be due to him for wages or 
piecework, or for work as a servant, in the same manner as if he were of full age. 

XXXII. The jurisdiction of the Court shall extend to the recovery of any demand, not 
exceeding the sum of Five Hundred Rupees, which is the whole or part of the unliquidated 
balance of a partnership account, or the amount or part of the amount of a distributive share 
under an intestacy, or of any legacy under a will. 

XXXIIL. Any Executor or Administrator may sue and be sued in any Court holden under 
this Act, in like manner as if he were a party in his own right; and judgment and execution 
shall be such asin the like case would be given or issued in the Supreme Court in the like 
case: but no Executor or Administrator shall be summoned in that capacity within six 
months after the death of the person, whose Executor or Administrator he is. 

XXXIV. A plaintiff shall nat be allowed to divide any cause of action, for the sake of 
bringing two or more suits.in any of the said Courts; but any plaintiff, having cause of action 
for more than Five Hundred Rupees, may abandon the excess, which shall be entered in the 
record, and stated in the summons, and thereupon the plaintiff shall, on proving his case, 
recover to an amount not exceeding Five Hundred Rupees; and the judgment of the Court 
shall be in full discharge of all demands in respect of such cause of action; and entry of the 

judgment shall be made accordingly. 
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XXXV. The Governor General, and Members of the Supreme Council of India, the 
Governors and Members of Council of the Presidencies of Fort William in Bengal, Fort St. 
George and Bombay respectively, and the Chief Justices and Judges of the several Supreme 
Courts established therein by Royal Charter, shall not be liable to arrest, or imprisonment by 
process issuing out of any Court olden under this Act, and no writ or process shall be sued 
out of the said Court against any of the persons privileged by Act I. 1844, or Act XVIII. 
1848, without the consent of the Governor in Council. 


XXXVI. Where any plaintiff shall have any demand recoverable under this Act, whe- 
ther found on contract or wrong, against two or more persons jointly answerable, it shall be 
sufficient if any of such persons be served with process, and judgment may be obfaiued and 
execution issued against the person or persons so served, notwithstanding that others, jointly 
liable, may not have been served or sued, or may not be within the jurisdiction of the Court ; 
and every such person against whom judgment shall have been obtained under this Act, and 
who shall have satisfied such judgment, shall be entitled to demand and recover in the Court, 
holden under this Act, contribution from any other person jointly liable with him; and in 
all cases of misjoinder of defendants, the Judges may order the suit to proceed against such 
of the defendants only against whom cause of action appears, and may give judgment against 
them only ; giving also judgment for costs for the defendants improperly joined. 


XXXVII. The Judges of the Court shall be empowered to determine all questions as well 
of fact as of law or equity, as administered in the Supreme Court, in all cases which they have 
authority to try. 

XXXVIII. On the day in that behalf named in the summons, the plaintiff shall appear 
and thereupon the defendant shall be required to appear to answer; and on answer Being 
made in Court, the Ji udges shall proceed in a summary way to try the cause, and give judg- 
ment, without further Pleading or formal joinder of issue. 

XXXIXK. A defendant, having any cause of action against the plaintiff, whether or not 
the same exceeds five hundred rupees, shall be entitled to set the same against the plaintiff's 
demand, and if judgment is given in such case for the plaintiff, shall be entitled to sue the 
plaintiff for the balance only of his original demand, after deducting the amount of debt or 
damages and costs recovered against him under this Act. 


XL. The Judges may, in any case, with the consent of both partics to the suit, order the 
same, with or without other matters within the jurisdiction of the Court in dispute between. 
such parties, to be referred to arbitration, to such person or persons, and in such manner, and. 
on such terms as they shall think reasonable and just; and such reference shall not be re- 
vocable by either party, except by consent of the Judges; and tho award of the arbitrator or 
arbitrators or umpire shall be entered as the judgment in the cause, and shall be as binding 
and‘effectual to all intents, as if given by the J udgen: provided, that the Judges may, if they 
think fit, on application to them at the first Court held after the expiration of one weck, after 
the entry of such award, set aside any such award, or may with the consent of both parties, 
revoke the reference, or order another reference to be made in the manner aforesaid. 


XLI. The Judges of each Court, holden under this Act, subject to the approval of the 
Judges of the Supreme Court, shall have power to make and issue all the general rules for 
regulating the practice and proceedings of the Court, and also to frame forms for every pro- 
ceeding in the Court for which they shall think it necessary that a form be provided, and also 
for keeping all books, entries, and accounts to,be kept by the Clerk of the Court, and, from 
time to time, to alter any such rule or form; and the rules so made and the forms so framed, 
shall be observed and used in the Court of that Presidency, and shall be sent to the Supreme 
Court for approval, but shall be of force until disapproved ; and in any case, not expressly 
provided for herein, or by the said rules, the general principles of practice in the Supreme 
Court may be adopted and applied at the discretion of the Judges, to actions and proceedings 
in their Court. 

XLII. If upon the day of the return of any summons, or at any continuation or adjourn- 
ment of the said Court, or of the cause for which the said summons shall have been issued, 
the plaintiff shall not appear, the cause shall be struck out; and if he shall appear, but shall 
not make proof of his demand to the satisfaction of the Court, the Judges may nonsuit the 
plaintiff or give judgment for the defendant; and, in either case, where the defendant shall 
appear and shall not admit the demand, may award to the defendant, by way of costs and 
satisfaction for his trouble and attendance, such sum as they, in their discretion, shall think 
fit; and such sum shall be recoverable from the plaintiff by such ways and means as any debt 
or damage ordered to be paid by the same Court can be recovered: provided always, that if 
the plaintiff shall not appear when called upon, and the defendant, or some one duly authorized 
on his behalf, shall appear, and admit the cause of action to the full amount claimed, and pay 
the fees payable in the first instance by the plaintiff, the Court, if it shall think fit, may pro- 
ceed to give judgment, as if the plaintiff had appeared. 

SLuf. If on the day so named in the summons, or at any continuation or adjournment of 
the Court, or cause in which the summons was issued the defendant shall not apy or suffi- 
ciently excuse his absence, or shall neglect to answer when called in Court, the Judges, upon 
due proof of service of the summons, may issue a writ of attachment to compel the appearance 
of the defondant ; or, in their discretion, may proceed to the hearing or trial of the cause on 
the part of the plaintiff only ; and the judgment thereupon shall be as valid as if both parties 
had attended ; provided always, that the Judges in any such case, at the same or any subse- 
quent Court, may set aside any judgment so given in the absence of the defendant, and the 
execution thereupon ; and may grant new trial of the cause, upon such terms, as to payment 
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of costs, giving security for debt or costs, or othorwise, as they think fit, on sufficient cause 
shown to them for that purpose. 

XLIV. The Judges may, in any case, make orders for granting time to the plaintiff or 
defendant to proceed in the prosecution or defence of the suit, also may, from time to 
time, adjourn any Court, or the hearing or further hearing of any cause, in such manner as 
to them may seem fit. 

XLV. The defendant in any action brought under this Act, for the recovery of money, 
whether for debt or damages, within such time as shall be directed by the rules for regula- 
ting the practice of the Court, may poy into Court such sum of money as he shall think a foll — 
satisfaction for the demand of the plaintiff, with the costs incurred by the plaintiff up to the 
time of such payment; and the said sum of money shall be paid to the plaintiff; but, if he 
shall elect to proceed, and, if the plaintiff shall recover no further sum in the action than 
shall have been so paid into Court, the plaintiff shall pay to the defendant the costs incurred 
by him in the said action after such payment; and such costs shall be settled by the Court and an 
order shall thereupon be made by the Court for the payment of such costs by the plaintiff. 


XLVI. On the hearing or trial of any action or any other proceeding under this Act the 
parties thereto, their wives, and all other persons, may be examined, on behalf of either the 
plaintiff or defendant, subject nevertheless to the Acts and Regulations in force, with respect 
to the examination of women of a rank and situation in life, which, according to the customs 
of the country, would render it improper to compel them to appear in a Court of Justice. 

XLVIIL. ery person shall be examined on oath, or when exempt by law from taking an 
oath in any Court of Justice, on solemn affirmation, and every person, who, in any examina- 
tion upon oath or solemn affirmation, under this Act, shall wittully and corruptly give false 
evidence, shall be deemed guilty of perjury. 

XLVIII. Either of the parties to the suit or any other proceeding under this Act may ob- 
tain, at the office of the Clerk of the Court, summonses to witnesses, with or without a clause 
requiring the production of books, deeds, papers and writings in their possession or control, 
and in any such summons any number of names may be inserted. 

XL1X. Every person, on whom any such summons shall have been served, either perso- 
nally or in such other manner as shall be directed by the general rules or practice of the Court, 
and who shall refuse or neglect, without sufficient cause, to appear, or to produce any books, 
‘papers, or writings required by such summons to be produced, and also every person present 
in Court, who shall be required to give evidence, and who shall refuse to be sworn and give 
evidence, shall forfeit and pay such fine, not exceeding One Hundred Rupees, as the Judges 
shall set on him; and the whole or any part of such fine, in the discretion of the Judges, 
after coductiog | ue costs, may be applied towards indemnifying the party injured by such 
refasal or _ 

L. The Judges of any Court established under this Act, in all suits where the debt or de- 
mand exceeds the sum of Thirty Rupees, upon proof before them, that any defendant against 
whom a summons has been taken out, conceals himself from, or otherwise evades process of 
the Court, or is disposing of his property and effects with intent to defraud tho plaintiff, or 
his creditors generally, or is about to withdraw his person or effects from the jurisdiction of 
the Court, may issue a warrant for the apprehension of such mn, and may commit him to 
gaol until he s! find security for his ance in the said Court from time to time, until 
judgment shall be pronounced in the suit commenced by such summons, and for payment of 
the amount and the costs which may be decreed against him therein. 

LI. Payment of any fine imposed by any Court under the authority of this Act may be 
enforced upon the order of the Judges, in like manner as payment of any debt adjudged in 
the said Court, and shall be accounted for as herein provi 

LII. All the costs of any action or proceeding in the Court, not herein otherwise provid- 
ed for, shall be paid by or apportioned between the parties, in such manner as the Judges 
shall think fit; and, in default of any special direction, shall abide the event of the action ; 
and execution may issuc for the recovery of any such costs, in like manner as for any debt 


adjndged in the said Court. 
TI. Every order and judgment of any Court holden under this Act, except as herein 
provided, shall be final and conclusive between the parties; but the Judges shall have power 
to nonsuit the plaintiff, in every case in which satisfactory f shall not be given to them, 
entitling either the plaintiff or defendant to the judgment of the Court: and shall also in every 
ease whatever have the power, if they shall think fit, to order a new trial to be had, upon 
such terms as they shall think r le, and in the meantime to stay the proceedings. 


LIV. No canse commenced in any Court, holden under this Act, shall be removed from 
the said Court, into the Supreme Conrt, by any writ or process, unless the debt or damage or 
value of the property claimed exceeds One Hundred Rupees, and then only by leave of a 
Judge of the Supreme Court on proof to his satisfaction that eome question of law or 
equity is likely to arise therein, which, by reason, cither of its difficulty, novelty or general 
importance, or of some erroneous course of decision on the same point in the Court of Small 
Couses may appear to him fit to be tried in the Supreme Court, and upon such terms a3 to 
payment of costs, giving security for debt or costs, or otherwise, as he think fit. 

Vv. The Judges of the Court of Small Causes may, in their discretion, reserve any ques- 
tion of law or equity on which entertain doubts, or which they shall be requested by 
either 0 suit to reserve, for the opinion of the J ndges of the Supreme Gourt, and 
shall give judgment contingent upon the opinion of the said Supreme Court on a case which 
ney that thereupon be entitled to state to the enid Court. If only two Judges sit together, 
shall differ in opinion, the question, on which they differ shall be 20 referred, 
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LVI. The Judges may make orders concerning the time or times, and by what instal- 
ments, any debt or damages or costs, for which judgment shall be obtained in the said Court, 
shall Pe paid ; and allsuch monies shall be paid into Court, unless the Judges shall other- 
wise order. 

LVII. If there be cross judgments between the parties, execution shall be taken out by 
that party only, who shall have obtained judgment for the larger sum, and for so much only 
as shall remain after deducting the smaller sum ; and satisfaction for the remainder shall be 
entered, as woll as satisfaction on the judgment for the smaller sum ; and, if both sums shall 
be equal, satisfaction shall be entered upon both judgments. 

LVIII. Whenever the Court shall have made an order for the payment of money, the 
amount shall be recoverable , in case of default or failure of payment thereof forthwith, or at 
the time or times and in the manner directed, by execution against the body or the goods and 
chattels of the person against whom such order is made without further notice or order ; and 
the Clerk of the said Court, at the request of the person prosecuting such order, shall issuc 
under the seal of the Court a writ of ezecution to one of the Bailitls of the Court, which 
shall be his warrant to take the body of such person in execution, or to levy, or cause to be 
levied, by distress and sale of the goods and chattels of such ‘pemon such sum of mony as 
shall be so ordered, whercsoever they may be found within the district of the Court, and also 
the costs of the exccution ; and all Constables and other Peace Officers within their several 
jurisdictions shall aid in the execution of every such writ. 

LIX. Ifthe Court shall have madeany order for payment of any sum of money by instal- 
ments, exccution upon such order shall not issue until after default in payment of some in- 
stulment according to such order; and execution or successive exccutions may then issuc 
without further notice or order for the whole of the said sum of money and costs then remain- 
ing unpaid, or for such portion thercof as the Court shall order, either at the time of making 
the original order, or at any subsequent time, under the seal of the Court. 

LX. Whenever any warrant shall issue for taking in execution the body of any person un- 
der this Act, the Bailiffs of the Court shall be empowered, by virtue thereof, to take and 
convey him to apy prison, appointed by the Governor in Council to be the prison of the Court, 
there to remain for such term as shall be directed by the warrant, not longer than six calen- 
dar months, or until he shall sooner perform the order of the Court. 

LXI. No person shall be imprisoned twice under the same judgment, nor shall exccution 
against the body and goods issue at the same time under the same Judgment. 

LXII. Every person suing out a warrant of exccution against the body of any other per- 
son under this Act shall deposit with the Clerk of the Court, at the time of the issue of the 
warrant, dict money for one week, after the rate of onc anna and a half for each day, which 
shall be paid by the Clerk to the Keeper of the Prison at the time of the execution of the 
warrant. 

LXIII. Notice of the execution of every such warrant shall be forthwith given to the 

rson at whose suit it issued, who shall thereupon deposit with the Keeper of the Prison, 

jiet money for the remainder of the month in which the warrant is exccuted, after the same 
@aily rate, and shall continue thereafter to deposit monthly with the said keeper, in advance, 
diet money at the same daily rate, for each month which the debtor is Liable to be kept in 
prison at his suit. 

LX1V. The diet money shall be employed for the subsistence of the prisoner : and if, by 
default of the detaining creditor, such diet money is not paid, the prisoner shall be entitled 
to his discharge by order of the Court. y 

LXV. All diet money, which shall be spent in providing subsistence for any prisoncr, 
shall be costs in the cause, and all dict money, which shall not be so spent, shall be repaid to 
the creditor advancing the same. 

LXVI. Whenever any prisoner shall offer good and reasonable security for payment of 
any debt or damage and costs, either in full or by instalments as the Court shall think reason- 
able, the Court may order him to be discharged on giving such security. 

LXVII. Upon payment of the debt or damage and costs in full, the prisoner shall be en- 
titled to be forthwith discharged. 

LXVIII. Ifthe debt or damago and costs are not paid, the imprisonment shall not cx- 
tinguish the liability to pay the same ; but all property then belonging to or afterwards ac- 
gure the prisoner shall be liable to be taken in execution after his discharge from prison 
for satisfaction thercof, or of so much thereof asis not paid, including the dict money actually 

nded for subsistence of the prisoner. 

XIX. Every Bailiff executing any process of execution issuing out of the said Court 
against the goods of any person, may, by virtue thereof, seize and take any of the goods of 
such person, (excepting the necessary wearing apparel and bedding of such person or his 
family, and the tools and implements of histrado,) and may also seize and take any money or 
Bank-notes, and any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory notes, bonds, specialtics or secu- 
rites for money belonging to any such person against whom any execution shall have issued 
as aforesaid, 

LXX. The Bailiff shall forthwith deliver any cheques, bills of exchange, promissory 
notes, bonds, specialtics, or other securities for money, which shall have been so seized or 
taken as aforesaid, to the Clerk or other person appointed by the Judges to receive the same, 
who shall hold them as a security or securities for the amount directed to be levied by such 
exeeution, or so much thereof an shall not have been otherwise levied or raised for the benefit 
of the plaintiff ; and the plaintiff may sue in the name of the defendant, or in the name of 
any person in whose name the defendant might have sued, for the recovery of the sum or 
sums sccured, or made payable thercby, when the time of payment thereof shall have arrived. 
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LXXI._ If it shall, at any time, appear to the satisfaction of the Court that any defendant 
is unable, from sickness or other sufficient cause, to pay and discharge the debt or damages 
recovered against him, or any instalment thereof ordered to be paid as aforesaid, the Judges, 
in their discretion, may suspend or stay any judgment, order or execution given, made or 
issued in such action, for such time and on such terms as they shall think fit, and so, from 
time to time, until it shall appear by the like proof as aforesaid, that such temporary cause 
of disability has ceased. 

LXXII. No sale of any goods, which shall be taken in execution as aforesaid shall be 
made, until after the end of five days at least next following the day on which such goods 
have been so taken, unless such goods be ofa perishable nature, or upon the request, in writ- 
ing, of the party whose goods have been taken. 

ExxL ‘ntil such sale the goods shall be deposited by the Bailiff by whom they were 
taken in some fit place, or they may remain in the custody of a fit person approved by the” 
Judges to be put in possession by the Bailiff. 

LXXIV. The Judges, from time to time, as they shall think proper, may appoint such 
and so many persons for keeping possession, and so many of their Bailiff or other fit persons 
to be sworn brokers and appraisers for the purpose of selling or valuing any goods, chattels 
or effects taken in exccution under this Act, as shail appear to them to be necessary, and ma) 
direct security to be taken from each of them, for such sum and in such manner as they sh: 
think fit, for the faithful performance of their duties, without ingusy or oppression ; and the 
Judges may dismiss any person, broker or appraiser so appointed. 


LXXV. No goods taken in execution under this Act shall be sold for the purpose of sa- 
tisfying the warrant of exccution ; except by one of the brokers or appraisers so appointed. 


LXXVI. The costs to be demanded or taken for such appraisement and sale shall be One 
Anna in the Rupee on the produce of the goods sold ; and the Judges may apply the sum so 
raised as costs towards payment of the contingent charges and remuneration of the said brok- 
ers and appraisers, in such manner as shall be approved by the Governor in Council. 


LXXVII. The Clerk of the Court shall kecp an account of all sums received upon such 
sales, distinguishing the amount paid to the party entitled to the benefit of the execution, 
and the amount levied and retained as costs, and also of all sums allowed to the brokers and 
appraisers upon such sales. 

XXVIII. Whenever any defendant against whom judgment shall have been given in 
the Court of Small Causes, shall go before execution thereof out of the jurisdiction of the 
Court, the Judge of any Zillah or Town where he shall be found, upon receiving from the 
plaintiff, either in person or by a vakecl, an application in writing setting forth these facts, 
with a duly authenticated copy of the judgment of the Court, shall execute the said judgment 
in the manner prescribed by law for execution of his own decrees ; unlees the defendant shall 
allege any reasonable cause, why the judgment should not be executed, and shall give sccu- 
rity to such amount as the Judge of such Zillah or Town shall deem reasonable, that he will, 
within such time as shall be allowed him for that purpose, either satisfy the judgment or 
produce a duly authenticated copy of an order of the Judges of the Court of Smait Causes, 
discharging their former judgment. 

LXXIX. No judgment or execution shall be stayed, delayed or reversed upon or by any 
writ of error or supersedeas thereon, to be sued for the reversing of any judgment given in 
any Court holden under the provisions of this Act, unless the amount recovered exceeds One 
Hundred Rupees, and then only after the person suing out such writ shall become bound 
with two sufficient sureties to be approved by the Clerk of the Court, in treble the sum ad- 
judged to be recovered in the former judgment, to prosecute the said writ with effect, and 
also to satisfy and pay, (if the writ be not prosecuted, or if the judgment be affirmed), the 
debt or damages and costs adjudged, and all costs and damages to be awarded for the delay 
of execution. 

LXXX. Upon every warrant of execution issued against the goods and chattels of any 
person, the Clerk of the Court shall cause to be stated the sum of money and costs adjudged 
with the sum paid for such warrant; and ifthe party against whom such execution shall be 
issued shall, before an actual sale of the goods and chattels, pay or cause to be paid or tender- 
ed unto the Clerk of the Court, or to the Bailiff holding the warrant of execution such sum 
of money and costs, as aforesaid, or such part thereof as the person entitled ‘hereto shall 
agree to accept in full of his debt‘or damages and costs, together with the fees herein directed 
to be paid, the execution shall be superseded, and the goods and chattels of the said party 
shall be discharged and sct at liberty. 

LXXXI. e Clerk of every Court holden under this Act shall cause a record of all 
summonses, and of all orders, and of all judgments, and executions, and returns thereto, and 
of all fines, and of all other proceedings of the Court, to be fairly entered, from time to time, 
in a book or books belonging to the Court, which shall be kept at the Office of the Court; 
and shall be duly authenticated by one or more of the Judges, and such entries in the said 
book or books or a copy thereof bearing the seal of the Court, and purporting to be signed 
and certified as a true copy by the Clerk of the Court, shall-be admitted in all Courts and 
places as evidence of such entries, and of the proceeding referred to by such entry or entries, 
and of the regularity of such procecding, without any further proof. : 

LXXXII. The Clerk of every such Court shall, in the month of March in each year, 
make out a correct list of all sums of moncy, belonging to suitors in the Court, which shall 
have been paid into Court, and which shall have remained unclaimed for five years before 
the first day of the month of January then last past, specifying the names of the partics for 
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whom or on whose account the same were so paid into Court; and a copy of such list shall 
be put up and remain during Court hours in some conspicuous part of the Court house, and 
‘at all times in the Clerk’s Office ; and all sums of money which shall have been paid into any 
such Court, to the use of any suitor or suitors thereof, and which shall havo remained un- 
claimed for the period of six years before the passing of this Act, and which are now in the 
hands of any Commissioner or Officer of such Court, or otherwise held in trust for such 
suitors, and all further sums of money, which shal] hereafter be paid into such Court to the 
use of any suitor or suitors thereof, shall, if unclaimed for the period of six years after the 
same shall have been so paid into Court, be applicable as part of the fees receivable on ac- 
count of the Court, and shall be carried to the same account ; and no person shull be entitled 
to claim any sum which shall have remained unclaimed for six years; but no time during 
which the person entitled to claim such sum shall have been an infant or married woman 
or of unsound mind, or out of the Territories under the Government of the East India Com- 
peny, shall be taken into account in estimating the said period of six years. 


LXXXIII. If any person shall wilfully insult any Judge, Clerk or Officer of the said 
Court, for the time being, during his sitting or attendance in Court, or shall wilfully inter- 
rupt the proceedings of the Court, or otherwise misbehave in Court, it shall be lawful for any 
Bailiff or Officer of the Court, with or without the assistance of any other person, by the or- 
der of the Judges to take such offender into custody, and detain him until the ‘rising of the 
Court ; and the Judges shall be empowered, if they shall think fit, by a warrant under their 
hands, and sealed with the seal of the Court, to commit any such offender to any prison to 
which they have power to commit offenders under this Act, bor any time, not exceeding seven 
days, or to impose upon any such offender a fine not exceeding Fifty Rupees for every such 
offence, and in default of payment thereof to commit the offender to any such prison as afore- 
said for any time, not exceeding seven days, unless the said fine be sooner paid, or instead of 
inflicting summary punishment under this Act may cause the offender to be indicted in the 
Supreme Court, if the offence be an indictable misdemcanour. 

LXXXIV. If any Officer or Bailiff of any Court holden under this Act shall be assaulted 
while in the execution of his duty, or if any rescue shall be made or attempted to be made of 
any person arrested, or goods levied under process of the Court, the person so offending shall 
be liable to a fine, not exceeding One hundred Rupees, to be recovered by order of the 
Court, or before a Magistrate as hereinafter provided ; and the Bailiff of the Court, or any 
Peace Officer in any such case, may take the offender into custody, (with or without warrant,) 
and bring him before such Court, or Magistrate accordingly. 

LXXXV. If any Bailiff of the said Court, who shall be employed to execute any warrant 
of the Court, shall, by neglect, or connivance or omission, lose an opportunity of executing 
such warrant, then, upon complaint of the party aggrieved by reason of such neglect, conniv- 
ance or omission, (and the fuct alleged being proved to the satisfaction of the Court,) the 
Judges shall order the Bailiff to pay such damages as it shall appear that the plaintiff has 
sustained thereby, not exceeding in any case the sum of moncy for which the said execution 
is issued, and the Bailiff shall be liablo thereto ; and upon demand made thereof, and on his 
refusal so to pay and satisfy the same, payment thereof shall be enforced by such ways and 
means as are herein provided for enforcing a judgment recovered in the said Court, without 
prejudice nevertheless to the execution of the original warrant. 

If any Clerk, Bailiff or Officer of the Court, acting under colour or pretence 
of the process of the said Court, shall be charged with extortion or misconduct, or with not 
duly paying or accounting for any money levied by him under the authority of this Act, the 
Judges may inquire into such matter in a summary way, and for that purpose may summon 

. and enforce the attendance of all necessary parties in like manner as the attendance of witness- 
es in any cases may be enforced, and may make such order thereupon for the repayment of any 
money extorted, or for the due payment of any money s0 levied as aforesaid, and for the pay- 
ment of such damages and costs, as they shall think just; and also, if they shall think fit, 
may impose such fine upon the Clerk, Bailiff or Officer, not exceeding One Hundred Rupees 
for each offence, as they shall deem adequate ; and in default of payment of any money so 
ordered to be paid, payment of the same may be enforced by much ways and means as are 
hereia provided for enforcing a judgment recovered in the said Court. 

XVII. Every Clerk, Bait or other Officer employed in putting this Act or any of 
the powers thereof in execution, who shall wilfully and corruptly exact, take or accept any 
fee or reward whatsoever, other than his lawful salary, for any thing done or to be done by 
virtue of this Act, or on any account whatsoever, relative to putting this Act into execu- 
tion shall, upon f thereof before the said Court, and in the case of a Clerk, on confirmation 
of the finding of the Court by the Governor in Council, be for ever incapable of serving, or 
being employed under this Act, in any office of profit or emolument, and shall also be hable 
for damages as herein provided. 

LXXXVIL If any claim shall be made to, or in respect of, any goods or chattels taken 
in execution under the process of any Court holden under this Act, or in respect of the pro- 
ceeds or value thereof, by any person not being the party against whom such process has 
issued, the Clerk of the Court, upon application of the Officer charged with the execution 
of such process, as well before as after any action brought against such Officer, may issue @ 
sammons calling before the said Court, as well the p issuing such process as the party 
making such claim, and thereupon any action, which shall have been brought in the Su- 
preme Court in respect of such claim, shall be stayed, and any Judge of the Supreme Court 
on proof of the issue of such summons, and that the goods and chattels were so taken in 
execution, may order the party bringing such action to pay the costs of all proccedings had 
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upon such action after the issue of such summons out of the Court of Small Causes, and the 
Judges of the Court of Small Causes shall adjudicate upon such claim and make such order 
between the parties in respect thereof, and of the costs of the procecdings as to them shall sccm 
fit, and such order shall be enforced in like manner as any order made in any suit brought in 
such Court. 

LXXXIX. The powers of Act VII. 1847 to regulate distresses for small rents in Calcut- 
ta, shall be extended to the recovery of all arrcars of rent not excecding Five Hundred Ru- 
pees, and the Judges of every Court of Small Causes under this Act shall be empowered to ex- 
ercise within their several jurisdictions the extended powers of the said Act ; and the said Act 
shall be construed as if instead of Calcutta and the Settlement of Fort William in Bengal, the 
limits of the jurisdiction of the Court had been therein mentioncd, and the Judges of the 
Court of Small Causes under this Act instead of the Commissioners of the Court therein men- 
tioned, and the amount of Five Hundred Rupees instead of One Hundred Rupees, and the 
forms contained to the Schedule annexed to the said Act shall be altered accordingly, and shall 
refer to this Act instead of Act. VII. 1847. 

XC. The affidavit of arrear required by the said Act No. VII. 1847, may, in every case, 
be made either by the person entitled to such arrear or by his or her lawfully constituted at- 
torney, and a warrant of distress may issue on such affidavit. 

XCI. Where any person shall hold or occupy any house, land, or tenement, of which the 
value or the rent payable in respect thercof, docs not exceed the rate of Five Hundred Rupces 
by the year, without leave of the owner, or under a lease or agreement which is ended, or 
duly determined by a legal notice to quit, and such tenant, or, if such tenant do not actually 
occupy the premises or occupy only a part thereof, any person by whom the same or any part 
thereof, shall be then actually occupied, shall neglect or refuse to quit and deliver up posscs- 
sion of the premises, or of such part thereof respectively, the owner or his agent may take out 
summons from the Court directed to such tenant or occupier, to show by what title he 
claims to hold or occupy the premises or part thereof. 

XCII. Ifthe tenant or occupier shall not thereupon appear at the time and place appoint- 
ed, and show cause to the contrary, and shall still neglect or refuse to deliver up possession 
of the premises, or of such part thereof, of which he is then in possession, to the said owner or 
his agent, such owner or agent may give to the Court proof of the holding and of the end or 
other determination of the tenancy, if any had existed, with the time or manner thereof, and 
of the right by which he claims the possession. 

XCIII. Upon proof of due service of the summons, and of the neglect or refusal of the 
tenant or occupicr, as the case may be, the Judges may issuc a warrant under the seal of the 
Court, toany Bailiff of the Court requiring and authorizing him within a period to be therein 
named not less than seven, or more than ten clear days from the date of such warrant, to give 
possession of the premises to such owner or agent, and such warrant shall be a sufficient war- 
rant to the said Bailiff to enter upon the premises with such assistants as he shall deem ne- 
cessary, and to give posscssion accordingly : Provided always, that entry upon any such 
warrant shall not be made on a Sunday, Good Friday, or Christmas-day, or any other day, 
observed by the Court asa Holiday, or at any time except between the hours of six in the 
morning and six in the afternoon: Provided also that nothing therein contained shall be 
deemed to protect any person by whom any such warrant shall be sued out of the Court of 
small Causes from any action which may be brought against him by any such tenant or oc- 
eupier for such entry and taking possession, where such person had not, at the time of suing 
out the same as aforesaid, lawful right to the possession of the same premises. 

XCIV. Such summons as last aforesaid may be served either personally, or by leave of the 
Court, upon proof that the tenant or occupier is not to be found within the jurisdiction of the 
Court, by leaving the same with some person, being in and apparently residing at the place 
of abode of the person or persons so holding over as aforesaid ; or if the place of abode of such 
person or persons shall cither not be known or admission thereto cannot bo obtained for serv- 
ing such summons, by posting the said summons on some conspicuous part of the premises so 
held over. 

XCV. No action or prosccution shall be maintainable against the Judges or against the 
Clerk of the Court, by whom such warrant as aforesaid shall have been issued, or against any 
Bailiff or other person by whom such warrant may be executed, or summons affixed, for is- 
suing such warrant, or exccuting the same respectively, or affixing such summons, by reason 
that the person by whom the same shall be sucd out had not lawful right to the possession of 
the premises. 

XOvI. Where the owner, at the time of applying for such warrant as aforesaid, had lawful 
right to the possession of the premises, or of the part thercof sa held over as aforesaid, neither 
the said owner nor his agent, nor any other person acting in his behalf, shall be deemed to be 
a trespasser, by reason merely of any irregularity or informality in the mode of proceeding 
for obtaining possession under the authority of this Act ; but the party ieved may, if he 
think fit, bring an action on the case for such irregularity or informality, in which the 
damage, alleged to be sustained thereby, shall be specially laid, and may recover full satisfac- 
tion for such special damage with costs of suit : Provided that, if the special damage so laid 
be not proved, the defendant shall be entitled to a verdict, and that, if proved, but assessed 
at any sum, not excecding Ten Rupees, the plaintiff shall recover no more costs than damages, 
unless the Judge, before whom the trial shall have been holden, shall certify that in his opi- 
anion full costs ought to be allowed. 

VII. In every case in which the person, by whom any such warrant shall be sued out 
of the Court of Small Causes, had not, at the time of suing out the same, lawful right to the 
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possession of the premises, the suing out of any such warrant, as iast aforesaid, shall be deem- 
od a trespass by him inst the tenant or occupier of the premites, although no entry shall 
be made by virtue of the warrant; and in case any such tenant or occupier will become bound 
with two sufficient Sureties, to be approved by the Clerk of the Court, in such sum as to the 
Judges shall seem reasonable, regard being had to the value of the premises and to the 
probable cost of such action, to sue the person by whom such warrant was sued out with 
effect and without delay, and to pay all the costs of the proceeding in such action, in case @ 
verdict shall pass for the defendant, or the plaintiff shall discontinue or not prosecute his ac- 
tion, or become nonsuit therein, execution upon the warrant shall be stayed until judgment 
shall have been given in such action of trespass; and, if upon the trial of such action of 
trespass, judgment be given for the plaintiff, such judgment shall supersede the said warrant. 
XCVIII. Recovery of the possession of any such house, land or tenement shall be no bar 
to the institution of a regular suit, for trying the title thereunto, which may be brought in 
the Supr me Court, as if this Act had not been passed. 
XCIX. Every bond given on the removal of any action out of the Court of Small Causes, 
or upon staying, delaying or reversing any judgment or execution awarded therein, or the 
execution of any such warrant of possession as aforesaid, or on moving for a new trial, or to 
set aside a verdict, judgment or nonsuit, shall be made to the other party to the action, and 
shall be approved by the Judges and attested under the seal of the Court; and if the bond 
so taken be forfeited, or if upon the proceeding for securing which such bond was given, the 
Judge, before whom such proceeding shall be had, shall not certify upon the record in Court, 
that the condition of the bond hath been fulfilled, the to whom the bond shall have 
been so made may bring an action of debt and recover thereon: Provided always, that the 
Court in which such action as last aforesaid shall be brought may, by a rule of Court, give 
such relief to the parties liable upon such bond as may uppear to him reasonable, and such 
rule shall have the nature and effect of a defeasance to such bond. 
C. All actions and proceedings, which before the passing of this Act, might have been 
brought in the Supreme Court, where any Officer of the Court of Small Causes shall be & 
party, except in respect of any claim to any goods and chattels taken in execution of the 
process of the Court, or the proceeds or value thereof, may be brought and determined in 
ths Supreme Court, at the election of the party suing or proceeding, as if this Act had not 
n passed. 
CI. If any action shall be commenced after the passing of this Act in the Supreme Court, 
for any cause other than those lastly herein before specified, for which a summons might 
have been taken out from a Court holden under this Act, and a verdict shall be found for 
the plaintiff for a sum less than Five Hundred Rupecs, if the said action is founded on con- 
tract, or less than One Hundred Rupees, if it is founded on wrong, the plaintiff shall have 
judgment to recover such sum only, and no costs ; and if a verdict shall not be found for the 
plaintiff the defendant shall be entitled to his costs as between attorney and client, unless 
ia either case the Judge, who shall try the cause, shall certify on the back of the Record that, 
by reason of the difficulty, novelty or general importance of the case, or of some erroneous 
course of decision on like cases in the Court of Small Causes, the action was tit to be brought 
in the Supreme Court. 
CII. If any person shall bring any suit in the Supreme Court in respect of any grievance 
committed by the Clerk, Bailiff, or Officer of any Court holden under this Act, under colour 
or pretenée of the process of the said Court, and upon the trial of the action, no greater 

‘ es shall be found for the plaintiff than the sum of Five Hundred Rupees, no costs shall 
be awarded to the plaintiff in such action, unless the Judge shall certify in Court, upon the 
back of the Record, that the action was fit to be brought in the Supreme Court. 

CII, All penalties, fines ane forfeitures by this Act, inflicted or authorized to be imposed, 
(the manner of recovering and spplying whereof is not hereby otherwise perticularly direct- 
ed), upon proof before any Justice of the Peace or Magistrate having jurisdiction where the 
offender shall reside or be, or the offence shall be committed, either by the confession of the 
party offending, or by the oath or affirmation of any credible witness shall be levied, with 
the costs attending the summons and conviction, by distress and sale of the goods and chattels 
of the party offending, by warrant under the hand of any such Justice or Magistrate, and the 
overplus (if any) after such penalties, fines and forfeitures, and the charges of such distress 
and sale are deducted, shall be returned, upon demand, unto the owner of such govds and 


ls. 

CIV. If any such penalties, fines and forfeitures respectively, shall not be paid forthwith 
upon conviction, it shall be lawful for such Justice or Magistrate to order the offender #0 con- 
victed to be detained in safe custody until return can conveniently be made to such warrant 
of distress ; unless such offender shall give sufficient security to the satisfaction of such Justice 
or Magistrate for his appearance before him on such day as shall be appointed for the return 
of such warrant of distress, such day not being more than eight days trom the time of taking 
any such security, which security the Justice or Magistrate shall be empowered to take by 
way of recognizance or otherwise, as to him shall seem fit. 

'V. If upon return of such warrant it shall appear that no sufficient distress can be had 
thereupon, or in case it shall appear to the satisfaction of the Justice or Magistrate, either by 
confession of the offender or otherwise, that he hath not within the jurisdiction of such Jus- 
tice or Magistrate, sufficient goods and chattels, whereon to levy all such penaltics, forfeitures, 
costs and charges, the Justice or Magistrate may, at his discretion, without issuing any war- 
rant of distress, commit the offender to the Common Gaol or House of Correction, for any 
time not exceeding three calendar months, unless such penalties, forfeitures and fines, and 
all reasonable charges attending the recovery thereof, shall be syoner paid and satistied. 


Az 
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CVI. The monies arising from any such penalties, forfeitures and fines as aforesaid when 
paid and levied, shall (if not by this Act directed to be otherwise applied,) be, from time to 
time, paid to the Clerk of the Court, and shall be applied in like manner as the fees thereof. 

CVI. In all cases in which by this Act any penalty or forfeiture is made recoverable be- 
fore a Justice or Magistrate, he may summon before him the party complained against, and 
on such summons may hear and determine the matter of such complaint; and, on proof of 
the offence, may convict the offender, and adjudge him to pay the penalty or forfeiture in- 
curred, and proceed to recover the same, althdugh no information in writing shall have been 
exhibited before him; and all such proceedings by summons without information in writing 
shall be as valid and effectual to all intents and purposer, as if an information in writing had 
been exhibited.

MADRAS COURT OF SMALL CAUSES. \ 


Whereas by Act No. 9 of 1850 entitled an Act for the more easy recovery of 
Small Debts and Demands in Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay, it is amongst other 
things enacted, that 

The Judges of each Court holden under the said Act, subject to the approval of 
the Judges of the Supreme Court, shall have power to make and issue all the ene- 
ral rules for regulating the practice, and proceedings of the Court, and also to e 
forms, for every proceeding in the Court, for which they shall think it necessary 
that a form be provided, and also for keeping all books, entries, and accounts, to 
be kept by the Clerk of the Court, and from time to time to alter any such rules 
or forms, and the rules so made, and the forms so framed, shall be observed, and 
used, in the Court for that Presidency, and shall be sent to the Supreme Court for 
approval, but shall be of force until disapproved. In pursuance of such power 
therefore, it is hereby ordered that the following be the 


RULES OF PRACTICE FOR THE MADRAS COURT OF SMALL CAUSES. 


1. All applications for the usual process of the Court, shall be made to the Clerk, 
and shall set out the names, and additions in full, of the Plaintiff, and Defendant, 
as far as practicable, with their last place of abode, and business, the cause or 
causes of action, and the amount claimed, and when there is more than one De- 
fendant, a separate copy under the seal of the Court, shall be issued for each De- | 
fendant. If the application is not made by the Plaintiff in person, the Agent shall 
Jile in writing the parsiculare of the demand, signed by the Plaintiff. 

2. Where an Infant applies to take out a Summons for any cause of action 
(other than for wages or piecework, or for work as a servant) he must procure the 
attendance of a next friend at the Office of the Clerk, at the time of taking out 
the Summons, and no Summons shall be issued, until the next friend has under- 
taken, in the form in the Schedule to be responsible for costs, and on entering into 
such undertaking, he shall be liable in the same manner, and to the same extent, as 
if he were a party in an ordinary suit, and the cause shall proceed in the name of 
the infant by such next friend, and such undertaking shall be filed by the Clerk, and 
no order of the Court shall be necessary for the appointment of such next friend. 
If the plaintiff fail in, or discontinue his suit, and not pay the amount of costs 
awarded by the Court to be paid by him to the Defendant, such proceedings may 
be taken for the recovery of such amount from the next friend, as for the recovery 
of any debt, or damage, ordered to be paid by the same Court. 

3. When an Infant Defendant appears at the hearing, and names a person wil- 
ling to act as guardian, and who then assents so to aet, such person shall be ap- 

inted guardian accordingly, but if the Defendant do not name a guardian, the 
Judge may appoint any person in Court willing to become guardian, or in default 
of such person the Judge shall appoint the Clerk of the Court to be guardian, and 
the cause shall proceed thereupon, as if another person had been appointed guar- 
dian, but no responsibility shall attach to any person so appointed guardian. 

4. Claims by husbands in their own right, may be joined with claims in respect 
of which the wife must be joined as a party. 

5. The Summons to appear to suits or actions shall be issued according to the 
form in the Schedule, and shall be dated as of the day when issued, and every Sum- 
mons shall be made returnable on the tenth day exclusive of the day of issue, un- 
less otherwise ordered. 

6. Every Summons to appear to a suit or action, shall be served by one of the 
Bailiffs of ‘the Court, four lear days before the holding of the Court at which the 
Defendant shall be summoned to attend, and in case the Bailiff shall not be able to 
serve the same within the time limited for that purpose, the Plaintiff on satisfying 
the Court that he has used due diligence in pointing out the Defendant, or his 
place of abode or business to the Bailiff, may by order of the Court, take out with- 
out commission fee, successive Summons, returnable at such time as the Cowt may 
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order, in continuation of, and founded upon the first Summons, and the first Sum- 
mons shall be deemed the commencement of the suit. . 

7. On applications to recover possession of tenements in pursuance of the Sec- 
tion 91 of res 9 of 1850, the commission fee shall be calculated and taken on the 
yearly rent or value of the premises sought to be recovered, but in cases in which 
no contract to pay rent is proved, or in which the action is brought to recover pos- 
session against trespassers, the commission fee shall be calculated, and taken, on 
the actual value of the premises, which value in case of dispute the Court shall de- 
termine. e 

8. The service of a Summons to appear to a suit or action, shall be, by deliver- 
ing a sealed copy thereof to the Defendant, or to such person, at the place of abode 
or place of business of the Defendant, as shall afford reasonable ground for presum- 
ing that the service thereof will come to his knowledge, and in all cases the Plain- 
tft or his Agent shall apply to the Bailiff, and shall accompany him, to point out 
the Defendant or his place of abode or place of business. 

9. When a Defendant shall be living or residing in any Military lines, Barracks, 
or Quarters, and serving Her Majesty, or the East India Company, as a Soldier, it 
shall be sufficient service to deliver a sealed copy of the Summons, to the Adjutant 
of the Corps, or to any European Officer, Jemadar, Subadar, Serjeant, or Havildar, 
of the particular Company to which such Defendant shall belong, or be temporarily 
attached. 

10. When any Defendant shall by keeping his place of abode, or place of bu- 
siness, closed, or by violence, or threats, prevent any Bailiff from serving any Sum- 
mons as herein before directed, and such Summons shall have been fixed conspicu- 
ously on, or near, to such place of abode, or business, or otherwise served, as near- 
ly as may be according to the mode herein before directed, such service may be 

emed good service. In other cases not herein provided for, in which difficulties 
arise as to the service of any Summons, the Court on special application, shall or- 
der in what manner such service shall be made. 

11, The Bailiff who serves a Summons, shall endorse thereon the time, and 
manner of the service thereof, and shall forthwith deliver the same so endorsed, to 
the Clerk of the Court, who shall file it. 


12, The Rules as to the mode, but not as to the time of service of the Sum- 
mens to appear to a suit or action, shall apply to the service of all orders, and 
judgments, issuing under the authority of Act 9 of 1850, when ordered to be serv- 
ed upon the parties to a suit, except as to cases in which it shall be otherwise di- 
rected by the said Act, or by any rule made under the authority thereof. Sub-

30. When Judgment has been given egainst Executors or Administrators, that 
the amount be levied from the assets of the deceased when they shall come to hand, 
the Plaintiff may, at any time proceed by Summons against them, suggesting that 
assets have come to their hands, and the Court shall proceed thereon as in ordi 
cases, and if Judgment shall be given for the Defendants, they shall be entitled to 
their costs.

52. Where the name or description of a Plaintiff in the Summons, is insuffi- 
cient, or incorrect, it may at the hearing be amended at the instance of either party, 
by order of the Judge, on such terms as he shall think fit, and the cause may then 
proceed as to set off, and other matters, as if the name or description had been ori- 
ginally, such as it appears, after the amendment has been made. 

53. Where the name or description of a Defendant in the Summons is insuffi- 
cient, or incorrect, and the Defendant appears, and objects to the description, it may 
be amended at the instance of either party, by order of the Judge, on such terms as 
he shall think fit, and the cause may proceed as to set off, and other matters, as if 
the name or description, had been originally such as it appears after the amend- 
ment has been made; but if no such objection is taken, the cause may proceed, and 
in the Judgment and all subsequent proceedings founded thereon, the Defendant 
shall be described in the same manner. 

54. Inaction by or against a husband, if the wife is improperly joined, or omitted 
asa party, the summons may at the hearing be amended at the instance of either 
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party, by order of the Judge, on such terms as he shall think fit, and the cause may 
proceed as to set off, and other matters, as if the proper person had been made 
party to the suit. 

55. Where it appears at the hearing, that a greater number of persons have 
been made Plaintiffs than by law required, the name of the person improperly joined 
may, at the instance of either party, be struck out by order of the Judge, on such 
terms as he shall think fit, and the cause may proceed as to set off, and other mat- 
ters, as if the proper party or parties only had been made Plaintiffs. 

56. Where it appears at the hearing, that a less number of persons have been 
made Plaintiffs than by law required, the name of the omitted person, or persons 
may at the instance of either party, be added by order of the Judge, on such terms, 
as he shall think fit, and the cause shall proceed as to set off, and other matters, and 
Judgment shall be pronounced, as if the proper persons had been originally made 
parties, and if any person whose name is udded, shall at the hearing, or an adjourn- 
ment thereof, consent to become a Plaintiff, execution shall issue as the Judge shall 
think fit, but if such party shall not consent to become a Plaintiff in manner afore- 
said, either at the hearing, or at an adjournment thereof, Judgment of nonsuit may 
be entered. 

57. In all cases of amendment, a corresponding amendment shall be made in 
the presence of the Judge, in the proceedings of the Court, antecedent to such 
amendment ; and the subsequent proceedings shall be in conformity therewith. 

58. All ies to suits, excepting such females as are exempted by native 
usage, shall be liable to appear in person before the Court, but in all cases in which 
any person shall wish toappear on behalf of another, he shall previously obtain the 
leave of the Court, and such person shall be constituted, in writing duly attested, 
the Agent for the party for the conduct of the case. 

59. No petitions or letters addressed to the Judges, shall be received, or attend- 
ed to, but all applications shall be made to a Judge in open Court. No correspon- 
dence relating to suits instituted in, or proceedings belore the Court of Small 
Causes, shall be entered into, parties having business with the Clerk or at his Of- 
fice, shal] transact the same in person, or by an accredited agent. 

60. Whenever the singular number is used in these Rules, or in the Schedule 
hereunto, in reference to persons or things, it shall be understood, when ni 
to give full effect to the Rules, and the Schedule, to mean several persons, or things, 
and every word importing the masculine gender, shall also when necessary, be un- 
derstood to include the feminine gender.

POST OPFICE ACTS. 


No. XVII. of 1837. 


Passed by the Right Hon'ble the Governor General. of India in Council, on the 24th July 1837. 
I. It is hereby enacted, that Regulation XI. of 1830, of the Bombay Code, shall be re- 


aled. 

Il. And it is hereby enacted, that the exclusive right of conveying letters by Pot for hire 
from place to place within the territories of the East India Company, shall be in the Governor 
General of India in Council. : 

III. Provided always, that it shall be competent to the said Governor General of India in 

, Council and to any authority thereunto empowered by the said Governor General in Council, 
to grant to any person or persons a license permitting such person or persons to convey letters 
by post for hire from place to place within the said ‘l'erritories, and that it shall be lawful for 
any person or persons having such a license to convey Ictters in conformity with the termsof 
such license. 

IV. And itis hereby enacted, that it shall be lawful for the said Governor General in 
‘Council and for any authority which may have granted any auch license as is described in the 
preceding Section, to revoke such license at pleasure. 3 a 

V. And it is hereby enacted, that whoever otherwise than under the authority of the said 
Governor General in Council, or in conformity with the terms of such a license as is aforesaid, 
knowingly conveys any letter by post for hire from place to place within the said Territorics, 
or receives any letter or packet of letters, in order to such conveyance, or delivers any letter 
according to its direction, knowing the same to have been ao conveycd, or is accessory to such 
conveyance, receipt or delivery, shall be punished with fine not exceeding Fifty Rupees for 
every letter so conveyed, received or delivered. 

vi. And it is hereby enacted, that inland post duties shall be levied on the conveyance 
of letters and packets by the Government Post at the rates set forth in the Schedule marked 
A. which is annexed to this Act, and that the full postage shall be paid either on receipt or on 
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delivery at the option of the sender, and that, if the thing conveyed be transferred from a Post 
Office in one Presidency to a Post Office in another Presidency, no additional charge shall be 
made on account of such transfer. 

VII. And it is hereby enacted, that when there is a banghy established on a line of road, 
mo  pernon shall be entitled to demand that any letter or packet exceeding 12 tolas in weight 
shall be conveyed by the letter post on that line of road. , 

VIII. "Repealed by Act No. 2 of 1838. 

1X. And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 2 of 
Schedule A. shall contain any writing whatever other than writing which is necessarily part of 
the documents which such packet is stated to contain, by attestation on the cover of such pack- 
et, and that whoever shall send any such packet by the Government Post, knowing that it 
contains any writing not necessarily of the documents which such packet is stated to con- 
tain by attestation on the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

X. “And it is hereby enacted, that no packet of the description mentioned in Table 3 of 
Schedule A. shall contain any writing whatever, except the direction on the cover, and that 
whoever shall send any such packet by the Government Post, knowing that it contains any 
writing other than the direction on the cover, shall be punished with a fine of Fifty Rupees. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that proof sheets marked as such may be sent by lotter post 
at the rates set forth in Table 3 of Schedule A, provided they be brought to the Despatching 
Office open and be sealed in presence of the person in charge of such Office. 


XIL. And it is hereby enacted, that the said Governor General in Council shall frame his 
scale of distances as nearly as practicable according to the distance by the ncarest road between. 
Post Office Stations, and that the rates of inland postage shall be culculated according to this 


XIII. And it is hereby enacted, that Steam Postage, according to such rates a8 may from 
time to time be fixed by the Governor General in Council, shall be levied on all letters and 
packets sent or received by any Government Steamer, and that such Steam Postage shall be 
in excess of any inland postage to which such letters or packets may be liable. 

XIV. And it is hereby enacted, that Ship P , according to the rates fixed in Sche- 
dule B. annexed to this Act, shall be levied on all letters or packets sent or received by sea 
through any Government Post Office, and not liable to Steam Postage. 

XV. And it is hereby enacted, that when any Vessel arrives by sea at any place within the 
said Territories, at which there is a Government Post Office, the Commander of such Vessel 
shall, as speedily as possible, cause every letter and packet on board of such Vessel which is 
directed to that place, and which was not specially entrusted for separate delivery, to be deli- 
vered either at the Post Office or to some Officer of the Post Office authorized to receive the 
same ; and that if there be on board any letter or packet directed to any other place, and not, 
specially entrusted for separate delivery, the said Commander shall, as speedily as ble, re- 
port the same to the Post Master General or Post Master of the place at which he has arrived, 
and shall act according to such directions as he may receive from such Post Master General or 
Post Master ; and that the receipt of such Post Master General or Post Master shall discharge 
such Commander of all responsibility in respect of such letter hel arene 

XVI. d it is hereby enacted, that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully dis- 
obey any of the dinections contained in the preceding Section, shall be punished with fine not 
exceeding One thousand Rupees. 

XVII. And it is hereby enacted, that for every letter or packet delivered by a Comman- 
der of a Ship in conformity with tho directions of Section XV. of this Act, the Officer in 
charge of the Post Office shall pay to the said Commander the sum of one Anna. 

XVIII. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet is transhipped for 
transmission to any other place within the said Territories, the Oommander of the Vessel 
which originally brought such letter or packet shall be entitled to reeeive one Anna for eve: 
such letter or packet, and the Commander of the Vessel into which the letter or packet 
transhipped, shall be entitled to receive half an Anna from the person in charge of the Post 
Office at the place of delivery, provided that the said last mentioned Commander delivers the 
same in conformity with the directions contained in Section XV. of this Act. 

XIX. Provided always, that no payment shall be made to the Commander of any Vessel 
on account of the delivery of any letter or packet, unless the claim of such Commander shall 

eferred before the Vessel leaves the place at which the letter or peas was delivered or 
before the expiration of three months from the date of the arrival of the packet at the place 
of ultimate delivery. : 

XX. And it is hereby enacted, that the Commander of e Vessel leaving any place in 
the said Territories by Sea, shall receive on board of such his Vessel every letter and packet 
which he shall be required to receive by any Officer of the Post Office, and shall sign a receipt 
for such letters and packet; and that every Commander of a Vessel who shall wilfully disobey 
any direction of this clause shall be punished. with a fine not exceeding One Thousand Rupees. 

XI. And it is hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or Ree et, the postage of which 
has not been paid, shall be delivered by any person employed by ¢ Post Office, the person to 
whom it is delivered shall not be bound to pay the Postage if he returns the letter or packet 
unopened, but if ho opens the same he shall be bound to pay the postage due thereon ; provid- 
ed always, that if the letter or packet shall appear to have been maliciously sent for the pur- 
pose of annoying the person to whom it is directed, the Post Master General or Post Master 
of the Office, from which the delivery took place, shall remit the said Postage. 

XXII. And it is hereby enacted, that every letter or packet which is rejected unopened 
by the person to whom it is directed shall be returned by Post to the sender, and that the 
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said sender’shall be bound to pay the return postage thereon unless direct postage has already 
been paid thereon. 

XXIII. And itis hereby enacted, that whenever any letter or packet, the sender of which 
is unknown, shall be rejected unopened by the person to whom it is directed, such letter or 
packet shall be opened by the Officer in charge of the Post Office from which such letter or 
packet was delivered to that person. ; 

XXIV. And itis hereby enacted, that if any person shall refuse to pay any Lapp. pada 
he is legally bound to pay for any letter or packet, it shall be lawful for the Officer in c! of 
the Post Office, from which such letter or packet was delivered to withhold from the person 
20 refusing till such postage be paid, any letter directed to that pereon upon which postage 
has not been paid by the sender. 

XXV. And it is hereby enacted, that all letters and packets which have remained three

xxv. And it is hereby enacted, that at intervals not exceeding three months, lists of all 
unclaimed letters and packets which are in the General Post Office of any Presidency, shall 
be published in the Official Gazette of that Presidency. 

And it is hereby enacted, that every letter and packet which may have re- 
mained eighteen months unclaimed in the General Post Office of any Presidency, shall be 
opened by the Post Master General of that Presidency, and that all valuable property which 
such letter or packet may contain shall be paid into the Government Treasury for the benefit 
of any party who may have a right thereto, and that when twelve months shall have elapsed 
after the opening of such unclaimed letter or packet it shall be lawful for the said Post Master 
General, ifsuch letter or packet still continues to be unclaimed, to destroy the same.

And it is hereby enacted, that if any Post Master General or Post Master shall 
suspect that any letter or packet lying for delivery at his Post Office contains any contraband 
article or any article on which duty is owing to Government ; or that any letter or t 
lying for delivery, at that Post Office contains any writing in contravention of the provisions of 

ections IX. and X. of this Act, it shall be lawful for such officer to summon the person to 
whom the letter or packet is directed, to attend at that Post Office by himself or Agent with- 
in forty-eight hours after the arrival of the letter or packet at that Post Office, and to 
the letter or packet in the presence of the person to whom the letter or packet is directed or 
of that person’s agent ; and if that person shall not so attend by himself or agent, then to open. 
the letter or packet in the absence of that person. 

*XXXI. And it is hereby enacted, that the Government shall not be responsible for any 
loss or damage which may occur in respect of any thing entrusted to the Post Office for con- 
veyance, and that no person employed by the Government in the Post Office De ent 
shall be responsible for any such loss or age unless that person hed caused loés or 
damage maliciously or fraudulently. 

XXXII. And it is hereby enacted, that all fines incurred under any of the preceding 
provisions of this Act may be levied on conviction before any Magistrate, or Justice of the 

eace, or before any person exercising the powers of a Magistrate ; provided always that no

The following Rules for Stamping Letters have been submitted to 
the Governor General of India in Council and being approved, are 
appended for the guidance of the Officers of the Department. 


RULES FOR USING POST OFFICE STAMPS. 


1. All Letters and packets whatever (save and except newspapers and ship and steam letters 
hereafter specially provided for,) received at any Post Office in India for despatch by post, 
whether free or post paid, or liable to e, as the case may be, are to be marked with the 
appropriate stamp bearing the name of such office of despatch, and when slide stamps are 
not provided, where the date of the month and the year forms part of the stamp itself, the 
said date must be entered in writing across the middle of the face of the stamp. If the letter or 
packet received for despatch be post paid or bearing postage, the amount of e 80 paid 
or due, must be entered in writing on the face of the stamp, after the word, “‘ paid” or bear- 
ing, as the case may be. 

2 Allletters and packets whatever, received at any Post Office by for delivery at 
such office, are in like manner to be stamped with the appropriate Office Stamp, and marked 
with the date of the month and year; but the amount of postage paid or due, is not to be 
entered on the stamp of delivery, as the stamp of despatch regulates the levy of postage. 


3. The stamp for all Service, Soldiers, or other free letters or packets, is an oval, 1§ inch 
long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word “ free,” and must be 
stamped red. 

4. The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has been paid, is an oblong, 1§ 


cape wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word “ paid,” and must also 
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5. The stamp for all letters or packets, on which postage has not been paid in advance, is 
an oblong, -1$ inch long by 1 inch wide, bearing the name of the Office and the word 
“bearing,” and must be stamped black. 


6 Forward letters or packets, ¢. ¢. those which follow a party addressed from station to 
station, are to be stamped at each Office of fresh despatch, and marked with the additional 
postage due on such fresh despatch. 


7. When a letter exceeds in weight a single tola, its weight, double, treble, &c., must be 
entered in writing on the face thereof, and on Banghy parcels the exact weight must in all 
cases be entered in writing on the same. 


8. All Service, Soldiers, or other free letters or packets, received from Seaward at any 
General Post Office, are to be stamped with the Ship Letter, Free Stamp. This Stamp is 
circular, 14 inch in diameter, bearing the name of the General Post Office, the date of the 
month and year, and the words ‘‘ Ship Letter, Free,” and must be stamped red. 


9. Allother letters or packets received from Seaward at any General Post Office, are to be 
stamped if received by Ship, with the Ship Letter Bearing Stamp, and, if by a Government 
Steamer, with the Steam Eee t bearing Stamp. The former is a square Stamp 1} inch in 
diameter, bearing the name of the General Post Office, the date of the month and year, and 
the words “‘ Ship Letter, Bearing.” The latter is an octagonal stamp of similar dimensions 
but with the words “‘ Steam Letter, Bearing.” Both these Stamps must be stamped black. 


10. At the several Stations where newspapers are published in India, Newspaper Stamps 

are provided, with which all newspapers received at such Stations, for despatch, will be appro- 

priately stamped® whether Free, Paid or Bearing, as the 

* If “ free,” or‘ Paid,” Red. case may be, and the Postage paid or due, as the case may 

If Bearing,” Black. be, marked on the same, either by the Stamp or writing. 

At the Offices of Delivery, where Newspaper Stamps may

The following order of the Government of India, smending and modifying’the rules for the 
management of the Post Office Department, passed by the ight Honorable the Governor 
General of India in Council on the 30th of August last, is re-published for general information.

With reference to the list of Public Officers entitled to frank letters, Packets and Parcels 
bond fide on the Public Service which is included in the rules for the management of the 
Post Office Department, passed by the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in 
Council on the 30th of August last, the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in 
Cound has been pleased so far as to amend and modify the Rules therein contained respect- 
ing Commissioners of Circuit and Revenue and their Covenanted Assistants and the Registrar 
of the Sudr Dewanny Adawlut and Secretary to the Sudr Board of Revenue and to the 
Board of Customs, Salt, and Opium, as to provide that the Registrar of the Sudr Dewanny 
and Nizamut Ada wlut and the Secretaries to the said Boards shall have power to nominate 
an Uncovenanted Assistant in their Offices respectively to frank Official Letters sent to the 
Post Office with the Despatch-book of the Office, and the Post Master General being informed 
of the name of the Assistant so nominated shall cause letters duly signed by them and entered 
in the Despatch-book of the Offices respectively to be transmitted free in like manner as if 

igned by the heads of the offices. With respect to Commissioners of Circuit and Revenue 
ere there may be mo Covenanted Assistants present with them or in charge of their Offices 
it shall be competent to the Commissioner to employ his Uncovenanted Assistant to frank the 
official covers of the Office, notice being duly given to the nearest Post Master and to the 
Post Master General. The Right Honorable the GovernorGeneral of India in Council 
farther is pleased to direct the Assay Masters to be included amongst the Public Officers of 
List No. 1. instead of being required to forward their official Letters through the Mint Masters 
as ordered in List No. 3, and likewise to amend the following heads of List No.1. For 
« Agenst Political or Agents to the Governor General,” read ‘‘ Agents Political or Agents to the 
Governor General and their Assistants” also Political Officers on mission or in charge of 
Offices whatever name designated. For “ Residents at Foreign Courts,” read “ Resi- 
dents at Foreign Courts and their Assistants. 

The Governor General of India in Council further directs, that when there shall bea 
Superint tendent of Police sppointed to any Presidency or other Division of Territory, that 
Officer and his Assistants shall exercise the same privileges in the franking of Letters bona 
fide on the Public Service as Commissioners of Circuit and Land Revenue, and their Assist- 
ants respectively.” ‘

Para. 1. Instances having occurred of letters addressed by parties in India, to the Indivi- 
dual Members of our Court, being transmitted to this country by the Mediterranean Mails, 
under the impression that such letters are exempt from the duty of postage, it is necessary 
that we should apprize you, that the privilege o! reeiving letters.so addressed, free of post- 
uge, does not attach to Ictters sent from the East Indies by packet, via the Mediterrancan : 
and we direct that you forthwith take the necessary measures for giving public notice there- 
of, throughout your Presidency. 

2. You will however, clearly understand, that the privilege of franking enjoyed by indi- 
vidual Dircetors, and other public functionaries, so far as respects the Indian duties of post- 
age continues in full force.

London, General Post Office, August 1840.—The practice of sealing letters passing to 
and from the East and West Indies, and other warm climates, with wax, is attended with 
much inconvenience, and frequently with serious injury to the letters in consequence of the 
melting of the wax and adhesion of the letters to each other. In the case of a mail recently 
received from India, considerable delay was occasioned at this office ; and, notwithstanding 
the greatest care was taken in separating the letters, which, owing to the cause already men- 
tioned, adhered closely together, many were much damaged and torn ; the public are there- 
fore recommended, in all possible cascs, to use wafers, in preference to wax in sealing their 
letters sent to India, or other warm climates ; and also to advive their Correspondents in 
those countries to pursuc the same course.

The Most Noble the Governor in Council concurring in the opinion of the Post Master 
General, that the establishment of Talook ‘l'appals throughout the Presidency, is calculated 
to confer great benefit on all classes of the Native community,—authorizes the introduction 
of the system under the Rules subjoined, and his Lordship in Council directs, that Collectors 
and Magistrates will use their best endeavours to carry this desirable arrangement into effcct, 
throughout their respective Districts. 

Rules for the introduction of the Talook Tappels throughout the Districts 
subject to the Madras Presidency and the amount of Postage 
leviable on such letters, &c. 

Para. 1. That Tahsildars or other Native Authorities be empowered to receive letters 
from Villages, Ryots, &c. granting receipts for the same in the language of the Districts 
upon the payment of 6 Pice on eac! single letter for any distance within 100 miles, and one 
Anna in excess of 100 but within 200 miles, as per Schedule C. dated 14th August 1839, and 
forward them daily to the nearest Post Office for transmission thence to their respective des- 
tinations, either Bearing or Paid, as the case may be: also letters for places adjacent to their 
Villages which, if practicable, shall be forwarded by the district Tappal to their destination 
by their Talliars. 

2. Thatsuch letters as the Inhabitants are desirous to pre-pay shall be received by the 
Tahsildars, together with the Talook postage mentioned in the first para, and the regulated 
Inland postage from the nearest Post Office to the destination of the letter, or the Post Office 
contiguous to it. 

3. That in order to enable the Tahsildars and other Native Authorities who may be de- 
puted to perform this duty, to ascertain and charge the regulated Inland Rottage from one 

‘ost Office Station to another, they are to be furnished with a copy of the Schedule of post- 
age of the nearest Post Office in a condensed form in the language of the District. 

4. That the Talook postage shall invariably be levied, in advance, but the regulated In- 
land postage from one Post Cffice Station to another, may be paid for in advance, or not, as 
the sender may choose. 

6. That all letters received at a Post Office for delivery within the district, shall be sent 
from the Post Office with a Mcmorandum, showing the address of each letter and the amount 
of postage due thereon, as shown in form A. to the nearest Tahsildar or other Native Autho- 
rity for delivery, and the said Tahsildar or Authority shall be responsible to deliver the same, 
and recover any amount of Bearing Government poet due thereon, in addition to the 
Talook Bostage : and in case such letters be refused, or the addresses upon due enquiry be 
not found, they are to be returned to the Post Office whence received, and the postage due 
on such lettcrs shall be deducted from the account of the Tahsildar, to whom they were sent 
from the Post Office. 

6 That the Talsildars shall be obliged to keep a Register of all letters received by them 
for transmission to the nearest Post Office, or to the adjacent Villages for delivery according 
to the form marked B. and a similar Register, as per form C. shall be kept for all letters re- 
ceived by them from a Post Office for delivery in his own Village and in its vicinity. 

7. That the Post Office Writers shall likewise keep a Register of all letters received from 
and sent to the Tahsildars daily, together with an account of postage due by and received 
from the Tahsildar, or other Native Authority duly empowered: and shall give credit in his 
accounts for the amount of postage due on all letters returned by the Tahsildars to the Post 
Office, owing to the parties to whom such letters are addressed having either refused to re- 
ceive them, or are not to be found. 

8. The Registers kept by the Tahsildars, shall be kept open for the inspection of the 
Pisgistrate, and the Post Master of the District, whenever either of those authorities may deem 

roper to do so, 
e 9. The Tahsildar shall remit monthly, or oftener if practicable, to the nearest Post Office, 
the aggregate amount of postage collected by him on all letters received for despatch or dcli- 
wer accompanied with a copy of the Register alluded to in para. 5, and the Post Office Writer 
shall transmit a copy there with his monthly accounts to the local Post Master. 

10. For the loss or destruction of any letters entrusted to their charge, the Tahsildars or 
other Native authority deputed to reccive them for delivery or despatch, shall be amenable 
to such punishment as the Collector may determine; who shall take cognizance of all com- 
plaints preferred to him, whether directly or through the Post Master, against the Tahsildars

All such let- 
ters must, as heretofore, be pre-paid in India, but if endorsed via ‘‘ Southampton,” they may 
be forwarded “ bearing,” and if directed to an Agent in England they may be pre-paid. 

5. No Steam Postage on letters for the United States nor to British Colonies in America 
or the West Indies can be pre-paid in India, whether sent by way of Marseilles or vid South- 
ampton unless they are addressed to Agents in Great Britain.

8. No Steam Postage is chargeable in India on Newspapers reccived from and despatched 
to England or from one British Indian Port to another.

9. Pamphlets are chargeable Steam Postage with reference to letter weight: thusa 
Parcel containing one or more Pamphlets is liable to be charged just as letters are according 
to weight.

17, Each Newspaper or Price Current, or Commercial List must be put under a separate 
cover, The Post Office will not receive two or more enclosed in one cover. 

18, No letter excecding 12 tolas (a fraction under 6 ounces) in weight can be transmitted 
per Letter Mail, but if forwarded by Government Banghy Post or otherwise to Bombay or 
‘Madras it may thence be despatched by the Steamer. 

19. Letters and Papers for Out-dtations intended for despatch by the Overland Mail 
from Madras should be superscribed per Steamer, vid Southampton, or else per Steamer vit 
Marseilles. In order to avoid mistakes the name of the country as well as the name of the 
town therein should be marked in the superscription.

22. An extra charge of 8 annas for every half tola weight is made on letters sent by the 
Overland Express from Madras to Bombay. No letter weighing more than one tola weight 
can be forwarded by the Express.

Steamers, Ictters will cease to be received at the receiving Houses at Vepery, Royapettah, 
Mount Road and Black Town two hours before the time indicated at the Fort Flag Staff fur 
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closing the Mails at the General Post Office: and the public are recommended, if possible 
to post their letters at the General Post Office on that day. 

25. Much inconvenience having been experienced by applicants who crowd the Office 
within the latest hour fixed for receiving letters, itis particularly requested that the letters 
be put in early to prevent disappointment. 

26. No Packet or Package, will be received at the General and Subordinate Post Offices 
for transmission by the contract Steamers. 

27. Letters from the interior should be despatched so as to arrive at Madras a day pre- 
vious to the date mentioned in the Advertisement as the expected time of arrival of the 
Steamer in these roads. . 

28. No letter or newspaper will be received at the Gencral Post Office (excepting Go- 
ernment despatches) after the hour indicated at tho Fort Flag Staff for closing the Mails.

all persons desirous of availing themselves of this privilege will be required to mark upon 
the covers of their letters the words ‘“ by Express from Bombay’’ and in addition to this 
special address it will be necessary that all letters intended to be forwarded by the way of 
Southampton should be so endorsed as hitherto. 


The postage to be charged in India on the delivery of letters sent by this Express, will be 
in addition to the ordinary inland rates : 

One Rupee for every letter not exceeding half a tola in weight. 

Two Rupees for every letter above half atola, but not exceeding one tola in weight. 

Four Rupees for every letter above one tola, but not exceeding two tolas in weight—two 
tolas being the maximum weight of Ictters to be conveyed by Express. 

On Newspapers—each Newspaper Office in Calcutta and Madras, will be allowed to re- 
ecive two Newspapers, at the ordinary rates of Inland postage, on all other Newspapers for- 


warded by Express a postage of Five Rupees each will be charged, and no Newspapers will 
be received for the Express exceeding three tolas in weight. 


N.B. One tola and a quarter is nearly equivalent to half an ounce avoirdupois.

5. Aset of D&k Bearers will comprise fourteen men, vis. twelve Palankeen Bearers, one 
Masaljee and a Cawady Cooly. When Cawady Coolies cannot be procured, two Coolies will 
be employed instead, at the same cost. 

6. The rate of hire to be paid to the Bearers will be fixed by the local authorities. When 
Bearers are brought from a distance, the Traveller will be required to pay them the regular 
hire and travelling hire. 

7. Sets of Bearers shall receive (3) three Pice each Bearer for every milo they travel to 
their which allowance is called travelling hire, except for such of the road as they 
travel over again with a loaded Palankeen, for which part they shall not be entitled to 
travelling hire, unless the distance which they travel to their post exceeds 40 miles, in which 
case they shull be entitled to travelling hire, for the whole distance, notwithstanding they 
return over a part or the whole of it with a loaded Palankeen. 

8. If Bearers ate detained on the road, they are to receive (1) onc Anna each for the first 
day, and (24) three and half Annas for each succeeding day, from the party for whom they 
are posted, whether they are used or not, and after remaining 3 fall days they will be discharged 
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and without further instructions return to their homes, unless notice is given for their fur- 
ther retention. Bearers carrying an empty Palankeen shall be entitled to (1) one Anna 
and (6) six Pice per mile, for the distance they convey the same, in addition to any travelling 
hire to which they may be entitled under these Rules. ° 

9. When a Dak has been ordered and circumstances may cause the Traveller to postpone 
his journey or to abandon it altogether, he will be liable to all charges actually incurred in 
like manner as if he had employed it. 

10. When Bearers are posted for a Traveller, no other Traveller shall employ them, 
without the authority of the Officer who posted them ; but should any individuals so act in 
violation of the orders of Government, he will be liable, in addition to the hire of the Bearers 
used, to all and every extra charge incurred by the Traveller for whom the Dak was original- 
ly laid. 


11. In order to facilitate the keeping of accounts, all fractional portions of a mile be 
struck out. If the fractional part exceed the half, the Bearers will enjoy the benefit of a 
full mile—if less than the half, they will not be entitled to any hire for the same. 

12. All charges of hire shall be made agreeably to the Table of distances and routes in 
the Madras Road Book. 


13. The load fora Cawady Cooly shall not exceed 50 Ibs. weight, divided as nearly as 
possible, into two equal portions of 25 lbs. each. 


14. All applications on the subject of posting Bearers (except when made on service by 
one Public cer to another) shall be post paid, and superscribed “‘ Bearer Service,” in 
order that no delay may occur in their being opened by the proper authority. If this rale 
is infringed, the Traveller will be held responsible for any charge that may be incurred 
eonsequent thereon. 

15. In all cases of charges being made which to the parties concerned may ¢) = 
lar, the decision of the Post Master General shall be final, unless the charge coaplain of 
was made by the Deputy Post Master General, when alone an appeal is permitted to Govern- 
ment. Travellers are not hpwever on this plea to withhold payment from the Bearers of 
any sum entered in the Memorandum presented by them—all such objections will be subse- 
quently adjusted. 


16. It is to be understood, that alt sh Government has directed ite Public Servants to 
lay Dak Bearers for the convenience of the Public, and will cause due pains to be takch to 
ensure regularity and a punctual attendance to all Fequisitions, yet that neither Government 
nor any of its Officers are to be held responsible to the Traveller, for any unavoidable dis- 
appointment he may meet with on his journey, or for the expenses consequent thereon.

1st# The Assessment is collected in advance, and is levied for the sole purpose of 
Lighting, Watering, cleansing and repairing the Roads, Streets and Drains, at 5 per 
cent. on the annual value of all houses, buildings and grounds in the town and sub- 
urbs of Madras. 


2d. That after bills [for Assessment have been presented, and the demand duly 
made a warrant of distress shall be issued against the goods and chattels of the own- 
ers, or occupiers refusing, or neglecting to pay the amount due on the said Bills. 


3d. That if houses are occupied for six months. to pay a year’s Assessment, if for 
a less period than six months to pay for the half year, the receipt of rent for 6 
months, being considered as occupancy for that time. 


4th. That when houses are unoccupied notice be given to the Collector of As- 
sessment in writing annually within three months from the date of their becoming 
vacant, or that the Assessment be paid by the Proprietor, or subsequent occupiers 
of them. It is to be understood that no exemption will be permitted, on the plea 
of vacancy unless this rule is strictly complied with. 


Sth. The great difficulty of levying a large Proportion of the Assessment Bills, 
except by sealing and distraint, having been brought to the notice of the Justices 
in Sessions, and that the Fund is fereby chargeable with a heavy expense for 
officers, stationery, printing, &c. 

Resolved, that a Table of Fees, for sealing and for warrants of distraint arabes 
by a Committee of Justices appointed for the purpose, and approved of by the Jus- 
tices in Sessions this day, be adopted; and that the same take effect, and be in full 
force from the 1st September 1839, according to the following scale, which is hereby 
ordered to be published for general information.

6th. That all claims for remission on account of excess of Assessment, received 
in the course of each year, be referred to the Assessor as heretofore for report, but

And whereas by an Act of the first year of the Reign of His late Majesty King 
George the Third, entitled an Act for making the laws for repairing the Highways 
more effectual, Provision was made for authorizing Justices of the Peace in Cities, 
and market Towns, at their General or Quarter Sessions, to appoint Scavengers for 
Cleansing and Repairing the streets of the same, and to raise money by Assessment 
on the Inhabitants, for defraying the expenses thereof. And whereas by an Act 
passed in the seventh year of the reign of His present Majesty, to amend and re- 
duce into One Act, the Statutes for the amendments and Preservation of the Public 
Highways it was enacted. That the said recited Act of the First year of King 
George the First should be repealed, and whereas it is essentially necessary for the 
health as well as for the security, comfort, and convenience of the Inhabitants of 
the Town and Factories of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay in the East Indies, that 
the Streets therein should be regularly and effectually Cleansed, Watched and _re- 
paired. Be it therefore enacted, that it shall and may Be lawful, to and for the Jus- 
tices of the Peace, within, or for the Presidencies of Fort William, Fort St. George, 
and Bombay respectively. for the time being, or the major part of them, from time 
to time assembled, at theu General or Quarter Sessions to appoint Scavengers for 
Cleansing the Streets of the said Towns or Factories of Calcutta, Madras and Bom- 
bay respectively, and to nominate and appoint such Persons as they shall think fit 
in that behalf, and also to Order the Watching and repairing of the Streets therein 
as they respectively shall judge necessary, and for the purpose of defraying the ex- 
penses thereof from time to time, to make an equal Assessment or Assessments on 
the Owners, or Occupiers of Houses, Buildings, and Grounds, in the said Towns or 
Factories respectively according to the true and real Annual Values thereof so that 
the whole of such Assessment, or Assessments, shall not exceed in any one year the 
proportion of One Twentieth part of the Gross Annual Values thereof respectively, 
unless any higher rate of Assessment shall in the Judgment of the Governor Gene- 
ral in Council, or Governor in Council, of the said respective Presidencies become 
essentially necessary for the Cleansing, Watching and repairing thereof in which 
case the said Governor General in Council, or Governor in Council shall and may 
on such urgent occasion, by Order in Council, authorize a further Assessment not 
exceeding in any one year the half part of the amount of the Ordinary Annual As- 
sessment herein before limited, and that it shall be thereupon lawful for the said 
Justices, to make a further Assessment according to the tenor of such Order, and 
not otherwise, or in any other manner, and that all and every such Assessment or 
Assessments shall and may from time to time be levied and collected by such Per- 
son or Persons and iz such manner as the said Justices by their Order in Session 
shall direct and appoint in that behalf, and the money thereby raised shall be em- 
ployed and disposed of, according to the Orders and direction of the said Justices 
in Session respectively, for and towards the repairing, Watching and Cleansing the 
said Streets and for no other purpose, and that the said Assessments being allowed 
under the Hands and Seals of such Justices or any Two or more of them shall and 
may be levied by Warrant under their Hands and Seals or the Hands and Seals of 
any Two of them by distress and sale of the Goods and Chattels, of any Person or

Pursuant to the former of these advertisements, the Government quit-rent, and 
arrears, if any out-standing, is to be paid by the Proprietors in actual possession of 
the Lands or Houses on which it is due; all persons, therefore, purchasing or taking 
mortgages of Lands or Houses should be careful to have their deeds regularly re- 
gistered, and all arrears of quit-rent discharged by the former holders up to the day 
of the transfer, as otherwise they will be h:ld answerable for the amount.

Regulation KIII. of 1816.

This Court was opened pursuant to Notice given in the Official Gazette, under authority 

of the Right Reverend George Trevor, Lord Bishop of the Diocese, in the Vestry of the 
Cathedral of Saint George at Madras, at 11 o'clock on the morning of Monday the 27th 
day of October 1845, on which occasion were present the Lord Bishop, the Venerable the 
Archdeacon (the Commissary of such Court) the Registrar, the Reverend V. Shortland, the 
Reverend K. Whitehead, and several other persons. 

The Lord Bishop of Madras having taken his seat, the Court was opened in due form. 
The Registrar first read the authority for convening the Court dated the 10th June last, un- 
der the hand and scal of his Lordship: he afterwards read such parts of the Royal Letters 
Patent bearing the Sea! of Great Britain under the 5th Will. 4th dated 13th June 1835, as 
expressly point out the nature of the Jurisdiction, and the persons over whom the Court 
are to exercise the same ; at which Court His Lordship or his Commissary are to preside. 

The Registrar then took the Oaths of Office, and his appointment being duly executed, 
His Lordship passed the following orders. 

Ast. That the Rules® now in force in the Consistory Court of the Bishop of Calcutts 
(vo Hk 2 the same are applicable) be adopted for the regular conducting of the Proceedings 
of this Court. 

“2nd. It is ordered that the Table of Fees established and in force in the Diocese of Cal- 
cutta as published in the Fort Saint George Gazette under date the 2d June 1848 be adopt- 
ed and charged in all proceedings of this Court. 

3rd. That the Regular Court days on which this Court shall be opened (if business re- 
quires) be the second Monday in the months of January, April, June, and October, in each 


ear. 
2, 4th. That on an Advocate, or Proctor, applying for leave to practice in this Court, such 
application be accompanied by a certificate of his having been admitted to practice as an 
Advocate, or a Proctor, in Her Majesty's Supreme Court of Judicature at Madras—and 

Sth. That the same fees, as are drawn by the Registrar of the Archdeaconry of Calcutta, 
be demanded, and received by the Registrar of the Archdeaconry of Madras. 

Mr. Jobn Spencer was then sworn, as the Apparitor of the Court, and his appointment 
having been duly executed, His Lordship delivered the following address expressive of His 
Lordai ’s opinion, on the opening of the Court. 

let. The authority to open this Court is founded on the Letters Patent of the Crown 
wherein such authority is expressly conferred on the Diocesan. 

2nd. Its jurisdiction extends over persons, and to matters of enquiry, expressly pointed 
out in those Letters Patent; subject to the appeal against its decisions therein specified. 

3rd. The reason for now opening this Court, is lest, by neglect of such authority, legally 
vested in the Diocesan, that authority should fall into abeyance ; and thus, if some grave 
cause of offence, and scandal, should unhappily occur within the Diocese, the remedy pro- 
vided by the Letters Patent, should be found more difficult of application than it ought to 
be, and perhaps its legality questioned, at a time when it might be absolutely necessary to 
bring its powers into immediate operation. 

4th. This Court will be conducted strictly and exclusively on the principles which regu- 

late similar Courts in the Dioceses of Calcutta and Bombay, and will be prepared, in like 
manner, to take cognizance of all such offences, on the part of spiritual persons, within its 
jurisdiction, whose conduct may appear to demand such investigation on the part of the Dio- 
cesan, in accordance with his Consecration vow that he will be ‘‘ ready with all faithful dili- 
“« gence to banish and drive away all erroneous and strange doctrine, contrary to Gop’s Word, 
“and both privately, and openly, to call upon and encourage others todo the same;” and 
“ that he will maintain and set irward, us much as shall lie in him, quietness, love, and 
ae jeace, among all men; and as such as be unquiet, disobedient, and criminous, within his 
‘* Diocese, correct and punish, according to such authority as he has by Gop’s Word, and as 
“ to hi all be committed by the Ordinance of this Realm.” 
__On this authority, and on these principles, the Diocesan is now ready to enter upon the 
investigation of any charge, of which he can legally take cognizance, which may be preferred 
by any party, or parties whatsoever, against any licensed Clergyman within his Diocese and 
jurisdiction. 

If happily no charge against any such spiritual person be now adduced, the Court, now 
opened and constituted, will be adjourned, and will be regularly re-opened, with a similar 
object in view, at such stated periods as have been already specified. 

is Lordship then enquired, if any person present had any business to bring forward, and 
no one having come forward, and on the Registrar stating that no application bad been made 
fo hima cs the subject. E 
e Venerable the Archdeacon suggested that the address and proceedings of that day be 
published, which being acceded to. = B = 3 
The Court, by His Lordship’s orders, was adjourned.

RULES FOR CHAPLAINS AND ASSISTANT CHAPLAINS. 

G. O. G. 23d October, 1812.—Adverting to the augmentation recently made by the Ho- 
norable the Court of Directors to the establishment of Chaplains, the Honorable Gover- 
nor in Council is of opinion, that no necessity can in future exist, for the performance of the 
ceremony of Marriage by any Military Officers, and accordingly directs that all Military Of- 
ficers do consider themselves precluded from discharging that part of the duty even! 'y as 
signed to them in the General Orders dated the ath o March 1805.* 


The Governor in Council likewise directs, that the same restriction may be considered ap- 
plicable to the ceremony of Baptism, except in the case of such children as may be in a weak 


or precarious state of health. 

G. O. G. 22d April 1828, No. 85.—The 
Honorable the Court of Directors having ob- 
served that inconvenience had been experi- 
enced from the want of Registers of sacred 
offices performed by Laymen at out-stations, 
The Right Honorable the Governor in Coun- 
cil is pleased to direct the re-publication of the 
following General Orders Government, 
dated the 27th of March 18065, and to require 
all Military Officers to pay strict attention to 
the provisions therein contained.

3. His Lordship in Council is pleased to direct that the Marriage and Baptismal Ceremo- 
nies shall in all cuses (where no Clergyman may have been appointed,) be performed by the 
Magistrate of the Zillah at those Stations, where a Zillah Court may have established, 
or where no Zillah Court may have been established by the Collector of the Station, or if the 
Collector should be absent at an inconvenient distance, by the Commercial Resident residing 
at, or in the vicinity of the place, where the performance of any of the above Ceremonies may 


be req 


4. If no Civil Servant of the Company should be in the vicinity, His Lordship in Couneil 
is pleased to direct that the stated Ceremonies shall be performed by the Senior Officer on the 
spot, who will be varerul to pay strict attention to the Forms which have been prescribed. 


5. His Lordship in Couneil has been pleased to resolve that no Marriages shall in future 
take place atany of the subordinate Stations, (among persons of the description of Officers 
and Gentlemen) without a License from the Government of Fort St. George, according to the 
mode observed at the Presidency ; and all applications on that subject are required to be ad- 
dressed to the Town Major of Fort St. George. P. 

6. His Lordship in Council directs that Funeral Ceremonies, shall be performed by the 
‘Civil Magistrate or by any Civilian belonging to the Honorable Company’s Service, or by the 
Commanding Officer of the Troops, or by such inferior Officer as shall be ordered by the 


Commanding Officer for that duty, whose name shall be specified in the Regimental Orderly 
Book.

In reference to a question submitted 
by the Government of Bombuy relative 
to the extent uf which Military Chap- 
Jains are to be held responsible to the 
Military Authoritiesand correspondence 
with the Lord Bishop as to the liability 
of the Company’s Chaplains to Martial 
Law, Court's Orders on the subject are 
requested. on 


Para. 2. From the best consideration we have 
been able to apply to the several documents to which 
we have been referred in this paragraph, we are in- 
duced to think that considerable misapprehension 
has existed on the subject to which they relate. 

3. When our Ecclesiastical Establishment was 
placed on the footing on which it now stands, it be- 
came a necessary partof the arrangement that the 
Indian Clergy should be submitted to the general 
Superintendence of the Bishop, and rendered sub- 
ject to the Ecclesiastical Jurisdiction for all offences 
of Ecclesiastical cognizance, but it was never in- 


tended to except this portion ofour Servants from 
the Jurisdiction of the temporary Courts in the event of their being charged with any of- 
fences ofa Civil nature, or any crimes against the peace and well being of Society. 


4. We wish it therefore to be distinctly understood that the Chaplains om our Establish- 
ments are amenable to the Ecclesiastical Tribunals for such offences only as would render the 
Clergy of the Established Church amenable to the Kcclesiastical Tribunals in England, and 
for all other offences they are liable to be tricd as all other Europeans in India are by the 
Ordinary Tribunals of the country. 


5. Ifhowever the offence should be committed out of the Jurisdiction of the ordinary 
Court, and in places where the rest of the community are subject to Military Law, in such a 
case, and in such a case alone, we deem it right that our Chaplains should be subject alee to 
Military Law for all offences of temporal cognizance.

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to direct that the following revised 
rules for the guidance of Chaplains in their official duties, be published fur general information.

2. The Archdeacon, having received his name, and academical degree, his letters of orders, 
his nomination or appointment, and such other testimonials as he may have, will then appoint 
a day for the Chaplain to attend to make the usual subscription and take the necessary oaths, 
previous to his being licensed. 

3.6 

4. The Bishop's (or Commissary’s) license is to be read by the Chaplain (topether witha 
declaration of conformity to the Liturgy of the Church of England) immediately after the 2d 
lesson in the morning's service, on the first Sunday after his arrival at his Station a certifi- 
cate of which, signed by two or more of thejpersons present, is to be forwarded to the Regis- 
trar of the Archdeaconry. 

5. Every Chaplain shall read divine service every Sunday morning to the Europoans, 
Civil and Military, residing in the garrison to which he is appointed, when the whole of the 
morning prayer is to be read, and asermon tobe preached. The evening service, with » 
sermon, shall also be read whenever suitable provision can be made for that purpose. 

6. The Chaplain is to apply to the Commanding Officer, or the Chief Civilian in authority 
to allot any convenient room which can be spared, for the purpose of divine worship, should 
no regular Church be established at the Station or garrison, to which a Ch eplain is appoint- 
ed; and if no such building or room can be spared, he is to apply to the Commanding Offi- 
cer, requesting that a range of tents may be pitched for this express purpose every Sunday 
morning. 

7. Should the Clergyman receive any hindrance in the disc! e of his duty ; should the 
Europeans not attend divine service, or ops be opened on the ath day, the Clergyman 
is to make the same known, (according as the case may be ofa il or a Military nature), to 
the Commanding Officer or senior Civil Servant in writing and request bis interference to 
prevent euch irregularity in future; and, in the event of such complaint not bi duly no- 
ticed by the Commanding Officer or senior Civil Servant, he is to forward a copy of his com- 
plaint to the Archdeacon, to be laid before the Right Honorable the Governor in Council. 

8. If from indisposition or other cause, divine service should mot be performed by the 
Clergyman at the appointed times a letter isto be addressed to the acoountiog 
for the omission. 

9. The practice of baptizing in private houses is to be avoided by the Chaplain as much 
«3 possible, and the Clergyman is to attend at the place appointed for divine service on some 
fixed day and hour in each week, for the purpose of baptizing Soldier's children; however, 
this is not to be considered as authorizing the Clergyman to decline attending at any time or 
place to administer private baptism to such Infants, as may be in a weak, or precarious state 
of health. 

10. Clergymen, having obtained the Right Honorable the Governor's permission to marry 
those in the higher ranks of life, and that of the Chief Civil or Military Officer on the spot

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to marry those in the inferior orders, are to direct the attendance of the parties at the Church 
or place allotted for divine service in canonical hours ; and at such time and place, the mar- 
riage ceremony is to be performed except in cases of emergency, and in all such cases, the 
cause for deviating from this regulation is to be noted on the back of the marriage certificate 
forwarded to the Archdeacon. 

11. In all cases in which a license is not obtained, the publication of banns must be consi- 
dered as indispensably prem & The prohibition of a Clergyman of the Church of England 
from marrying without either banns or license, does not depend upon the marriage Act; but 
upon the 62d canon of the Church. 

12, The permission to marry granted by Commanding Officers to Privates under their 
command, as connected with the Military discipline shall be required as: heretofore, in such 
cases, previous to the publication of banns; but such permission cannot be admitted as 
superseding the necessity of publishing banns or as justifying the Chaplain in performing 
the marriage ceremony without such publication, in any case where a license from the Right 
Honorable the Governor is not obtained. 

13. The publication of such banns must be regularly entered in a register for that purpose, 
in the following form: The banns of marriage between A. and B. were published for the 
first (2d or 3d) time in this Chapel (or at this station) on Suaday the day of

15. Attention is to be paid by Clergymen to those seasons set apart for the feasts, festivals 
and other solemnities appointed by the Church, and they are particularly to use their influ: 
ence in preventing public amuscments in the holy week (commonly called Passion week.) 

16. It isa bounden duty of every Clergyman to make frequent visits to the sick Euro- 
peans in the Hospital, to pray by those who wish for such consolation in their last moments, 
und (where it may seem proper) to administer the Sacrament of the Lord’s Supper. 

17. All entries in the Register of Baptisms, Marriages and Funerals, are to be made by 
the officiating Minister in his own hand, and on the day when the oftice is performed.

21. The size of monuments hereafter to be erected in the burial ground of any Out-station 
shall be limited to seven feet in length by three and a half in breadth. 

22.¢ and 23.* 

24. A Chaplain attached to a military station on applying for leave of absence must state 
that the Officer Commanding concurs in the measure, but the application must in every case 
be made through the Archdeacon to the Government. 

25. No Clergyman, appointed to officiate as a Chaplain to any particular station, shall on 
leave of absence, from that station or otherwisc, indirectly take upon himself the professional 
duties belonging to a Clergyman of a different station while such Chaplain resides on the 
spot or is near enough to be communicated with (as occasion may require), and is capable of 
performing such duties, unless his consent be previously obtained. 

26. Any Chaplain who may be absent from his station without leave, shall be considered 
to have forfeited the whole of his allowances for the period of his unauthorized absence, un- 
less the Penalty be oxprenaly remitted by Government, and any Chaplain exceeding his 


Teave shall be held by the Civil Auditor to be absent without permission for the time of such 
excess, 
27. and 28.* 


29. Leave of absence, when solicited for the purpose of visiting any place on the conti- 
nent of India, shall not be granted for a longer period than six months, Sut will be extended 
at the discretion of Government, on due and sufficient cause being shown. 

30. Any Chaplain desiring to visit the Presidency, with the intention of maki voyage 
to sea, for the benefit of his bealth or otherwise, shall be required distinctly to in his 
application the period of leave necessary for the first purpose, at the expiration of which 
renewal leave shall be given, for periods not exceeding one month, until he finally avails 
himself of the further permission to quit the Presidency, on which occasion the vessel on 
which he embarks, must be duly reported. z 

31. Any Chaplain arriving at the Presidency, whether from the interior of the country or 
from abroad, shall report his arrival to the Secretary to Government, in the General Depart- 
ment, as well as to the Chief Ecclesiastical Authority at the Presidency. 

33. One day will be allowed for every ten miles of distance as recorded in the Office of the 
Quarter Master General, a week being given over and above this allowance for preparation 
for the journey. If under special circumstances a longer period shall be found necessary, an 
application may be made to Government for an increased allowance of time or leave of ab- 
sence for the excess. 

34. Chaplains absent from their station with the leave of Government, whether on ac- 
count of sickness, or of their private affairs, for a period not exceeding one month in the year 
shall not be subject to any deduction from their allowances. 

35. Chaplains absent from their station on account of private affairs for a continuous pe- 
riod exceeding one month in the year, shall forfeit 1-8th of their allowances during the whole 
time of their absence.

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36. Chaplains absent from their stations on certificates of ill-health for a continuous pe- 
riod exceeding one month in the year, if within the limits of the Presidency shall forfeit 
1-6th of their allowances during the whole time of their absence; Chaplains proceeding to 
sea, or beyond the limits of the Presidency, on certificates of ill-health for a continuous pe- 
riod exceeding one month in the year, shall forfeit 1-8th of their allowances for one year and 
1-6th for the next six months of their absence. 

37. Chaplains absent from their stations, whether on account of sickness or private affairs, 
for a period exceeding 18 months, shall forfeit their appointment, and thercafter receive only 
an allowance of 244 rupees per mensem, until they obtain a new appointment. 

38. A Chaplain officiating for an absentee will receive the Allowances stopped from the 
absentee, when the stoppage does not exceed 200 rupees per mensem ; but in all cases when 
the deductions exceed that sum, the surplus will be credited to the account of civil charges. 

39. All applications for change of station must be made direct to the Right Honorable 
the Governor or his Private Secretary. 

40. The Chaplains are amenable to the Ecclesiastical tribunals for such offences only as 
would render the Clergy of the Established Church amenable to the Ecclesiastical tribunals 
in England, and for all other offences they are liable to be tried as all other Europeans in 
India are, by the ordinary tribunals of the country. If however, the offence should be com- 
mitted out of the jurisdiction of the ordinary Court, and in places where the rest of the com- 
munity are subject to military law, in such case, and in such a case alone, they are subject 
also to military law, for all offences of temporal cognizance. 

41. On leaving the Archdeaconry, it is the duty of every Chaplain to apply to the Arch- 
deacon for testimonials under the Episcopal seal. If testimonials are also obtained from two 
Clergymen in the Archdeaconry, they should be countersigned by the Archdeacon.

The Honorable the Vice-President in Council is pleased to direct that the following Ex- 


tract (paras. 11 to 14) from a letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors in the Mili- 
tary Department, No. 92, dated the 9th October 1833, be published in General Orders. 


Letter dated 22d January 1833, (No. 13,) 1 
to 9 states that from the nature of the Orders 
reccived from time to time, some doubts exist 
as to the scale of Pensions which the Court 
ere disposed to recognize as claimable from 
Lord Clive’s Fund, by Chaplains retiring 
from ill-health before the full period of their 
Service, and by the Widows of Chaplains, 


Para. 11. Chaplains who have not served 
7 years in India, are admissible to the benefit 
of Lord Clive’s Fund in the rank of Captain. 
After completing a service of 7 years then 
retiring allowances are provided for indepen- 
dently of Lord Clive’s Fund, by the Regula- 
tions conveyed to you in our Ecclesiastical 
Letter of 22d November 1826, 


and request to be furnished with fresh and 
explicit instructions on the subject. 

12. As by the Regulations announced in that Letter, Chaplains may retire on the fall pay 
of Lieutenant Colonels after 18 year’s service, (including 3 yeara for a furlough) we have con- 
sidered the Widows of those who die in the Service after completing that period to be eligible 
to the benefits of Lord Clive’s Fund, in the rank of Lieutenant Colonel. 

13. The Widows of Chaplains who have completed seven years actual service in India, 
ere admissible in the rank of Major, and those of Chaplains of less service in the rank of 
Captain, being the ranks the pay of which is receivable by those Classes of Chaplains res- 
pectively when on furlough.

June 2, 1840.—The following Rules for the guidance of Chaplains and Assistant Chap- 
lains, revised under instructions from the Honorable the Court of Directors, are published 
for general information in. modification of the order of Government, dated 30th July 1839. 
1. Bvery Chaplain and Assistant Chaplain on his arrival at the Presidency from England 
or elsewhere must report the same to the Secretary to Government in the General Depart- 
ment, as well as to the Chief Ecclesiastical Authority in the Diocese, 

2. Every Chaplain and Assistant Chaplain must report his arrival at his Station to the 
Chief Ecclesiastical Authority in the Diocese, to the Civil Auditor, and to the Chief Civil or 
Mili authority of the Station. 

3 Funerals are to be appointed at sunrise and sunset and the Clergyman is to attend at 
the latter time if he receives notice of a funeral before 3 o'clock P. M., but if the notice ar- 
rives after that hour, the interment is to take place on the morning following ; cases how- 
ever may occur, which may require a deviation from the general rule. 

_ 4. Commanding Officers in concurrence with the Chaplain, will fix the time for perform- 
ing divine service on Sundays to Soldiers. 
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5. Attested copies of the Registers of Baptisms, Marriages, and Funerals must be trans- 
mitted regularly every 3 months to the Registrar of the Archdeaconry, viz., on the 3let 
May, 3lst August, 30th November, and 28th February. 

6. All Marriage Certificates of Europeans, being Soldiers, or persons employed in the 
Mili Department, under the rank of Commissioned Officer, shall specify distinctly the 
birth of the female, whether European, Indo-Briton, Native, &c. 

7. The Chaplain is to enter carefully all the Marriages, Baptisms, and Burials of Sol- 
diers, and their children in the Regimental Register Book of the respective European Corps, 
as well as in the usual Register kept by the Station Chaplain. 

8. The Chaplain of every Station, where any of Her Majesty’s Regiments are stationed, 
must forward to the Registrar of the Archdeaconry for transmission to the Chaplain Gene- 
ral’s Office, half-yearly, and for any broken period that may occur previous to his leaving the 
Station, in which he is employed, # copy duly signed by himself and by the Officer in Com- 
mand of the Station, of the Regimental Registers of Marriages and Baptisms now kept in 
conformity with the general regulations on this subject. 

9._ The Chaplain at a Military Station is to visit regularly, at least twice in each week, 
the European Hospital or Hospitals. He is carefully to superintend and inspect the Euro- 
pean Regimental and other Schools, visiting them for this purpose not less than once a week, 
and to present any matter concerning their management to the Commanding Officer, which 
may require his notice. Provided however, that in the performance of the above duties he 

not interfere with the religious persuasion of those who do not profess the tenets of the 
Church of England. He is to report to the Commanding Officer on the Ist of January and 
the Ist of July in each year and oftener if necessary, the state of the European Regimental 
Schools, the qualifications and conduct of the Master and the proficiency of the Scholars.

They re- 
semble Military and Naval Chaplains who are unbe- 
neficed Clergymen, liable to be removed from place 
to place at the discretion of the Government.” 

11. A Chaplain, directed to visit the Out-stations of his district periodically, is permitted 
to draw a travelling allowance at the rate of 200 Rapees Per mensem, calculated, at the rate 
of one day’s allowance for every 10 miles, allowing for a halt on the 7th day ; provided how- 
ever that the allowance drawn on this account shall in no case exceed 200 Rupees per men- 
sem. The documents required in support of the travelling expenses of the Chaplains will be 
—lst, the order or authority of the Lord Bishop for proceeding on such journey ; and 2dly. 
their own deelaration on honour that the journey so authorized has been performed. 

12. Any Chaplain leaving his Station, whether with or without the orders of Goverament 
shall be bound to report the circumstance to the Civil Auditor. 

13. Any Chaplain who may be removed from one Station to another, shall in like manner 

to the Civil Auditor the dates of his departure from the one and of his arrival at the 
other, and the Civil Auditor is restricted from passing the bill of any Chaplain appointed to a 
new Station for the allowance belonging to such Station, (without the special orders of Go- 
vernment), until he shall have received a report of his arrival at the place of his appointment. 

14. Any Chaplain returning to the Presidency after a sca-voyage for the recovery of his 
health or otherwise, shall (anless the contrary is apecially sanctioned by Government) be re- 
quired to rejoin his Station within the time that may be prescribed for travelling to the Sta- 
tion to which he stands appointed. 2 aes! 

15. When a Chaplain proposes to quit his principal Station for the occasion of visiting any 
of his appointed smaller Stations or when he intends to apply for temporary leave of absence, 
he must give timely notice to the Chief Civil and Military resident authorities (and state in 
his application for Teave that such has been done), in order that if there be any cogent reason 
against the absence of the Chaplain, they may be submitted to the Governor in Council.

This fee is not to be charged to non-commissioned officers or soldiers, or their widows. 
EXEMPTION OF NAVAL AND MILITARY PERSONS FROM ECCLESIASTI- 
CAL FEES. 


No fees or charges of any kind are leviable from persons in H. M. or the H. C’s Navalor 
Military services, on account of the baptismal, marriage, or funeral services performed by 
Chaplains, but they are liable to fees for certificates or extracts from registers by the Registror. 

In order however to guard Chaplains from unnecessary trouble, certificates and extracts 
required by others than commissioned officers, are not to be granted but on application from 
Commanding or Staff Officers, or Heads of Departments.

Appointment of Trustees of the several Chaplaincies. 
Fort St. George Gazette, August 27, 1844, No. 1478.—Page 684. 


August 24, 1844.—The Most Noble the Governor in Council resolves to establish the fol- 
lowing Rules for the appointment of Lay Trustees to the several Chaplaincies in substitution 
of those of the Ist March 1833. 

First.—Two Lay Trustees shall be appointed to each Chaplaincy. 

Second.—At Civil Stations or Joint Civil and Military Stations.—The Senior Civil Ser- 
vant of the Statipn shall be a Trustec, provided he is a communicant of the Church of Eng- 
land, and has no objection to hold the office. 

At Military Stations.—The Officer commanding the Cantonment, or Garrison, under the 
same provisions. 

Should either of these officers not be desirous of holding the office, it will be his duty to 
report the same to Government, and to name for the appointment the officer next in seniori- 
ty, Civil or Military, qualified for the office, who may be willing to undertake the duty 

Third. —The Chaplain in communication with, and the concurrence of, the Lord Bishop 
will nominate, for the approval of Government, a Gentleman in the Service of Her Majesty 
or the Honorable Company to act asa Co-Trustee. 

Fourth.—The Lay-Trustees shall, in conjunction with the Chaplain, form a Commitee of 
Management on all Church matters, and shall meet for business once in each month, ar. 
oftener if necessary. All papers, or references on subjects before the Committee must be 
signed by both the Trustees, unless for special reasons to be assigned. 

Fifth.—The Chaplain or officiating Chaplain Praent shall, as a mark of respect due to 
religion in the person of her Ministers preside at all Meetings of the Committee of Manage- 
ment, and sign all proceedings and Letters as President ; and the two Lay Members, in the 
order of their relative official rank. 


Duties of the Lay Trustees. 


{. It shall be the duty of the Lay Trustee to present to the Bishop, or his Archdeacon at 
their Visitation, or immediately by letter, and at any time, on the requisition of the Lord 
Bishop or his Commissary, any irregularity or scandal on the part of the Chaplain, or in 
connexion with the Chaplaincy, which may have occurred within the District. 

2. To aid and dssist the Chaplain in the performance of his duties. 


Duties of the Standing Committee of Management. 


The Committee of Management shall take charge of the School and Charity Funds con- 
nected with the Chaplaincy ; see that the Church Yard and Burial Ground are kept in be- 
coming order ; take charge of the Plate, and the care of the goods, repairs, and ornaments 
of the Church, or other building appropriated to the performance of Divine Service, and re- 
present to Government, through the Ecclesiastical Head, any deficiency in these particulars 
which it may think it necessary or desirable to supply.

2. We have lately directed our attention to the Regulations under which Chap- 

itted to retire from the Service, and from an anxious desire to promote the 
ity and comfort of that class of our Servants we have resolved that the retiring 
pay of Chaplains after a service of eighteen years including three years furlough be augment- 
ed from £292 per annum, the pay of Major to £365 per annum, the pay of Lieut. Colonel and 
that in cases of bad health certified in conformity with existing tions, Chaplains shall 
be allowed to retire after 10 years’ actual service upon £200-15-0 the half pay of Lieutenant 
Colonel instead of £173-7-6, the half pay of Major, and upon the production of similar cer 
tificates after 7 years’ actual service upon £173-7-6, the half pay of Major instead of £127-15-0, 
the half pay of Captain. 

3. We have further to acquaint you that we have determined to abolish the designation 
of Junior Chaplains, and we desire that the Chaplains be hereafter distinguished only bythe 
Title applicable to the Stations at which they are placed such as Chaplains at the Presidency 
and District Chaplains.

Increase of Chaplains. 
Extracts from a Letter from the Honorable the Court of Directors. 


EcciestasticaAL DEPARTMENT, August 3], 1836. 


Para. 1. Our attention has been drawn by the Government of India, on the suggestion of 
the Lord Bishop of Calcutta, to the necessity of increasing the number of Chaplains, for the 
purpose of extending the benefit of religious offices, more widely than the present Establish- 
ment will admit. _ 

2. While we were fully sensible of the im, ace of the desired object, and very anxiow 
to promote its success, we felt that we should not be justified in making such an addition to 
the amount of Ecclesiastical charges, as would result from the appointment on an increased 
number of Chaplains upon the existing scale of remuneration. ‘e determine therefore to 
make such new arrangementa with regard to the Chaplains on the Bengal Establishment s 
should enable us to add to their number and thus to provide more adequately for the spirite- 
al benefit of the European resident without any serious increase of expense. We have re 
solved to extend the principle of those arrangements to your Presidency, with the view of 
accomplishing the same beneficial purpose. ’ 

‘e intend that the number of Chaplains under your Government shall be increased 
from 23 to 29. The salaries are to be appointed as follows .—the two Chaplains at the Presi- 
dency will receive the same amount as at present : nine will receive Company’s Rs. 700 pet 
mensem, and the remaining 18, Company’s Rs. 500 per mensem. These salaries will consti- 
tute their entire emoluments from the Company. The payments heretofore made under the 
name of palankeen money will cease, and we 1 on no account sanction any extra allow- 
ances, whatever may be the grounds upon which they may be claimed. % 

4. ‘The Chaplains receiving the lower amount of 600 Rupees per mensem will be termed 
Assistant Chaplains, and in future all appointments will be made to this class. The Asist- 
ant Chaplains will succeed to the higher rank, and the higher rate of salary according to 
seniority, as vacancies occur in the superior class, after it shall have been reduced by cssusl- 
ties to the prescribed number of nine. 7 a 

5. ‘As vacancies arise they will be supplied in the following manner: on the occurrence 
the first vacancy two Assistant Chaplains will be appointed, on the second only one, and 02 
all succeeding vacancies, the same principle will be acted upon, vis. : that of an alternate Pp”

6. The principle which we have adopted throughout these arrangements requires tht 
furlough and retiring allowances should be modified so as to meet the intended change 
‘These allowances will in future be on the following scale.

The present Chaplains will be entitled to the existing scale of allowances, as well for eser- 
vices as on furlough and retirement; these regulations being wholly prospective, and only 
effecting an appointment made after the date of this dispatch. 


The location of the Chaplains under the new arrangements, will be best regulated by re- 
ference to the opinion of the Lord Bishop. 


Ecclesiastical Department. 


With a view to ensure regularity and completeness in the Official returns of the Reverend 
the Clergy, it is directed by the Archdeacon, under instructions from the Honorable the 
Court of Directors, and with the approbation of Government, that in future the following 
regulations be observed, viz. 


1. That whem any Chaplain or Minister applies for permission to return to Europe, or 
for any permanent leave of absence from his Station, he shall forward with his application a 
declaration that he has duly made his official returns to the Registrar, or is prepared to do 
40, up to tlie day on which his departure from his Station is to take place. 


2. That the same rule is to apply to Clergymen removing from one station to another, 
and that every Chaplain so removing shall before quitting his Station not only forward his 
Returns up to the day of his departure, but transmit also a declaration to the authorities that 
he has done so. 


3. That in the case of the death of a Chaplain at his Station, a copy of the entries in the 
Registers from the date of his last Quarterly Returns to the period of his demise shall be 
made by the local public authority in whose official possession the original public Registers 
may happen for the time to be lodged or come, and be immediately forwarded by such local 
Officer to the Registrar ; the same being, however, first duly examined and authenticated by 
the Chief lay public authority of the Station; this being considered the best mode at pre- 
sent of providing for the completeness of the General Quarterly, Returns which are trans- 
mitted to England by the orders of the Honorable the Court of Directors.

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to rescind the Order of Govern- 
ment of 5th April 1842, which directa a copy of the verdict of the Coroner's Inquest to be 
furnished, when practicable, to the Clergy man who is to officiate at the interment of a body 
on which an inquest may have been held, and the Reverend the Chaplets will in future 
consider the Warrant of the Coroner for the interment of a body on which an Inquest has 
een held, to be a sufficient authority for their performance of the burial service over it, if it 
would be their duty under ordinary circumstances to perform that-service. 

In the provinces where no Coroner's jurisdiction exists, the same course will be observed 
by the Authorities appointed to enquire into the causes of sudden death, and the same de- 
ference will be paid by Clesgymen to their Certificates or Warrants.

1.—That the name of the Society beTuH& Mapras DioogsaNADDITIONAL CLERGY Socizty. 


2.—That the Right Reverend the Lord Bishop be President, and that the affairs of the So 
ciety be conducted by a Committee consisting of the President, the Venerable the Archdeacon, 
and eleven other Members of the Society, being Members of the Church of England, of whom 
not less than six shall be Laymen, to be chosen annually by the Subscribers but with power 
to fill up vacancies until the ensuing annual Meeting ; and that one of the Clergy be requested 
to undertake the duties of Secretary ; and that accounts be kept with Messrs. Arbuthnot and 
Co. for floating balances, and with the Government Agents for investment. 

3.—That the Clergy in the Mofussil be requested to become Corresponding Members of ths 
Committee ; and that the Committee be empowered to add also to the number of Correspond- 
ing Members Lay Gentlemen, at their discretion. 

4.—That the Subscriptions be not limited, but the smallest be thankfully received, and that 
Subecribers of one Rupee a month, and upwards, or donors of 100 Rupees, be Members of 
the Society ; and be entitled to vote at all General Meetings. 


6.—That all Subscriptions raised for the Society be transmitted by the Corresponding Mem- 
bers direct to the Secretary in Madras. 


6.—That before an application for a Clergyman be complied with, the Station applying be 
requested tosatisfy the Cammittee of a suitable provision being made for his residence rent free. 

7.—That in addition to a residence thus provided, the monthly stipend of the Clergyman be 
fixed by the Committee, 100 Rupees being the minimum and 300 Rupees the maximum ; and 
that it Payable from the date of his appointment if engaged within the Presidency ; or from 
the day of his landing if engaged in Europe.

9.—That the Fees for the Clergyman’s license be paid by the Society, but that the Society 
be responsible for no further payments. . 


10.—That a Clergyman leaving his Station with the permission of the Committee be allow- 
ed to draw three-fourths of his salary for one year,and one half for the second year : bat after 
the expiration of two years, he be entitled to no allowance during his absence. 


11.—That the Bishop of the Diocese be entitled to grant one month's leave of absence is 
each year to the Clergymen in connection with this Society without any loss of their allowances. 

12.—That, with a view to give stability to the Society, all surplus fands, after defraying the 
current expenses be invested in Government Securities, and from the Capital of the Society:

10. An Agent may be allowed at the discretion of the Committee to enjoy one months 
leave of absence during the year without any loss of pay; it being understood tliat if he has 
not taken this month in one year it may be granted in the next. 
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11. At the expiration of 7 years of continued service, an Agent shall be entitled to take a 
farlough of two yours. giving 6 months notice of his intention. When a furlough is taken 
the Committee pay his passage home amd back, either according to the eatablished rate, 
or Overland as may appear most advisable, together with a gratuity of 3 months salary, and 
the Agent shall be entitled to no further pay during bis absence. 

12. Should absence on urgent private affairs necessary, a Superintendent may grant 
leave to any Lay Agent, not exceeding 8 days, subject to the sanction of the Committee and 
Clergymen shal] communicate on the subject with the Secretary.

Two of the Native Missionaries, in turn preach every Lord’s day in Tamil at 11 a. w. in 
Madras, and in the Triplicane Branch School House on the Mount Road; the European 
Missionaries and they in turn preach in English at 64 P. M. in the Hall of the Free Church 
Mission Institution, Black Town. The Rev. 8. Ettirajooloo was sent up in May 1852, to 
Nellore to superintend the School and to begin a new Mission there. 


In conformity with an Act of the General Assembly of the Free Church of Scotland, held 
in Glasgow on the 24th day of October 1943, the Missionaries at Madras were constituted 
PrReSsBYTERY OF THE Free Prorestina Cuurcu or ScoTLanp, on the 13th March, 1844. 
On the 26th day of November 1851, they ordained Rajahgopaul, Venkataramiah, and Ktti- 
rajooloo to the full powers of the Christian Ministry and set them apart to act as ordained 
Missisionaries in connection with the Madras Free Church Presbytery.

This number includes 431 
‘ouths rea English, in the Tamil, Telugu and Hindustani Schools, 134 boys.and in the 
irl’s Day School 260 including the Boarding girls and Teachers —The Mission has four 
Branch Schools with a Girl’s Day School attached to each :—The Triplicane School with a 
Roll of 440 pupils, attended by 388, the Conjeveram School, with a Roll of 379, attended by 
336, the Chingleput School, with a Roll of 486 attended by 436 and the Nellore School, with 
a Roll of 336 attended by 302. It thus appears that with a daily attendance of two thousand 
one hundred and thirty-two, there are at present in the Central Institution Black Town and 
its nine Schools for Boys and Girts two thousand four hundred and etghtg siz-pupils of all 
classes and castes of the Hindu Community from the Brahman to the Pariah, including up- 
wards of three hundred Mahomedans and six hundred Hindu females, nearly all of caste-

tpicuous place in each room, and any woman obstinately refusing to conform to them in all 

ings shall be reported to the Committee. 

Il. No Inmate shall be allowed to go out of the premises except on very urgent and ex- 
traordinary occasions and accompanied by a trustworthy female. 

IIL. Every Inmate shall attend family worship morning and evening. 

Iv. The Inmates shall be kept in constant employment with the exception of the time 
allowed for meals, exercise, instruction and rest; and shall at all times preserve a becoming 
silence, and a decent deportment; nor shall any one leave her employment without per- 
mission from the Matron, whose directions and orders shall at all times be promptly obeyed. 

V. Care shall be taken to repress all reproaches for past misconduct. Railing, and all 
angry expressions, disregard of truth, swearing, or coarse and indecent conversation, or 
indecorous behaviour, disuonosty, and disobedience to authority, shall be punished by the 
Committee by expulsion, or in such other way as they shall judge to be expedient. 

VI. No Female can be received into the house if pregnant—the report of the Medical 
Officer to be conclusive. 

VII. No letter or message shall be conveyed to or from the house without previous in- 
spection by the Matron. The parents or other relative of an Inmate, known to be such, may 
be permitted to see and converse with her in the presence of the Matron, on the second and 
fourth Mondays in every month, between 10 and 12 o'clock. 

VIII. In case of any Inmates being desirous to leave the Institution before it shall be 
considered advisable for them to do so, their application to that effect shall be submitted 
through the Matron to the Secretary, who shall lay it before the Ladies’ Committee.

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Approved Form of the Laws of the Magras Polytechnic Institution. 


Name.—I. The Institution shall be known by the title of The Madras Polytechnic In- 
stitution. 

OxssxcTs.—II. The objects of the Institution are to diffuse information in Science, Art, 
and Literature, among the members of the Community, to afford them opportunities of ex- 
tending their knowledge and cultivating their tastes, to present a place of re-union for social 
recreation, generally to aid in devolving the industrial arts in India, and to promote in ail 
ways the cause of popular education. 

Mezans.—III. ‘he means proposed to attain these objects are— 

1. The delivery of Lectures accompanied by experiments on such subjects of Scientific, 
Literary, or Artistical Interest as blend entertainment with instruction and excite a desire of 
further enquiry. 

2. <A Library of Reference, 

3. A Reading Room. 

4, A Conservatory of the objects of nature and art, chiefly ofmodels and apparatus, 

MEMBERS AND AssociaTes.—IV. Subscribers shall cousist of Members and Associates. 

1. Subscribers of not less than three Rupees @ month to be members, and entitled toad- 
mission into the Institution at all times, to its Lectures and Exhibition, as well as allowed 
access to its Library. 

2. Subscribers of one Rupee a month to be Associates, and entitled to an equal participa- 
tion in all the benefits of the Institution, but they are to have no voice in its management. 

V. All members have an equal vote at the Gencral Meetings. 

1 VI. Any person making the requisite payment is considered a Member or Associate of the 
nstitution. 

VII. Every person admitted into the Institution as a Member or Associate shall be liable 
to the payment of his subscription, until he has signified to the Secretary in writing his desire 
to resign. A Subscriber not paying his subscription for six consecutive months, shalt be con- 
sidered as having withdrawn, and shall not be re-admitted unless he pays up his arrears. 

Honopary AND CoRRESPONDING ASSOCIATES.—VIII. Honorary Assuciates are elected 
by General Meetings of the Members on the score either of distinguished zeal in the cause 
of Science and Education, or of the Institution in particular. 

IX. Honorary Associates shall be admitted to all the privileges of the Institution, except 
having a voice in its management.

RULES AND REGULATIONS. 
I. The Society shall consist of'an unlimited nymber of members boing subsexibers. 


Il. A Genera] Committee shall be appointed to cousist of the President, vice-Presidenta 
aad any number of members, not exceeding forty, for the general control of the affuirs of 
the society ; and the ordinary meetings of such General Committee shall be on the first 
Wednesday in every third month, or any extraordinary meeting shall be called on the re- 
quisition of any six members addressed ta the Secretary, or under the direction of the Sub- 
Committee. ye 

III. The immediate management of the affairs of the Society and supervision and dircc- 
tion of ite School shall rest with a Sub-Committee of nine members, of whom four shall form 
aquorum for the despatch of business, and also shall be empowered to receive and pay ail 
monies on account ef the Society, and to frame and alter Hules and Kegulations for the 
internal management of the School to be attached toit. A member of the Sub-Committee 
shall act as Secretary of the Society; and mectings shall be held at such periods as the Sub- 
Committee may from time to time appoint. 

IV. The object of this Institution being to provide the means of imparting a sufficient 
knowledge of the rudiments of a Seaman’s dutics to fit boys for entering the sea-service, the 
following subordinate Rules are adupted for carrying the same into ettect. 

Ist. The School will embrace instruction in the following branches: Reading, Writing, 
Arithmetic and Geography; and in respeot of ascaman’s dutics, Knotting, Splicing, Rig- 

ing, Caulking, Sailmaking, &c. with, according as convenience may be attorded for it, 
effing, Steering, Rowing and aleo Swimming. ‘The Pupils will also be instructed in the 
Hindoostanee terms used at sea. 

2nd. The School will consist of Boarders and Day-scholars: those whose Parents and 
Guardians can afford the means for their support being admitted as Boarders on a monthly 

yment of Rupees seven to be paid in advance ; and others differently circumstanced being 
Polrded and educated at the expense of the Society. 

3rd. Theage of Boarders on admission into the School shall he about twelve years. 

4th. Every candidate for admission will be required to produce testimonials of good con- 
duct from any educational Institution he may have previously attended, and to pass an ordi- 
nary examination in Reading, Writing and the Elements of Arithmetic. He will also be 
Fequired to pass an examination for physical competency for the dutics of a seaman’s life. 

5th. The number of the pupils will for the present be limited to twenty Boarders, but as 
many day-scholars will be admitted as can be conveniently instructed, upon payment of a 
monthly fee of one Rupee in advance. 

6th. The instructions imparted to Day-scholars will be in seamanship only. 
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7th--The School will be under the direction and management of an experienced Boatswain 
assisted by a Shoolmaster, and eubject to such internal regulations for the preservation of 
order and discipline as shall be established by the Sub-Committee. 

8th.---No Boarder or Day-scholar will be admitted into the School save under the eanction 
of the Sub-Committee. 

9th.—All Boarders admitted Gratuitously will be required to be indentured for a certain 
term to some person to be nominated by the Sub-Committee. 

10th.—It will be the business of the Sub-Committee to endeavour to secure berths on board 
vessels for boys qualified to go to sea, and to make such arrangements as may contribute to 
secure their treatment. 

11th.—The School will be visited pericdicall ically by the members of the Sub-Committee. 

V. A Register shall be kept by the Secretary of the Society of all persons qualified for 
the Sea Service, and not eligible for admission into the School, upon their production of 
satisfactory testimonials, and every effort shall be made to provide them with appropriate 
berths on Toard ships. A fee of one Rupee to be paid for the Registration of each person. 

VI. All fands of the Society shall be deposited in the Bank of Madras in the names of 
three members of the Sub-Committee for the time being, and all checks to draw out asy 
portion thereof be signed by any two of them. 

Proposed Rules and Regulations for the internal economy of the School. 

1, A-suitable building to be obtained, calculated to accommodate not leses than twenty 
Boarders and in all sixty scholars. 

2. The forenoon to be devoted to instruction in Reading, Writing, Arithmetic and Geo 
graphy, and the afternoon to studies in Seamanship. 

3. The forenoon studies to be under the direction of the Schoolmaster, and the afternoon 
to be under that of the Boatswain, but the latter to be at all times present to enforce due 
order and discipline. 

4. Arrangements to be made with the Master Attendant for sending the pupils, ors 
Portion of them, to his office with a view to their obtaining some practical knowledge aflost.

‘The above Institution wasopened on New Year’s Day, 1850,-by 24 Ladies resident on the 
Hills, for the reception of Female children of Military Pensioners, discharged Soldiers, Medi- 
ca] Subordinates, and the like grade both European and East Indian who could not afford 
to pay to existing Esta blishments ; and is still open, affording education gratis. 

‘Khe School is managed by the same number of Ladies who forma Committee, from 

which, one of the Ladies who may be on the Hills, in turn, visits the School weekly. 

Children from Kotagherry, Cooncor, and the adjoming Coffee estates, which are far dis- 
tant, are lodged as well as educated, and Orphans are educated, lodged and boarded alto- 
gether without any charge.

PROSPECTUS. 


The recent important Order of the Governor General of India which provides that educat- 
ed persons shall alone be henceforward eligible to employment in the Public Service and 
Places, all individuals, whether educated at Government or at Private Schools upon the same 
footing, having been extended in principle to this Presidency ; it has appeared to several 
friends of Education to be due to their fellow Christians, Native, East Indian and European, 

@ afford to them at this time, the means of obtaining a superior sound Christian Education. 

Thishas been considered the more necessary, as the Government Institution for Education, 
whilst open to all other classes, is Practically closed against the conscienticus Christian, by 
its fandamental rale ly withholding from him the Bible and all religious instruction 
whatever ; although it is obvious.that to the Christian community, this must be the founda- 
tion of all solid and permanent improvement which shall qualify for high and responsible 
office. : £ 

There is consequently no Institution at this Presidency which now offers to the Christian 
the opportunity of obtaining that measure of liberal Education which shall enable him to 
compete with his Hindoo Mahomedan fellow subjects, and take his share in the Adminis- 
tration of the Country. 

It can scarcely bé needful to remark, that if the Native Christian and East Indian popula- 
tion is shut out from the advantages of a superior Education, while such is afforded to all 
other classes, they must hold a low and degraded position. But this is a position, which it 
never can be for the well-being of the British Government that this large and increasing 
class, allied in faith, in interest, and in many respects in habits, with British Christians, 
should hold. And it is one which would seem to be opposed alike to sound policy, and to 
that fair consideration which is due to the Native Christian as the subject of the British 
Crown and of a Christian Screrameny. 

With these views, and with the string conviction that the friends of Education in India 
and England will readily unite in promoting the object, and that the authorities, when satis- 
fied by the large amount of private effort, of the urgency of the demand for an enlightened 
Christian Education, will extend their wonted liberal support to this, in common with other 
Institutions ; it is proposed to attempt the establishment of a Protestant Christian Institu- 
tion for Education upon the following basis. 

First, That it is the object of the Institution to provide a superior and sound Christian 
Edueation, srproaching as nearly as circumstances will admit to a Collegiate Education. 

By sound Christian Education is to be understood, religious ‘instruction on all points 
(it out reference to Ecclesiastical Corernmient) common to the XX¥IX. Articles of the 

thurch of England, and to the Confessions of Faith of the Church of Scotland and of the 
whole body of the Reformed Protestant Churches of Europe. 

Second. That the Institution is d ed primarily for the Protestant Christians—Native, 
East Indian, and European, born in India, but open, with such limitations alone as shall be 
necessary to secure the primary object, to all other classes. 

Third. That the Institution shall be under the charge ofa Principal, who may bea 
Member of any Protestant Church, and shall be a Graduate of one of the Universities of the 
United Eingom. 

Fourth. t_ in order to secure for Students of the less wealthy classes the means of 
continuing under instraction for a sufficient period, Scholarships shall be immediately founded. 

Fifth. The Funds shall be vested in a body of Nine Trustees, either in Government 
Securities, or if four-fifths of the Trustees concur, in Land. 

Sizth. The Trustees shall have the appointment of Principal and Masters, and the general 
direction and management of the Institution, with power to fill up vacancies in their number. 

A sum of Rupees 50,000 has been placed for this pape at the of the Trustees 
with the proiee, that an additional sum of Rupees 50,000 be raised be! the Institution is 
commenced,

Rules for Training School. 


I. This Institution shall be under the direction of a Committee consisting of a President 
and 7 Members, and its object shall be to train School Masters for English and vernacular 
Schools, and to give instruction (especially in the art of teaching) to such persons as being st 
present employed as School Masters are anxious to improve themselves. 

Il. The Establishment shall be under the charge of a Training Master to be brought out 
for this sole purpose with one or more Assistants. 

“The Master shall be a Member of the Church of England and shall conduct the Schoo 
‘upon the principles of that Church ; but in the event of Members of other Communions de- 
siring to avail themselves of the advantages of the Institution they shall not be required to 
attend upon those branches of instruction which are opposed to their peculiar views. 

III. The following shall be the general scheme of instruction to be putsued subject to the 
revision of the Committee.

VI. No peraons shall be admitted into the Training School under the age of 17, each Can- 
didate being required to satisfy the Committee as to his Moral character and the general 
soundness of his religious views and Scripture knowledge, as well as to read correctly, to 
write and spell from dictation, and to know well the four firet rules of Arithmetic. 

VII. Each Teacher sent out from the Institution shall be expected to correspond with the 
Secretary, and furnish a statistical return periodically according to a form to be supplied, to 
gether with any other interesting particulars respecting his School.

FUNDAMENTAL RULES. 


Ist. That it is expedient that a Central Collegiate Institution or University, should be 
established at Madras. 

2a. The Madras University to consist of two principal departments, a college for the 
higher branches of literature, philosophy and science, and a High School for the cultivation 
of English literature and of the vernacular languages of India, and ithe elementary de- 
partments of philosophy and science. 

8rd. The Governing body to be denominated the President and Governors. 

4th. The College department to be placed under a Principal and Professors, The High 
School under a Head Master and Tutors. 

5th. Members of all creeds and sects shall be admissible ; consistently with which primary 
object, care shall be taken toavoid whatever may tend to violate or offend the religious 
feelings of any class. 

6th. It shall form no part of the design of this Institution to inculcate doctrines of reli- 
gious faith, or to supply books with any such view. 

7th. No pupils shall be admissible in any department, but such as are able to read and 
write the English language intelligibly. 

8th. Pupils shall pey according to such rates as may be hereafter established by the Pre- 
sident and Governors. 

9th. Should any sums be hereafter bestowed upon the Institution for the purpose of en- 
dowing scholarships in the High School or studentships in the College, the Students and 
Scholars appointed to them shall be admitted in such manner as may be determined by the 
President and Govornors. 

10th. The first President and Governors shall be appointed by the Governor in Council. 
There shall be 14 Governors, 7 of whom shall be native Hindoos or Musselmen, besides the 
President. ‘The appointment of the President and 6 of the Governors shall rest permanent- 
ly with the Governor in Council. 

1). Vacancies shall be effected by any continued absence from the limits of Madras 
for the space of two years or by departure for England, or for any permanent residence in 
any other Eresidency: or by resignation addressed to the Secretary, or by removal under order 
of the Governor in Council. 

12th. Every Donor to the amount of 5,000 Rupees shall, if, and while, resident within 
the limits of Madras, become a life Governor, and if not resident in Madras shall have power 
to appointa Governor who isso resident (subject to the coufirmation of the Governor in 
Council) to hold on the same terms asthe other Governors. But in all cases of persons 80 
becoming life Governors, the Governor in Council may appoint a Governor who is not a na- 
tive, in case such life Governor or his Appointee be anative, and the remaining Governors 
may elect a native Governor in case such life Governor or his Appointee be not a native. 

13th. The President and Governors shall frame general rules for conducting the current 
affairs of the Institution, and they shall meet not less than once per month, five forming a 

norum.- 
he 14th. In all questions to be decided by vote the President shall have a casting vote. 
15th. The first business to be done at all meetings when the President shall happen to be 
absent shall be to appoint a Chairman who shall possess a casting vote. 

16th. All Rules and Regulations to be made by the President and Governors shall be con- 
firmed within six months by the Governor in Council, in default of which they shall be con- 
sidered thereafter as annulled. 

17th. The Governor in Council shall have power to remove not only any President or 
Governor, but also ali persons holding any office or appointment whatever in the institution 
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The President and Governors shall have power to remove all persons holding any office or 
appointment under them in the Institution. m 
8th. In case the Governor in Council shall hereafter appoint any board of Public In- 
struction, the Members thereof shall be Visitors of this Institution, and shall have power to 
eall for all papers and information. They shall also elect the 8 Governors who are not nomi- 
nated by the Governor in Council. 
19th. The President and Governors shall make one Annual Report to be furnished to the 
Governor in Council, or to the board of Public Instruction as the Governor in Council shall 
direct, which report shall contain an account of Receipts and Disbursements, a list of Donor: 
and Subscribers, and a general statement of their proceedings and of the progress of the 
titution.

they may be employed, applies equally to the case of Officers of one Presidency, employed 
temporarily, either under the Supreme Government, or in another Presidency, without va- 
cating the substantive Office to which they are attached under their own Presidency,—but 
the rule cannot be established in the same form, because the Auditor of one Presidency can- 
not Audit Salary Billsand Adjust the Fund deductions, &c. of another. In order to give to 
Servants in this predicament the same advantage of drawing all their Ailowances at the place 
where they may be employed, the Right Honorable the Governor General of India in Council 
determines that the following Rule shall be established. Whenever a Servant attached to 
one Presidency shall obtain temporary employment under another Presidency, and shall de- 
sire to draw the allowances of his substantive Office at the place or the Presidency to which 
he has been deputed, he shall apply to the Government of his Presidency for an order to the 
Civil Auditor to grant him a Certificate of the amount of salary less deductions to which he 
is entitled, and the Civil Auditor of the Presidency in which he is doing duty, shall, on the 
strength of that certificate pass to him a monthly sum on account, as the Civil pay of the 
other Presidency, the amount so passed to be made payable at the Treasury of the place 
where the Officer is employed, upon duplicate or triplicate receipts, and to be adjusted in ac- 
count by the Accountant or Accountant General of the Presidency as a remittance to the de- 
bit of the Presidency on account of which it is paid. With respect to Divisions of the same 
Presidency as the Collectors of one Division are in the habit of granting Bills on thosc of the 
other which are adjusted through the two Offices of Account, the Governor General of India 
in Council sdopting the suggestion of the Cccountant General, determines that when an Of- 
ficer of the North Western Provinces may be deputed to officiate within those under the Go- 
vernor of Bengal or vice versa the Salary Bill of his substantive Office being transmitted for 
Audit tothe Auditor of the proper Division, shall by him be forwarded to the Collector of the

India Company's Officers during their absence from their respective Stations in Indis,

‘Whereas, under and by virtue of an act passed in the Thirty-third year of the reign of His 
Majesty King George the Third, intituled an Act for continuing in the East India Comp:ay 
for a further ‘l'erm the possession of the British ‘Territories in India, together with ther 
exclusive Trade under certain limitations ; for establishing further Regulations for the govern- 
ment of the said ‘I'erritories, and the better administration of Justice within the same; forap- 
propriating to certain uses the Revenues and profits of the said Company ; and for maki 
provisions for the good order and government of the Towns of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, 
and of another Act passed in the Third and Fourth years of the Reign of His late Maj 
King William the Fourth, intituled an Act for effecting an arrangement with the East Indis 
Company, and for the better government of His Majesty’s India Territories till the Thirtieth- 
day of April, One thousand Eight hundred and Fifty-four, it is enacted that “if acy Go 
vernor or other Officer whatever in the Service of the said Company shall leave the Presi- 
dency to which he shall belong other than in the known actual Service of the said Company, 
the salary and allowances appertaining to his Office shall not be paid or payable daring his 
absence, to any agent or other person for his use, and in the event of his not returning, ar 
his coming to Europe, his salary and allowances shall be deemed to have ceased on the day of 
his leaving the said ‘I'ecritories or the Presidency to which he may have belonged.” And 
whereas, it is further provided in the said last mentioned Act, that it shall be lawful for the 
said Company to make such payment as is now by law permitted to be made to the represen 
tatives of their Officers, or servants, who having left their Stations intending to return there- 
to, shall die during their absence, and it is expedient that such provision of the law should be 
altered in manner hereinalter mentioned. Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s Most Bx- 
cellent Majesty, by and with the advice, and consent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporl 
and Commons, in the present Parliament assembled and by the authority of the same that 9 
much ani such part or parts of the said two Acts passed respectively in the thirty-third 
of the Reign of His Majesty Ki George the Third, and in the third and fourth years of the 
Reign of His late Majesty King William the Fourth, and of any other Act or Provision of the 
law, as enacts, that ifany Governor or other Officer whatever in the Service of the said Com- 
pany shall leave the Presidency to which he shall belong other than in the known actual Ser 
vice of the said Company the salary and allowances appertaining to his Office shall not be paid 
or payable during his absence to any agent or other  peseon for his use, shall not extend tothe 
case of any Officer or servant of the Company under the rank of Governor or Member 
Council who shall quit the Presidency to which he shall belong in consequence of sicknes 
under such Rules as may from time to time be established by the Governor General in India 
in Council, or by the Governor in Council of such Presidency as the case may be, and who 
proceed to any palce, within the limits of the East India Company's Charter, or to the Capt 
of Good Hope, or tothe Mauritius, nor to the Island of St. Helena, nor to the case of any 06. 
cer or Servant of the said Company under auch rank as aforesaid, who with the permission of 
the Government of the Presidency to which he shall belong, shall quit such Presidency is ot

as any debt may now or hereafter shall be recovered by them. 


Abstract of an Act passed in the Thirty-third year of George the III. Cap. 52, 
Sec. 10, precluding the return to their duty of the Civil and Military Servants, 
after an absence of five years. 


And be it further enacted, that no person who shall have held any Civil or Military Station 
whatever in India, in the Service of the said United Company, being under the rank or de- 
gree of a Member of Council, or Commander-in-Chicf of the Forces and who, having depart- 
ed from India, by leave of the Governor General in Council, or Governor in Council, shall 
not return to India, within the space of five years, next after such departure shall be entitled 
to any rank or restoration of Office, or be capable of again serving in India, cither in the 
European or Native Corps of Troops, or in the Civil Line of the Company’s Service ; unless 
in the case of any Civil Servant of the Company it shall be proved, to the satisfaction of the 
Court of Directors that such absence was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, or unless such 
person be permitted to return with his rank, to India, by a vote or resolution passed by way 
of ballot, by three parts in four of the Proprietors assembled in General Court, specially con- 
vened for that purpose, whereof eight days previous notice of the time and purpose of such 
meeting shall be given to the London Gazette, or unless in the case of any Military Officer, 
it shall be proved to the satisfaction of the said Court of Directors, and the Board of Com- 
missioners for the affairs of India, that such absence was occasioned by sickness or infirmity, 
or some inevitable accident. 


Extract from the Act 33d of George the III. Cap. 62.

ounds per annum, the eame shall not be granted to or conferred upon any of the said Ser- 
vants who shall not have been actually resident in India in the Company’s service for the 
space of twelve years at the least in the whole, antecedent to such vacancy; and that all ap- 
pointments, advancements, and promotions, which shall be made for supplying any such va- 
cancies, other than as aforesaid, shall be null and void.

Whereas, the India Company have lately established a College in England for the appro- 
pee Education of young men designed for their Civil Service in India, and it will therefore 

expedient that, under certain circumstances, the time spent by such young men in the said 
College, after they shall have attained the age of seventeen years, should entitle them to 
the same privileges as they would have been entitled to, if they had been resident such time 
in India; be it therefore enacted, that from and immediately after the passing of this Act 
all such time not exoneding two years as shall be bond fide spent in the said College, in the 
regular course of such education as aforesaid by any person after they shall respectively 
have attained tho age of seventeen years, provided they shall bond fide spend either before 
or after seventeen years of age, two years at least in the said College, in the regular course

Extract from a Public General Letter from the Hon'ble the Court of Directors, dated the 
12th June 1816. 


Para. 20. We perceive by the Abstract of the Act of the 53d of His present Majesty, 
Chap. 155, annexed to your List of Civil Servants, dated 3let May 1814, that according to 
your construction of that Act, a Civil Servant may, now, upon his arrival in India, receive 
£1,500 a year; but this is most assuredly a mistake. The Act above-mentioned has shorten- 
ed the period two ycars which it was required previously to the ing of that Act, fora 
Servant to have resided in India, to enable him to receive more than 1500, 3,000, or 4,000 
pounds a year, but it has not shortened the period which it was required, previously thereto 
for a Servant to have resided above-mentioned to enable him to receive more than £5008 
year, consequently that remains the same it was as before the Act of the 53d was passed, 
namely three years, allowing with respect to the Servants educated at Hertford College, the 
time not exceeding two years passed in that Institution, after they were seventeen, to be coa- 
sidered as time passed in India and this will be your future guidance. 


Abstract of an Act passed in the Tenth Year of George the IV. Cap. 16. 


An Act to continue the operation of an Act of the Seventeenth year of His present Ma-

3. In your Despatch in this Department, dated the 6th of September 1825, Paras 6 and 7, 
you have brought to our notice two questions raised in respect of the Regulations framed by 
us for granting Absentee Allowance to Civil Servants when in Europe. 


4. The first of these questions is 


“ Whether it is competent toa Civil Servant who may have completed s residence of tea 
“ years to proceed to England and there await his turn to the indulgence of the Honorable 
“Court, having previously notified to Government his desire to avail himself of the libe- 
« rality of the Honorable Court upon the first occasion on which it should be open to him” 

5. This question we answer in the negative. In framing the regulations, it was our ob- 
ject that whilst eagh Civil Servant might be enabled once in the course of his service to have 
the benefit of the Absentee Allowance, the number annually returning to England with that 
view should be limited, an object which would be defeated if Civil Servants wore allowed to 
come home and wait their turn in England. 


6. The other question is ‘‘ Whether the ten yeare actual residenee in India is to be consi- 
dered to embrace the period at Hertford College?” to which we reply that such is not the 
intention.

Kishment. Under the authority of that enactment, Regulations were framed the Go- 
vernment of our College of Haileybury, one of which Provided that the relative rank of 
Writers should be fixed by the College Council and specified in the College Certificate, sub- 
ject however to loss of such rank in the event of Writers failing to proceed to India within a 
specified time. Lists of the rank of Writers under this Regulation are sow periodically for- 
warded to you. 

4. The offers of the Abeentee Allowance are to be made in the order in which Civil Ser- 
vants have been, or may be classed under the Rules to which we have adverted, to such of 
the Servants as shall have actually resided in India in the Civil Service of your Establishment 
during « period of not less than ten years, commencing from the date of arrival at Madras.

Civil Servants, admitted to tho benefit of the Furlough Regulations, are reminded that, in 
order to obtain the prescribed Furlough Certificate from the Secretary to Government, in the

Para. 1. We have to acquaint you that we have adeptes the following Ri tions with 
respect to the grant of extension of leave to Members of the Indian Civil Establishments re- 
pairing to this country under the Absentee Regulations or on special leave of absence, vis. 


That Civil Servants coming to England under the Absentee Regulations or on special leave 
shall immediately on their arrival, report themselves with their address, by letter to our Se- 
cretrary, forwarding at the same time the certificates which they received in India. 

That in all cases of leave, Civil Servants be roqeicee to join the Establishment to which 
they belong at the expiration of the term for which leave ig rw 


h 7 ve been granted, unless 
shall have obtained an extension of it from us six months before the expiration of the 
said leave. . 
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That extensions of leave will not in future be granted by us except in cases of sickness cer- 
tified to our satisfaction, or in cases in which it shall be proved that a further residence in 
Europe is indispensably necessary. 

That when under any such circumstances a Civil Servant shall have obtained an extension 
of leave to a given period, he must at the expiration thereof apply for and obtain our permis 
sion either to return to his duty or to reside a further time in Europe, failing in which he 
shall be liable to be struck off the List of Civil Servants. 


That the Act of the 33d Geo. III. Chap. 62, Sec. 70, as it respects Civil Servants applies 
only to cases of sickness, infirmity or inevitable accident, and that no Civil Servants be here- 
after considered cligible toreturr to the Service after 5 years’ absence under that enactment 
who has failed to obtain from us agreeably to the foregoing Regulations, an extension of 
leave under the circumstances referred to in the Act. 

2. We desire thet the foregoing Regulations be published for general information, and 
that each Civil Servant returning to this Country under the Absentee Regulations or on spe- 
cial leave to be furnished with a copy for his guidance.

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to ‘publish the following order in 
modification of that published under date the 21st August 1840. 


1. With a view to relieve Government from many of the numerous trifling references at 
present made to it, and which needlessly occupy its time and attention, as well as to simpli 
the existing system of regulating Contingent Expenditure and to expedite the passing of 
charges in the several Civil Departments under Government, the ht Honorable the Go- 
vernor in Council resolves to vest the authority to pass all ordinary and usval Contingent 
charges, as also Indents on the Commissariat and Ordnance Departments and Clothing Stores, 
under Rupecs four hundred, in the Courts and Boards presiding respectively over such De- 
partments; and in Departments over which no Collective Superintending Agency exists, to 
vest that power in the Accountant General, the Civil Auditor and Sub-Treasurer, who will 


form themselves into a Committee for that purpose.

retrenching as far as practicable, this branch of Public disbursement. . 

Rules for promoting Regularity and despatch of Business. 
Fort St George, November 22, 1833, No. 206—Page 843. 

The Right Honorable the Governor in Council is pleased to direct that the following Rules 
for Promotin regularity and despatch of business, be published for the information and 
guidance of all Public Offices. 

1. Letters upon which it is desirable that a Public Functionary should submit his opinion 
before final orders are passed by Government, will, on receipt, be referred for his considera- 
tion and report by endorsement, under the signature of the Secretary of the Department, on 
the back of the origina letter, and will not be accompanied by a separate letter of reference. 
The Functionary referred to shall submit his opinion, in all practicable cases, under the order 
of reference—not on a separate paper or in the usual form ofa letter, but in the third person 
—and shall date and attest it by his signature. 

2. In all cases where the object of a communication to Government from an office at the 
Presidency is merely to make known an occurrence of momentary or inconsiderable interest 
Feported by an Officer in the Provinces; deaths, assumption or relinquishment of Office or 
other matters which are usually inserted in the Official Gazette, the origina/ report received 
of the subordinate Office shall be sent, duly docketed and abstracted, to the Secretary of Go- 
vernment in a box, unaccompanied bya separate letter and without an envelope, and will be 
returned in the same manner after having been disposed of by Government. 

3. When an order may be passed by Government which may require to be communicated 
to different Public Offices at the Presidency, one copy of it will alone be made, which will be 
sent in a box to every such Office in succession; and the Head of the Office having caused 
such entry to be made on his records as may be necessary, will certify the same on the back of 
the order, and having affixed his initials thereto, will return the box and order without delay. 
‘When the Order is for the issue of money from the General ‘Treasury, the copy will be sent 
to the Sub-‘l'resurer (ast, and will be retained by him as a voucher for the Payment.—Nore. 
‘Where despatch is required, separate copies of the order will be prepared for communication 
to Offices at a distance from the Government Office or from each other. 

4. Instead of addressing a separate letter to Conrts, Boards or Public Functionaries, Civil 
or Military, on every occasion of transmitting an Extract or copy of a Resolution of Govern- 
ment or of other Papers for their information or guidance, such copy or Extract authenticated 
by the Secretary of Government and addressed at the foot of the paper to the Public Officer 
for whom it is intended, will alone be forwarded. When the Court of Sudr and Foujadree 
Udalut or the Board of Revenue, or any other Board or Committee, or other Public Func- 
tionaries, Civil or Military, have occasion to submit their proceedings to Government, it will 
be sufficient to forward them duly authenticated by their Register or Secretary, without a 
separate letter, unless some explanation is necessary which is not contained in the proceedings. 
In like manner when they have occasion to communicate their proceedings, or orders passed. 
by Government, to the Officers subordinate to them, it will be sufficient to transmit an extract 
or a copy duly suthenticated, addressed at the foot of the paper to the Officer for whom it is 
intended, without a separate letter. . 

5. Usual and ordinary communications between authorities at the same station and between 
Psinel pal ind Subordinates in the same district, may be conducted by Official Memoranda, 
inste: he more formal mode of communication by letter—such Memoranda to form part 
of the records of office. i. 

6. Communications upon which orders are required from superior authority may bo for- 
warded with a deplicate copy in half margin—which duplicate copy will be returned to the 
office from w..ich it was received, with the orders written opposite to each paragraph. 

7. Periodical returns and accounts forwarded by the authorities in the provinces to Offices 
at the Presidency, or from one authority in the Provinces to another, shall be sent unaccom- 
panied by a separate letter, except where it may be necessary to enter into a fuller explana- 
tion of their contents than can be given in the statements themselves. ‘ 

8. When orders may be passed by Government on unimportdnt letters which do not re- 
quire to be made matter of record, the order will be written upon the original letter, which 
will either be returned to the party from whom it was received, or forwarded to the Fune- 
tionary with whom the execution of the order rests; and the same, either when sent to him 
direct from Government, or presented by the writer of the letter, shall be his authority for 
carrying it into effect. i 

9. *Applications tor leave of absence, &c. which are required to pass through one or moro 
superior authorities, shall not be accompanied by a separate letter from each such superior au-

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thority ; but the origénad letter of application shall alone be forwarded to Government, with 
the opinion of recommendation of each authority through whom it passes superscribed, in 
the order of progress thereon. The original letter will remain in the Government Office 
and the order upon it be notified in the Gazette, if the application is complied with ; other- 
wise, it will be returned with the order of Government endorsed upon it. 

10. Bills forwarded to Government for sanction need not be accompanied by a separate 
letter, except when explanation of the charges is required. When no such explanation is 
necessary, the recommendation of the Public officer forwarding the bill is to be written on 
the face of it. In like manner the sanction of Government will be written on the face of 
the bill, which will be returned, without a letter, to the party from whom it was received. 


‘ML. Bills shall always specify tre different articles purchased and shall not contain asy 
undefined entry of “‘ Sundry” or “‘ Extra charges.”” 


12. Vouchers for the charges shall be invariably sent with the bills, except where the 
sums charged are very small in amount and of such a nature as not to admit of their being 
supported by vouchers. When bills are not supported by vouchers, or other required doce- 
ments or declarations upon honor, they shall be returned by the Auditor, Civil or Military 
though passed by Government, to the parties required so to support them. 


13. The sum total shall invariably be entered in words et length, as well as in figures, be 
‘fore a bill is signed, and the amount recommended for sanction and sanctioned by Govern- 
ment, shall be written in the same way. 

14. No bill with any erasure or interlineation in it shall be submitted for the sanction of 
Government. 


15. The signatures to bills shall always be carefully examined in the office of payment. 

16. Every document sent to the General Treasury, as an order for the payment of money, 
shall be, on the face of it, addressed ‘‘ to the Sub-Treasurer for the time being of the Govern- 
meant of Fort St. George,”’ and shall specify the sum to be paid, and resemble as much as poe- 
sible im all its features, a bill of exchange. :

22. The Sub-Treasurer may discharge all bills for salaries or allowances of public servants 
on the receipt of the parties entitled thereto, and for the salaries and allowances of depart 
ment or establishments wifen drawn in one sum, on the receipt of the Secretary, Register 
or other Officer by whom according to the usual practice of the service, such bills have 
hitherto been drawn; but nothing in these Rules shal be construed to supersede to interfere 
with the existing practice of passing bills or orders on the Treasury in the Office of Audit 
before payment. 

23. No order for money payable at the Treasury shall be termed an “ Indent.”” 


24. The foregoing Rules shall be applicable, as far as practicable, to all Provincial Treasuries 
and other offices of Receipt and Disbursement, whether Civil or Military, as well asto the 
General Treasury in Fort St. George. 


25. Every Office shall number its lettersto Government. The number shall be written at 
the top of the first page of the letter and the series shall close with each year.

It shall be the duty of the Civil Auditor to exercise a vigilant control over 
this class as over all other Civil Pensions, and with that view to bring to the notice of Go- 
vernment all instances in which, in the granting of Su nuation Pensions, any of these 
rules may be departed from, unless he shall be distinety informed that a special exception 
has been made in the individual instance. 


Fifteenth. Itshall further be the duty of the Civil Auditor to lay before Government at 
the end of each official year, a statement exhibiting a comparison between the amount of 
Pensions that have lapsed, and the amount of Pensions granted during the 3 and ass 
check against the fraudulent continuance of Pensions beyond the actual term of the 
Pensioners lives, that Officer shall, from time to time, compare the periodical decrement of 
life ; and where lapses do not occur in the proportion that might be anticipated, it shall be 
his business to institute such enquiry as may appear necet to ascertain whether, and ia 
what particular instances, fraud has actually been committed, and to submit to Government 
the result of his investigation.

GENERAL RULES AS TO CIVIL PENSIONS OF EVERY DESCRIPTION. 


1. The 12th, 18th, 14th and 15th rules respecting Superannuation Pensions, are hereby 
extended to all other Civil Pensions. 

2. In conformity with Act VI. of 1849, Pensions are not liable to attachment or sequestra- 
tion in satisfaction of any decree or order of Court. 

3. The custom of mortgaging Pension Certificates, by which great distress has been occa- 
aioned to Pensioners is prohibited. Superannuation, Family and other Civil Pension Cer- 
tificates are not transferrable, and the Pensions are payable cals, to the individuals in whose 
names they have been ted, or to their authorized Vakeels, in the particular instances 
specified below in rule 5. 

4. Payment of all Civil Pensions is forbidden, except upon production of the Pension 

Certificate, and as a description of the Pensioner will be entered in all 

Appendiz No. II, Certificates, it will be the duty of the Officer paying the Pension, with 

Clauses 12,1314. the exceptions specified in the following rule, to see that the party 

attending to. receive it, corresponds in personal appearance with the 
deseription given in the Certificate. On payment being made, the receipt of the Pensioner 
ato be written on the back of the Certificate, signed or marked in presence of the paying 
Officer. and attested by the initials of the payer. 

. From the personal attendance required by the foregoing rule, none are excepted, 
but females whose caste or condition in society would render their appearance in public 
improper, or such Pensioners unable to attend, producing evidence of this fact satisfactory 
to the paying Officer, who alone are permitted to nominate Vakeels whose evidence and 
profession must be described, and who in all practicable cases, should be individuals in the 
receipt of Pay or Pensions from Government. But to guard against the abuses to which 
this indulgence is liable, the Officer by whom such Pensions are paid, will in his monthl: 
returns, note the individuals who have Been allowed to Sppoint Vakeels, and must ascertain 

the best means in his power, that their principals are alive, by‘making enquiries among 

moet respectable Natives of the same caste, and by watching whether the usual propor- 
tion of casualties occur. 

6. The indulgence of receiving their stipends quarterly, instead of monthly, may be ex- 

tended to such persons as desire it. . 
7. Officers a paying Civil Pensions will be held responsible for the amount of all irre, 

payments on this account which may be made under their authority ; and also for all refunds 

thereof, the non-recovery of which may arise from neglect or inattention on their part. 

8. The payment of all Civil Pensioners will be confined to the station or District which 

they may select on first being entered on the Pension list. If, in any special case a change 
of payment should afterwards be solicited or become expedient, an application is to Ee 
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made through the Officer paying the Pensioner, to the Seeretary to Government in the Pub- 
lic Department, who will issue the necessary orders and transfer certificate; but without his 
previous authority no removal is to take place. 

9, Any casualty occurring by death or removal from one District to another is to be care- 
fally notitied to the Civil Auditor, and in the former case the Pension Certificate of the de- 
ceased is to be forwarded to the Secretary to Government in the Public Department, to be 
cancelled. : 

10. To prevent pensions being overdrawn or continued beyond the period for which 
are granted, through ignorance on the part of the holder or inadvertence on that of a Native 
Officer, in all future Pension Certificates, the columns shall be filled up by the paying Officer, 
in the language of the Pensioner, and in that of the District where the pension is payable, as 
well asin English. 

11. Depositions taken to establish the rights of claimants to pensions must always be re- 
corded and signed; and all persons in the receipt of Pay or Pensions from Government sre 
informed that, in event of their giving false evidence, or being in any way concerned in ea 
attempt to defraud the Public to their own personal advantuge, or that of others, or who be- 
ing cognizant of such frauds, shall fail to divulge them, will be totally deprived of the bounty 
ef Government and subject to such further punishment as the Law may authorize.

Ruxes respecting GraTurrizs to discharged Servants. 

1. When any Public Servant is discharged, under circumstances which, in the opinien of 
Government, give him a claim to Gratuity, though not to Pension, it shall, in ordinary cases,

Miscellaneous Rules and Regulations.

The following Extract from a Resolution of the Government of India, dated 26th October 
1844, respecting the instruction of the Junior Members of the Civil Service preparatory to 
their employment in the Public Service, is published. 

2. His Honor in Council is further pleased to determine, that a system of control over the 
young men, approximating as much as possible, with due regard to local circumstances, to 
the plan of Superintendence exercised in Ben, ai and Fort St. George, shall be introduced st 
Bombay ; that an initiatory examination shall in future take place at that Presidency as soon 
after the arrival of a young Civilian as may de practicable, to ascertain the degree of prof- 
ciency which he may have brought with him to India, that the results of such initiatory ex- 
aminations shall invariably be reported for the information of the Honorable the Court of 
Directors and that provision shall be made both at the Presidencies of Fort St. George and 
Bombay for an occasional and intermediate examination upon the Students applying for it; 
also that the Bengal plan of examination by a special Committee, shall be adopted « at Madras 
and Bombay in all cases in which the Governments of those Presidencies, may permit s 
young Civilian to reside and prosecute his studies in the interior; and that the necessity for 
the Students visiting the Presidency for the purpose of undergoing an examination, shall 


cease. 

Part of Para. 3. The graduated scale of allowance to young Civilians on arrival, and du- 
ing the period they are qualifying for the Public Service, which obtains at Fort St. George, 
is to continue in force. 

4. It being very desirable that the Students should devote their entire time to the sc 
quirement of the languages, and that their attention should not be distracted by official do- 
ties, the Governor General in Council resolves that the extra allowances hitherto assigned to 
Students on the Bombay Establishment when officiating as supernumerary Assistant in the 
interior, shall cease, and that the practice of so employing them, shall be discontinued. 

6. It appearing from Section 10, Title 2d of the Rules for the College of Fort St. George, 

assed by the Governor in Council under date the 13th July 1827, thet Junior Civil 
rvants at Madras when qualified in one language, may be employed in subordinate sitas- 
tions, the Governor General in Council resolves that the above Rule, discontinuing the 
pisstes of so employing them at Bombay shall be equally applicable to the Presidency of 
‘ort St. Ge . 

8. At Fort St. George the scale of reward will continue unaltered in consideration of « 
practice which has there been established for more than thirty years, and w is founded 
on the greater number and greater difficulty of the languages in which the Civil Service of 
that Presidency are required to be proficient. 

9. Conformably with the decision of the Honorable the Court of Directors the Governor 
General in Council is further pleased to determine, that the period for the acquirement of the 
requisite qualification for the public service Freficiency in two of the Native languages, 
shall in future be limited at the Presidencies of Fort William and Bombay to fifteen months, 
and at Fort St. George to eighteen months—on the expiration of which in cases of failure, 
the rank of the young servant shall cease until he passes the requisite examination but the 
several local Governments with reference to the circumstances of each case, shall have the 
discretionary power to t such further extensions as shall not exceed on the whole, six 
months in addition to the fixed period allowed :—after which, should the Student fail to 
qualify himself, he shall be finally removed from the service and a passage for England shall 
be found for him on application at the public expense.

RETIRING REGULATIONS. 


1. The rules under which ihe period of service required to entitle Officers to the 
Retiring Regulations is calculated are as follows : 

2. Officers appointed direct, count service from the date of arrival within the li- 
mits of the Madras Presidency unless specially authorised by the Court of Directors 
to embark in a Ship bound for another Presidency. 

3. Officers appointed from Addiscombe subsequently to the 22d November 1837 
to the Cavalry, Artillery, or Infantry, count service as above, with the addition of 
the period passed at Addiscombe after attaining the age of sixteen. 

4. Officers of Engineers cougt service’from the date of arrival of the first Artillery 
Cotst of the same examina’ , with the addition of the Addiscombe period as 
above. 

5. Officers appointed in India, if within the limits of the Madras Presidency 
count service from the date of the Government Order notifying their appointment— 
otherwise from the date of Arrival within the limits. 

6. Medical Officers and Veterinary Surgeons count service from the date of 
arrival within the limits of the Madras Presidency. 

7. Absence on sick certificate within the limits of India for periods not exceed- 
ing two years successively, as also leave on private affairs beyond the limits of this 
Presidency, if for periods not exceeding three successive months, are counted in the 
time of service requisite to entitle to retiring Pay. ‘ 

8. But all Officers quitting India on leave of absence on account of sickness or 
of private affairs, who shall proceed to Europe without having returned to India 
shall be considered as on furlough to Europe from the dates on which they shall 
have respectively left India. 

9. Every Officer who has completed twenty-two years service in India is allowed 
to retire with the pay of the rank to which he has attained. 

10. All Effective Officers, without reference to their actual rank, are allowed to 
retire. i : 

After twenty years service in India, on the pay of Captains. 

After twenty.four years service in India, on the pay of Majors. 

After twenty-eight years service in India, on the pay of Lieutenant Colonels. 

And after thirty-two ‘years service in India, on the pay of Colonels. 

11. Officers who may be compelled to quit the service by wounds received in 
action or by ill health contracted on duty, three years service in India, will be 
permitted to retire on the half pay of their rank, on the production of the usual 
certificates that their health will not it them to service in India. This indulgence, 
however can be granted only in England by the Court of Directors. 

12. Officers who may be compelled to quit India on sick certificate and who may 
not be entitled to retire on full pay are to the effects of a temperate climate for 
the usual term of furlough before they can be allowed to establish their claim to 
retire from the service upon half pay. If Officers so circumstanced, proceed to New 
South Wales, or some other Colony, and apply thence, at a proper time, for per- 
mission to retire, satisfactory evidence from the Medical Staff Officers, or other un- 
doubted Medical testimony on the spot, to prove that the applicant is incapable from 
ill health to return to the performance of Military duty in India is necessary. 

13. Members of the Medical Board actually in the service, on the 16th July 1842, 
and appointed to the Board at any time within ten years from that date, have, pro- 
vided they have completed twenty years service in India (including three years

Before the Lands are 
exposed for sale, they will be surveyed by the Government, and duly advertised.

_10. The several prices abovementioned are of course subject to a revision at an 
time by the proper authorities, and the pecuniary amount of the Remission 
to Officers cannot be increased on account ofan increased value set upon the Lands.

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CLIVES FUND. 


OriGIN AND ConsTITUTION oF THE FtND.—By an agreement entered into between the 
Right Honorable Lord Clive and the East India Company, a sum of Five Lacks of Rupees, 
bequeathed to the former by Nuwab Meer Mahomed Jattier Khan of Bengal, and in 1766 
deposited in the Company's Treasury, bearing interest at 8 per cent. per annum,—was appro- 
priated to the constitution of a Fund, for the benefit, relief and maintenance of European 
Officers and Soldiers, of the Company’s Service, who from wounds, length of service, age or 
disease, contracted during their service, should be incapable of serving any longer or who 
shall become Invalids or Superannuated in the service,—and of their Widows; as also to 
provide for the Widows of such of them as should die in the service. To this Fund a sum 
of Three Lacks of Rupees, was added in the following year, by gift of Nuwab Syuf Ood 
Dowlah and the accumulated interest of both sums for a period of three years, was in 1770 
added to the capital, making in the aggregate £1,24,661 : 6: 3—of which amount, and for 
the due appropriation of the sum allowed in lieu of interest thereof (£8,042 : 13: 4) to the 
purposes provided, the Court of Directors were with consent constituted perpetual Trustees :— 

ith the Provision that if any future period the Company shall cease to havea Military 
Force in their actual Pay or Service in the East Indies, the interest or produce of the capital 
shall be applied to the relief and support of the Marine Officers and Seamen, who become 
Invalids or Superannuated in their service, and the Widows of such of them as die therein. 
And farther, that the Company failing to employ either a Military Force, or Ships to carry 
on their Trade or Commerce, the East India Company shall pay unto the Executors, Admi- 
nistrators and Assigns of the said Robert Lord Clive, the sum of Five Lacks of Rupees, to- 
gether with interest of the other Three Lacks, (subject, however, to the payment of such 
Pensions for the life time of the Holders) as may at the time be payable from the Fund. By 
subsequent enactment made in the reign of His Majesty George IV. A. D. 1821, all unclaim- 
ed shares of Prize moncy belonging to Officers or Boldiere of the Company’s Army, are applied 
to the purposes of this Fund, subject nevertheless to be refunded without interest to any per- 
son or persons satisfactorily establishing his or their claim to the same. 

Rutgzs.—I. To entitle Officers and Soldiers to the benefits of Clive’s Fund, they must pro- 
duce Certificates from their respective Commanding Officers, of their being Invalids, and in- 
capable of further service in India,—together with an approval of the same by the Governor 
in Council of the Presidency where they served: And further, every Commissioned, Staff, 
or Warrant Officer, must declare an oath that he is not posscssed of property real and per-

15. Widows of Officers and Soldiers who at the time of their death may be Pensioners on 
Clive’s Fund, are only entitled to its benefits if they were married prior to their Husbands 
becoming Pensioners on the Fund. 

16. The Widows of Commissioned Officers who have retired from the service, on Full or 
Ffalf Pay, are not entitled to the benefit of Lord Clive’s Fund. 

17. The Widows of Warrant Officers who have retired from the service on the regulated 
Retiring Pension of their Rank are not entitled to the bencfits of Lord Cliye’s Fund. 

18. Pensioners neglecting to claim the Pension for three half years will be considered as 
dead and their names omitted in the Half yearly Warrant, but if such Pensioners subsequent- 
ly appear in person, or furnish other satisfactory proof of their being alive thoy will be re- 
admitted ; butare not in such caseentitled to arrears for a longer period than two years back 
from the date of re-admission.

permission to receive their stipends in India but who may proceed to Europe ; and of thot

Introductory Remarks. 


Extract from the Proceedings of the Honor- 
able the Governor in Council, in the Mili- 
tary Department, dated the 20th Novem- 
ber, 1807. 


“ Resolved,—That the Committee appoint- 
ed for the purpose of pre ing a plan for 
establishing a Military Fund at this Presiden- 
cy be informed through the channel of the 
Commander-in-Chief, that their proceedings 
have received the entire approbation of the 
Board, and that they be authorised to circu- 
late the plan which they have propared, to 
the different Corps of the Army, in such 
manner as the Commander-in-Chief may 
deem proper.” 


The Madras Military Fund was formed at 
Madras, in conformity with the resolutions of 
a meeting of Officers of the Madras Army 
held at Madras, by permission of the autho- 
rities on the 10th of October, 1807. The pro- 
posed establishment was approved by the 
Government of Fort St. George, (the Gover- 
nor in Council being declared its Patron ), on 
the 20th of November following ; and con- 
firmed by the Honorable the Court of Direc- 
tors, who endowed it with an annual donation 
of 17,500 Rupees, on the 9th May 1810. The 
Fund was finally established, and subscri; 
tions to it commenced on the Ist April, 1808. 

The declared objects of the Institution 
were, in the first place, “‘ to provide for the 
families of Officers, left by their death desti-

All 
donations, although for the convenience of Subscribers payable by prescribed instalments, 
become debts to the Fund from the date on which they fall due, and must, under any cir- 
eumstances, be paid by the Subscriber,—if he lives until the expiration of the prescribed pe- 
riod for the payment. Should a Subscriber die while his donation is in course of regular pay- 
ment by instalments, no demand is to be made against his estate for the instalments unpaid. 
* Axt. 5. Subscribers shall pay donations and subscriptions in the time and manner here- 
after defined agreeably to Tables A. and B. Widowers with legitimate offspring to be con- 
sidered and pay the same as married.

Paymasters are also required to see that when 
monthly subscriptions are deducted from Ofticers’ 
abstracts, they are calculated according to thy es- 
tablished rates, which are also to be notified to them 
by the Secretary. 

PAYMENTS. 

Azt. 16. All payments in India to the Fund must be made to Military Paymasters, or 
other functionaries from whose offices Subscribers receive their monthly pay and allowances, 
or into the Government Treasury at Madras. 

Art. 17. Payments of subscriptions to the Fund are made in England by deductions at 
the India House from the Pay bills or abstracts of Subscribers. 

ArT. 18. All other payments to the Fund by Subscribers resident in Europe are to be 
made to the Agents in London, whose particular duty it is to intimate to Subscribers the ex- 
istence and amount of all demands against them, and to obtain payment accordingly. 

Art. 19. The Secretary's Office in India is solely one of check and audit of accounts, 
and he is prohibited from receiving cash or bills in liquidation of sums due to the Fund. 

Art. 20. Subscribers are exempted from the regular payments on account of donation « 
on promotion while absent in Europe on Furlough, or sick Certificate, whether such promo- 
tion occur prior to leaving India or during their absence. but a discount of 10 per cent. will 
be allowed if the donation be paid within 30 days from the date of first receipt of pay in the 
advanced rank. On return to India and coming into the receipt of Indian Allowances the 
regulated instalments must be commenced or resumed, with the addition of 8 per cent. on all 
payments suspended during such absence. This is not applicable to retired officers. 

A discount of 10 per cent. is allowed on all donations if paid within 30 days from the date 
they become due, viz., on entrance from date of admission on the Establishment in India, on 
marriage, or the birth of a daughter from the date of either event. On promotion from 
the date of drawing pay in the advanced rank. Donations are payable by regular and equal 
monthly instalments at the rate and within the periods laid down inTable A. of the Regulations. 

ArT. 21. Subscribers who may be prevented drawing pay by a temporary cause, such as 
captivity, suspension from pay, or the like, shall, during such period, be exempted from 
penalties for non-payment of subscriptions or donations on entrance or promotion ; but on 
the removal of the cause, and upon the receipt of pay, they shall be required to pay up all 
arrears within a period equal to that of their temporary incapacity, and immediately succeed- 
ing it, by regular and equal monthly instalments. 

Subscribers omitting todraw pay, or whose Agents neglect or cease to draw pay on their 
account when due, are not under the above clause exempted from penalty on arrears. Offi- 
cers proceeding to Europe on private affairs, or remaining on extended furlough and ceasing 
to draw pay from Government during such absence, are required to make arrangements at 
Home for the regular payments of subscription as it becomes due at the Europe rate, Sub- 
scribers retiring from the service while on Sick Certificate or Furlough in Europe and owing 
Donations or balance of Donation to the Fund are required to pay the same by the regulat- 
ed instalments, commencing from the date of Retirement. 

ART. 22 Subscribers while in the receipt of income allowance from the Fund, are not 
exempted from the payment of monthly subscriptions, or of the instalments of marriage do- 
nation. 

Art. 23. The payment of the Minimum by no means exempts the Subscriber from the 
continuance of subscriptions and donations, so long as he shall remain a member ofthe Fund. 

Arr. 24. Expulsion or withdrawal from the Fund, dismissal from or resignation of the 
service, involve the forfeiture of all claims to the benefits of the Fund, as also of the amount 
of the Subscribers’ donations and subscriptions, and all other sums paid up to the period of 

separation ; but the restoration of a dismissed Officer to the service entitles him to re-admis- 
sion, on payment of arrears with compound interest at 8 per cent. per annum, within a period 
equal to and immediately succeeding that of his disqualification. ; 

Ant. 25. Subscribers who retire from the service on the prescribed Pension of their 
ranks, or on Half Pay, oron Lord Clive’s Fund, shall not forfeit their rights as Subscribers 
to the bencfits ofthe Fund, provided they continue the payments prescribed in Table B- 
Tho two last classes may, ifthey prefer it, pay donations and on half subscriptions, in 
which case their families at their death will be entitled only to half the benefits derivable 
from the institution. 

Arr. 26. Subscribers who leave the service before they are entitled to any pension, cease 
to be members of the Fund, and shall not receive back any part of the sums they may have 

aid to it. 
e Art. 27. Current Payments due by deceased Subscribers to the Military Fund, are re- 
proveable from their Estates under the head of regimental debts. 


PERSONAL BENEFITS. 
ABT. 28, The bencfits derivable from the Fund are Firs, such as are granted to Sub- 
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scribers while living—Second, such as are granted to the widows and legitimate children of 
deceased Subscribers. 

Arr. 29. All applications for benefits will be decided agreeably to the Regulations, by 
the Directors, whose duty it will be in case of doubt to call for further information from the 
claimants: and if this information should not be satisfactory, they are authorised to disallow 
the claim till the decision of the Subscribers at large be known, to whom the case will be 
immediately referred. 

Art. 30. A Subscriber of whatever rank proceeding to Europe on sick certificate, isen- 
titled for his equipment to Company’s Rapees 200, and if married, in addition thereto, to 
Rupees 200 for his wife, and Rupees 100 for each legitimate child who may accompany him. 
No allowance for cquipment will, in any case, be made to a Subscriber or his family return- 
ing to India. 

Kn. 31. A Subscriber, of the rank of Captain, about to proceed to Europe on sick cer- 
tificate, in conformity with the regulations of the Army, and who does not reccive passage 
moncy from, nor has a passage found him by Government, shall receive 1,400 Rupees from 
the Military Fund, on application. Passage moncy is not allowed to Field Officers except on 
oa When passage money as a Subaltern is claimable from the Fund the amount is 1,20 

apecs 

Aer, 32. Subscribers proceeding to England on sick certificate, being allowed passage 
money by the Government, are not entitled to receive the same from the Fund. A Captain 
or Subaltern, who may have proceeded to Europe on sick certificate, is entitled, on return to 
Tndia, if not provided with a passage at the expense of Government, to receive from the 
Agents in England, the former £110, the latter £95. 

Art. 33. Subscribers, being Subalterns, procecding to England on sick certificate, shall 
be allowed the sum of £21-7-6 per annum for a Licutenant, and £44-3-9 for a Cornet, 2d 
Lieutenant or Ensign; commencing from the date of arrival in England, and continuing so 
long as they shall be in recept of pay there, viz. 24 years. 

Art. 34. Captains of Artillery, Engincers of Infantry and all Subalterns, who have pro- 
ceeded to England on sick certificate, are entitled to income allowance for their families, if 
they are married or widowers with offspring, as follows: £20 for the wife, and £10 per 
annum for each legitimate child with them ; the latter allowance, however, is to be reduced 
in the case of a plurality of children with them, AT THE FOLLOWING RATES :—

Captains of Cavalry are not entitled to any income allowance for themselvee or families. 


Art. 35. The personal benefits are issuable in one instance only ;—that is, a Subscriber 
can only once have passage money Home, and out, equipment allowance, and income allow- 
ance for himself and family for 2} years; butany benefit not granted on the first, may be 
claimed on a future occasion of proceeding on sick certificate to Europe, and on such occa- 
sion will be allowed according to the Subscriber's rank and condition at the time of applying 
forit. Retired Subscribers while unmarried are not entitled to any benefits from the Find. 
—Retired married Subscribers are only entitled to Annuities to their Families.—The person- 
al benefits shall be available to Subscribers agreeably to the present Regulations, but ifa 
Member having received such personal benefits, shall within 3 months after his return to In- 
dia, notify to the Secretary his intention to consider them asa Loan, and shall repay the 
whole sum so received with interest at 9 per cont. per annum, either at once or by monthly 
instalments not exceeding 36, he shall then be entitled to claim them, on any further occa- 
sion of proceeding to Europe on sick certificate, provided always that in no case shall his 
claim be admissible until re-payment has been made of benefits received with interest 
thereon as above. 

The personal benefits shall be available to Subgcribers agreeably to the present’ Regula- 
tions, but ifa Member having received such personal benefits, shall within 3 months after 
his return to India, notify to the Secretary his intention to consider them as a loan, and shall 
repay the whole sum so received with interest at 9 per cent. per annum either atonce or by 
monthly instalments not exceeding 36, he shall then be entitled to claim them, on any future 
oceasion of proceeding to Europe on sick certificate, provided always that in no case shall 
his claim be admissible until e-payment has becn made of benefits received with inter- 
est thereon as above. 


ANNUITIES. 


Ant, 36. The widow and legitimate children of a deceased Subscriber are entiled to 
the Annuities specified in Table B, subject tothe deductions prescribed in Table D, until 
his Minimum shall have been made good. 

Art. 37. The Annuity to a widow, shall, on re-marriage, be suspended during her 
coverture ; but if she survive this husband, she may revert to the Annuity; and so for any 
number of re-marriages. A widow cannot receive two Annuities from the Fand at the same 
time ; but if she have survived two or more husbands, members of the Fund, she shall be 
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entitled to the Annuity of the highest class either of her husbands may have belonged to, 
at their respective deaths. 5 

Art. 38. Sons may anticipate their Annuities after fifteen years of age, at the rates in 
Table F, accordingly as the mother may, or may not, be living at the time; and if she 
should die after this anticipation, and before his attaining 21 years of age, the difference 
shall then be paid to the son according to the same ‘Table, at the mother’s death. In both 
cases a sufficient acquittance shall be required of the guardians for the security of the Fund 
against any future demand for Annuity. 

Axt. 39. Cancelled. 

Axrt. 40. The Quarterly applications for Annuities of widows and daughters above the 
age of 12 years are to be accompanicd by solemn declarationson honor that the Annuitants 
continue unmarried. 

Art. 41. The guardians of children bereft of both parents, or removed by competent 
authority from the care of the mother, may reccive the Annuities on production of the 
authority for them to act as guardians. 


PASSAGE MONEY. 


Art. 42. Every widow benefitting by {the Military Fund, and not provided with a pas- 
sage at the expense of Government, is entitled to passage only once, whether to Europe or 
such place as she may desiro to fix her residence in, according to the following scale. 

To Europe or America, from India. 

To India, from Europe or America.

PART. 43. Passage money to orphan children of deceased Subscribers under 12 years of 
age is also issuable once, without roference to the place to which proceeding from India.

which is the Maximum allowed, under any circumstances, to Orphans of the same family 
procceding together to Rurope or the Cape, &c. from India. 
Axt. 44. Passage money drawn under Articles 31, 32, 42 and 43 and not applicd to the 
purpose for which it is granted, within 6 mouths from date of issue, must be refunded with 
ntercst at 8 per Cent. per annum and if not returned on demand, payment of Annuity will 
cease, until the amount is recovered in full. 


CLAIMS. 


Art. 45. Noclaim to any arreersof Annuity or other allowance, or to any personal 
benefit, shall be admitted unless perferred within three years after the bencfit or arrears in 
question became claimable. Passage money to widows granted under Article 42 excepted. 

Ant. 46. From any sum claimable from the Fund by Subscribers or Annuitants, is to 
be deducted any balance due to it by them on account of unauthorized arrears, and any 
former overpayment, loan or advance to them. 

Art. 47. ith the exception of equipment allowance no benefit will be granted in full 
to any Subscriber or his family, unless the net balance of his account in favor of the Fund, 
after debiting all payments made to him during his life, against all his payments to the Insti- 
tution, (with the exception of donation for daughters, penalties and the per centage charge- 
able under the Disparity Scale,) shall be equal to the amount of his Minimum as shown in 
Table C. and a fresh Minimum must_be paid by remarried widowers for each family they 
may leave dependant on the Fund. Hence should the clear bona-fide balance fall short of 
this, deductions shall be made from every benetit, with the above exception, agreeably to the 
rates laid down in Table D, until the Minimum is realized to the Fund. 

Art. 48. All payments in India from the Fund are made by drafts on the Sub Treasurer 
to Government, under the signature of three Directors, and the countersignature of tho 
Secretary. 

Aur. 49. Generally all regular periodical payments from the Fund in India are made 
quarterly, on the lst January, Ist April, lst July, and 1st October in arrears, but whenever 
claimants are about to leave India, all arrears duo are to be paid up to the latest date 


practicable. 
GENERAL BULES. 


Art. 50. In order to prevent litigation, it is required, that every application for any 
benefit from the Fund shall be accompanicd by the written obligation of the applicant to 
conform and submit to the decision of the Directors or Subscribers. 

Axrt. 61. All income derived from the Madras Military Fund is declared to be unali- 
enable ; and the attempt to alienate such income, in any manner or under any pretence, in- 
volvycs the forfeiture of all claims on the Institution, 
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Art. 52. Personal applications at the Military Fund Office are not considered official; 
every Officer making such application is required to write the substance of the information 
he requires in aletter to the Sccretary before he leaves the Office, in order that the inconve- 
nience occasioned by such personal applications may be obviated. 

Art. 53, The appeal of any Subscriber, Annuitant or claimant on the Fund, againsts 
decision of the Directors, upon any subject not specitically provided for by the Regulations, 
if supported by three or more Directors, is to be referred for the consideration and decision by 
vote of the Subscribers. In like manner any three or more Directors may require any ques- 
tion, admitted by the majority at a Meeting to be unprovided for by the Regulations, to be 
referred for decision by vote of the Subscribers. 

Art. 64. In the cases adverted to in the preceding Article the decision of the Subscrib- 
ers is final, and in all other cases the decision of the Directors is final. 

Art. 55. Any attempt ofa Subscriber or Annuitant to revive or agitate by process of 
law a question finally disposed of as above described, involves the highest penalty awarded 
by the Regulations, which is absolute forfeiture of all claims on the und, Present and prot 
pective, for self and family. 


LOANS. 


Art. 56. Loans are granted by the Fund to Subscribers in India who have been eight 
years, and upwards, in the Fund, under the following;Kules and restrictions : 

Ist. To a Subscriber proceeding from India to Europe (or America) on sick certificate, 
and not receiving a Passage, or Passage Money, from Government, nor from the Fund—« 
Loan of the Amount of Passage Money fixed in the following Table~and, under similar 
circumstances, Equipment allowance in like manner—to be repaid, with interest, in full, in 
26 monthly instalments, commencing from time of his return to India. 

2nd. To a Subscriber paying as married, so proceeding on Sick Certificate, for his wife, 
and for each child, accompanying him, a loan of the amount of Passage Money and Equip- 
ment Allowance, as fixed in the following Table reduced under Rule 4—to be id, with 
interest, in full (besides any Loan granted for his own Passage, &c.) in 25 monthlv instal- 
ments, commencing from the time of his return to India; or if still a Subaltern, from the 
time of his becoming a Regimental Captain, whichever he may prefer. 

3rd. To a Subscriber paying as married, requiring to send his wifc and children, or either 
ofthem, from India to Europe, or elsewhere—or to bring them out to join him in India—a 
Loan of the amount of Passago Money for cach person 80 procceding as fixed in the follow- 
ing Table, and Rules—to be repaid with interest in full, in25 monthly instalments, com- 
mencing from the Pay next received after the Loan.

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7th. The rate of interest on all Loans is fixed af 9 per cent. per annum, or 12 Annas per 
month for eaeh 100 Kupees ; this must in all cases be regularly paid up, whether in Europe, 
India, or elsewhere, as the Subscriber draws his pay until the principal is repaid. 

8th. Repayment of principal must be made in the prescribed number of monthly instal- 
ments, of cqual amount (besides interest,) commencing from the time prescribed by Rule, 
and continued regularly each successive month until the whole is repaid. 

9th. Should the Subscriber die while in debt to the Fund on account of any Loan, the 
amount so due and its interest shall in the first place be recoverable from the claims of his 
widow or children, as prescribed for Minimum in Article 47. 

10th. In addition to the recoveries to be made whenever practicable, from the Annuities 
to families of deceased Subscribers, who die in debt to the Fund on account of Loan, a 
levy of 1 per cent. will be made, on the issue of adi personal benefits togSubscribers, to meet 
every loss that may result from dispensing with Securities when Loans are taken. 

llth. No fresh Loan can be granted to any Subscriber while any former Loan, or any 
part of such, remains unrepaid. 

12th. No Loan is allowable to any Subscriber while absent from India; nor to any Sub- 
scriber of luss than 8 years’-standing in the Fund. 

13th. In applying for a Loan the Subscriber must forward his Declaration on honor- 
siyned in the presence of two attesting Officers or Gentlemen, specifying distinctly the pur- 
pose for which it is required and engaging to refund immediately the whole, or any part, of 
the Loan which may not be appropriated to such purpose. 

14th. Previous’ to receiving the amount ofa Loan the Subscriber must furnish to the 
Secretary his personal Bond and irrevocable order on the Paymaster, signed in the presence 
of two attesting Officers, er Gentlemen ; irrevocably engaging to repay it as prescribed 
by these Rules, and authorizing the recovery of the instalments, interest, &c., by stoppages 
from his pay abstract. 

‘Art. 57. Whenever interest is chargeable under the regulations on sums receivable or 
payable by the Fund, it is to be calculated at the rate of 8 per cent. per annum, unless other- 
wise specially provided for in the Regulations. 


“MANAGEMENT AND CONTROL IN INDIA. 


Art. 58. The entire management and control of the affairs of the Fund are entrusted to 
thirteen Directors, nominated from amongst the Subscribers temporarily stationed, or perma- 
nently residing at Madras, St. Thomas’ Mount, and Palaveram, by the votes of the Subscrib- 
ersin India, Five or more Directors form a quorum, and can transact business at meetings. 
The Director of the highest military rank, and the Senior of that rank, is considered the Per- 
manent President, takes the chair at all meetings at which he is present, and has the privi- 
lege of giving a casting vote. When the President is absent from a meeting, the chair is 
taken by the Director of the highest military rank, and the senior of that rank, who may be 
present, and he exercises the privilege of giving a castiag vote when requisite. 


Art. 59. Two Provisional Directors are nominated by the Subscribers in India, who suc- 
ceed to placesfin the Direction on the occurrence of vacancies, and are required to act as Di- 
rectors during the absence from the Presidency, without vacating office, of permanant Direc- 
tors. 

Art. 60. A Director who obtains leave of absence from the Presidency for twelve months 
or more, or who is absent, from any cause, for twelve consecutive months, is held to have va- 
cated office. 


“Arr. 61. A Meeting of the Directors is held regularly once in each month, at the Military 
Fund Office for the transaction of current and ordvnary siness. Special Meetings are held 
whenever required to dispose of urgent or particular business: and it rests with any Director 
or Directors, or with the Scerctary, to represent the occurrence of such necessity;to the Presi- 
dent, who will convene a special Meeting within ten days from the date of his receiving the 
application. 

Arr. 62. No special Meeting can be called for the purpose of reconsidering the resolution 
or resolutions of any former Meeting, unless at the requisition of a greater number of Direc- 
tors than attended the former Meeting. 


Axt. 63. The Secretary is to commence circulating to all the Directors, fourteen days be- 
fore each regular monthly Meeting, all letters received, and all drafts of letters despatched b: 
him, on the business of the Fund, since the last monthly Meeting. These documents, whic 
for convenience of reference, are to be divided into separate parcels marked respectively 
“particular” and ‘‘ ordinary,” are, after being circulated as above prescribed, to be laid be- 
fore the Directors in meeting. ‘They are, while in circulation, not to be detained by any Di- 
rector for more than one day, and are to bereturned to the circulating peon on his application 
for them. 

Ant. 64. A record of the proceedings of the Directors in each Meeting is to be prepared 
by the Secretary, and authenticated by the signature of each Director present. The dissent 
of a Director or Directors from any resolution of the majority can only be expressed, for the 
information of the Subscribers, in the shape of a dissent or protest against it; but eny Director 
has the power of rcquiring the Secretary to enter opposite any resolution, in the manuscript 
record of procecdings, the names of the Voters for and against.

Ant. 65. Printed copics of the records of proceedings of the Directors in meetings, in 
which are recorded the decisions of Subscribers on all subjects referred for their votes, and all 
other communications from the Board of Direction to the Subscribers in India, are transmit- 
ted by the Secretary in the manner prescribed in Article 105. 

Ant. 66. ‘The Directors have the power of sanctioning such temporary extra expenses as 
are absolutely necessary, to enable them to perform their duties and have the office duties of 
the Secretary duly performed. Whenever extra expenditure is sanctioned, the circumstances, 
amount, é&c. are to be noted in the record of proceedings. ‘The Directors have not the power 
of granting any permanent salary or making any moncy grant or payment unprovided for by 
regulations except in cases of the most obviousand urgent necessity, and subject to express 
contirmation by two-thirds of the votes reccived, as prescribed in the preceding Article. 

Art. 67. Occasional Sub-Committees are appointed by the Directors, when necessary, for 
the purpose of framing Regulations, inspecting and reporting upon the state of the Uttice 
Accounts and Records, and other purposes. 

Ant. 68. A standing Sub-Committec of Finance composed of three Directors, is appointed 
by the Directors to make the necessary arrangements, io communication with the Secretary 
for funding the capital. Every Director is liable to be employed in this and every other Sub- 
Committec ; and the ordinary period of employment on the Committee of Finance is held to 
be from the lst January, or other date of nomination, to the 3lst December following, 

The Accounts shall be audited annually by paid Auditors, to be nominated for the occasion 
by the Directors, at an expense not exceeding 350 Rupees. The Auditors to examine all the 
Books, and deliver a report containing a statement of the Accounts for the preceding year 
with their observations thereon, which report shall be printed in the Proceedings of the Di- 
rectors for the information of the Subscribers at large. 


IN EUROPE. 


Art. 69. The management of the affairs of the Fund in Europe is conducted by a Com- 
mittee, formed in London of 24 Subscribers resident permanently or temporarily in the United 
Kingdom, whose original appointment was made or recognized by the Board of Direction in 
India ; but who fill up vacancies in their body, and elect their President. The names of the 
President and Members, and all changes in the Committee, are required to be duly reported, 
for the information of the Board of Direction in India. 

Arr. 70. The Home Committce of management hold general mectings quarterly on the 
2 Mondays in January, April, July and October, at the Office of the Agents in London, to 
dispatch any business requiring attention. ‘Uhree Members form a querum and are compe- 
tent to transact business. When the President is absent from a meeting, the Members pre- 
sent call one of themselves to the chair. One of the Agents, or some qualified person rmploy- 
ed by them with the permission of the Home Committee, is to act as Secretary at the Com- 
mittee’s Meetings. Copies of all the procecdings of the Home Committee, Sub-Committee, and 
annual mecting of Subscribers, are to be forwarded to the Board of Direction in India after 
each meeting. 

Ant. 71. The Home Committee are authorized to make such arrangements as they consi- 
der requisite for the transaction of the business of the Fund in Europe, either by the nomina- 
tion of a standing Sub-Committee, of which three will form a quorum, or by holding special 
mectings in addition to the regular quarterly meetings, and also to convene a mecting of the 
Subscribers at large when the Committee may deem it requisite. 


SECRETARY'S OFFICE. 


Art. 72. The gencral business of the Fund is conducted, under the orders of the Direc- 
tors, by. a Secretary appointed by them, who must be an Officcr of the Army and a Subscriber | 
to the Fund, 

Ant. 73. The Sceretary to the Military Fund, being appointed by the Directors, is re- 
movable from office by the same authority. 

Ant. 74, His salary is 350 Rupees per mensem; and the sum of 500 Rupees per mensera 
is allowed for his office establishment, to cover all ordinary and current expenses on acouunt 
of Writers, stationery, and contingencies of all kinds, except Printer’s charges. 

Art. 75. The Secretary is not allowed to accept, or perform the duties of any other ap- 
pointment, without the previous and express permission of the Directors. 

Art. 76. ‘The attendance of the Secretary at his office is required to be for the sime pe- 
riods daily, and under the same rules, as in the Government offices at Madras in gencral. 

Ant. 77. With the exception of returns and correspondence of a confidential nature, all 
the books and records of the Fund are open to the inspection of any Subscriber at the Military 
eund Office in Fort St George, from 11 o’clock a. M. to 3 o’clock P.M., every day, except 

junday. 


Azt. 78. The following books are be to kept in the office, all entries therein being authen- 
ticated by the signature or initials of the Secretary.

Separate Books containing Printed Extracts from the Minutes of Mcctings of Directors, 
Circulars to Subscribers, files of Letters Received, and drafts of Letters Despatched are also 
kept in the office. 

Art. 79. The accounts of the Fund are to be kept in sterling money, and in Company’s 
Rupees; the latter at the rate of two shillings and three pence per Rupee. No other cur- 
rency is to appear in the accounts. 

Aur. 80. Immediately after the audit of accounts is completed annually, every member 
indebted to the Fund is to be informed of the amount due by him up to the date of the audit. 

Agr. 81. All the manuscript books in use kept available and ready for the inspection of 
the Directors at every monthly meeting; and it is the duty of the Secretary whenever a book 
from any cause, is not properly written up, to report and explain the circumstance to the Di- 
rectors. 

ArT. 82. Letters received on the business of the Fund, of an ordinary nature, may be 
replied to by the Secretary without being first laid before the Directors in meeting. In like 
manner all ordinary communications, to Subscribers and others, may be made by the Secre- 
tary whenever necessary ; but no letter of any kind is to be despatched from his office unless 
tho ara of it has been previously passed by three Directors, whose initials in ink must ap- 
pear thereon. 

Azt. 83. Files of printed copies of the Records of Proceedings of the Directors in Meet- 
ings, of Circular Letters to the Subscribers, and of Keports and Letters from Actuaries and 
others, are to be regularly kept and laid on the table at all Meetings of the Directors. 

Art. 84. No arrears of business are to be allowed to accumulate in the office, and when- 
ever any arrear occurs or exists, it is to be at once reported and explained to the Directors by 
the Secretary. 

Arr. 85. The Secretary is answerable for the safe custody of the office records and fur- 
niture, of which complete and correct lists are always to be kept in the office. 

Art. 86. The Secretary is vested with the entire control and management of his office 
establishment; and has the power of discharging and entertaining writers and other office 
servants; but is required to report, for the information of the Directors, every alteration in 
the establishment, either by casualty, or by the reduction of, or addition to monthly pay, at 
the next mecting after its occurrence. 

Aut. 87. Should the Secretary be prevented by illness or other reason from attending 
his office for more than three days consecutively, he is required to report the circumstance to 
the Directors at their next meeting. is 

AzT. 88. Should the Secretary be prevented by any cause, from attending a Meeting of 
the Dircctors, he is, if possible, to give timely previous notice of the circumstance, mention- 
ing at the same time some Subscriber who has consented to act in his stead. 

ART. 89. Prior to applying for leave of absence from the Presidency, the Secretary must 
notify his attention to doso fcr the information of the Directors. During absence, he is not 
entitled to any part of the salary of his appointment, which is payable in full to the Officer 
nominated to officiate for him. He is however allowed to make arrangements to provide a 
substitute, and to nominate the latter; who will be appointed to officiate, accordingly, if ap- 
proved by the Directors. 

Art. 90. Each Cadet and Assistant Chaplain on his arrival in India is to be informed by 
the Secretary of his enrolment as a member of the Fund, and required to state his condition 
as bachelor, married, or widower ; his date of birth; and, if marricd, tho date of his marriage, 
the date of his wife’s birth, her Christian name, or names, and the date of birth and name or 
names of each of his living children ; and if widower, the date of birth and name or names of 
each of his living children, and also whether he has been furnished with a copy of tho Regu- 
lations in Europe. On the receipt of this statement the Secretary is to apprize the Subscrib- 
er of the contributions required of him, and the manner in which they must be paid ; and, if 
necessary sup) ay him with a copy of the Regulations. 

ART. 91. iy e Secretary is to take care that no incorrect or incomplete copy of the Re- 
gulations is kept in use in, or sent out of, the Office. All corrections or alterations directed 
from time to time are to be made in every copy in use in the office, or about to be supplied to 
a Subscriber or Annuitant, either by printed fly-leaves or in manuscript.

Subscribers and Auunuitants proceeding to ‘Eu are to be furnished by the 
Secretary with Certificates for delivery to the A gents in,London; which documents are to 
contain complete statements, for the guidance of the Agents, of payments to be made on ac- 
count of the Fund to and by the parties in question. 


HOME AGENTS. 


Axzt. 93. According to the original rules of the Fund, the Agent in England, as well ss 
the Secretary in India, was required tobe an Officer ofthe Army and Subscriber to the 
Fund; but under a regulation established om the 5th of June 1888, the present Agents are 
the members of a mercantile firm in London who have been required to furnish personal 
security to the amount of £3,000 for the due fulfilment of their engagement. 

Agr. 94. The Agents to the Fund in England are appointed by the Board of Direction 
in India, and are removeable by the same authority ; but in the event of the sudden resigna- 
tion, or bankruptcy of the Agents, or in any other case of emergency, the Home Committee 
are empowered to nominate temporary Agents. 

Azt. 95. The total salary of the Agents is £400 per annum, which is to cover all ex- 
penses on account of Office establishment and contingencies of every kind, including the 
necessary expenses of printing, postage, messengers, be. &c. attendant on the preparatica 
of the records of the proceedings of the Home Committee and Sub-Committee. 

Azt. 96. The Office of the Agents in London is to be open to all Subscribers from 
11 o'clock A. M. to 8o’clock P.M. every day, except Sunday, to enable them to refer to the 
books and records whenever necessary ; and the Agents are to furnish information on all 
matters connected with the Fund on application from Subscribersand Annuitants. 

Agr. 97. The Agents in England are to keep themselves supplied with s sufficient 
number ofcorrect copies of the Regulations, by reprint of the last TP those forwarded from 
India, of which it is their duty to furnish a copy to each newly appointed Assistant Chaplain 

"and Cadet gratis, and to each other Subscriber or Annuitant at the fixed price, oa applica- 

tion forthe same. They are to report to the Secretary at Madras, for the information of 

oe Directors, the dates of all marriages, and births of children, of Subscribers resident in 
arope. 

ART. 98. All payments to the Fund by Subscribers residentin India, Cape, New South 
‘Wales, China, &c., are to be made in India, in Indian currency ; and all payments by Sub- 
scribers resident in Europe or elsewhere beyond the limits of the East India Company’s Char- 
palit to be made in London, in English currency, agreeably to Tables A, B, C, G, 
and H. 

Arr. 99. “All payments from the Fund to ies residentin India, atthe Cape, in Aus- 
tralia, China, &c., or to their Agents, are to be made in India, in Indian garrency and t 
partice resident in Europe (or elsewhere beyond the limits of the East India Company's 
‘Charter,) or to their Agentsin London, in English currency, agreeably to Tables E and F. 

Agr. 100. Payments from the Fund to parties résident in Europe are mede by the 
Agents, on account of the Institution, by certificates on the Treasury at the India House. 
Every certificate to be made out in favor of the party actually entitled to receive the same. 

Ant. 101, The Agents in England and Secretary at Madras, are held personally res- 

ible for the accuracy of the records and accounts and the various documents furnished 

y them to Subscribers. Should any over-payment toa party occur, which shall be proved 

to have arisen from igndrance or neglect on their part, they shall be liable to have the whole 

or part of the sum so overpaid recovered from them, according as, in the opinion of the Direc- 
tors, the case may seem to require. 


INVESTMENT OF ASSETS. 


Art. 102: According to the original rules of the Fund, all donations to it are reserved 
for the purpose of forming a capital ; all other income being available to meet current and 
duly authorized demands. 

Art. 103. According to the original rules of the Fund, all money belonging to it in Ia- 
dia is to be vested in the Honorable Company’s Securities. It is, accordingly, the partice- 
lar duty of the Sub-Committee of Finance and Audit, in communication with the Secretary, 
to make arrangements for so vesting the money of the Fund; a floating balance sufficient to 
meet all current demands being always left inthe Government Treasary at Madras. Z 

ArT. 104. Should the available means of the Society at any period fall short of the lia- 
bilities for the time being, the Directors are empowered to order proportionate and equal de- 
ductions according to Table D to be made from all Annuities, to cover the temporary deb- 
ciency. Subsequently should a surplus income cxist, the deductions are to be made 
(without interest), out of such surplus. 


VOTES. 


Axrt. 105. The votes, on all ¢ubjects, of the Subscribers in India ere called for by Cir- 
cular Lettera under the signature of the Secretary, forwarded, with the permission of His 
Excellency the Commander-in-Chief obtained through the Adjutant General of the Army, © 
Corps, Departments, and individual Subscribers. ‘The votes of the Subscribers in Europe 
are collected by the Agents in London under the instructions of the Home Committec, and 
transmitted to the Secretary at Madras. . 
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Axr. 106. The period allowed for voting on any reference, or question which can be de- 
cided by a simple majority of votes, is three months, and accordingly, at the termination of 
the third month from the date of the Circular Letter by which the question or reference was 
submitted for the votes of Subscribers, it is considered disposed of according to the votes 

en received, 

The period allowed for voting on a pt ition which cannot be carried unless two-thirds 
of the votes received are in favor of it, is Ave months. : 

Art. 107. No proposed salary or donation, unprovided for by the rules, can be ted 5 
no proposed new rule can be established and no proposed alteration or revision of any ex- 
isting rule can be made, unless two-thirds of the votes received are in favor of the propo- 
sition. All other questions referred for the votes of the Subscribers are decided by a simple 
majority of the votes received. “ 


All Officers, Civil and Military, on arriving in England are expected to Intimate such ar- 
rival to the ‘‘ Secretary at the East India House,” Leadenhall Street. It is not necessary that 
the report should be made in person—it may be done by letter, for which there is no particu- 
Jar form.—The arrival should be announced as soon as an Officer lands at any Seaport ; and 
it is advisable that he should, if possible, give his address, or intended address. The de- 
parture of an Officer from England should be announced in the same manner to the Secretary 
of the East India House. ‘ 

All applications of extension of furlough must be addressed to the Secretary, whether they

Officers on the Non-effective Establishment who did not enter the Army as Cadets are al- 
lowed to participate in the benefits of the Military Fund, to the extent and in the manner 
hereinafter described. 


I. Penstons to Wipows. 


1, Officers of the above description will be allowed, on proof of health, to insure sur- 
vivorship pensions for their wives, to the full extent of the regulated pensions to widows of 
Subscribers of corresponding rank on the regular establishment, or for one-quarter,’ half 
or three-quarters of such regulated pension on payment of an equivalent single or monthly 
premium according to age, to be determined on the principle laid down in Article 162, Davies 
ist Report (Formula A—A B taken from Tables 10 and 32) the amount of which premium 
can be ascertained on application to the Secretary. 


2. In the event of the party preferring to insure by monthly instead of a single premium 
such monthly payment will cease on the death of either the husband or wife, and whichever 
mode of payment be adopted, the pension will be continued to the widow for life without 
being subject to suspension in case of her re-marriage. 


Il. Pgnstons To CHILDREN. 


1. Officers of the above description at present in the service will also be allowed to secure 
for each of their children the full amount, or such portion of the pensionary benefits held out 
to the children of members of the regular service as their means will allow, the proportions 
being restricted, as in the case of widows, to a quarter, a half, or three-quarters. 

2. Thus to secure the same pensionary advantage as is allowed the children of regular 
Subscribers, payment of the equivalent, as regulated by the last two columns of Table 21* if 
for sons, and by the corresponding columns of Table 26* if for daughters, must be made by 
single premium, and for half the above benefits half the amount will be charged.

Regulations of a General Military Fund, for the benefit of Widows and Children of 
deceased Officers in Her Majesty's Service in India, established in 1820 and re- 
vised in 1827; and Rules 21 and 22 added in 1845. 


Under the protection and countenance of the Most Noble the Marquis of Hastings, Com- 
mander-in-Chief in India, the above named Fund was established in the year 1520, for the 
urpose of sending home in comfort and respectability, the Families of deceased Officers in 
er Majesty’s Regiments, serving in India, who may have been left destitute : and of pre- 
venting the painful and degrading practice of appealing to the Public for Subscriptions oa 
such occasions : and also of providing relief in such cases as may require it, until they ean be 
conveniently sent home. It having since been found advisable to make some alterations in 
the Rules and Regulations, then established, the following revised Regulations, passed with 
the general consent of the Officers of the Army, have been approved of by His Excellency 
the Right Honorable Viscount Combermere, Commander-in-t hier in India, who has been 
pleased to become Patron to the Institution. 

His Excellency Sir Hugh Gough, Bart, G. C. B., Commander-in-Chief in India, with refer- 
ence toseveral cases, arising out of the death of Officers on‘the voyage from India to England 
leaving their Widows and Children in circumstances of great distress, and with advertence 
also, to the manifest justice of allowing all Widows and Children of Officers, being Subscrib- 
ers to the Fund, who may die at the Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South 
Wales, the benefits of the Military Fund,—directed Rule 21 to be proposed for the consider- 
ation of the whole body of Subscribers, and it having been carried by the votes of 227 Mem- 
bers, with a Minority only of 35, the Rule is accordingly rendered permanent, together with 
Rule 22 proposed at the same time, which was voted for by 233 Members, and a Minority 
of 29. 


Ist. That the Committee of General Management formed at Calcutta, shall consist of the 
following persons for the time being, being Subscribers; viz. :—

6th.—That in order to obviate the difficulties which would arise from the occasional remote 
situations of Her Majesty’s Corps serving under the several Presidencies, the Most Noble 
the Governor General in Council was pleased to order and direct when the Fund was estab- 
lished, that Bills may be nted to the Pay Masters of Her Majesty’s Regiments by the 
Governments of Madras and Bombay, on the Government of Bengal, at the exchange of 108 
Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 116 Madras Rupees, and 325 Calcutta Sicca Rupees for every 
350 Bombay Rupces payable at sight to the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, 
acting for the Committec of General Management, Fort William, thereby avoiding Commis- 
sion, double Agency, and risks of exchange. 


7th.—That all grants of assistance from this Fund shall be regulated and assigned by Com- 
mittees of Subscribers, as herein declared. 


8th.—That in order to ascertain the circumstances of aay Widow or Family who may have 
become destitute by the death of any Regimental Officer, such widow shall Memorial or re- 
present the case of herself and family, through the Commanding Officer of the Corps the 
casualty occurred in, in order to its being brought to the consideration of a Committee, and 
the Commanding Officer shall, as far as bis knowledge will enable him, state his opinion of

It shall also be competent for the Commander-in-Chicf at either Pre- 
sidency to assemble a Special Committee to report on the case of any Lady who may become 
a Widow, whilst the Regiment to which her husband belonged, shall be at another distant 
Station, or on Service, beyond Sea. 

]th.—That such General, Special, or Regimental Committees as the case shall be, having 
duly examined into the circumstances of the party seeking relief, shall report their opinion 
on and recommend the amount to be granted whether for passage money or maintenance, 
strictly in conformity with the Regulations annexed. The opinion and recommendation of 
such Committees shall be forwarded to the Agent or Agents of the General Committee, if in 
Bengal, or to the Honorary Secretary of the Sub-Committee, or such person as may be ap- 
pointed by the Commander-in-Chicf, if at the Presidency of Matiras or Bombay, by the Of- 
ficer Commanding the Corps in which the casualty may have occurred. - 


accuracy of the statements laid before them, draw upon the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s 
Military Fund, acting for the Committee of General Management, Fort William, for the 
amount of the sum which may be awarded ; but in the final adjustment of the accounts of 
such Sub-Committee, the General Committee will consider themselves bound to object to any 
sum, however trifling, which may be granted in excess of the Rules laid down. 


13th.—The Sub-Committee will, on drawing for any sum on the Agent or Agents of the 
Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee of General Management, transmit the Re- 
port of the Station Committee, as well as their own opinion and explanations, of the Award as 
a voucher, and they will afterwards, as soon as possible, transmit the proper Receipts and 
Certificates, showing that the money has been appropriated in the manner and for the pur- 
poses for which it was awarded. 

14th.—The object of this Fund being clearly confined to sending Home distressed Families 
of deceased Officers, with a view of preventing those painful appeals for assistance to the 
Public, at once so humiliating to respectable individuals and the Queen’s Service in India, it 
is earnestly hoped that all ranks of Staff and Regimental Officers will support it. 
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16th.—But to prevent doubts and misconceptions which might possibly arise hereafter, it 
is distinctly declared, that no Widow who is not in distressed circumstances or no Lady con- 
tinuing to reside in this country after the death of her husband, can expect any provision or 
pension for herself children from the Fund further than is stated in the 8th Clause of the 
Schedule of Awards. It is also declared, that no Widow is entitled to passage money or al- 
lowance for travelling, unless she shall actually proceed to Sea or on her journey in the man- 
ner for which any allowance may have been drawn, and should she have received such allow- 
ance, she will be required to refund ; and further that no Widow, under any circumstances, 
shall be entitled to any assistance from this Fund, unless the application be made in the 
usual form within six months after the demise of her husband. 


16th.—Orphan Children are eligible for the benefits of this Fund, but awards for them must 
be specially made by a General or Sub-Committee and sanctioned by the Commander in- 


Chief of the Presidency, who is requested to appoint some eligible person to take care of 
them, and provide a passage, &e. de. tts aye 


17th.—That the Agent or Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee 
of General Management, Fort William, shall furnish an anoual Account of the Receipts and 
Disbursements of this Fund, agreeably to forms annexed, to the Adjutant General of Her 
Majesty's Forces ; and that that Officer be applied to, to circulate the same amongat the Sub- 
scribers, and the several Otticers of Government at the three Presidencies. 


18th.—That Commanding Officers of Her Majesty’s Regiments be requested to pay parti- 
cular attention in causing the Regular quarterly remittances to be made to the Agent or 
Agents of the Queen’s Military Fund, acting for the Committee of General Management 
Fort William, who are requested from time to time to apprise Commanding Officers when- 
ever any Corps may fail in making such remittances. 


19th.—That no general Rule or Regulation of this Fund shall be altered, except recom- 
mended by the General Committee, and approved by a majority of the Subscribers. 


20th.—In taking the opinion of the Regiments and Staff Officers of Her Majesty’s Forces 
in India, a very general wish has been expressed that al Widows should have their 2 
to England, &c. &c. defrayed. The Funds will not’ now admit of it, but should the positive 
standing balance of the Fund ever amount to forty-thousand Rupees (40,000) the Committee 
will again put the question for the sense of the Subscribers, with a provision that such charge 
should again ccase on the balance falling to thirty-thousand Rupees (30,000) and as in that 
event all married Officers will have a claim on the Fund their Subscriptions should then 
be augmented. As an Officer ceases to be a Subscriber on leaving India, all claims on the 
Fund must in like manner cease from the same period ; but an Officer going to Sea for the 
benefit of his health, being entitled to his Company's allowances will be considered as a Sub- 
scriber during his absence. 


21st.—That all Widows of Officers, who were Subscribers to the Fund, shall be entitled to 
the amount granted to all Widows and Children, for passage Money to England, if their 
husbands die on their passage to England, or during their absence on Sick Certificate, at the 
Cape of Good Hope, the Mauritius, or New South Wales. 
22nd.—That no special grants, in cases of great distress, (not provided for in the Regula 
ions ofthe Fund) shall be passed by the General Committee in Calcutta, or the Sub Com- 
mittee at Madras or Bombay, without the sanction of the majority of Subscribers; which 


sanction is to be declared in the General Abstract of Account, published annually for the 
information of Subscribers.

This useful Institution which was closed to the public in 1840, was re-opened the following 
year with the addition of a Children’s Branch, and its bencfits aré now available by every 
class of the Christian Community of this country. The following is a summary of its present 
circumstances :

The object of this Fund is to afford relief to the Widows and Orphans of persons not in 
the covenanted service of Government, and others, who have no similar institution to look to, 
for making a provision for {their families. It consists of two branches, namely, a Widows’ 
branch and a Bhildren’s branch. The benefits of the former are secured by the payment of 
a donation (equal to two year subscription, as entrance money,) and a monthly subscription, 
for which the widow will énjoy a pension equal to six times the rate of subscription subject 
to the provisidns of Rules 6 and 6 which follow. In the Children’s branch, a monthly sub- 
sctiption on account of each child and a dcnation equal to twelve months’ subscription, will se- 
cure a pension equal to four times the amount of that subscription until a specified age. The 
capital of the Fund emounts to 8,79,772 Rupees ; it has about 415 subscribers in its connexion 
and its present liabilities do not exceed 17,472 Rupets perannum. The following are its prin- 
cipal rules, affording all needful information regarding its constitation and plan of operstion, 


namely, 

1. That Christians not exceeding the age of 55 years, shall be eligible for admission as 
subscribers. 

2. That alf applications for admission ixito the Fund, shall bo aecoihpauied by a medical 
certificate of health and a declaration of the forths laid down in the Appendix. 

3. That subscribers to this branch shalt pay # donation as entrance money equal to twen- 
ty-four month's subscription of their class in four years, and a monthly subscription at the 
rate affixed to that class. 

4, That Subscribers to this branch shall be divided into six classes, and pay a monthly sub- 
scription at the following rates:

ACT No. V. or 1852.—Page 95, of 1852. 


An Act for giving effect to the provisions of an Act of Parliament, passed in the 15th year 
of the reign of Her present Majesty, entituled ‘“‘ An Act for Marriages in India.” 


Whereas by an Act passed in the Session of Parliament holden in the Fourteenth and 
Fifteenth years of the reign of Her present Majesty entitulcd, “‘ An Act for Marriages in 
India,” it was enacted (among other things) that it should be lawful for the Gqvernor Ge- 
neral of India in Council from time to ‘time, by laws and Regulations, (not in consistent 
with the provisions of the said Act of Parliament,) to be made in the manner, and subject 
to the Provisions by law required in respect of laws and Regulations made by the said Go- 
vernor General of India in Council, to provide for the inspection and publication of Notices 
of Marriage given under the said Act of Parliament, for the custody and Protection from 
Injury of Marriage Register Books, for appeals from and references in case of doubt by the 
Marriage Registrars in relation to Marriages forbidden or Protests entered under the said 
Act of Parliament, for fixing the hours between which Marriages might be solemnized under 
the said Act of Parliament, for appointing the Officers to whom Certificates were to be 
transmitted by the Marrioge Registrars, and generally for giving effect to the provisions of 
the said7Actof Parliament. It is hereby enacted as follows : 


I. In every case of Marriage intended to be solemnized in India, after the first day of Fe- 
bruary next, under the Provisions of the said Act of Parliament, 
Form of Notice and one of the parties shall give Notice in writing, in the form of 
length of Residence ne- Schedule (A.) to this Act annexed, or to the like effect, to any 
cessary. ‘ Marriage Registrar of the District within which the parties shall 
have dwelt for not less than five days, then next preceding, or, if 
the parties dwell in different Districts, shall give the like notice to a Marriage Registrar of 
each District, and shall state therein the name, and surname, and the profession, or condition 
of each of the parties intending marriage, the dwelling-place of each of them, and the time, 
not being less than five days, during which each has dwelt therein, and the Church, Chapel, 
or other building in which the Marriage is to be solemnized ; provided that if either party 
shall have dwelt in the place stated in the notice during more than one Calendar month, it 
may be stated therein that he or she hath dwelt there one month and upwards. 


II. The Marriage Registrar shall file all sch Notices and keep them with the Records of 

his Office, and shall also forthwith enter a true copy of all such 

Inspection of Notices. notices fairly into a book, to be for that purpose furnished to 

him by the Government, to be called the ‘‘ Marriage Notice 

Book,” and the Martiage Notice Book shall be open, at all reasonable times, without Fee, 
to all persons desirous of inspecting the same. 


III. The Marriage Registrars, or Registrar of all districts in the British Territories in 
India shall respectively publish all such Notices of Marriage * 
Publication of Notices. ‘iven in their respective districts by causing a copy of such 
Notices to be affixed in some conspicuous place in their respec- 
tive offices, or, where such istrars are Ministers of the Christian Keligion, ordained or 
otherwise set apart to the Ministry of the Christian Religion, sach Notices shall be affixed 
in some conspicuous place in the Charch or Chapel or place of worship in which such Mi- 
nisters respectively officiate. When one of the parties intending Marriage (not being a widow 
or widower) is under twenty-one years of age, every Marriage Registrar shall, within 
twenty-four hours after the receipt by him of the Notice of such Marriage, send, or cause to 
be sent, by the Post or otherwise, a copy of such Notice to all the other Marriage Registrars 
(if any) in the same district, who shall likewise atfix the same in some conspicuous place in 
their own Offices or Chapels as aforesaid.

The following Act, passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 30th Ja- 
nuary 1852, is hereby promulgated for general information. 


Act No. VI. or 1852.—Page 404 of 1852. 
An Act for defraying the Cost of a Light-House on Pedra Branca. 


Whereas it has been deemed expedient, for the safety and guidance of Ships navigating 
the China Seas, to build a Light-House on the Island Rock called Pedra Branca, situated 
at the Eastern entrance ofthe Straits of Singapore ; ‘And whereas certain smax of money 
were subscribed by private individuals for that purpose, but the same were insufficient to 
defray the expense of building such Light-House; And whereas the East India Company 
agrecd to build such Light-House, and to advance certain sums of money to complete the 
same, on condition that the said sums of money were repaid to them by the levy of a toll on 
Ships and other square-rigged Vessels entering the Harbour of Singapore; And whereas 
the said Light-House has been built by the East India Company, and it is desirable that the 
expense of building the same, and of maintaining a Light thereon, should be defrayed out of 
the monies arising from such toll: And whereas it may hereafter be deemed expedient to 
establish other Lights, or beacons in the Straits of Malacca or elsewhere near thereto. It is 
enacted as follows: 


I. The Light-House on Pedra Branca aforesaid shall be called ‘‘ The Horsburgh Lizht- 
House,” and the said Light-House, and the appurtenances thereunto belonging or occupied 
for the purposes thereof, and all the fixtures, apparatus, and furniture belonging thereto, 
shall become the property of, and absolutely vest in the East India Company and their 
successors. 


II. From the first day of March, 1852, every Ship being of the burden of fifty tons and 
upwards, which shall arrive at, or enter the harbour or roadstead of Singapore, from any 
part of the world, shall pay a toll of three cents. ofa dollar per ton for every ton of her re- 
gistered burden or tonnage ; Provided always that no Ship shall pay such toll more than 
once in every six calendar months. 


IlI. All Ships of War belonging to Her Britadnie Majesty, or any Foreign Government 
or State, and all armed Ships belonging to the East India Company, shall be exempt from 
the payment of such toll. 


IV. The management and control of the said ‘‘ Horsburgh Light-House,” and of the 
keeper thereof, and of everything reting thereto, is hereby vested ia the Governor of the 
Straits Settlements. 


V. The said Governor may appoint any person he may think fit, to be a Collector of the 
tolls payable under this Act. 


VI. Out of the funds raised by such tolls, an efficient Light shall be constantly kept up 
and exhibited during the night-time in and from the said Light-House, and the surplus 
monies arising from such tolls, after deducting the expense of maintaining such Light as 
aforesaid, shall, from time to time, be paid over to the said Kast India Company, in liquida- 
tion of the monies they have advanced towards the erection and completion of the said Light- 
House, and the apparatus and furniture thereof. 


VII. The toll to be levied under this Act shall become due and payable immediately on 
the arrival of every Ship liable thereto within the harbour or roadstead of Singapore; and 
immediately on the arrival of any such Ship within the said harbour or roadstead, the Col- 
lector appointed under this Act shall demand, or cause to be demanded, from the master or 
other person in command of such Ship, payment of the toll of three cents. of a Dollar per ton 
for every ton of the registered burden or tonnage of euch Ship, and if the same be not paid 
within two days after such demand made as aforesaid, or if at any time after the arrival of 
such Ship as aforesaid, the said Collector shall have cause to suspect, or believe, that such 
Ship will immediately leave the said harbour or roadstead, without paying such toll. it shall 
be lawful for any Justice of the Peace, upon an affidavit to that effect being made before him 
on oath by such Collector (which oath the said Justice is hercby authorized to administer), 
to issue his Warrant under his hand, directed to any Peace Officer of Singapore aforesaid, 
to enter on hoard such Ship, and to seize and carry away any of the goods, merchandure, 
guns, tackle, apparel or furniture of or belonging to or en board such Ship, and to keep the 
same for the space of three days then next, unticss the said toll shall be in the mean time paid 
and in case the amount of the toll due by such Ship shall not before the expiration of such 
three days have been paid, then the said Collector may cause the said goods, merchandize, 
guns, tackle, apparel or furniture so seized to be sold, and out of the proceeds of such sale 
shall pay the amount of the said toll to which such Ship shall be liable, together with the 
reasonable charges of the scizure, detention, and sale, rendering to the master or owner, OF 
other person having the command of such Ship, the overplus Gf any) on demand. 

VIII. The Officer of Government whose duty it shall be to grant a Port-clearance for any 
ship clearing out or leaving the Port of Singapore aforesaid, shall refuse to grant such Port- 
clearance to any Ship until the owner, agent, master or other person in command of such 
Ship shall produce a certificate from the Collector appointed under this Act that such Ship 
has paid the amount of toll to which she is liable under this Act’ 
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IX. Notwithstanding anything in this Act contained, the said Collector appointed under 
the Act, may sue for and recover the amount of any tolls payable to him under this Act, 
by action of debtor suit in equity in any of Her Majesty's Courts in India, against the 
owner, or master, or other person who, at the time of default made in the payment of 
such toll, owned or had the command of any Ship liable thereto. 


X. In order to ascertain the exact burden or tonnage of any Ship liable to pay the toll levi- 
able under this Act the Collector appointed under this Act may apply to any Justice of thePeace 
te require, and such Justice/of the Peace shall thereupon summon and require, the owner, 
master, or other person in command of such Ship, or any person having possession of the 
same, to produce the register of such Ship, for the inspection of such Justice, and upon the 
refusal or neglect of any such owner, master, or person to produce such register, it shall be 
lawful for such Justice to adjudge such owner, master, or person to Pay. a fine not exceeding 
one hundred dollars, and in default of payment, to be imprisoned in Her Majesty’s Gaol for 
any period not exceeding two calendar months. 


XI. When and so soon as the monies to be advanced by the said East India Company to- 
wards the erection and completion of the said Light-House shall have been fully re-paid and 
liquidated in manner herein provided for, it shall be competent for the Governor of the 
Straits Settlemonts, to build, or cause to be built, one or more other lights or beacons for the 
safety and guidance of Ships in such part or parts of the Straits of Malacca, or near thereto, 
as shall be deemed expedient, and the cost thereof, and of maintaining the same, and of keep- 
ing up and exhibiting a light or lights therefrom, shall be defrayed out of the surplus monies 
arising from the toll payable under this Act, after defraying the current expenses of main- 
taining the “ Horsburgh Light-House”’ aforesaid. 

XII. Nothing in this Act contained shall be construed to authorize the levy of a toll upon 


any Ship passing through the Straits of Singapore and not entering the said harbour or 
roadstead of Singapore aforesaid. 


XIII. The word “ Ship” throughout this Act mentioned, shall be held to mean and in- 
clude a Schooner, Cutter, Brig, Brigantine, Barque, Junk, Steam-Boat, and every other 
Vessel, as well as aShip; and words importing the singular number only shall include plural 
number, and words importing the plural number only shall include also the singular num- 
ber, and words importing the masculine gender shall extend to females, unless there be 
something in the subject or context repugnant to such construction.

An Act for amending Act XVII. of 1840 as to penalties for breaches of the Salt Laws in 
the Madras Presidency. 

Whereas inconvenience has been experienced in consequence of the Head Officers of Dis- 
trict Police in the Madras Presidency boing prohibited from taking cognizance of petty of- 
fences against the Salt Laws, It is enacted as follows: 

I. Heads of District Police may hear and determine cases of offences against the Salt 
Laws, when the value of the Salt in question shall not exceed five Rupees, and may inflict 
Fnuiaient not exceeding ten days’ imprisonment with labour; or a fine not exceeding three 

erect, commutable, if not paid, to imprisonment with labour for a period not exceeding 
ten days. 

II. Whenever a Head Officer of District Police shall be of opinion, that the punishment 

-which he is empowered to inflict is not adequate to the offence committed, he shall report the 
case to the Magistrato for his final orders, stating precisely the nature and extent of the pu- 
nishment he recommends to be inflicted ; and the Magistrate shall, at his discretion, issue his 
orders in writing to the Head Officer of Police, to inflict such ponshment asthe Magistrate 
may deem sufficient, not exceeding that declared in Act XVII. of 1840, recording his rea- 
sons, if his opinion is at variance with the opinion of the Head Officer of Police; or the said 
Magistrate shall order the Head Officer of Police to forward the parties and witnesses to him 
for further investigation. 

III. Ifat the expiration of thirty days from the date and day of despatch of any refer- 
ance from a Head Officer of District Police to a Magistrate, no answer or order of the Magis- 
trate shall have been received by the Head Officer of Police, then the said Head Officer shall 
telease the offenders, and the confinement which they have so had shall be considered a suf- 
ficient punishment for the said offence, and they shall not be liable to be again tried for the 
same. 


IV. Heads of District Police shall report to the Magistrates, in the manner prescribed by 
Clause 2, Section XXXIII., Regulation XI. of 1816, of tho Madras Code, all punishments 
which they inflict by the authority vested in them by this Act

An Act for remunerating the Sheriffs of Calcutta, Madras, and Bombay for the execution 
of Mofussil Process under Act XXIII. of 1840. 


For making better provision for the Sheriffs of Calcutta, Madras and Bombay, in remune- 
ration for the execution of legal process issued by Courts out of the said towns respectively, 
It is enacted as follows : i 


I._ The several Sudder Courts of the Presidency of Fort William in Bengal, and the Sud- 
der Courts of the Madras, and Bombay Presidencics respectively shall make, and frora time 
to time amend, a table of reasonable fecs, to be taken on account of the execution by the 
Sheriff in such Presidency of any l-gal process issued by any Court, Judge or Magistrate, 
beyond the jurisdiction of the several Supreme Courts established by Royal Charter in Cal- 
,eutta, Madras and Bombay, and of the sums to be allowed for costa of advertisements, or 
other notifications of sales of property, according to the amount of the decrees to be satisfied 
hy such sales, which fees and sums shall be payable by the party applying for the process 
before it is sent to the Sheritf for exccution, and shall be dcemed costs in the cause. 


Il. The said table for fees and sums, when made or amended as aforesaid, shall be sub- 
mitted by the Sudder Court of the Lower Provinces of the Presidency of Fort William tothe 
Governor of Bengal, and by the Sudder Court of the North Western Provinces of the said 
Presidency to the Lieutenant Governor of those Provinces, and by the Sudder Courts of Mad- 
ras and Bombay respectively to the Governor in Council of the Presidencies in which such 
Courts respectively have jurisdiction, for his approval, and the said table of fees and sums 
shall have full force and etfect, and the fees and sums therein mentioned may be lawfuliy 
demanded and taken from and after the approval thereof by the said Governor, Lieutenant 
Governor or Governor in Council, as the case may be. 


III. Every such Court, Judge and Magistrate issuing process as aforesaid shall cause a 
separate account to be kept of the amount of all fees and sums so paid, and shall, from time 
to time, as directed by Government, cause the amount thercof to be paid into the local trea- 
sury. 


IV. The Government of cach of the Presidencies and Provinces aforcsaid shall twice in 
each year account for and pay over to the Sheriff, for the time being, the amount of fees and 
sums so paid, after deducting all necessary expenses of receiving and keeping account there- 
of, and remitting the nett proceeds thereof to Calcutta, Madras or Bombay, as the case may 
be ; or, where the amount has accrued in the shrievalty of more than one Sheriff, shall ap- 
portion the sum paid accordingly between the Sheriff for the time being, aod the then late 
Sheriff.

The following Act, passed by the Governor General of India in Council on the 19th 
March 1852, is hereby promulgated for general informstion : 


Act No. XIX. or 1852.—Supplement of 1852,—No. 2456. 


An Act for securing the Abkarry Revenue of Madras. 


For better securing the Abkarry Revenue of the Town and Suburbs of Madras, it is 
enacted as follows :— 


I. Regulation I. of 1813 of the Madras Code, and so much of Clause 159, of an Act of 
Parliament numbered Chapter LII. of the Statutes passed in the thirty-third year of King 
George the Third, as relates to the sale of Arrack or other spirituous liquors within the 
Town, of Madras, and to the punishment of unlicensed traders in spirits or spirituous liquors 
within the said Town, are repealed. 


II. The Collection of the Revenue arising from the retail sale of spirituous or fermented 
Hquora within the Town and Suburbs of Madras, shall be under the charge of the Collector 
ci Medras, who shall perform the duties connected therewith under the control of the Board. 

evenue. 


III. The Collector may appoint Conicopolies, Pygusts, Jemadars, Peons and other Officers 
for collection of the said Revenue and prevention of smuggling ; and the Officers so appoint- 
ed, besides their ordinary respective designations, shall be styled ‘‘ Abkarry Officers.’ 


IV. Every person who shall sell by retail ay spirituous or fermented liquors within the 
Town and Suburbs of Madras without a licence for that purpose, under the hand and seal of 
the Collector of Madras, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding five hundred rupees for each 
sale, but this enactment shall not apply to wholesale dealers selling such small quantities of 
Beer, Wine, or Spirits, as may appear to the Collector to be intended only as samples. 


V. Asale of European Spirits in a less quantity than two and a half gallons old Wine 
measure, (i. ¢., one dozen quart bottles,) and of Arrack or Rum or any other Spirits manu- 
factured to the Eastward of the Cape of Good Hope ina less quantity than one quart, and 
of English and Foreign Beer or Wine in a less quantity than six quart bottles, and of Toddy 
in a less quantity than one quart, shall be deemed a retail sale within the meaning of this 
Act. 


VI. The Board of Revenue shall have authority at all times to regulate the form and 
provisions of licences to be ted under this Act, and to alter and add to the conditions 
thereof ; and each licence shall distinctly specify the kind or kinds of liquor the holder is 
authorized to sell, the manner in which and source whence such liquor is tobe supplied to him, 
the excise duty, not exceeding three rupees and eight annas per gallon, which he shall pay 
upon it, whether it be provided by the Officers of Government or otherwise, or should a fee 
upon the licence be substituted for the said excise duty, the amount of such fee. The licence 
shall further specify the district or place, street or road, and house or shop in which the 
sale is to be carried on. 


VII. The sale of Arrack or Rum, or other country Spirits, or of Toddy, in quantities 
larger than thoee specified for each article in Section V. of this Act, is prohibited; and 
every person who shall act in breach of this prohibition, shall be liable to a fine prescribed 
in Section XV. for the illicit possession of these articles; but this prohibition does not apply 
to the sale of spirituous or fermented liquors imported into Madras under passes from the 
Collector, or other Officer duly empowered in that behalf, and supplied by wholesale to 
licenced retail dealers, or to the sale of Rum under bond for exportation by sea, and covered 
by a certificate to that effect. 


VIII. Every person taking out a licence for the retail sale of spirituous or fermented 
liquors or intoxicating drugs under this Act, shall execute a counterpart engagement in exact 
conformity with the tenor of such licence. 


IX. The Collector may withhold or recall a licence, if any of the conditions w which 
the licence is granted be not complied with, or, with the sanction of the Board of Revenue, 
for any other cause, giving fifteen days notice of such withdrawal; and an’ A pieced selling 
by retail any spirituous or fermented liquor within the Town and Suburbs of ‘adras, whilst 
such licence is withheld, or after it is recalled, shall be subject to all the penalties provided 
by this Act for the unlicensed sale of spirituous or fermented liquors. 
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X. No spirituous liquor manufactured Eastward of the Cape of Good Hope, shall be re- 
moved from the Sea Custom House to any Warchouse, Shop, or private dwelling, or from 
one Warehouse, Shop, or private dwelling to another, without the Permit of the Collector 
of Madras, which Permit must accompany all liquors 80 removed, but persons having paid 
the Sea Custom Duty, shall be entitled to dispose of such liquor by wholesale for exportation 
beyond the limits of Madras and its Suburbs, such export to be made under permits to be 
granted by the Collector of Madras at his discretion, and on proof to his satisfaction that the 
spirits are intended to be exported. 


XI. All spirituous liquor manufactured by the European method of distillation shall, whea 
imported into the Town and Suburbs of Madras by land, be placed under the charge of the 
Collector of Sea Customs, who will have them aged: and tested. The said liquors may be 
either kept in the custody of the Importer on fis furnishing sony for its exportation or 
sale, under the provisions of Section I. Act XXXII. of 1845, or in the joint custody of the 
Collector of Sea Customs and the Importer, or it may be deposited in the Sea Custom 
Warchouse on payment of the usual Warehouse rent. en kept in such joint custody, or 
deposited in such Warehouse as aforesaid, no security for its exportation or sale shall be re- 
quired, and the amount and nature of the security required to be furnished when such liquor 
are kept im the custody of the Importer, shall be tixed by the Governor of Fort St. George in 
Council, who shall also determine the time to be allowed for its exportation. 


XII. It shall not be lawful for the Justices to grant a licence to open or establish, or keep 
open any Lodging House, Boarding House, Eating House, Punch House, Coffee Koom, 
Tavern, Hotel, or any other House of Public Entertainment within their jurisdiction, in 
which any spirituous or fermented liquor may be sold, to any person who has not taken out 
a licence for the retail sale of such liquor, and any auch licence granted by the Justices shall 
become void whenever the licence for the retail of such liquor granted to such person, shail 
be withheld or recalled by the Collector under this Act. ‘Provided always that, on the re- 
presentation of the Superintendent of Police to the Collector, that any such house of public 
entertainment as aforesaid is kept as a disorderly house, or that the keeper thereof is, for any 
reason, or in consequence of misconduct, (such reason or misconduct to be specially assigned 
by the Superintendent,) unfit to receive or retain,any such licence, then and in such case the 
said Collector shall forthwith revoke any licence already granted by him to such keeper of 
any such house of public entertainment. 


XIII. The Collector, after demand made in writing, may levy any arrears of tax, duty, or 
fee, due on account of any licence granted under this Act, by distress and sale of the goods 
and chattels of the person from whom the same is due; provided that no sueh arrears shail 
be recoverable after the end of two years next after the same shall have become due, or next 


after an acknowledgment of the same in writing shall have been given by the person by whom 
the same is payable. 


XIV. A breach of any of the conditions of a licence granted under this Act, shall, besides 
forteiture of the licence, be punishable by a fine not exceeding Fifty Rupees, and such fine 
shall be recoverable from the licensed dealer, notwithstanding that euch breach mey bere 


been owing to the default or carelessness of the servant or other person in charge of the shop 
or place of sale. 


XV. An son, not being a licensed dealer, having in his possession, and any person 
carrying wit in the Town and Suburbs of Madras any greater quantity of ‘piritaows or fer- 
mented liquors, (excepting English and Foreign Beer, Wine, and Spirits,) than the quantity 
specified for each article in Section V., and not being protected by a Pass or Permit trom the 

‘ollector, or ‘other Officer duly empowered in that behalf, be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred Rupees. 


XVI. Beside the penalties above specified for the illicit sale, possession, and carrying of 
spirituous or fermented liquors, all such liquors found in the possession of any offender against 
this Act, shall be scized and confiscated, together with the Vessels, Packages and Coverings 
in which such liquors are found, and the animals and conveyances used in carrying them shall 
also be liable to seizure and confiscation. 


XVII. Any Abkarry Officer above the rank of Peon, may enter, i and search, st 
any time, by day or by night, for any of the purposes contemplated in this Act, the house or 
shop in which any licensed retail dealer s! carry on the sale of spirituous or 
liquor under this Act. 


XVIII. Every person, holding a licence for the retail sale of spirituous or fermented 
liquors, shall keep such licence at the house or shop specified in the licence, and shall show 
the licence on the demand of any Abkarry Officer who shall desire to see the same; and any 
licenced dealer, who shall refuse or be unable to produce his licence on the demand of any 
Abkarry Officer, shall be liable to a fine not oxceeding Two Hundred Rupees. 


, XIX. Any Abkarry Officer ma: and detain any person having possession of or carry- 
ing in any Public Road, Street, T’ croughtare or place, ss in any open ahop, sny spirituous 
or fermented liquors without a Pass, or otherwise liable to confiscation under this Act, and 
may seize the liquors, with the Vessels, Packages, and Coverings in which the liquorse are 
found, and the animals and conveyances used in carryivg them. 
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XX. If the Colloctor has good reason to believe, either from information given 
by any Abkarry Officer, or other person, to be taken down in writing, or from his 
own knowledge, or from the proceedings in any other case, that any spirituous or fer- 
mented liquor liable to confiscation under this Act, is kept or concealed in any place, 
the Collector, by warrant under his hand, may empower any Abkarry Officer, above the 
rank Jemadar of Peons, between sunrise and sunset, but always in the presence of a Consta- 
ble or other Officer of the Peace, to enter into every such place where any such liquor is sus- 
pected to’be kept or concealed, and to seize and carry away such liquor, and in case of re- 
sistance, to break open ary door, and to force and remove any other obstacle to such entry, 
search, seizure or removal, as aforesaid, and to arrest and detain the owner or occupier of 
the premises, with all parties whom he suspects to be concerned in the unlawful keeping or 
concealing of such liquor whom he shall find on the premises. Provided that, where there 
-is ground to suspect that such liquor is unlawfully concealed in any apartment of the women, 
in houses belonging to the classes whose women do not appear in public, the Officer charged 
with the execution of the Warrant, shall follow, as closely as may be, the rules for the 
seizure of property 20 concealed, adopted by the Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort Saint 
George. 


KXI. All Constables and othor Ministerial Officers of the Peace, are required to aid the 
Abkarry Officers in the due execution of this Act, upon notice given, or request made by any 
such Abkarry Officer; and any Officer who, without lawful excuses, shall refusc or neglect 
to assist as aforesaid, on being required to do so, shall be liable to the penalty prescribed by 
Section ze tks of this Act for Abkarry Officers conniving at the escape of a person arreated 
under this Act. 


XXII. Whenever an Abkarry Officer, duly authorized under this Act, shall arrest any 
person, or shall seize any spirituous or fermented liquors, or shall enter any house or shop for 
the purpose of searching for such ilicit liquors, he shall carry the person arrested, with the 
ilicit liquors seized, with all convenient despatch, to the Collector, and shall, within twenty- 
four hours thereafter, make a full report to the Collector of all the particulars. And the 
Collector, after such further inquiry as he may deem necessary, shall forthwith cither release 
the person arrested, or send him in custody to the Superintendent of Police, or one of his 
Deputies. 


XXIII. Every person who shall maliciously give false information against any person, for 
being engaged in the unlicensed sale of spirituous or formented liquors, or for having in his 
possession or carrying, or in respect of there being in any house or shop, any spirituous or fer- 
mented liguors, in contravention of this Act, shall be liable toa fine not exceeding Five 
Hundred Kupees, or to imprisonment in the Common Gaol, fora period not exceeding six 
months, or to botb. 


XXIV. Every person who shall obstruct or molest any Abkarry Officer, or any person 
acting in aid of such Officer, in the due execution of this Act, shall be liable to a fine not ex- 
ceeding Five Hundred Rupees, and such person shall be further liable, if any affray or 
breach of the peace shall happen in consequence of his resistance, on conviction of the same 
before a competent tribunal, to such punishment as is prescribed by Law for cases of affray 
and breach of the peace, in addition to the penalty above prescribed for resistance of process. 


KXV. Any Abkarry Officer, who shall delay carrying to the Collector any person arrest- 
ed, or any ilicit liquors seized under this Act, or who shall neglect to report the particulars 
of an arrest, seizure, or search within twenty-four hours thereafter, shall be liable to a fine 
not exceeding Two Hundred Rupces. 


XXXVI. Any Abkarry Officer, who shall vexatiously and unnecessarily seize the goods or 
chattels of any person, on the pretence of acizing or searching for ilicit spirituous or ferment- 
ed liquars, or who shall vexatiously and unnecessarily arrcst any person, or commit aoy 
other excess not required for the execution of his duty, thal be li to a fine not exceeding 
Five Hundred Rupees. 


XXVII. The provisions regarding Diatilleries and Stills in Seetions 1V., V., VI., Regu- 
lation 1. of 1820 of the Madras Code, and Act XXXII. of 1846, shall apply and be in force 
within the Town and Suburbs of Madras, execpt that the powers vested is the Criminal 
Jzdge by Section IV., Clause 5, and Section VI., Clause 9, Regulation I. of 182U, of the 
M ‘ode, and in the Session Judge and Subordinate Judge of the Zillah, by Sections 
IV., V., Act XXXII. of 1845, shall be exercised within the limits of the jurisdiction of the 
Supreme Court by the Superintendent of Police. 2 


XXVIII. It shall be competent to the Governor of Fort Saint George in Council, or to 
any Officer duly empowered by him in that behalf, to revise, from time to time, the forms of 
licences to be granted under Section IV., Regulation I. of 1820, of the Madras Code, for the 
establishment of Distillerie: for manufacturing Rum, Arrack, or other Spirits by process of 
distillation similar to the European process, and to introduce into such forms of licences such 
provisions and stipulations as may seem to be advisable, anything in Section 11., Act XXXII. 
of 1845, to the contrary notwithstanding. 
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XXIX. Any Officer employed in the Abkarry Department, who shall unlawfully release 
or connive at the escape of any person arrested under this Act, or copnive at the sale of spi 
rituous or fermented Tiquors ‘without a licence, or by any licenced dealer contrary to 
terms of such licence, or act in a manner inconsistent with his dut y, for the purpose of en- 
abling any person to do anything whereby aay of the provisions of t his Act may be evaded or 
broken, or the Abkarry Revenue be defrauded, shall be liable to a fine not exceeding Five 
Hundred Rupees. 


XXX. Any Officer employed in the Abkarry Department, who shall ask or take any 
gratuity not authorized by any law or order of Government, or of the Board of Revenue, in 
consideration of doing or of omitting to do any act in his official capacity, and any person 
who shall offer a bribe to any such Officer, in order to in duce such Officer to act in a manner 
inconsistent with: his duty, shall be liable, for every such offence, to a fine not exceeding 
Five Hundred Rupees. 


XXXI. When any goods or chattels shall be seized by an Abkarry Officer, is liable to ccs- 
fiscation under this Act, such seizure shall, upon information exhibited by order of the Col- 
lector, be heard and determined in a summary manner, by the Superintendent of Police or one 
of his Deputies, who shall cause the persons to whom such and chattles belong, to be 
summoned to appear, and upon their appearance or default, shall examine into the cause of 
the seizure thereof and give judgment; and, if such ju ent shall be for confiscation of the 
goods or chattels seized, shall issue his warrant to the Collector for the sale or disposal there- 
of, according to such orders as the Collector may receive from Board of Revenue. 


XXXII. Whenever day ds or chattels shall be seized as aforesaid, and within one 
calendar month no person thal sppent before the Collector to claim the same, the i 
tendent of Police, or one of his Deputies, shall examine into the cause of the seizure, ata 
place and time, of which notice sl have been given by the Collector in the Fort St. George 
Gazette, and give judgment for the confiscation of such of the goods and chattels as, upon 
such examination, shall appear to him liable to forfeiture; and upon confiscation thereof, 
shall issue his warrant for the disposal of them, as if the owner had been summoned to 
attend before the’ said Superintendent or one of his Deputies.

XXXVI. All fines levied under this Act, the disposal of which is not especially provided 
for, shall belong to Government ; but the Officer adjudicating the case may grant any portion 
thereof not exceeding one-half, as rewards to informers, or as Compensation to parties injured 
by any proceedings under this Act. 


XXXVII. No writ of Certiorari shall be issued at the suit of an; party out of the Supreme 
Court of Judicature at Fort St. George, to supersede, stay, cecaye, or in anywise affect any 
information or judicial proceeding before the Superintendent of Police or any of his Deputics 
in pursuance of this Act; and no Judgment thereupon shall be quashed, except for error of 
law apparent on the face of the judgment.

If the arbitrators cannot agree in 
the selection of an umpire the said Collector or Officer shall be authorized to choose some 
Person to act as such. 


IX. In cases wherein the arbitrators may differ in opinion, if the voices on each side shall 
be equal, the decision of the umpire on the point of difference shall be conclusive: in all 
other cases, the opinion of the majority of arbitrators shall determine the award. 


X. The arbitrators shall hold their inquiry under the general superintendence of the Col- 
lector or other Officer appointed as aforesaid, who shall be competent to exercise towards 
them such powers and authority, for the purpose of securing their attendance, and the due 
completion of their award, as the Courts of Judicature may legally exercise towards persons 
summoned as witnesses before them, for the purpose of compelling such witnesses to attend 
and give evidence. Itshall further be competent to the Officer presiding, in the event of any 
‘unnecessary delay on the part of arbitrators in determining any question referred to them, 
to call upon them to make their award within a specified time, and in default thereof, to re- 
fer such question to the umpire for his decision. 


XI. The said Collector, or other Officer appointed as aforesaid, shall, on the application 
of the arbitrators, summon any witnesses whom the arbitrators may call for, and whom the 
parties may not be able to produce before them without such process.

The arbitrators shall take into consideration the statements of the parties interest- 
ed in the said land, and the objections of the Collector or other Officer aforesaid on behalf of 
Government, and after examining the evidence offered on both sides, and making any further 
inquiry that may appear to them necessary, shall pass their award allowing or disallowing 
the interests claimed, and determining the total amount of compensation to be given for the 
interests allowed, the mode in which it is to be given, and, if to be given to more than one 
party, the shares of the total compensation which each party shall be entitled to receive. 


XIV. The award of the arbitrators, or of the umpire, if he'shall be called upon to make 
an award, shall be binding and conclusive both upon the Government and the parties inter- 
ested in the land, as respects the gross amount of the compensation to be paid by Govern- 
ment, unless the award shall be set aside by the Civil Court of the zillah upon a charge of 
corruption against the arbitrators or the umpire, asthe case may be, brought by either party, 
and proved after due investigation, to the satisfaction of such Court; in which case the mat- 
ter be referred for the determination of a second set of arbitrators, to be chosen in the 
same manner as the first, and their decision, whatever it may be, shall be final.

Ifany question arises as to the previous possession of or title to any land taken by 
Government under this Act, or if the parties or any of them interested in the land are minors, 
lunatics, or absent as aforesaid, and are not represented by their guardian, committee, at- 
torney, or other person authorized in that behalf, or if there exist other grounds which, in the 
judgment of the arbitrators render it improper to make immediate payment of the compen-

To authorize and empower the Governors in Council of the respective Presidencies of Madras 
and Bombay to mitigate or discharge fines, amerciaments, &c., imposed by the Supreme 
Courts, or any other Courts of Justice at Madras and Bombay respectively. 

‘Whereas the Supreme Court of Judicature at Madras now hath certain power and eu- 
thority to mitigate and discharge fines, amerciaments, forfeitures and sums of money ordered, 
adjudged, set, imposed, or awarded by the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Madras 
upon, or against, any person or persons whomsoever for or by reason of any offences, 
misdemeanors, defaults, contempts, neglects, or forfeitures whatsoever. And whereas the 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay hath certain power and authority to mitigate and 
discharge fines, amerciaments, forfeitures, and sums of money ordered, charged, adjudged, 
set, imposed, or awarded by the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay upon, or 
against, any person or persons whomsoever for or by reason of any offences, misdemeanors, 
defaults, contempts, neglects, or forfeitures whatsoever: And whereas it is expedient that 
such respective ers and authorities should be exercised by the respective Governors in 
Council of the Presidencies of Madras and Bombay respectively. It is hereby enacted as 
follows : 

I. The powers and authorities respectively exercised by the said Supreme Courts at Ma- 
dras and Bombay, or by any other Courts of Justice at Madras and Bombay respectively, to 
mitigate, and discharge fines, amerciaments, forfeitures and sums of money ordered, charged, 
adjudged, set, imposed or awarded by such Supreme Courts, or by any other Court of Justice 
at Madras and Bombay aforesaid upon, or against, any person or persons whomsoever, for 
or by reason of any offences, misdemeanors, defaults, contempts, neglects, or forfeitures what- 
soever, shall henceforth respectively cease and determine. 

AI. It shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of the Presidency of Fort St. George 
at Madras to mitigate, or discharge all fines, amerciaments, forfeitares, and sums of mosey 
which may have been or may hereafter be ordered, adjudged, set, imposed, or awarded by 
the said Supreme Court of Judicature at Fort St George at Madras aforesaid, or by any 
other Court of Justice, or other person or persons there, having lawful authority to order, 
charge, adjudge, set, impose, or award fines, amerciaments, ransoms, forfeitures, penalties, 
or sums of money, for or by reason of any offences, misdemeanors, defaults, contempts, 
neglects or forfeitures whatsoever, as the Court of Exchequer in England, or the Chancellor 
or Barons thereof, may or can lawfully doin England. And the said Governor in Council 
may, by any order, cause a share or proportion of any fine imposed, on any person or persorrs

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IIL. It shall be lawful for the Governor in Council of the Presidency of Bombay to 
mitigate or discharge all fines, amerciaments, forfeitures, and sums of money, which may 
have been or may hereafter be ordered, adjudged, sect, imposed, or awarded by the said 
Supreme Court of Judicature at Bombay, or by any other Court of Justice, or other person 
or persons there; having lawful authority to order, charge, adjudge, set, impose, or award

For the amending and better understanding of Act XIV. 1839, and forthe better preven- 
tion of the offence of crimping as hereinafter defined, It is declared and enacted as follows : 


I. Any person who by force or fraud, unlawfully detains in any place or decoys to any 
place any Native of India, with intent to force or prevail upon him to enter into any service, 
or contract for service to be performed out of the Territories under the Government of the 
East Lndia Company into which he was not minded to enter, withont such force or fraud, or 
who, by means of false imprisonment, intoxication, intimidation, forceor fraud, causes any Na- 
tive of India to enter into any such service or contract for service, or who attempts, by force or 
fraud or by any false promise, pretence or representation, to cause any Native of India to de- 
part either by land or water from the Territories under the Government of the East India 
Company, is a crimp, and guilty of crimping, within the meaning of this Act. 


II. The departure of any person out of the Territories under the Government of the East 
India Company, by land or water, is Emigration from the said ‘lerritorics within the mean- 
ing of Act X1V. 1839, and of this Act. 


III. After the passing of this Act no person shall be liable to the penalties of Act XIV. 
1839, for making, in good faith, any contract with any Native of India, for labor to be per- 
formed in any Foreign Settlement on the mainland of India, or for knowingly abetting or 
aiding any Native of India in emigrating from the said Territories to any such Forcign 
Settlement. Provided that if any person shall make any contract with any Native of India 
for service or labour to be performed by such Native out of the Territorics under the Go- 
vernment of the East India Company, or cause any Native of India to depart from the Terri- 
tories under the Government of the Kast India Company, or knowingly aid or abet such Na- 
tive of India in emigrating from the said Territories to any such Foreign Settlement with 
intent that sich Native shall afterwards depart from India such person shall be deemed to be 
a crimp and guilty of crimping within the meaning of this Act, and proof of the subsoquent 
departure of such Native from India, fromany place out of the Territories under the Govern- 


ment of the East India Company within the period of six months from the time of the departure’ 


of such Native from the said Territories under the Government of the East India Company, 
shall be primé facie evidence of such intent. 


IV. Every crimp within the meaning of this Act is liable to be imprisoned for a term not 
exceeding six calendar months, and to pay a fine not excecding five hundred rupees. 

V. Every person who shall, by means of intoxication, false imprisonment, or intimida- 
tion, or by means of any false promise, pretence or representation, force or decoy any Native 
of India out of the Territories under the Government of the East India Company, or fraudu- 
Jently cause any such Native to depart from the said Territories shall be liable to be impri- 
soned for a term not exceeding three years. 


VIL. In every case in which under this Act imprisonment may be awarded for any offence 
it shall be lawful for the Court, who may award such imprisonment, to sentence the offender 
to be kept to hard labor during the whole or such period or periods of such imprisonment as 
to such Court shall seem meet. 


VII. In every case in which an offender shall be liable to be imprisoned under Section IT. 
of Act No. XIV. of 1839, such offender shall be liable to be imprisoned or imprisoned and

The fuilowing Act, passed by the Governor General of India in Council, on the 20th day 
of August 1852, is hereby promulgated for general information: 


Act No. XXXII. or 1852.—Supplement of 1852.—No. 2508. 


An Act to facilitate the prosecution of certain Ministerial and Police Officers for certain 
Criminal Acts. 


‘Whereas it is expedient to enable the local Governments, and the head officers of depart- 
ments or offices under Government, to prosecute their subordinate ministerial or police 
officers for acts of corruption, extortion, embezzlement or other malversation, whether or no 


any charge be preferred by an aggrieved private party in respect of such acts, It is enacted 
as follows: 


I. Whenever the local Government, or the head officer of a department or office under 
Government, shall be of opinion that there are good grounds for making a public enquiry 
into the truth of any imputation of corruption, extortion, embezzlement, or other malverss- 
tion committed at any time during tenure of office, by any ministerial oe polis officer, sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction of the Courts of the East India Company, and su’ inate to such Go- 
vernment, or employed in such department or office, as the case may be, it shall be lawful for 
such Government, or any such head officer as aforesaid, to prosecute such officer on the part 
of Government in a Criminal Court, or to nominate some person to conduct such prosecu- 
tion ; and it shall also be lawful for such Government, or head officer as aforesaid, in their or 
his discretion, to undertake on the part of Government the prosecution in a Criminal Court 
of any such charge, as aforcsaid, which may be brought by an aggrieved private party against 
avy such ministerial or police officer, and such prosecutions as aforesaid shall not be barred, 
or affected by reason of the party prosecuted having ceased to be in the service of Govern- 
ment at the time at which the charge may be brought against him. 

II. Provided always that no Collector, Magistrate, nor head of an office in the Salt, Ab- 
karree, or Customs Department under the grade of Commissioner, shall commence ar under 
take a prosecution under this Act, until he shall have obtained the permission of the Court, 
Board, or officer to whom he is immediately subordinate, to institute the same. 

III. No. Collector, Magistrate, Judge, or other officer, who may prosecute any officer 
under this Act, or cause such prosecution to be instituted, or who may conduct any prelimina- 
ry investigation into the conduct of auch officer connected with such prosecution, nor any of 
his deputies, assistants, or subordinate officers, shall act as judge in any such prosecution. 

IV. Nothing herein contained shall be construed so as to repeal or otherwise affect Re- 
gulations IX. 1822 and VII. 1828, of the Madras Code, and Act KX XVI. 1837, and the 
said Regulations and Acts shall remain in full force with respect to the malversations and 
offences in the Revenue Department to which they are applicable.

An Act to facilitate the enforcement of judgments in places beyond the jurisdiction of the 
Courts pronouncing the same. 


I. Every party, who shall have obtained a judgment in any Court of Her Majesty, or of 
the East Indie Company, in any part of the territories under the Government of the East 
India Company, or in any Court established by the authority of the Governor General of 
India in Council in the territory of any foreign Prince or State, and who shall be unable te 
enforce or obtain satisfaction of the same by execution within the jurisdiction of such coert, 


may enforce or obtain execution of the same in any part of the said territories under the Ge- 
ment of the East India Company in manner following. 


II. The party mey apply to the court which shall have pronousced such judgment, fora 
copy thereof, and also for s certificate that satisfaction of such judgment has not been ob- 
tained by execution within the jurisdiction of the said court, also for acopy of any order for 
texecution of such judgment that may have been passed, and, if necessary, for a translation of 
the said judgment and order for execution into the English language. The court, unless 
there be any sufficient reason to the contrary, shall cause such copy and certificate, and trans- 
lation if necessary, to be furnished, and the same shall be signed by the judge, or one of the 
judges of the court, and sealed with the seal of the court. 


III. If such court shall be the principal eivil court of original jurisdiction in the district, 


the judge shall describe himself accordingly:in the certificate, and shall also name the eeurt 
and the district.

either of the Presidencies, to the Prothonotary of the Court ; and such court shall cause the 
said documents to be filed therein, without any proof of the judgment or order for execution, 
or of the copies thereof, or of the translations, if any, or of the seal or jurisdiction of any 
court, or of the signature of any judge, unless the court, to which such documents shall be 
transmitted, shall, under any peculiar circumstances to be specified in an order, require the 
same. 


VI. The copy of any judgment, or of any order for execution, when filed in the court to 
which it shall be transmitted for the purpose of being executed or enforced as aforesaid, shall 
for such purpose have the same effect as a judgment or order for execution made by such 
court, and may be enforced or executed by such court, or any court subordinate thereto, to 
which it may intrust the enforcement or execution thereof.

The expense of Transit through Egypt is also included in the rates of Passage Money to 
India and China, with the exception of Hotel expenses, and also of Extra Baggage, Wines, 
Spirite, Beer, and Soda Water, all of which the Egyptian Transit Administration charge for 
separately. 

Servants soliciting gratuities will be dismissed from the Company's service.

Dead wight, specie, Carriages, Animals, &c. do not come within this regulation. 

Shippers should send as early as possible, full particulars of the goods to their Agents 
at Southampton, to enable them to pass the entry, &c. at the Custom House. 

The Signed Bills of Lading, with the Freight note, may be obtained at the London Offer, 
the secorid day after the goods are shipped. 

The Company do not hold themselves responsible for any goods until placed on board, or

Tariffs and Regulations of the Egyptian Transit Administration. 
GENERAL RULES AND REGULATIONS FOR PASSENGERS. 


Passengers are requested to make over their heavy Baggage to the Transit Officer, who 
will receive the same on board the Steamers on arrival. Those coming from Europe mar 
retain personal charge of any Carpet Bag or other articles required for use in Transit until 
they arrive at Boulac (the Port of Cairo,) but Carpet Bags must, notwithstanding, be depo- 
sited at the Transit Office in Cairo, within proper time to forward to Suez by an Express 
Dromedary, as 51b. weight only are allowed to cach Passenger in the Vans Passengers 
however can always have access to their Baggage, if they make an application to that effect 
on its arrival at either of the Transit Wharfs at Boulac, Suez, or Alexandria. 


No. 1.—In order to facilitate the conveyance of Luggage through Egypt, Travellers are 
recommended to limit the size of their Trunks to the following dimensions— 


Length 3 ft. 0 in.—Width 1 ft 3 in.---Depth 1 ft. 2 in. 


The weight of each package must not exceed 80Ib. 


NOTE.—Weight and size of Packages of Baggage.—The Transit Administration will 
not be responsible for the timely arrival at Suez or Alexandria as the case may be of any 
Packages of Baggage which shall exceed the prescribed limits. 

No. 2.—It is indispensable that every article of Luggage should have the name and ad- 
dress in full of each proprietor, and his destination, legibly written or painted in black or 
white, according to the colour of the Package ; as all Anonymous Baggage, (unless it can be 
readily identified as belonging to Booked-through Passengers). will otherwise be detained in 
Exgypt, and sold at Public Auction after the expiration of one Twelvemonth, if not previous- 
ly identified and claimed ; the proceeds thcreof, however, remaining another Twelvemonth 
at the disposal of the owner. 

All small articles of Baggage should be put ina large package or canvas bag, as they are 
exposed to the risk of loss from the difficulty of securely fastening them on camels. 

No. 3—It is prohibited for Passengers to carry Merchandize, Specie or Combustible Ar- 
ticles with Luggage, and if discovered they will be liable to the consequences stated in Appen- 
dix No.5. All Combustible Meaterials will he scized. i . 

No. 4:—Passengers intending to remain in Equpt are requested to separate their Lug- 
gage on hoard the Steamer before arrival at Alexandria or Suez, and land it themselves at 
the Custom House to avoid its being mixed with that of the Passengers in Transit. 

No. 5.—The Port Authorities at Alexandria having specially appointed astated number 
of Boats similarly painted, bearing consecutive numbers for the debarkation of Passengers, 
itis reque: toa those only will be used, so that Theft, Irregularity or Insolence on the part 
of the Boatmen may be traced and punished. * 

The charge at Alexandria and Suez for cach first class Passenger on landing from any 
Steamer is 1s. and for Children and Servants 6d. each, andthe same for embarkation. Par- 
ties are requested to embark only from the Transit Wharfs. 


Omnibuses are provided at the expense of the Transit Adiministration to and from the 
landing places, and the Hotel, and Canal at Alexandria, and likewise between Boulac and 
the Hotels at Cairo, and vice versd. These conveyances will leave the Hotels half an hour 
before the appointed time of starting. 

No large packages of Luggage can be put in the Omnibuses, as there are other conveyances 
for them. 

No. 6.—All Passengers are requested to apply at the Transit Office at Alexandria and 
Suez on landing, and obtain a Transit Ticket which will carry them through Egypt with 2 
ewt. of Luggage free of all charges including Provisions, except Hotel expenses at Alexan- 
dria, Cairo and Suez, and Wines, &c. on the journey. 

No. 7.—Passengers intending to remain at Cairo, but proceeding by the same conveyances 
as Passengers to and from India necd not conform to Rule No. 4, but they must separate 
their Luggage themselves on its arrival at Boulac. The same rule is also applicable at Alex- 
andria and Suez for Passengers from Cairo who do not proceed direct with the Indian Pas- 
sengers. 
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No. 8.—Passengers from India proceeding to Europe by the French or Austrian Steamers 
must separate their Lugguge from that of the Booked-through Passengers on ite arrival at 
Alexandria, as it will otherwise go on to Southampton. 


No. 9.—Passengers will be dispatched by the Vans from Cairo for Suez, or vice versd ac- 
cording to the order in which they stand on the Purser’s allotment as arranged on board the 
respective Steamers belonging to the Peninsular and Oriental Company, and subject to the 
Regulations contained in Appendix No.2. The form of notice will be seen in Appendix 

0. 3. é 


No. 10.—Passengers crossing the Desert independently of the Transit Administration, will 
be subject to the Regulations contained in Appendix No. 4. They will likewise be charged 
freight on their Luggage according to Tariff, if they allow it to be landed from the Steamer 
at Suez, and to proceed with the Baggage of the other Passengers to Cairo. 


No. 11.—The Providore arrangements, prices of Liquors, &c., will be shown in Appendix 
No. 6. Insolence of servants or other proper reasons of complaint, Passengers will be kind 
enough to make known, in writing, to the Director, and if Booked-through, they will do 
well by presenting also a copy to the local Agent of the Peninsular and Oriental Company. 


The Contractor is, however, entitled to claim payment at reasonable prices for any articles 
which Passengers may break or destroy en route, and is even empowered to exact from the 
Administration the detention of their Baggage, to recover the amount if necessary. 


Passengers are not obliged, or expected to give any gratuity to the servants employed by 
the Administration. 


No. 12.—Local Passengers who pay their passage money, but are afterwards altogether 
prevented from pursuing their journey, will be entitled to a return of one half of their pas- 
sage money, provided they give notice to that effect before the departure of the Steamer or 
that of the Vans, &c., &c. 


No. 13.—Local Passengers who may be unable to proceed by the conveyances for which 
they were booked, will be allowed to transfer their Tickets to the first subsequent di ; 
but if they do not proceed by that opportunity, such Passengers will in that case forfeit all 
claim to the return of any portion of passage money. 


No. 14.—Passengers in Transit who neglect or refuse (except in case of sickness) to pro- 
ceed according to the Agent’s request at the appointed hour, by the Vans or Steamer intend 
ed for their conveyance, will have to pay their fare over again, and incur the risk of Joosing 
their passage altogether, if there is no subsequent available conveyance ; but it must be dis 
tinctly understood that if there is no vacant seat in any of the subsequent Vans, they will 
have to pay the entire cost, (£36) for an additional Van if such be disposable. The same 
punctuality is also required at the different Stations in the Desert, as the coachmen have or- 

ers to proceed after the specified time for rest allowed at cach Station has expired. 


No. 15.—All accounts for over weight of Luggage must be settled before leaving Eerpt, 
otherwise the Baggage will be detained by the Administration. Payments for Transit Fares, 
&c., must be made in Egyptian Piastres or English Sovereigns, Spanish or German Dollars, 
‘Napoleons or Five Franc Pieces at the Government rate of Exchange, see Appendix No. & 
Neither India or Bank of England Notes will be received.

APPENDIX No. 2. 
REGULATIONS 
OF THE TRANSIT ADMINISTRATION REGARDING THE_VANS IN THE DESERT. 
The Director of the Transit Administration, with a view to obviate complaiate and 


misunderstandings respecting the rights of precedence in crossing the Desert by the Vans, 
publishes for the information of Travellers the following Rules, fir: = i 
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1. All Passengers by the Peninsular and Oriental Steam Navigation Company's Steamers, 
whether “ booked-through” or not, will be dispatched in Vans according to the order in 
which their names shall uppear on the list furnished by the Purser of said Steamers, said list 
being arranged on board, prior to arrival in Egypt, by first-class passengers forming them- 
selves into parties of six persons for each Van, and these parties further arranging amongst 
themselves, by lot or otherwise, for the right of precedence of departure. 


2. Should any Passengers, however, omit or decline to make up a party, they will then 
have to proceed to Cairo in the order in which their names figure in the passage list from the 
port of embarkation, and their departure can only take place subsequcat to that of the par- 
ties made up as above described. All passengers by the ca E. I. Co.'s Steamers from Bombay 
without exception, obtain precedence of carriage, according to priority of personal applica- 
tion and payment at Sues. 


3. The first set of Vans, usually from five to seven in number, according to the season, 
will be dupatched as soon as the passengers have landed, and the other departures, in similar 
trains, will take place in succession at intervals or from four to five hours. Such passengers 
or parties who do not present themselves at the hour of departure, forfeit their right of pre- 
cedence, and will be obliged to take the place of the persons found to substitute them. In 
no case shall a Van of one of the first detachments be permitted to proceed incomplete, and 
if any vacancies occur they will be filled up according to the option of the Agent. 


N. B.—Two children from two to five years of age are entitled to one seat in the Van, and 
three to four children, exceeding five and. under ten years of age, to the place of two first- 
class passengers. Men servants will not be admitted to a Van, with first class passengers, if 
the consent of the other members composing the party has not been previously obtained, and 
that the Agent also sanctions the arrangement. No scata are reserved in the Vans for ine 
fants and children under two years of age, asthey are conveyed free. Female servants must 
invariably accompany the partics who employ them, 


4. The coachmen have strict orders to keep together in the Desert to render each other as- 
sistance in case of necd. A limited period of rest, fixed by the Agent, will be allowed at each 
of the principal stations, and any Neviation therefrom, or misbehaviour on the part of the 
drivers, will be taken notice of, on a written declaration to that effect being made to the Di- 
rector of the Administration. 


5. Passengers before preceeding to Cairo are expected to call at the Office at Suez, and fulfi] 
the formalitics required by the Agents in charge of the Egyptian Transit Customs. 


6. Passengers en route are entitled to four meals at the stations, vis., Breakfast, Lunch 
or Supper, Dinner and Tea; but whenever Travellers, crossing the Desert, leisurely, for in- 
stance on donkeys or dromedaries should exceed the stated number of meals, they will have 
to pay at the Bungalows as follows :—first class passengers 4s. for a Breakfast, 3s. Tiffin, 6s. 
Dinner, 3s. Tea, 3s. Lodging for the night ; second and third class passengers in proportion. 


In order to insure cclerity of transit, it is particularly requested that all possible expedition 
be used by passengers in landing at Suez; that no obstruction or delay take place in the de- 
livery of the luggage to the officers sent on board to receive it, and that every article of bag- 
gage be legibly addressed and properly secured. All luggage, except 5lb. weight allowed in 
the Van for special purposes, will be conveyed direct to the transit wharf at Boulae (the Port 
of Cairo), where it will be accessible to the owner after it has been weighed; but parties who 
intend stopping at Cairo are requested to give notice of their intention to the Agents at Sues 
aad Cairo, and deliver to both ¢ list of their packages, that the neceseary assistance may be 
given for the separation of their baggage. 


APPENDIN No. 3. 
NOTICE. 


The Egyptian Transit Administration request that passengers will form themselves into 
parties of six persons for crossing the Desert in Vans, and send in a list of their names ac- 
cordingly by — ———_-——_—_-——_. o'clock this day to Mr — 
the Purser, who, with a view of aiding the transit authorities, will then assist the parties in 
drawing lots at ——o'clock to-morrow for preeedence of departure from 
Suez (or Cairo), 

N. B.—Two children from two to five years of age are only entitled to ono seat in the 
Van and three to four childron, exceeding five and under ten years of age, tothe place of 
two first class passengers. European mon servants are not admitted to a Van with first clase 
passengers, if the consent of the other members composing the party has not been pro- 
viously obtained ; and no seats are to be reserved in the Vans for Native and Indian men- 
servants, or infants and children under two years of age. 


Every vacancy in a Van will be filled up at the option of the Agent, and in no case shall a 
Van of one of the first detachments be permitted to proceed to Cairo incomplete. 


No carpet bags allowed ia the Vans.

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APPENDIX No. 4. 


REGULATIONS 


FOR PASSENGERS TRAVELLING ACROSS THE DESERT, INDEPENDENT TO THE TRANSIT 
ADMINISTRATION. 


1.—Persons desirous of travelling from Cairo to Suez or vice versa, by the several modes 
of conveyance used in Egpyt, will be obliged, if they wish to enter the Stations in the Desert 
to procure admission tickets at the Transit Office at Cairo, or at Suez, previous to their 
departure, for which they will pay one sovereign, or 974 piastres Egyptian currency. Childreo, 
under ten years of age, and servants pay half price. 


_ 2.—If travellers, after obtaining their admission tickets, will pay the Transit Administra- 
tion a further sum, in advance of nine shillings, or 43 piastres and 35 paras Egyptian cor 
rency, they will be enabled to obtain from the purveyor of provisions the following meals, st 
either of the principal Stations, Nos. 4, 8 and 12, viz. :—

3.—Persons travelling from Suez to Cairo must, previous to their departure, submit to 
have their luggage examined by the Custom house authorities. 


4.—If, on the arrival of such travellers at Cairo, there should be one of the Transit 
‘Steamers ready to start for Alexandria, they will have a Passage allowed them on the same © 
conditions as others; but if the Steamer should have already left at the time appointed, such 
travellers will not have the right of demanding any extra Steamer. “i 


5.—It is necessary that the passengers should exhibit their tickets at each Station; those 
fring 22 Suez must leave them at No. 12 Station, and those coming to Cairo deposit theirs at 
o. 4 Station. 


6.—As the Transit Administration will not undertake to provide provender and water in 
the Desert for the horses or other cattle which do not belong tothe said Establishment, 
travellers, previous totheir departure, must take care to provide the same for the animals 
they may have hired for the performance of their journey. 


7.—As the Stations in the Desert were never intended to be made use of as hotels, but 
were constructed simply for the accommodation of passengers in transit to and from India, 
travellers, except in a case of sickness or accident, will not be permitted to remain longer at 
the Stations than the time absolutely necessary to accomplish their journey. 


N. B.—No person will be allowed to enter the Stations without an admissiog ticket.

The Portmanteaux, Trunks, Carpet Bags, &c. of the Passengers must bear the name and 
destination of their owners, such inscription to be legible and well secured. 


On the arrival of each Steamer the Officer of the Administration will attend to reeeive the 
luggage of passengers. 


The Administration will not be responsible for any loss or damage of luggage, nor for un- 
avoidable detention (mor for its arrival at Suez orAlexandria in time for the Steamers, should 
the prescribed limits as to sise or weight be exceeded.) 


The Administration will at all times endeavour to employ the easiest means of conveyance , 
such as donkey-chairs, &c. for invalids and sick persons. 


Passengers should apply at the Office of the Administration as early as possible to take 
their places, and receive their transit tickets.
